I N revolving the progrefs of improve- 
ment, one vcify prominent obje£k 
forcibly ilr^es the incjuifitive mind# 
and that is. the dilRpidatidn which muft 
literally pave the way to convenience 
and elegance. This yf a refle6^ion 
which very naturfdly introduces an- 
other, namely, the ihange that muft be 
elfefted, both with refpefl to property 
and refidence, before any- work of pub- 
lic utility can be carried into effefl 
in a crowded city or its immediate en- 
virons. Heavens ! What an immenfe 
inafs of buildings, fonie indeed old, > but 
many of a very recent date, are crum- 
bling into duft) are vanilhing at the 
word, or receding from the touch, of the 
furveyor, whole five foot rod, like the 
wand of Magician, or the fword of Har- 
lequin, caufes edifices to rife and fall, 
deluges the land with water, floats na- 
vies upon the fites of flrects, houles, 
and churches, •conveys vefiels through 
woods and forells, over mountains and 
under rocks j fets one (hip failing above, 
another below a bridge at the fame 
time I and, in (hart, performs thofe 
wonders with refpeft to docks* aque- 
duc);s, tunnels, and canals, wliich 1 
have a prefentiment will make this 
ingenious a^e and country as much 
the admiration of pofterity for their 
internal as they certainly are at prefent 
for their external navigation.

vantage, iM.ib the end is gained, we 
are not difpflfiKl to criticife nie means \ 
yet it occurred to me, that if our ancef- 
tors had done what I am now doing, 
Le. preferved veftiges of the numerous 
buildings (I mean, more minute veiHges 
than are to be found in Stow and our 
other civic hiflorians), that have either 
been crufhed by time, confuroed by fire, . 
or have, like thofe on the fpot alluded 
to, been facrificed to public conveni« 
ence, with feme traits of the occupa- 
tion and mode of life of their inhabit- 
ants, the changes they had undergone, 
fire, it would, though perhaps not a 
pre-eminently ufeful, have been cer- 
tainly a very curious fpeci^Iatifti. 

Butcher Row, whicli has flowly re- 
cilded before the (till (in this refpe^) 
flower progrefs of refinement, was 
once, indeed till a period much within 
living memory, a place of conHderable 
traffic. The^ (tack of houfes, which 
lately occupied the fpot which now 
forms a wide opening on the weft fide 
of Temple Bar, wp, with refped to 
the ground plan, in the form of an 
obtulanppilar triangle, the eaftern line 
of which was formed by a (hoemaker’s, 
af fi(hmonger*s,.and another (liop, with 
wide-extended fronts, and its weftern 
point blunted by the interfe^tion of 
the veflry-room and alms-houfes of St. 
Clement's parifli ; both the fides alfo 
contained fiiopsof various deferiptions ; 
the South (Strand), a number of re-; 
fpe^able tradefmen, fuch as bakers, 
'dyers, dry-falters, (miths, tin -plate - 
workers, &c. $ the North (Butcher 
Row) was, as its name implied, really 
a flefli market, it was at firfl wholly 
occupied by butchers, who had, from a 
very early period, brought their meat 
in qaits n-om the country, and fold it 
juit without the civic liberties, for the 
fupply of the weftern pans of the ciiy. 
Thefe foreign butchers, as they were 
termed, were confidered fo extremely 
iiikful in repreiling the exorbitant de* 
maeds of the native butchers, and 
lowering the prices in the London 
markets of thofe days, that the com-

• T*he houfe, or rather honfes, exhibited in the Frontifpicee of this Magazine (for 
they as well as feveral otheis in Butcher Row had been divided), are a very accurate 
fpecimen of the Ifile of building which pervaded the whole pile. They feem of 
about the age of Edward the Sixth, as we may judge from many of the fame date (till 
extant, and probably were ornamented with the fleur dc iis and coronets, in compli- 
ment to the Count Beaumont f , who when they were one manfion was its inhabitant, 
at the time the Marquis of Rofny arrived in England^ It appears from Sully ’s 
Memoirs (pages 91 and infra), that the Marquis was appointed AmbafTador from 
the King of France (Henry IV.), 1603, to congratulate the King (James I.) 
upon his acceflion to the Englifh crown. His account of this embalTy is curious. 
He dates, among other particulars, that the beginning of June he fet out for Calais, 
with a letinue of upwards of two hundred Gentlemen $ that he had exprefs orders 
from the King his mader that he fhoiiid appear in mourning with all his train at his 
drft audience ; but was afterwards told, that this affcAation of forrow, for the death 
of Queen Elizabeth, would diloblige that Monarch, who would, doubtlefs, look upon 
it a reproach to him for not having put on mourning on the fame melancholy 
occauon. For the^ more folemn reception of this and other AipbafTadors, it alfo 
appears, that at this period a new ofhee was indituted, with a falary of two hundred 
a year, namely, that of Mader of the Ceremonies { 5 the firft of whom was Sir Lewis 
Lewkenor, whofe dehut in this fituation was, accompanied by Count Beaumont, the 
meeting M. Rofny at Dover. 

It is further hinted, in the work to which I have alluded, that Sir Lewis had either 
exhauded his dock of politenefs at his reception of the AmbafTador, or was alarmed 
at the numerous train of his attendants, for he gives him occaiion to complain of his 
rudenefs and parfimony with rcfpe^l to horfes and carnages, even before he fet out 
for Londen, and there is no quedion but that there were cogent reafons for his dif- 
gud, as we dnd that he was obliged to procure a conveyance in the carriage of 
Count Beaumont, while his retqiue were almod fuffered to/ahe the chance ff the road ; 
that is, ’to make the bed bargain they could with the Kentifh innkeepers, from whom 
the Dover landlord, and thole others who, in the year 1762, furnifhed accommoda- 
tions for the Duke de Nivernois and his fuite, feem to have been the legitimate 
defcendants. 

Of the negle£l of the Mader of the Ceremonies, or rather the Court, with refpefl 
to the Marquis of Rofny, there is a driking indance, in fudering him to refide, even 
for a night, in the houfe which we are now confidering, and which, as I have 
obferved, forms the Frontifpicee to this volume : at the fame time his mode of 
treating it would have done honour to the fchooi of Chederdeld. He dates, without 
feeming offended, << As to myfelf, I fup’d and lay at Beaumont’s, and din’d there 
the next day, for fo fhort a time had not been fiifficicnt to procure and prepare me 
lodgings until the Palace of Arundel, which was dedin’d for me, could be got 
ready : but this greatly embarras’d my retinue, which could not all be lodg’d 
at Beaumont’s Houle, and, therefore, appartments were fought in the neighbour- 
hood.*’

The well, which derived its name 
from the fame fource, was, about this 
period, much reforted to on account of 
the Virtue of its water. It was lituated 
in Clement's-lane, and is ftill in ufe, 
having a pump erected over it ^ but its 
water has, I believe, long ceaied to be 
eiteemed, either for its ftnftity or effi- 
cacy in the cure of cutaneous and 
other difeafes, for which it was once fo 
celebrated f. 

On the weft fide of this lane, betwixt 
St. Clement's and Holy Well, was, till 
veiy lately, an inn, the Lamb, in an- 
cient times tl;^ Holy Lamb, which, 
pievious to the Keformation, was as 
much frequented by perfons who vi- 
fited thefe Itreams, either for devotion 
or health, as its neighbour the Angel 
Inn was, and peihaps Itill is, by Cornifh 
and Weft Country lawyers^ 

At the corner of this lane and the 
Butcher Row, connected behind with 
the Robin Hood, h.'sd ftood for ages a 
houfe, which I have frequently contem- 
plated as an objeib of veneration, the 
lower part of this manfion ^ was occu- 
pied as a grocer's (hop ; this had been 
in iome fmall degree modernized, hue 
the fabrick was, as 1 have been in- 


formed, betwixt three and four hun- 
dred years old at the period of it* 
dlifolution (which was very lately), 
and from the ftyle of the* building 
1 have reafon to believe this informa- 
tion to Ke correal;, for iiotwithftanding 
it bad been* frequently patched and 
plaiftered, there was fomething of rude- 
nefs in its oonftru^ioii which is not 
to be found in the wooden buildings 
of a more modern date.

I am afraid of the kind, too, which is 
figured by the whimfical idea of a man 
leaping down .his own throat. For 
what elfe can we call the Thames repre- 
fented as a man, wandering along a 
channel at the fame time reprefented 
to be his identical felf. ^ This fault 
(iti am correft in judging it to be one) 
might very ealily have bee» avoided by 
putting a different epithet (as gentle) 
in the place of hoaty^ ancL^hanging bis 
into its.

thA'e ieem| to be fo obvious a#way 
to avoid their monotony, and to pro- 
duce the full and varied cadence which 
fhould didinguiili the clnfi? of every 
poem, but more particularly one in 
rliyme. Had he written the two middle 
lines thus, we Ihould have bad exa6tly 
the fame feiife, and a much more tune- 
able found :

No ?nore ; where ignorance is py, &c. 

This Ode, it may be obferved, like 
mod others of our author, where the 
lines are fhort, contains many faulty 
rhymes (as towers, adores^-brow, below 
•^cleave, wa^ve-^doom, come — train, mem 
•^beneath, death — men, train — groan, 
own) 9 but here they appear to be julti- 
fiable, as perfeft 1 hynies falling fo near 
one another might have a rather cloy- 
ingcffefl. Heroic lines, indeed, feem 
to be of about inch a length as to 
exclude this indulgence. Hence, one 
would infer (by-the-byc), that the 
many bad rhymes in Papers EJfay on Man 
(in pai'ticular) are a blemifh which (as 
far as compofition is concerned) fbme 
little impeaches his induftry in re- 
vifion 9 fince we Icarce can attribute 
It to inaccuracy of judgment ot wane 
of ear.

From one o'clock to half paft four^ 
the wind coftinued to increafe, and, 
at length, blew fo violently, that had 
he made any previous experiment in 
this country, he fliould have yielded to 
the earneft fblicitations of the brilliant 
and numerous com pan v with which he 
was Imnoured, and mould have de- 
ferred his afeent to a period lefs tem-* 
peduous. 

M. Garnttin, however, though he 
determined not to difappoint the pub- 
lic expe£tation himfelf, telt it to be his 
duty to prefs Captain ^wden not, for 
the lake of curiofi¥y\ io expofe himfelf 
to the perils attendant upon fuch a 
journey in fuch weather. The Captain, 
however, refllied all thefe folicltations, 
and refolved to accompany him. From 
a quarter pail four to five fome fhowers 
of rain fell, which only allayed the 
fury of the wind fora fliort time, for 
after they had ceafed it blew with more 
violence than ever. 

At five o’clock Meflr^. Garnerin and 
Sowden took their feats, the cords were 
cut, and the balloon afeended. .£^ch 
held a flag of the nation to which he 
belonged, which he waved to the com- 
pany prefent. The balloon firft made 
the tour of th^place where the fpefla- 
tors flood, and after being greeted with 
the loud plaudits and good wi flies of 
every perfon, afeended majeflicvdly and 
rapidly into the regions of the air. 
The wind blew from the S. W. The 
balloon, therefore, proceeded over St. 
James’s Park, the Thames, and Welt- 
mi nfler and Blackfriar’s Bridges. 

M. Ga’-neriii then found tint, the 
balloon b'^gam to defeeneb; be threw 
out fome ballad, and it lofe immedi- 
ately with great rapidity, and carried 
the travelleis over the Cathedral of St. 
Paul’s. 

During all this time the whole mc- 
tiopolis was diflin^ly feen ' by the 
atfonauts, whofe balloon was equally 
vilihle to the inhabitants of the me- 
tropolis, When it was overSt. Paul’s, 
M. Garneiin af^ed Captain Sowden

The balloon 
continued rapidly to afeend^was foon 
above the tloiids," and the earth was 
vifible no more. When the travellera 
were aboye the clouds, the climate be« 
came fenfibiy milder : the inflammable 
air began to dilate, and Garnerin 
gave it all poflTible means of vent pie« 
per for their fafety. 

^ They now dined with good appe« 
tites, and very comfortably above the 
clouds, at an elevatiop of upwards cf 
i:i,oo9 feet above the earth. During 
the defeft,' M. ’Garnerin told Captain 
Sowden, that the pleafanteft part of 
their journey was pafied, and that they 
miift now prepare foe a very difagree.. 
able defeent, on account of the conti- 
nued violence of the wind. 

About half an hour had elapftd fince 
their afeent. M. Garneiin now opened 
(the fucker). and thelAlloon 
delcended through black and cold 
clouds j they then deferied land again, 
and alfo the fea, towaids which their 
courfe was carrying them 
^ foon as they had approached fuf- 
ficiently near the earth, they threw out 
their anchor and cable. When the 
balloon firft touched the giound, it 
rebounded with cqnfiderable violence; 
this rebound was followed by about 
twenty more, more violent than the 
firft. The gufts of wind dragged them 
over fields anfl hedges, which fore their 
liandsand clothes ; tiieir.inchor touched 
the ground feveral times, but dragged ; 
and it was not till fome minutes had 
elapfed that il took fteady hold in a 
thicket near a houfe. Here they con- 
ceived themlelvcs to be releafed from 
all peril i but the inhabitants of the 
houfe, alarmed at tl)e balloon, would 
not aflift them 5 nay, a^uatly oflered 
to fire on the adventurous travellers,. 
In the mean time the cable of the 
anchor broke, and they wei e dragged 
through trees and branches, the balloon 
being agitated toi an extrenie degree, 
and rebounding very violently. At 
length they were driven agaipft a tree, 
and Captain Sowden received a fevere 
blow on the back pare of his head.

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The balloon was now torn in the lower 
part, the cords broke, the boat broke $ 
the travellers had hold of a tree, from 
which they were torn by the violence 
of the wind. At lajl, a bound which 
the balloon made enabled them to jump 
out* The balloon, abandoned to itself, 
8uid much torn, fell about hundred 
paces further. 

The place where M. Garnerin and 
Captain Sowdcn landed was on a com* 
moa, four miles beyond Colchefter, 
and fixty miles from Rnnelagh. The 
tiiDC that clapfed from their "departure 
to their landings on rlie common was 
three quarters of an hour. 

M.G arnerin’s hands are much torn, 
and his legs and tlj>/*is confiderably 
bruifed. Captain Sovvden is much moie 
hurt. He has receive*! a llvcre blow on 
the back part of his head, and is much 
bruifed and torn in other parts of his 
body by the bufhes and tices againit 
which they were diiven. 

M. Garnerin pays tlie higheft tri- 
bute to the courage and coolncfs of his 
companion, whr , after the balloon firH 
rebounded, could fevcral times have 
jumped out of it wnh gieat eafe and 
ikfety, but he perfu'ljd in fharing the 
fate of his companion, till tliey were 
both enabled to land in fafety. 


CAPTAIN SOWOLN'S ACCOUNT. 

MR. EtllTOR, 

As nupiberlels ^ueftions have been 
put to me, refpe^ting the fciifations I 
experienced nubile in tlie upper regions, 
1 think itacKity incumbent on me to 
inform the Public, and to fet them 
right as to the, erroneous ideas they 
have of an aci'oAatic voyage. On our 
’firft afeending, we felt a few drops of 
rain. After we liad gained the height 
of about 3COO feet, I delircd M. Gar- 
uerin not to afeend any higher till he 
bad pafled the metropolis, Ibat the in- 
babitants might be gi*atificd with a fair 
view of us. When we had got at a 
fmall diftance from London, wc^aicend- 
ed through fonie very thick clouds, of 
which 1 could perceive three diftin^lr 
rows, at the lower one of which W'e 
found the quickiilverof the tbermorae- 
ter at 1 5 deg. and I was obliged to put 
on my great coat ; but on afeending 
ftill higner, we found the air more 
temperate, and the quickfilver rife gra- 
dually to five deg. above fummer heat. 
We then feeroedtobe fljtionajy, and 
felt no more motion than one would 
feel in fitting in a chair in a room. 


I then propofed to M. Garnenn to 
oveihawl our lockers, where we found 
a bam, a cold fowl, a cake, and two 
bottles of orgeaf, wines or ipirits beinjg 
dangerous to take, owing to the raref^ 
cation of the air. Thr chill of the 
clouds having given us an appetite, 
we made a table on our knees with the 
feats of the car, and ate a veiyheaity 
meal. The clouds then difperled from 
under us, and we had a delightful view 
of the country. Whether it is owing to 
the rarefication of the air, or to the 
ili'ong light thrown on the earth, I 
cannot determine, but 1 found that my 
fight, which rt all times if rather weak, 
became fo'ftrong, that I could eafily 
diHinguini tj^c ininuteft objects on the 
earth : it appeibs^lj^ike a vail panorama 
or map, of about fifty miles in circum- 
fcicnce, where we could hot only fol- 
low with our eyes the different crofs- 
roads and interfeftions on it, but even 
diftinguifh the ruts on them, and the 
very furrows in the field. The lenfe of 
hearing was lironger here than on 
earth $ for, at the height of 15,000 
feet, we could cliltinftly hear the rat- 
tling of the carric^es on the roads, 
the lowing of cattle, and the acclama- 
tions of the people who fawus; though, 
at the fime time, we could hardly hear 
ourfelvcv fpeak 5 and I am peifiiaded, 
that a per Jon on the earth, with a 
ft.ong voice and a fpeak ing trumpet, 
nright make himfelf perfedfly under- 
ftc/od by any peiJori at that height in 
the air. I have obferved, lliat almofb 
every icnfatioji I experienced while in 
the upper region^ was exacS ly the con- 
trary to what is the gener al opinion of 
the Public. I was affured by a number 
of the moft celebrated liUratif who 
pretended to be very learned on that 
lubje^l, that 1 Jhould find t]pe cold 
increafe th£ higher I afeended ; inilead 
of which, I found the iMat increafe to 
that degi ce, that I was obliged to take 
both my great coat and jacket off. Jt 
is alfo the general opinion, that look- 
ing down from fo llupendous a height 
renders a perfon fo giddy as not to be 
able to keep his feat ; on the contrary, 

I found that I could. look down with a 
vail deal of pleafure, and without ex- 
periencing that inconvenience 5 where- 
as looking round on the vaft expanfe 
that furrounded us lendered my eyes 
fo dim, that I was Ibmetimes a few 
minutes before I could perfedlly reco- 
ver ihy fight. I experienced no diffi- 
culty of breathing, or inconvenience 

from 
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from tlm motion of the balloon } for 
though we moved with immenfe velo- 
4:ity» we felyibt the leaft wind or pref- 
fure of air, it being fo perfe^ly calm, 
that the flap in our hands, andthofe 
with which tilt balloon was decorated, 
liung fupine, nor did they ililr. I ob- 
ferved, that between every row of 
clouds, not only the atmofphere, but 
the wind varied feveiad degrees $ for, 
on our pafling through the firR cloud 
after leaving London, the wind, which 
had before been nearly S. W. chanpd 
tcrS. S. £. by which means we found 
ourfelvesover St, Alban's, in Hertford- 
(hire. On alcehding flill«»liighcrj the 
wind became nearly W. which drove 
us over Epping Fochlt, which I dittin- 
guiihed very plainl}^; appeared like 
a gooleberry-bulh. I then pointed out 
our courfe to M. Garnerin on the map, 
and obferved to him, that wc (houid 
foon peiceive the fea, which in a fhort 
time we faw very plainly. M. Gar* 
nerin then told me ive had not a mo- 
ment to lofe, and mud defcend with 
all poHible fpeed ; at the Tame time 
pointing out a very lieavy cloud to me, 
neatly under us j and feid— ** U faut 
que nous pajpons a trawrs tie a drole la 
accrochez *vous Jerme car nous allons nous 
eajfer le col*"" I aniwered-^** De tout 
mon cceurC'' We then opened the voAitr, 
and we defcendcd with rapidity. On 
rufhing into the«cloud, 1 founds as he 
lud conjedfured. It contained as violent 
a iquall of wind and rain as ever I 
-experienced. The attraction of the 
water, the force of the wind, and the 
conltant emiliion of gas from the valve, 
hurled us witJi iuch velocity towards 
the earth, that I expected to fee his pre- 
didion verified, though, I can aiTure 
you, my idea& at that time did not co« 
incide wj^h the anfwer 1 made hinu 
M. Garnerin Itill retained all hiscooL 
nefs and piefence of mind i and while 
we were deicending with that extreme 
fwiftiiels, defiled me, the moment I 
fhould find the car about to touch tiie 
eaith, to catch hold of the hoop which 
was faftened to the bottom of the net, 
to which the car was lufpended, and 
lift myfelf up into the net, by which 
meana we faved ourfelves from beyig 
dafhcd to pieces. The bulloon did not 
re afcend immediately, but dragged iis^ 
along the ground, with aftoniOipig 
iwiftnefs, for the length of neaily three 
fields, before the giappiing iron took 
good hold, and then we thought omr- 
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felves fafe, being clofe to a farm-houfe, 
from which feveiol perfons came out 
to fee us ) but though we threw out 
ropes to them, and called for help, 
they were fo confiernated that neither 
threats nor entreaties could prevail on 
them to come to our afliftance } for, at 
I aftei'wards^eard, they took us to be 
two forcerers, it being rather an un^^ 
ufual thing to fee two men coming 
down poit hafte from the clouds. We 
were tor about three miautes in that 
iltiiation, till another goft of wind 
broke our cable, and we afcended again 
nearly 6oo ^eet. In the buftle of pre« 
paring the ropes for the farmers> hi. 
Garnerin had let the rope belonging 
to the valve flip out of his 'hand, by 
vf\itch means the bottom of the balloon 
was prelTed upwards by the wind. M. 
Garneriii defii ed me to tiy to regain it, 
which J at laft effected by climbing up 
into the net, though the force of the 
wind ftruck the tin tubes falfened at 
the bottom of the balloon, and tlorough 
which the rope led, with fuch violence 
again ft my face, that it had nearly 
ftutined me. Having recovered, we 
redefcended, but were borne with fuch 
violence acrofs the country, fometimes 
along the ground, Ibmetinies in the air, 
that! fevera) tinges propofed to M,Gar- 
nerin to abandon the balloon, and to 
live ourfelves $ but he continually ob- 
jected to it, and 'reminded me of my 
promife not to quit him. In the mean 
time we were dalbed agaiiift feveral 
trees, one of which had ngarly de^x 
ftroyed us. Being with my back to- 
wards it, I received a blow on the head, 
which threw me at full length at the 
bottom of the car. M. Garnerin, in 
attempting to aflift me, was nearly 
thi*own overboard ; two of the cords 
that held the car broke, and at the 
fame time foine of the branches tore the 
'balloon t upon which M. Garne;in 
cried out, ** Fhebilloon is torn, and 
we are faved.*’ Another gutt of wind 
difengaged us from the tiee, and we 
touched the ground once more, with a 
leis violent ihock than befoic. We 
then both gut out, but fo exhaufted 
with our numerous exertions, that we 
had hardly ftiength to follow the 
b'llloon, which fell again about zod 
paces further, w^htn we completely 
maftered it, by throwing ourfelves 
upon it, and by that means prelling 
out the remaiiifler of th^ gas. It 
rained fo very haul, that I pi'opofed 

to 
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to M. Garneiln to leave the balloon in 
the field, and go in fearch of Tome 
houfe for ihelter, and refreihment. 
We accordingly made the beft of our 
wav to a hou^ which we efpicd about 
half a mile ofF, belonging to a 
Kingfbery ; and here a very curious 
snift^e took place. When we en- 
^ired for the maltcrof the houfe, Mr. 
Kingfbery appeared $ but feeing two 
peJ'fons of io fliange an appearance 
^M. Garncrin having a French hat on, 
with the national cockade, bearing the 
tri’Colouitd dag, and niyfelf being in a 
iailor's diefs, with the union jick in 
my hand), he imagined *wc came on 
account of the ele£iion, and before we 
could addrefs him, faid, ** Gentlemen, 
though I am a freeholder, Iliavc made 
a determination not to vote for one fde 
or the other." So much was he im- 
preffed with tliis idea, that it was fome 
time before we could make him fend* 
ble that we had nothing to do with the 
elei511tiii, but that we came in a balloon 
in thiee quarters of an hour fjom Lon- 
dont; that we were veiy mucli bruffed 
and tiled $ and that we required his 
alEftance and ihelter. He then le- 
ceived us in the moft hofpitable man- 
ner»not only providing us with rcfiefli^ 
ments and dry clothes, but even offered 
us beds, the ufe of his houfe and 
horfesy apd fent immediately fome 
farmers with a cart, to carry the 
balloon from thi field, and convey it 
to a place of iafety ; and as we ex- 
prefled a wi(h to get to Colcheffer that 
night, he fent for a poft-chaife to con- 
vey 115 thither, whcie we were re- 
ceived with loud acclamations by the 
inhabitants. ^The next day we re- 
turned to Fingeiing Hoe, where we 
had left the balloon, and, after drying 
it on the grafs, packed it up, and made 
the beft of oUi way to to^^n, wheic we 
anived about four o'clock the next 
morning. 

I cannot help admiring the coolnr fs 
and prefence of mind M. Garnet in 
prefeived,.even in the moft imminent 
dangei ; and I aift fo confident of his 
gieat talents and (kill in conduihrg 
a balloon, that I would venture to 
go to the end of tjhe lArorld with 
him.

SECOND EXCURSION. 

MR, locker's account OF THE VOY- 
AGE OF MONDAY, ^JtLY 5. 

MR. EDITOR, 

Although the woflwl has been al- 
ready prefented w’ith an account of a 
lateaeiial excuifioVr, I flatter my (elf lo 
much iiiteicft is ftill entertained by the 
Public tor the falety of M. GaincTin, 
that the following particulais of his 
fecond afeent will’piove acceptable to 
tliem The very unfa voiii able wea- 
thei, attended with a heavy gale ac 
S. and S. W. induced M. Garneiin 
to give up Ifcs intentidff of afeending 
to difplay the piomifed experiment 
of the paraaliute. In this event it had 
been arrangtd'thaf Mr. Sowden fhould 
once moie accompany him ; but feme 
miiundei landing having taken place 
between thole Gentlemen, and having 
had feme previous converlation on the 
preceding diy with M. Garnerin on 
the fubjeff, 1 afcemlcd with lumyefter- 
day afternoon at ten minutes be foie 
fi\e o'clock, according to iny watch, 
from Lord's Crickei-giound, 1 lie 
ftrong affurances of my companion, 
added to what I had read on the (cience 
of neroftacion, and the expeiiencc of 
foimer aeronaut^, had fo fully pei- 
fu ided me of my pei feft ieciirity, that 
I enjoyed the wondeiful and enchant- 
ing profpeft which no»w prefented itfelf 
with unmixed plealute. Although the 
denfe ftatc of theatmolphcre obftiu£fed 
dift mt abje6fs in fo gie it a dtgi et, that 
oui hoiizon was fomewhat limited, the 
unuludl concourlc of fptClatois, which 
giadually diininiflied to an undillin- 
guifhed ir.afs, and the view of great 
pait of the metropolis, together with 
the furrounding conntiy, ftudded with 
houfes, and enlivened by tl]p inhabit- 
ants moving in eveiy diie£fion, aftoid- 
cd me an en^citainmtnt well worth the 
purchife of any fuppoitd danger. Af- 
ter throwing out fonie part of our baJ- 
Jdft, we afeended very lapidly, and by 
the intervention of lome thick clouds 
(which had much the appearance of a 
ieaot cotton beneath us, as defciibed 
by Mr. Bildwyn, of Che(fer), we cn- 
tiiely loft fight of the earth. We 
moved with much lapidity, although 
our motion was* to me perfc6fly imper- 
ceptible 5 and at length the clouds dif- 
petfing, we again law the country be- 
low us. I attempted in vain to afeu- 
tain our fituation^ by calling to my 
repolledion 
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recollection the appearance of the 
country» whicli appeared to me more 
like a profpea feen in a camera, when 
placed m a vfiy elevated fit nation, than 
any thing to which I could compare it j 
I think a mapile an incorreCt compari- 
ibn, as the various objects are not, as in 
nature, delineated with fufficient mi- 
nutenefs to bear with a reiemblance. 
About this time M. Garnerin looked 
at his watch, and obferving we had 
been five minutes on our voyage, pro- 
polcd to defeend in about the fame 
time. The perufal of Mr. Sowdeii*f 
narrative led me to obferve, with much 
attention, the^TJbwer of hearing iioifes 
below j neither M. Garnerin nor my- 
felf could diflinguifb (ouncy above the 
elevation of 3 or 4000 feet, though M. 
Garnerin imagines a very con fu fed 
found, but totally undiltinguifhable, 
maybe heard conuderably highei. We 
never attained a greater height, this 
day, by M. Garnerin’s computation, 
tlian about 1,200 French toifes, or 
7,800 feet, as M. Gaineiin being de- 
fnous to leturn the fame evening to 
town, did not choole to loie a favour- 
able opportunity of defeending. At 
length we law at a diibnce what 
proved afterwards to be Epping Fo- 
red, with a range of diftant lulls be- 
yond, and obfeiviug an open cham- 
pagne country, M. Gunenn opened 
the valve, and sve began to deicend. 
He directed me to call to Tome perfons 
employed in a field, as we approached 
the giound, to take hold of the ropes, 
which we had thrown out for the pur- 
pofe, and recommended me to hold faft 
by the cords, to avoid the fbock on the 
balloon’s lirll touching the earth. This 
precaution proved very necefi’aiy, as 
the force with which we defeended 
was vtiy confiderable, occafioncd by 
the force^ of the wind, rather than by 
our fpecific gravity, and the rebouno 
bore us up again with velocity, to the 
height of 150 or aoo feet. In rc- 
deicendlng, we Ih’uck againit a tree, 
the fhock of which gave M. Garnerin 
a devere blow on the back ; and he 
obfirved, that this was the only occa- 
fion, during a period of twelve years, 
in which he haa been in the habit of 
lei-oltation, and the twenty feventh 
^iine he has afeended^ that he evfer 
Tuifered fuch an inconvenience. Sc- 
i^eral of the peifantry being now 
land, we were fecured from ;iny fuN 
:her afeent, and alighted from tile car 
vith perfeCI fafety- We immediately 


enquired our fituatlon, and foupd ure 
had fallen in a field of Mr. Owen*# t at 
Chingford, in EfTe^Hind, referring to 
our watches^ obferve'd we bad made 
our voyage exaClly in one quarter of an' 
hour. We difpatched a mefTenger tO 
Woodfoid for a poft^chaife, and the 
inflammable air having evaporated, 
packed the balloon in the car, and hid 
It conveyed to a linall inn at Chingford 
Green, adjoining which we had de<- 
feeuded, from whence, after a flight 
repaft on fome provifions 'we had 
brqpgbt with \is, we fet off for Lon- 
don, and ariived at M. Garnerin’s, 
in Poland- Ifreet, a quarter after nine 
in the evening. Although the tnbb, 
which furrounded us on our defeent, 
ware, as q/iial, both troublefome arid 
officioufly impertinent, we received 
great attention and afliftance ft om Mr. 
Hughes, of the Stamp Office, London, 
and feveral other Gentlemen, who be* 
held our arrival. Attention would 
have been, however, infured to 11s, if 
neceflary, bv tht paper put imo the 
haqds of M. Garnerin, figned by his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of W^les, 
the Duchefs of Devon (hire, Lords 
Befborough, Cathcart, and othe'r per- 
Tons of diftlnCtion, who witnelTed our 
afeenfion at Lord’s Cricket Ground.-^

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9R1EF MEMOIR OF M. OARNERIN. 


T HIS bold Aeronaut is a native of 
P^isy and the Ton of af Pcwterer 
in that capital. His father^ though far 
from being in opulent cu*cumdancesi 
fent him to the Uoivcrfity at an early 
age I but It cannot be Aiathat he v/ent 
through any thing like, a regular courfe 
of dudies, as he only rematneif three 
years at CoUege» and >never entered 
the clafs of Nat ural Philofophy • It ims 
at the period that the noted Montgol* 
6ei’ hrft Invented and ‘ exhibited fan 
ballooBy that young Gamerin, more 
captivated by the new difeovery than 
in love with claflical learnings con- 
ceived the idea of making little balloons 
for himlelf, and of letting them out 
from his chamber windows. ThePrin- 
cipaLof the College, however, feeing 
^at he totally negfeded his dudies for 
the purfuit fuch baubles, told him, 
in tl|e mod peremptory manner, tliat 
he ihould either abjure his balloon ma- 
nia, or ouit the feminary. Garn^iin 
referred the latter, and went honEe to 
is father, who was fu: from being fiitif- 
Eed with Ms conduct. 

When the Revolution broke out, 
which was foon after his leayinjg Col- 
lege, he became a Volunteer in the 
Pariiian National Guard i and though 
he proved attentive to his military avo- 
cations, he did not lofe light of his 
favourite amufement. Not having mo- 
ney luflicient to purohafe a balloon 
bjmiklf, be applied to a rich and avari- 
cious peribn, who bought one for him, 
wd gave him a mere trme for afcending 
in it. On condition that he .ihould re- 
ceive the cafli which the Public were to 
pay for admilRon- Even this propofal 
was acceded to by Garneiin. His pa- 
jneuts, however, learning that he was on 
the eve of going up in a balloon, ap- 
adied to the Mayor of Paris, and con- 
jured him to prevent t^nr Ion from 
expodng hlmfelf to fuch unminent dan- 
ger* But the Muf^ftrate— (it was the 


unfortuimte Bailli}«-rerutbd to inter- 
fere, faying, that the bulineis was not 
within the Iphere of hfs jurifdiflion. 
The didra^ed father and mother then 
waited on General La Fayette, who 
was Commander in Chiet of the Pariiian 
Guard, and begged 'he would intei pole 
his military authority, and not fuffer 
the giddy youth to afeend. M. La 
Fay^e acquiefeed, and fe/it a file of 
^Idiers to put the young adveiuuier 
in confinement i but Girnenn faw the 
men approach, and, gUCifing what had 
been their orders, immediately drew 
his Ihbre, threatened to run the firil 
peribn through who llioiild Interrupt 
iiim, cut the cords which kept the 
balloon to the ground, and afeended 
with the utmoR velocity, amidll tlie 
acclamations of thoufands. 

When the monfter Robefpierre filled! 
France with widows and orphans, the 
Revolutionary Committee of Public 
Safety deputed Garnerin to the Army 
of the mrthf then commanded by 
General Bonfonnet. He appeared 
there in tfie capacity of CommilTioner, 
and his functions called him to Mar- 
chiennes. In Flanders, a few days be- 
fore the Auftrians attacked that place 
and carried ir. The Aulb'ian divifion 
was under the immediate command of 
his Royal Highnefs the Duke of York, 
and Oarnerin became a prifoner to the 
Britilh ; be was fent, with the others, 
about i6oe, to Oudenaid, whence he 
efcaped about two months^ after, but 
was retaken almoft immediately. He 
pafled into the handa of the Aiilb-ians, 
was conveyed up the Danube into Hun- 
gary, where he remained till he was 
exchanged. He complains of the Fi*ench 
Government's having refufed to pay 
him his arrears during the period of 
his captivity ! 

Garnerin is of a very diihinutive

We find, that Dr. BUck, of Edinburgh, 
was the lirft fcrion known to have (ug- 
elled the poifibility of inclofing in- 
Hmmable air as to render it capable 
ot railing a veuel into the atmofphere, 
which was done in his leftures In 1767 
and 1768 3 and Mr. Cavallo, in 1782, 
fiift made experiments upon the fub- 
jei^ , but he was unable to retain the 
air 111 any material light enough for 
ihe purpole, except a thick folution of 
ioip, which the practice ot children 
had (hewn would afeend even with 
lefpiicd air,^B»cfied bvj^at. In the 
lame year Stephen and Jofeph Mont- 
golfier, papci -manufacturers of Anno- 
n ly, wibouc ten leagues t?bm Lyons, 
hlJcd a filken bag with air rarefied by 
burning piper, which rofe hilt in a 
room, anvl afterwirds to the height of 
feventy feet, in the open air. Sevtial 
repetitions of the cKpciiment were 
made in the enfuing yen, and finally 
dry draw ind chopped wool were con- 
fufned, inlteid of paper. One ot their 
balloons, about thiiteen feet in diame- 
ter, lofe to the height of 3000 Icei iti 
two minutes. 

At length, on the 1 5th of October 
17H3, M. Pilatre de Horier rofe from 
the garden ot the Fauxtrourg St. An- 
toine, at Palis, ill 1 wicker gdleiy 
about three feet bioad, attached to a 1 
oval balloon of 74 feet by 48, winch 
had been made by M. Moutgolfitr, 
and which alfo can led vp a brafiei, 
01 grate, for the purpofe ot continu- 
ing, at pleafure, the iritlation of the 
billoon, by a hie ot Uiaw and wool. 
The weight of this machine was 1600 
pounds. On that day it w is pei mitced 
to rife no higbei than eighty tour fiet3 
hut on the 19th, when M Giiaud de 
Villette afeended with him, they rofe 
to the height of 332 feet, being pre- 
vented troin further afeent omy by 
ropes. In November of the fam{; year, 
Mf P. de Rosier and the Maiquis 
D'Arlandcs firlt trufted a balloon to 
|he elements, who, after rifing to^tlie 
heiglit of 3000 feet, defeended a^ioat 
five miles fi om the plaCe of theii afeent. 

About the fame time, Count Zam- 
bcccaii fent ifp from tlie Artifleiy 
Ground, in London, a .(mall gilt 
balloon, filled witli^ innimiiiablje air, 
winch in two hours and a half, reached 
a fpot near Petworth, in SiifTex, and 
would not then have fallen had it not 
burif. The dilcoveiy W3a now n uly 


as complete as in its prefent ftate. 
Inflammable air, produced by iron 
filings .uid vitiiolic acid, was foon 
ufed in the inflation of larger balloons, 
and by one of feet diameter M. 
Charles and M. Roberts rofe in 
cember from the Garden of the Thuil* 
leries in Paris, and in an hour and 
half defeenefed about twenty- (even 
miles from that city. In this voyage^ 
the thermbmeter fell from 47 to 31, 
ftom which datum the balloon was fup- 
pofed to have 1 cached the height of 
3500 feet. Subftqiient experiments 
may rather be eniimeiated than de- 
fcribed. The adventurers in them 
weie— 

M. y. Montgolfier^ who, in 1784, 
afeended, ^with fix other perfons, from 
Lyons, by a balloon 131 feet high and 
104 broad. 

M. Blanchard^ in March of the (ame 
year, 1 ofe to an altitude which is calcu- 
lated at 9500 feet, and defeended in an 
hour and a quarter, having expei^enced 
heat, cold, hunger, and an exceflive 
drowilnefs. 

M. Bertrandf in April, role Trom 
Dijon to the height of about 1 3,000 
feet, and in an hour and a quarter 
failed x8 miles. 

Madame Thtble^ who was the firft 
female adventurer^ alcendrd m June 
fiom Lyons, with M. Hear ant ^ in the 
prefence of the late King of Sweden, 
and reached the height of 8500 feet.

As a writer, he 
was poflefltd of gcniu-, wit, and a 
ftrong imagination. But in Jl his 
works we ofifeivea perpetual attempt 
at conceit, an affeftation of brevity, 
a dryne/s and obfcuiityin his remarks, 
which have lendered hhn not fo popular 
as he might have been with gieatei 
fimplicit} in his ftyle and peripicuity 
in his method.

Such 
a temper could infure neither peace to 
himfelf, nor gratification to others 5 
fonfequentV he .had feyeral literary 
quarrels, paHk 4 ilaii 4 i->i 41 ^ ‘ Voltaire 
and ProfclTor Koenig^ At length 
a difordcr which attacked him foon 
after his return to Berlin, and which 
afterwards proved incurable, compelled 
him onre more tO try his native air. 
He remained two years in France, and 
tl;en w'tnt to Bille on a vifit to Meflrs. 
JV*inouiIlis. in whofe arms he died, on 
the 27th of July, at the age of fixty. 

T his philolopher polTeired uncom- 
mon ncHvity of mind, and a vivacity 
wliich manifeitcd itfelf in the conti- 


nual motion of his head and eye«. 
This, with the manner in whic' ic 
drefltd and behaved in coirioiny, ^Mv'e 
him a great air of fingulari./. He 
was however, occafionally, pobu- and 
friendly, and fpoke with confide. ab!j 
facility and prefence of mintL But 
he never enjoyed a happy moment. 
Warm, imperious, and overbearing in 
his temper, his natural difpofition cor- 
refponded not with his philofophy, and 
was injurious to his peace. He fome- 
• times copied Foutenclle in his llyle— it 
would have been fortunate if he had 
imitated the ferenity of that amiable 
and happy old man. As a writer, he 
was pofielTed of geniu«, wit, and a 
ftrong imagination. But in all his 
works we oBfervea perpetual attempt 
at conceit, an affe^lation of brevity, 
a ilrynefs and obfeurity in his remarks, 
which have rendered hminot fo popular 
as he might hav’^e been with greater 
fimplicity in his ftyle and perlpicuity 
in his method.

** T AURA, v,’lio has been rendered 
famous by her virtues, and who 
has been the fubjetl of my verfe for 
many years, appeared to my eyes for 
the firlt time on the fixth of April 
1327, in the church of St. Clair, at 
Avignon. 

“ In the fame church, on the fame 
day, at the lime hour, in 1348, that 
luminary, that fun, retired from the 
world. I was at Verona, and knew 
not the misfortune that had befallen 
me ; but the nineteenth of the follow- 
mg month I received a letter from my 
iiiend Lewis, which acquainted me 
with the fatal news. On the very day 
ot her death, her body, lb beautiful, 
lo pure, was depofited, after vefpers', 
the church qf the Cordeliers. I 
doubt not but her foul, to fpcak in the 
words of Seneca, returned to heaven, 
from which it had defeendsd. 


That I may never lofe the remem- 
brance of a lofs fo afflicting, I have 
written tliefe particulars in a book which 
I am continually reading ; thus have I 
prepared myfelf a pleafure mingled with, 
grief. This lofs, conltanily preft-nr to 
my memory, will inltruft m , that no- 
thing here below can contribute to my 
happinefs ; and that it is time for me 
to renounce the world, fince the bond 
that held me to it by the tendered 
attachment is broken. I hope, with 
the alTi fiance of Heaven, this rcnunciav' 
tion will not be dilHcult : my mind, 
inceflantly turned to the paft, will per^ 
ccive^ that the cares which employed 
it were vaifti that the hopes which it 
cherilhed were deceitful, and that the 
fehemes it foriUed terminated only in 
furrow or difapp^intment 1”

After edabliniing thefe truths, by a 
candid inveltigation of ancient docu- 
ments, Ml. Charnock, as a proper in- 
ti ocki^ion to his tiuly gieat wofk, 
gives his readers a preliininaiy dif- 

r 2 courfe. 
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courie, in which he reduces the inari- 
time hiftory of' the world to a regular 
fyftcm, and coiifiders it as fairly dfvifi. 
ble into /even different fe£i]ons;' clearly 
pointed out by as many remarkable 
epochs. 

The firft may comprehend all that 
dark and intricate fpaca of time pre- 
vious to the foiiiidatiori of Rome. 
The fecond I'e^lion coinprifes a period 
Ibmewhat lefs obfeure ; it will extend 
from the foundation of Rome to the 
deftriiflion of her rival Carthage 5 and 
from thence, a third may find its ter- 
mination in the converlion of tlie“ re 
public into an empire. The death of 
Clurlemagne ma)'' be confidered a? the 
fourth grand epoch, when a revival of 
maritime piiri’uits, which lilid long lain 
dormant, took place. Frt'm this pe- 
riod the fcicncc of navigation appeared 
progrelfively griining Itrengtli, and ob- 
taining followers, who thdiiitrioufly 
and molt laboriou/ly attempted lo 
attaki Lonfiderablc perfection in in.iri- 
, time knowledge } but this knowledge 
was limited, and may be accouftted 
’ the fifth fe« 5 lion, terminating with the 
difeovery of the properties of the 
fione. The lubrequent In vention of tl.e 
Mariner^s Compafsy Klated to be about 
/ the year 1260, difpelled the mill: which 
had fo long obfeured that fummit to 
which the art was, without much diffi- 
culty, capable of being advanced, and 
may, therefore, be confidered as the 
fixth divifion, which continued on to 
the commencement of the fixteenth 
century, when the general introdudion' 
. and uie of cannon on. board of (hips, 
together with the contrivance of post- 
boles, gave birth to the feveuth and Jait 
epochs by attaching to velTeis thole 
requiiites and properties which, though 
imperfectly Aipplied and provided for 
in the beginning, have, by I’epeateJ . 
experience, gradually improved into 
that excellence, and almoit unimprov- 
able ftate of perfection, which the Ihips 
built at the prefeut day are, by fome, 
fuppofed to pollefs. 

' From general hiftory our Author 
proceeds, iji the next place, to an exa- 
m mat ion of the naval tranra6tions of 
our own country, commencing at the 
mtjnorahls era commonly c-dletl the 
Conquelt, at wljicli peiiod it h evident 
that Britain lud no navy, and that 
William only .made ufe of tranfport 
velfels to convey his troops to our 
coajfts, having no (hips of force fiilncicnt 
for a naval encpuiitcr, if Harold bad 


poflcfTed a fleet j and as the conqueil 
was eifeCled, fo was it maintained by 
^ army j for though^the Norman 
invader had rendered himfclf mafter 
of the kingdom, he .was not afele to 
avert a Danifli'debarlvatiozt of troops 
three years after that event. 

“ The firft authentic teftimony,then, 
of the birth of the Britith navy, is the 
invalion of Normandy by Henry, fur- 
named Beauclerc, in the year jio6 ; 
.and tjie Cru/aJing exj)editions whicii 
•immediately followed, contribuleTl, in 
fome degree, to chcrilh /ne puling 
infant.” But, icmarked, 

that thefe f^mporary fleets fitted out 
on various occaftons piincipally fur 
the purpot'h of invafion, confilied only 
of rranfport velFels, not equipped ut 
the expcnce of the Sovereign, but by 
the different fea-port towns, to whit h 
certain privileges weic gianted, in 
confequence of their fiiiniftnng :uj 
eltablifhed quota ot vtfiels wheii-Vf-r 
they were regularly dtmanded by ti e 
Monarch ; and as icon as (he pinpf*fe 
was anfwered for winch they wc-je 
called forth, they were laid up. 

“ To recapitulate the feveral evnus 
' which took pbee from this time till tlie 
reign of Henry the Eighth, when tiie 
naval foice of England firlt acquired a 
permanent eltablilhment, would be lit- 
tle intcrciting to the reader, efpccially 
in the abridged codiraftcd dale in- 
evitable neceflity would compel it 
fhould be given.” Notwithlunding 
this lenfible oblervation, our yViitlna* 
feems to have reconlidered the mat'.ei , 
by giving a Chronological ami brief 
minute of the different naval occur - 
rtnees that took place from the Con- 
quclt tothereignof Ed waid the Third, 
which, if not lo interefting as ihofe of 
modern times, is, however, both ciui- 
ous and enterlaining two or thiee 
fpctimeiis will fervetojufiify this alfci- 
fion. 

A. D. 1215. King John fitted out 
the moft powerful fitet agamft Fr-incc 
that li. 'd ever been known in England. 
Neceflity appealed to require it ; for 
it is reported, that the French navy 
coniihed of one thou land feven hun- 
dred Ihips. In .tlie fame year, the. 
Knglifh fleet, commandtd by the Karls 
of balifbury and Boulogne, totally de- 
feated the Fienth fleet, and took three 
hundred fail, driving on fhoreor burn- 
ing one hundred more.” 

“ 1295. A fleet of three hundred and 
fifty iixty (hips wa$ lent to Qiikuhc, 

under 
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pnder the Bails of Lancafter, Ricli- 
niondy and Lincoln. Three other 
fquadronsalfo were equipped to guard 
the coafts. The Yarmouth, or Eallern, 
lender John de Bottetot j the Portf- 
monrlTr^ SiPUthem, under William 
de LtyborA j and the Irifh, or Wcftern, 
Commander not named. In this King’s 
jeign (Edward I.), fo njehemently was 
ihe'domitiion of the fea allerted, that 
tlie Dutch were obliged to . obtain 
licences to enable them to filh on the 
Jinglilh coafts.” , 

“ 1 34c% The French committed great 
d i’ pre< lati»6a.at C^grniey. Port fmoii th, 
and on the weilffn coictfii* In this year 
v./as fought the firlt engagement by fea 
in Vhich any King ot l^^gland had 
been perfonally engaged. It appears 
alio to have been one of the molt def- 
perate, and the firlt regular action re- 
c j'ded in hiltory. The Englilh fleet, 
confilliiig of two hundred and lixty fail 
t>f Ihips of war, was commanded by 
King Edward the Third in perfon 5 
tne fleet of the French amounted to 
four bundled Uil, of which one hun- 
dred and twenty were very large 
velfels. The action was long, def- 
peiate, and bloody. As a pi elude to 
victory, the Great CliriiVopher, for- 
merly taken from the EngliOi, was 
retaken by them, and towards the 
evening many others. As night came 
on, llveral endeavoured to fave them- 
lelves by flight. In one of which (the 
James of Dieppe), taken by the Earl of 
, H'liuingdon, after being engaged the 
whole night, four hundred pe Tons 
were found killed. I^umbers of the 
French threw theinfelves into the fea, 
leckiiig tefugc,in vain, from thefw'ords 
ot tlicir enemies, and preferring to 
encouiuer a certain and iiUtani death, 
rather than rilk a cafual one from the 
hands of the Eiiglifli, Tn line, up- 
w.iiils of two hundred of their (hips 
were taken, and thirty I boufanJ of their 
with their Admiral Bihuchet, 
killed or drpw'ued. De Keimcl, ihcir 
other Admiral, was taken prifbnei j 
and Edwaid the Third, a> he was the 
fjrft Englilh , Monarch who had ever 
(ought on an element new to Englilh 
, loy ilty, had the honour of obtaining a 
victory, thali w'lilch none was ever 
more complete and decifive.” 

1347' Edward belicged Calais, 
which was blockaded by fea with a 
fleet of feven hundred (ail.” .From an 
original manufeript prelerved in the 
libiviry belonging to the Dean an 4 


Chapter of Canterbury; our Author 
has been enabled to annex a very 
curious lifl:, affording the flrlt fpecific 
information on record of the force 
and numbers of an Englifb ileet. 
London, upon this occalion, furnittied 
zs (hips and 662 feamen. Dover, 16 
(hips and 33^ mariners. It is remark- 
able what a (mall proportion the inland 
principal cities and towns lurni(hed 
towards this armament. York, for 
iiillance, provided only 1 (hip and 
9 mariners. 

The catalogue of (liips, &c. is fol- 
lowed hy A Correct account of the ex- 
pence attendiJ^g the armament, equally 
curious and aitonilbing, if compared 
with the wages of feamen and faiaries 
ofolTiceis«t the prefent day. •' The 
Prince of V/aks was allowed by the 
day for his diet, 20s. A Duke for his 
diet by the diy, 13*?. 4d. It he be of 
the blood royal], 'having in his com- 
pany 300 horfe, tor every man and 
hoiie by the day 12 pence.” * • 

The names of t lie great prin't^jind 
Noblemen, Eftrangers (Foreigners) 
holden in the King’s retinue and pay, 
not being corjiprkcd in tlic foregoiug 
account, we inlert two articles from 
this extraordinary document. 

“ The Emperoui* to him delivered in 
preft at dyvej*s times for ins wages 
l2zy£, 12X. 'I'o the Archbifhop of 
Magodonew (Mentz) for his wages and 
his men 450^^, \Vith this expedi- 
tion,” fays oui AutJior, “ the exertions 
of Engl uut, in a in inti. nc point of 
view, miglit be faid tv> have ceafetl 
for the (pace of an entire century. 
As a proof of this total negleS^ of 
naval artairs during the civil contefl: 
between the rival lioufes of York and 
Lanc.ilter, it appears,. that Richard the 
Third had not a (ingle (hip calculated 
to prevent the free palTage to England 
of his rival and aiuagonjtt Henry ; in 
whole lucceeding reign maritime pur- 
fuits were' revived — Commerce be- 
came contidered us one of the fh’flf fup- 
porters of the Stale, and tbe dnadfii 
improvements which were rapidly made 
in the IcienCe'of naval war, gave birth 
to that marine which, under iucceed. 
iug Monarchs, 'in defiance of a variety 
ot oppoiing didiculties, has attained its 
prelent powel* and conlequence among 
nations.” -

Thirdly f A moll jcinarkable paper, in 
the form of a memorial, written with 
gieut fpirit and unrrferved freedom by 
a Gentleinan of the name of Giblon, 
whofe opinion appears to have been 
ipeciaJly aiked by Government on the 
foregoing fubjedh, md about the fame 
period of time, tliough it is without 
any affixed date, or reference, to afeer- 
tain its authenticity. It contains, 
lioweveCf fcveral ihrewd obfervations, 
and points out the caufes of the failure 
of fcveral naval enterprifes before and 
at the time of writing it j and which 
impeded that fuperionty at ftM, which 
the Navy of England acquired and has 
maintained iince the glorious Revolu* 
^ion of iSS8. 

His cliief complaint refpe^ing the 
management of the Navy in the reign 
pf Chatles the Second, was the appoint- 
ment/ of Gentlemen -Captains to the 
command of Alps of war— perfons of 
yank, who had not been brdught up to 
the fervice, but were promoted by 
.courtly or miniflerial influence : the 
numerous accidents at Tea, and the loft 
of many ihips and leatnen, are afcribed 
to thole appointments, in ftrong terms, 
and exhibitaa ltriking contrail between 
fuch Commanders and a Seaman, or 
.what he calls a tarrpawling Captain, 
^jid gives a lift of renowned Admirals, 


with Sir Francis Drake at the head, 
who all came to deserved honour front 
having been cabin-boys* ,He likewile 
reprobates the fbolifh way of flghting 
in a line ; and we have lately ieei^the 
advantage of departing fPom *t«at gene- 
ral rule, in the glorious victories ob- 
tained by Lord St. Vincent and Lord 
Nelfon. Upon the whole, this is a 
valuable document, as it contains :t 
curious .account of the coltiime of the 
Navy at that period. 

« We are now arrived at Chapter I. 
of the regular hiftory piirfu^- through 
the three i’ubjecl is. 

The Origin 151: ^larine Architedure, 
Introduced by the following judicious 
ohfervatiows.* “ Avarice, luxury, Sn'd 
ambition, have been the graiui pro- 
moters of idl purfiiiis and dilcoveries 
not Ihtdly innocent in thcmfelvcs, or 
which do not moll unequivocally reit 
on the bafi.s of philofopby only. Thofe 
which tend in the moll dillant degree, 
by their operations and cfl*e6ts, to pam- 
per the pride, the lenfiuil appetites, or 
the lull of power in man, certainly de- 
teriorate his charader j and however 
fpccioudy it may be pretended, that in 
liieir firll intention they applied only 
to the enlargement of the underlt.uid- 
ing, or the cafe of futh fuppofed wants 
as cuilom has iiilinuailngly added to 
thole of nature, it cannot furely be 
denied by perfons w'hV) advance this 
excufe, that their intnodudion,. their 
progreffion, and their gdieral ule, have, 
in a regular proportion to their own ad- 
vancement, augmented the general in- 
quietude of man, lellened that inno- 
cence and purity of mind he is lup- 
pofcd to have originally pofltlled, and, 
finally, been the graiui projnotcrs of 
thole horrid feenes of (laughter and 
delblation, which, during fo many ages, 
h.ive di (graced the iiniverfe. The re- 
flexion which ari(es on feeing nation 
furioufly arming againfl nation, as if 
in dieadful emulation which (hould 
prove thenifeives moll barbarous and 
nioft cruel, muft n.iturally lead the 
philanthropic mind to lament any dif* 
covery that may tend to feed the fury 
of conteit, although the advantages 
derived from it, while confined within 
a peaceful and innocent channel, might 
have very ftrongly contributed to oar 
general ea(e, our comfort, and our en- 
joyments. Among the foremoft^ of 
thefe (lands the fcienceof Aip-building, 
the origin of which is certainly almoll 
coeval with the exillence of the world, 

whilit 
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whilft confined to veflels of conveni- 
cnce for tlic purpofcs of pafling from 
one countrjj^to anotfaerii or of innocent 
tjaffic 5 but when thcfc'wcre improved 
"into Ihips of wai’ capable of hoftile 
atta’cl^'and aftned with thofe dreadful 
engines ofVleftruftion, cannonj^ bombs, 
&c. the invention or difcoveiy of fuch 
baneful arts mult have been regretted 
by the true friends of the iiuirian 
race. 

“ The Egyptians and Phoenicians 
are the nations which Itand foreraojt 
as joint ^ndidates for the honour of 
invcntingS^4[aj;m£^^r.chi^^^ i and 
it appears, thatthc nrlt^ynltruition of 
the Egyptians ufed on the Nile was 
formed of fmall pltnks curv)ut of the 
acantha, or Egyptian thorn, in pieces 
nearly fquare, meafuring about three 
feet each way, lapt over each other like 
tilea, and fattened together by a proper 
number of wooden pins, nearly of the 
tame lhape with the trenails of modern 
times. The hull of the veflel being^ 
completed, a competent number of 
ieats, or benches for rowers, were 
added ; and when the joints or feams 
were carefully caulked with the Papy- 
rus, fo as completely to exclude the 
water, the floating fabric then became 
fit for immediate ufe. We mult not, 
however, forget to mention, that ex- 
perience very early fuggeftcd the nc* 
ceflity of fom# direfting as well .as 
impelling power in -aid of human 
libour. A malt, formed out of a ftraight 
liick of the acantha, and a fail made of 
papyrus, lUpplied the Litter ; at the 
iiime time a rudder, which is find to 
have paired through the keef, or bot- 
tom of the vcird, remedied the defeft 
occafioned by the want of the former. 

Thefe velVels being, as well from 
their conflru^ion as equipment, almoit 
incapable of Iteinming the current of 
the Nile, were generally towed up 
againlt it by perlons on (hore, unleis 
the wind fortunately proved fufficiently 
Itrong and favourable for the propofed 
coiirfe to enable the fail to be ufed as a 
. fubftitutc. ■ On returning with the 
current, it waa^uftomary for the Egyp- 
tians to fallen, with ropes acrofs the 
• prow of the velTel, an hurdle of tama. 
rifk, which ^cing let down into the 
water, and fteadied by ropes, or bands 
made of twilled reeds, caufed it to 
move forward with increated velocity, 
in^ confequence of the flream acting 
with greater force on the furface of 
the hurdle, which extended beyond 


the Tides, than it would have done oit 
the mere veflel itielf, without this in* ' 
genious aid. In order to preferVe a 
due balance between the head and Item, 
which might otherwife have been 
affected by the action of the water 
on the hurdle, and, in Tome degree 
alfo, by the freight of it, as well as to 
caufe the boat to fwim nearly with ail 
even keel, a (tone of conilderable mag- 
nitude, pierced through the middle, 
was fufpended by a rope from the Item ; 
a contrivance which .was found to ' 
anfwer the purpofe fo well, that the 
unflcilled navigators were enabled to 
pals to and fro, without either danger 
or difficulty.** 

The above account of the Egyptian 
bark, together with a defer! ption 
the velTels which Cselar con(lru£led to 
pafs the Segra, in Spain, on a plan he 
had obferved in ule in Britain, and 
which were of the fame kind, and 
applied to the fame purpofes, as oar 
modeijp punts pr pontoons, indwee the 
Author to make the following perti* 
nent remark. «« Viewing, therofore, 
and comparing with them, the marine 
architedlurc of the various newly-difcts- 
countries, -where it may at this 
moment be confidered in its original 
and almofl; totally unimproved Itgte, 
it is drawing a very fair inference to 
fey, that the biiraan mind, dire^led to 
the fame point, has jgenei*ally ctFe6led 
its purpofe nearly in the lame way, 
whether the artift was an Egyptian, 
an -aboriginal Briton, an EfquimauXp. 
ov ^\\ mh’dhnixrit oi Nfnv Zealand, Par- 
tial variations mull indeed' be admitted, 
but thele are occafioned merely by the 
diiference of lituation and climate, as 
well as the peculiar productions of tlie 
countries themlclves. The inhabitant 
of the Labrador Coaft covers his catioe 
with the Ikin of the feal, on which he 
feeds, becaule the frozen region-, in 
which he isdellincd to live, affords him 
no other material To fit for his purpofe 
others, whom we might with eafe^ifele^l, 
and who are placed by Providence in a 
more genial latitude, have been 
enough to mike ufe of the bark of 
trees, curioully joined, a contrivadoc- 
towhicji they have been driven througli 
the want of implements, or tools fgm- 
cicntly harcT to enable them to make 
ule of the trees their fclves ^ while the 
inhabitants of countries fortunately cr 
inger.ioufly fupplied with thefe, as a 
more durable and iifeful fubflance, bet- 
ter adapted to their purpofe, have care* 
a fully 
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fully ieized the opportunity of ■work- 
‘ing iuch light and buoyant Weds as 
nature had furnilbed them with, iirto 
their rude and uncultivated at- 
tempts in the fclence of Marine ArehU 
tedture- 

The fecund Chapter inveftigatei the 
knowledge of the feientfe of Ship- 
building and Navigation, poHelTed by 
the Chinele at a very early period ; 
aiTigns reafons for the little progrefs 
made by them $ gives an account of 
their (kill in navigation, and method 
of boat-building j afferts that the art 
of navigation vas underftood by fome 
individuals of other countries before 
the time of the Egyptians and Phoeni- 
cians ; and lliexss its influence and 
efftcl on toloni 7 ation during^the eaily 
ages of thewoild. 

The third Chapter treats of the dif- 
ferent veiTcls intended foi commercial 
and other purpofes not warlike, in wfe 
among the ancients, and deferibes their 
form, ilicir names, and the matM^lsof 
which they weic buili. 

Ch^ipter IV. contains a dilFertatiott 
on Commerce, and its tendency to 
promote Marine Aichiteitiue.— The 
tifth Chapter procecc^ to the advance- 
ment of the art, ntul its application 
to the purpofes ot war j and this fub- 
jert expands itfelf, and branches out 
into a number of interefting ciicum- 
/tanccs, and dcfciiptions of velTels of 
different nations, in the three enfuing 
Chapters,— In the ninth, we find cur- 
fory remaiks on the rapid improve- 
ment of Mai'ine Aichite6Iure among 
many of the ancient nations j the ftate 
of it with refpeifl to the Romans duiing 
the reigns of the Twelve Cafais ; the 
naval hillory of that people continued 5 
the caufes and peiiou of the decline of 
its marine Sec. Sec. &c. Chapter X. 
gives an hiftorical narrative of the ex- 
peditions of the Goths and Vandals j 
the deftru^ion of the Roman Navy 3 
and concludes with a defci iption of the 
armament equipped for the recovery of 
Africa, and fent thither under the 
command of the celebrated Roman 
General Bel i fail us. This fqbje^l: is 
continued )n the next Chapter, and 
an account is intioductd of the origin 
of the Venetian State, of the Venetian 
Galley^ audits magnificence compared 
with that of the more early ages. 

The oiigin of the SaxonA, and of 
their becoming a maiitime power; the 
invitation of Heng 11 and Hoi la, their 
Chiefs, into Britain j the Ka’val Illftoi'y 


of Britain in the early ages, and at the 
period of the deftru6lion of the Hep- 
tarchy by Egbert the Firl}-, Sovereign 
of all England, are the principal Tub- 
jefts of the twelfth Chapter. • 

CliapterXin. is mifceft'aneotls — ^The 
Rullian naval expeditions, ^ith a de- 
feriptien of their veflels for commerce, 
and armaments for war, and an account 
of their enterprizes again It the Grecian 
empire, are the prominent fubjefts of 
this Chapter. 

, A lummary account of the Naval 
Hiftory of England from tWJeath of 
Egbert to the occu- 

pies the princfpffi part of Chapter XIV. 
The fifteenth refuines theNaval Hilloiy 
of the othea^ Maritime Powcis of Eu- 
rope, more particularly of the Normans 
and'the Veneluns. The lame Aibjeft 
is continued through part of the fix- 
teenth Chapter, which like wile com- 
prifes the Maritime Hiltory of the Por- 
tuguefe, Spaniards, Neapolitans, Sara- 
cens, Dines, RiilTians, and Swedes ; 
and concludes with the naval events 
in the Maritime Hiftory of England 
from the Cohqueft to the death of 
Edward TII. and the ftate and prac- 
tice of Marine ArcUite6lure at that 
time. 

The feventeentli and laft Chapter of 
this volume relates the rapid decline of 
the Eafttrnempiie 5 the rapid progrefs 
of the Turkilh confeqhence ; the re- 
fulal by the Turks of a paflage up the 
Hellefpont, now called the Dardenelles, 
to all nations ; the liege and conqiieft 
of Conftantinople by M.ihomet the 
Second, effected by tranfporting the 
lighter veflels of his fleet and his mili- 
taiy ftores over-land. Next follows 
the wars of the Venetians and Genoefe ; 
the battle of Lepanto ; an account of 
the Venetian naval arfenal, docks, and 
bucontaiir, and the decline and fall oP 
the Venetian naval power; of the fallen 
ftate of the French marine at the con- 
cluflon of the fourteenth century ; 
Maritime Hiftory of Europe continued. 

Conclufion— Attempts made by the 
Srots towards the attainment of mari- 
time ccnlequence ; caufes of the qui- 
cken t ftate of England in refpe^I to 
naval affairs, from the accelfion of 
Richard the Second to the time of the 
defeat and death of Richard the Third.

During 
the famine* at threatened to defolate 
his country* Atys prevailed on his fens 
CO emigrate* and plant a colony in 
Italy. I'hcir emigrations* fucceis* 
and fettlements* are here celebrated. 
They entered Italy on its wefterniide, 
towards Liguria. The Ligurians are 
repiefcnted as a warlike ptople* who 
are faid to have fprung from the giants 
of Thrace. The 'Phracia ns had Spread 
themfelvcs over djiiTerent and diftant 
countries at an early period. Some of 
them had fettled in thefe parts of 
Italy, The brave Ligurians vigour- 
oufly oppofed the progrels of their 
invaders. ^ But the Lydians were ulti- 
mately VtAorious. They took pof- 
feilion of Ag>Uai of Fyla* and of all 


thH c^try* which borden upon tbw 
Umbriland theA^.

be reftored to France. by the Definitive 
Tieaty.*’ 

A long and defulcory converfktion en- 
fued between Dr. Lawrence. Mr. Vanfit* 
tait, Mr. HaicQuit, Windham, and 
Mr. Baker, when the motion was put, 
and negatived. 

Geneial Gafeoigne then moved, ** That

DEFINITIVE TRBATY. 

Upon the motion of Sir W. Young* 
the Order of thftpay for reluming the 
debate on the XfehnitWe Trtaty was 
read. ^ ^ 

The Speaker then 'read tbe^^Addrefs 
n> ^ved lalt night by Mi . Windham, and 
'fhs Addtefs nwvSd thereon as an amend- 
ment by Loid Hawkeihury. 

Sir W. Young, in^nipeech of gieat 
ability, addielled the Chair. Wkb re-, 
ipedt to the motion of the Noble Lord/j 
had it been the priiR^y one, and no other 
betoie the Houle, it mould have had his 
iuppoit, but ai the lame time be could 


not -help thinking that it was highly 
neceiTary that his Majefty (houid finally 
arrange thofe points which were left 
^en and undecided by the Definitive 
Treaty. He (aid that Mmifters mjuft 
endeavour to prevent any encroachmsot 
on our cotton or woollen manufaAuret* 
and advifed^hem to keep up a high naval 
and military efiablifhment. He con* ' 
eluded by declaring for the original Ad* 
dre(s. 

Lord Caftlereagh remarked, that the 
detail of the fubjefi; having already been 
fully difcufled, be ihould not have occa- 
fion long to intrude upon the attention of 
the Houle. He adverted to our cooinier- ' 
ciai intercdurfe with the continental mar* 
kets, and whether we were likely to ftaiid 
in a worie fituation, he had'little appre* 
henfion of any evil from the Peace. He 
argued* that France could not reftorethe < 
pofsulation of St. Domingo at lefs thaA 
60I. per negro, which wpuld amount to 
18,000,0001. a fum iar beyond tfiuMe- 
fouices of France. HaYing dwelt upon 
thele Mints with great force, he con* 
cfudeit byr Supporting the amendment. 

Qeneftl Maitlana role merely to make 
R few obfervations. Tbe Hon. General* ^ 
after touching upon the dilputed poiats 
relative to the Balt Indies and the Cape 
of Good Hope, alluded to Malta, the 
non-cefiion of which, he contended, was 
not a juft gi ound lor carrying on the war.

Be- 
cauie this ifland was not in our pofieflion ' 
at the, time, did Lord Nelf »n find it very 
difficult to purlue,^and to fweep the 
Fiencb fleet from the face oi the Ocean f 
When the ever memorable Abeicromby 
collected his expedition againlt Egypt* 
did he fix upon Malta as the point of 
rendezvous i No ! he wilely ielcAsfl a 
Turkilh port tor that puipoie. Here 
then was a proof, and a moie fpiendid 
one could not be pitched upon, that Bri* 
tifh valoUi, by lea and land, could find its 
way to the bottom of the Levant, without 
the neceftity of our retaining Malta. On 
the whole, he cooki^gtioufly coniidued 
the Peace to be as honouiable, and as 
likely to be peimanent, as any peace ' 
that, under the pitient ciicumflanfcs, 
there could be any rational hope of 
retaining^ 

The Mafter of the Kolls argued in 
defence of the Tieaty. He appioved of 
ibe relfitution of the French Colonies* 
becaule it was only by means ot her 
Colonies, and het revived comnoerce, 
tba^ws €oulp^.At any future pciiod have a

The proof of 
thU was at hand. “ Hcie we arc,** 
cxiQiaimed the learned Memher, amidol 
repeated CI its of Hcer * Hear ! here 
we are tu.day, htting aft«^ a levolution 
which has deftroyed almolf every^thing 
with which it has coioc in cotfta^, and 
fpread anaichy and defolation over all its 
neighbouring States» and delibetatkig) 
with all our inftitiiticns entire, and after 
our good old manner— not about curtail- 
ing our pofleflions, not about diminifhiog 
our ancient rights, but whether we have 
a6(ually retained To much of our enenaits* 
pofleflions as the fplendid career of our 
triumphs and fucce/Tes has entitled us 
tp.*’— He concluded with giving hk cor- 
dip) aflTent to the amendment. 

. Pr. Lawrence, in a Ipeec h of two hours, 
catpatiated with grtat minuctnefs on the

• The Chancell^ i of the Exchequer ar. 
gued at great length in defence of Ims 
own condufl, and tl^t of his colleagues 
inefh^, in biiogiiig the war to a con- 
dufion upon terms v\hich afforded evei^ 
dcgi^ of fecurity that could, upon any 
reaibnabJe giounds, be expefied, after 
the events which Europe had witnefTed 
during the laft ten )t. rs. ** The lenti- 
l»enis of Miniders (laid he) aie founded 
on the moft fincere Wi(h to prelerve the 
bkflipga of peace, and they will with 
due piecaation and conciliatory policy 
endeavour to preieive it. Iiideed 1 flat- 
ter mylelf that, in calculating its proba- 
ble durati<in, wc ii.ay ailign to it as long 
an exiltercc as any peace concluded in the 
latt cetuury.

hoofs cut off. Good Govi !” :aid ihe 
Hon. Bironet, what an a^** ‘sc lue in, 
when a poor dumb animal, prt ’ by ihe 
Almighty for1;hc /iipp<»rf and luccour of 
man, and to whom he ought to be tender 
and caieful. Is toituied by thole who ate 
worfe than favapes.” He then lead an 
ahihaf): lioin a Lancafhirc pa^er, to the 
lame elFcfl, in which a poor man was 
gored to death, and left a wife and laige 
family totally dc/Vitute. Tlie Hon. But, 
read leveiai othei extia^is, aucl quoted 
Sir Matthew Hale's leiunner ts on irirrey, 
and obfeive^ that it was woiio the atten- 
tion of petlons to repaid the la\i'g of 
the wifelt man whom Pic vidtrce ! a 1 ,uf- 
itied to live — he meant King non. 
That wi^e nnn had laid, T’l c meici- 
iul man llievvtrh mercy to his beaif, but 
the meicy of the wicked man is ci tie. t 
This ientiment had never been caM^dm 
quelHon in this country, w hatt 'er it 
ini^ht have been in a neighbouring na- 
tion. 

Mr, Windham blamed the habit which 
had lately very much grown up, of in ik- 
ing trifles the objects of legil’arive pro- 
ceedings. The lion. Barcnet had ta kei 
of fuiious dogs, mad bulls, law heih, 
and fia^fuied boi.es. Tins was a way 
ot lei/ing the ileufe by lurpiile, and 
gettii g the Bill ciiiied by acclamaTon. 
Ltt the lion. Gentlemar, however, jut 
other ciuelties under a glals of an equal 
magnifying powci, and if their b rror 
did not cc.ile, they wcuid at leaft hi d 
that thole ether ciiulties did nut hear an 
infcilot piopoftion to this, of which they 
complan cd. What did the Houle think 
of ll lie lacing and bunting ? Had they 
no fcclirg fci the animals which were 
the ob|eCis of tluie amulcircnts ? Was 
theic nothing likeciuelty in expenmeivs 
of anatomilis on living animals ^ Theie 
had been many attempts to refoim the 
Biitifh Conllituticn, and now, the way 
was to itform the manners of the jieopie« 
The progiefs of metbodifm had alteady 
a great etfed in alteiing the Bnghfli eba- 
laffei. The Methodiffs geneiaily fiic- 
ettd btft in making conveits among the 
labouring poor. T h&ir tools aie hard, 
and they work well upon a rough lod. 
The Jacobins and the Methoditts were 
both at wMtk at the lame time, and in the 
fame way, to clear and picpare this foil) 
and to tender i: fruitful fur theur pur*

They call out againft 
all fports of this kind ; net on aecoiintof 
their barbarity, but becaure«»lhey do not 
tend to produce in the country that kind 
of charailer they want. [Here Mr. 
Windham read feme paflages of the 
Pitrodu^ion to Bloomfield's Farmer’s 
Boy, a poem, as he obferved, of great 
written by a journeyman ihoe- 
maker.] The Editor of this poem, Mr. 
Capel Loft, had written the introduAjon, 
mrd what he there fitted proved that the 
change of charafler among the lower 
orders, to which he had before alluded, 
had already made confiderable progrefs. 
This young flioemaker ufed to read newf. 
papers and other publications to his 
rIiow- workmen, while they continutd 
their labour. He next went to a de- 
bating fociety ; and in mentioning this 
circumftance the Editor takes occafion to 
exprefs bit regret that debating fecieties 
had, frciii> political motives, been put 
down. All this tended to (hew what it 
was wifiied to fubflitute for the ordinary 
fporta of the common people. He re- 
ceived no pleafure from bull-baiting, no 
more than he did from racing, (hooting, 
er hunting. He was inclined to chtek 
every cruelty to brutes, but he never 
would pretend cn that account that he 
had more humanity than thofe who were 
fend' of fuch Iports. He believed that 
If he could enter as eagerly into Che ipirit 
of (he conteft as others did, be ihould 
run ^ter them alfe. Cruelty he knew 
" was not the objeft of thelc fpoils* They 
'4ild Mt make then cruel. He could no 
tndre give an account of the principle Oh 
which I'ome men became enamoured of 
tiuitcing than that on which others were 
^ Attached to bull-baiting. He could only 
that both found their pleafure in 
, ihele fports, and he did notice why con-

boundj^AT she quick eye of the hawk* 
were often fond of (hootingt 
and be fuppi^d there was^o cruelty Tii 
Shat fport. ;,None but tyerfons of the moff 
delicate fenfibility that mode of 

killing animals. Bull baiting was once 
the amufemeat of the great, and fair, 
ladies ufed to witnefs the rpe6lacle. New, 
however, it Had defeended to the lower 
orders, and was therefore a very bad 
thing. ‘An Hon. Member had fliewh 
himi^If extremely aflive in remedying 
difiant abufes, while he neglefled thom 
which were near him. Like the butcher 
ietking his knife while it was betwecii 
bis teeth, he roamed about in quell of 
reforms ; He fell upon the Stafford ihire 
bull baiwrti but paid no attention to all 
the horle>racing of Yorklhire. If the 
prefent Bill Ihould ^afs, he would move 
for leave to bring in one to do away 
hunting, (hooting, and all the cruel amufe- 
menti of the higher orders. 

^ Mr. Courtney felt himfelf compelled to 
difagree with his Hon. Friend, who fpr ke 
lafi, in one thing. He could not, like 
him, regard this as a fuhjed too trifling 
for difcniTion. Certainly if everv amia- 
bJe virtue of the people, if all thofe noble 
feeliogs which were the fupport of the 
Church and the State had their origin 
in bull baiting, the Houfe* could not be 
occupied by the confideration of a more 
important quefiion. Hon. Gentle- 

man had clearly (hewn, that Jacobinifin 
and Methodifm were both leagued to put 
down bull baiting ; that reform had been 
prevented, and the Conffitution preferved 
by biill-baiting ; and that the befi folditis 
were found in thofe quarters where this 
prafilice mo(l prevailed. With all thefe 
recommendations to the amufennent,could 
the Houfe befit ate a moment in throwing 
out the Bill. The Hon. Gentleman had 
allb made it perfe^Hy plain that the bull 
is pleafed in neing baited } but it was to 
be regretted, thsit in that notion be had net 
his ufual merit ^^\6rigii)ality. He bor- 
rewed his argj^fit Irom Locke's prin- 
ciple c'f the aflSaation of ideas. Though 
the bull waa at firfi in torture, he aifoci- 
ates pleal'urable ideas with the recollec- 
tion of the contkfi, and is quite happy on 
the fecond baiting* In the fame manner 
bears are taught tp dailte^Jiy being placixl'* 
on hot iron plates, while their inllruficr 
beats a drum or plays upon a fiddle. 
When they have been fufficiently prac- 
tlfedin this amiifement, they always get 
upon hearing the found of a dfum, 
without any qfilillance from the burning 
plates. Who will fay that tbit is not 
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jnft fuch anothn luftauce af ii<|A«iation. 
If this abominable Bill fliould, ill fpite or 
all oppofitim^pafs, he hoped* at leift, a 
claulc would Introduced^ fetting apart 
foine facrcd fpo# in Norfolk or Bucking- 
hamlnre for perpetuating a pra^liee ib 
>kencficial, and which young dudeote 
im|;ht attend as a lyceum. BuH-baiting 
was anciently a royal fport« and fo wae 
lion-baiting. James I. baited a lion 
with thiee buli-dogs in the Tower. 
This lion baiting was fo muck of a 
royal fport/that, peihap«» no King eveP 
diiliked it» except Henry VII. He 
indeed feemird to confidcr that there wai 
fornething like Jacobinifm in the adiufe* 
ment, and could not brook that a dirty 
hulJ'doglhould attack the kUgf>f beaflsi 
There wasi another eeiy important cir- 
cumdance which ought not to be over* 
looked. Thefe biilT-dogs were diftin- 
guifhed by a gruff iurly hfpe£i» ekpreflive 
of the very chaia^er of John Bull him* 
felf. What would become of us were 
the breed to be loft,— 

** Butchers would weep who never weeped 
btfoie.*'* 

He could not withhold his fupport from a 
pra£lice which was the chief fupport of 
our glorious Conftitution : he muft there* 
fore oppofe the Bill* 

Colonel Grofvenor thought the Hoiife 
<mght not to intdlfcre in the ainufcments 
bt the common people : the higher ordeis 
hid theii Billingtoui ^nd the lower might 
be allowed to^have their BuH* 

Mr, Sheridan repeated a number of tn- 
ftances in which the iavage barbarity of 
men was difplayed in the methods which 
the worrying of bulls was taught and 
encouiaged lU dogs. Amongft others, 
he mentioned the circumftance in which 
the mafter fet the biich to pin a boll, 
and in older to prove its blood and peril* 
nacity cut the bitch's head off, together 
with lome of the ocher limbs, and after- 
wards fold the puppies at four guineas 
a piece. He afked what (brt of feeling 
or gratitude did a proceeding of this 
kind teach to the young and tender mind? 
He was determined to Vote in favour of 
the Bill.

Cleiipy Kesident Bill. 

The Keport of the Clergy ReiidentBiil 
wak taken into farther conluleiation. 

Sir W. Scott moved that the Bill be 
recommitted. 

Mr. Simeon made a long fpeeefa on tbe 

2 acftion for the Speaker's leaving the 
'hair. The Bill was now efientially 
different from what it appeared to be 
vrJien originally brought in. In its pre* 
Tent ioim it not only totally abrogated 
the Adt of Henry VIll. but vetted a 
moft inordinate power in the bands of the 
Bifiiops. The Adf of Kenry might re- 
quire fome amendments! but be did not 
think any one would fay that it ought to 
be entirely done away. He argued* that 
if the penalty of lol. was not thought too 
much in the leign of Henry VIII. it 
could not be a feveid"fine now j for tbe 
relative value of money at the period 
when it was impofed* lendered it equal to 
50I. intheprefent times. He dwelt fora 
canfii'erable time on the impropriety of 
giving to i^iikb j^wer to the BifiiopSf 


which pii«ed every Clergyman in a nevf 
kind of'^fubjefiion* and was eftahlidiing 
an tnfluenee which might Materially afTeS 
the Government of the country. He re- 
commended to Government to make an 
addition of 40 or 50 oool. to Queen 
Ann's Bounty* This was what every 
man who lovtd the religion of his coun- 
try would wifii to 'fee done. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
thought that the greater part of the 
obfervations of the Hon. Gentleman were 
snore applicable to the Bill when in a 
Committee* than' to the piefent qnefiion 
for the Speaker's leaving the Chair. He 
therefore did not think it ntcefiary to 
take up much time of the Houfe in 
replyingMo what had juft been ftated. 
But* in the firft place* he could not help 
obferving that tbe Hon. Gentleman was 
totally miftaken as to the ground on 
•which tbe Bill was brought in. It was 
not introduced for the purpofeof enfoic- 
ing the refidence of the Clergy, but ori- 
ginated in a meafurc which had for its 
objed the relieving that refptflable body 
from a perfecution under which they 
laboured. The Hon. Gentleman had 
approvH of feveral pairs of the Bill 1 
he did not objeA to tbe principle* but 
only to certain details $ but fuch a view 
of the Bill was not that which ought to 
induce the Houfe not to go into the 
Committee* where all* objections might 
be removed. There was indeed one ob^ 
jeftion of the Hon. Cientleman which 
deicived particular notice* and, it appliid 
not to what the Bill contained, but to 
what was not included in it. He meant 
a provilion for the inferior Clergy. That 
he acknowledged was a meaiure called 
for by every principle . of humanity* 
juftice* and piety. The intereOs of 
religion* the true glory and real prof. 

a of tbe coiintiy, requiied that it 
1 be carried into execution. Wcie 
fomething of this kind done* weie the 
places of public Wor/hip increafed, and 
the inferior Clergy placed upon a more 
refpe^fable footing* this nation would 
have the fairer profpefl of increafing 
prorperiry and permanent happinefs. 
Tfacic confideratioDs were not* however* 
grotiids char coqld induce the Houle to 
refufe to go into a Cominittee* but were 
rather Itiong arguments for proceeding 
in a work of fo much importance* and of 
which this Bill ought to be confidered 
as the firft ftep. 

Mr. Taylor was againft tbe Speaker's 
leaving the Chair. 

The Maftcr of the Rolls differed com- 
pletely 
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•Icftly from liif Hon. Friends over the 
way (Mr. Sit|^eaD and Mr. Tay>loi). 
He repiobated the enforcing Church 
refidence by meant ftlch at that which 
had been reiorteiFto«-Miieans which mutt 
either piovc altogether evafive, or intole- 
oppiefiive’. The Clergy in other 
4K>untrids where no iVich la *' exitted, 
were not inoie lax in their diicipline than 
thole of this country. In Ihoit, thia 
law placed the Clergy in a more de- 
giaded fituaUon than that of common 
Imugglcrs. ^ 

Mr. Taylor explained. * ^ 

The Aitoincy General admitted that 
theie were objections to the Bill, buyfliey 
were not of luch a nature at to prevf nt it 
from going into the Committle, iiom 
which It would probably co^me out veiy 
much alteted. 

Mr. Windham wilhed the B*U had 


been confided more to*, the judgment of 
hit Right Hon. Fttend, and it would 
then have appeared in a left obie^ionab^ 
point of view. He thought the Chufch 
diicipline Ihould be conhned withm the 
Church, and not he brought l)elt>re a 
civil tiibunal. aHe wjfhed a proper de- 
gree of conttdence (houid be placed in the 
Cleigy, and then they would be caicful lo 
perioriii what they were requited. 

The Houle then relolved into a Com- 
mittee. A long and uninteretfiug con- 
veilatioD enlued itl^^ecling the adoutLi« 
of lome of the claulea, but pimcipaily of 
that which permits the incumbent to 
farm for his own benefit, upon making 
application to the B.lliop ot hib Oioceie, 
and procuiinf his iiceniefo to do. Thu 
claufe was agieed to.

This order was 
executed on the fpot. The Captain 
of the Grenadiers then pioccedM to 
the fort which commands Point-a- 
Pitre, for the pur^fc of taking polTef- 
fimi of it. The Black fentiiiel ciied 


a M ilatto, formerly Aid-de Camp tc 
Captati^General LaciofTe. In fpitCj 
however, of this momentary infnrrec- 
tion of Dhigres, and )iis followers 
Ignace and Paki me, the Mulatto Ge- 
deon, Commandant of BalTeterre, pro- 
snjfed the utmoft iafety to the inhabit- 
ants of that town, and guaranteed them 
from all infult on the part of the infur. 
gents, who had netiied into the foit. 
Gen. Rkhepaafe having difembarked 
the reH; of the troops, on the next day 
after his arrival, purfued the negroes, 
who had fled fiom Point-a-Pitie, tak- 
ing the road to BaflTeterre, where his 
presence reciilled to their .duty the 
handful of miferable Blacks,* who were 
already conqueied by the ten 01 with 
which they had been tii uck at the nici e 
flght of the Gienadiers and Chafleurs 
difembarked on the fli ft Captain 
Caul, who commands Lh Caroline, re- 
poits, that at his departure from Point- 
a>Pitre, 800 men of colour had been 
difkimed and put on board the tianf- 
port vefltls,ana that tlie Mulatto Pelage 
was a prilouei on board the fliip of 
Rear-Admiial Bouvet as well as the 
£x-Captain of Port Mont Roux."

ShT^o take the foi t Fleur d'Ep^e in the 
rear, andcutoiFits communication with 
the reiloithtsBimbridgeand Stivenfbn* 
The troops dtlembai ked at the port of 
the Point were to march to the river 
Sal6e, to take pofTefllion of the Fort 
dc la Vi£toire» and then of the Foij^ 
L'Union. All our difpoGtions we|e« 
however, ufelefs ; they were expe^Ufig 
us on the quay, where they receive^ us 
with Cl ieb of ** Vive la RepuJ^lfque I 
Vive Bonaparte T’ The troops formed 
tbemfelves on the Place de la Vi^oire* 
where I found Pelade, who aflili'ed me 
of the entiie fubmiflion of the whole 
ifland. I ordered him to deliver up all 
his ports at the forts of Fleur d*£pee, 
Union, and Li Vidloire, and alfo the 
redoubts Bimbridge and Stivenfon. 
He prom i fed me that he would give 
orders in confequence, and alfo to 
alfenibie under the redoubt Stivenfon 
all his troops in this part of the ifland, 
and which I wiAed to review the lame 
evening. The French tioops aflem- 
bled upon the Place La Viftoire, under 
the fort of that name, whgrethe detach- 
ments were formal which were to oc- 
cupy the dirtercnc forts, and which fet 
off foi th It purnofe, A moment after, 

I wis informed that Igiuce, the Com- 
mand int of the Foit of La Victoiie, 
would not fuifer the troops 1 had fent 
to entei the fort. I ordered them to 
enter at the pas de charge, and to make 
pi ifonei s of Ignace and his troops. The 
Commandant of the detichment beat 
thechirge, but Ignace retreated with 
his troops by a gate oppofite to that by 
winch we entered. During this time I 
proceeded with the reft of the troops 
under Fort Stivenfon, the rendezvous 
alhgncd foi the aftembbng of the Black 
tioops. The day had difappeaied, 
and, in fpite of the obfcuiity of the 
night, I peiceived that a great number 
of Black loldiers weie fpreati about the 
country unrler arms. It then occuiTed 
^ me, what I Ifed often heard fard, that 
Pelage was a tiaitoi. Having an ived 
at the place of rendezvous, 1 found 
Pehge, who infoimedme, that many 
of fits Officers, and a ^reat number of 
his (oldiers, had deferred him. I joined, 
however, thole whom I found there. 


and fpoke to tlfcm in terms fuited 
iheoccafion. Little fatisfied with what 
I had feen amongft the fe troops, aa 4 
with the defei tion of others, I deciile 4 
to embark tbofe whom I had with me# 
in the night, and I informed them tlutt 
X withed to hsve them with me m pro- 
ceeding to Batfeterte. 

“ On the next day \ fent ^oo men by 
land towards Xes Trois Hivieres, aiui 
re-embarked 1500 men in the frigates } 
but the port being like a moufe trap, a 
&ip cimnot make its way out, except 
when It is calm. A calm does not 
take place (bmetimes for leveral days, 
and is generally of fo little duration, 
that rarely moie tlian one veffel can 
get out. We were obliged therefoie 
to tianfpoitPthe troops on board the 
Alps anchored off Gofter, and muck 
time being thus loft, added to contrary 
winds, we did not arrive before Bai^ 
teire until the 10th at noon. The diC* 
chai'ges of cannon direfled againft us 
lek us DO longer in doubt as 
fit liation of affairs. Being ready, how- 
evei% either for peace or war, we IqR 
no tune in difembai king. At the firit 
difeharge of cannon, I font a canoe 
with a letter to Pelage, borne by an 
Officer of the colony. Not feeing him 
return, the troops, which were pJa^ 
in the chaloupes, rowed towards the 
Aore, and landed a little )>eyond the 
mouth of the river Diipleffis, under 
the file of the batteries and muAetry. 
The valour of the troops was confpi- 
c noil fly dll played on this occafion, and 
1 afiui e you they had much ado to gain, 
during the day, the riglit bank of the 
River des Peres. During the night the 
tioops ail aileinbled on tins bank, and 
at day-bie.ik they did not march, buC 
lun at the enemy. The pofition of 
the cn^my on the left bank of the river 
was agi eed on all li mds to be a very fine 
oi’ie, and tpe rebels weie well armed, 
llicir pofition was, however, foiled in 
ten minutes ^ a part of the revoltera 
threw themfelves into Fort St. Charles, 
and another part gained the mornes on 
our left: we puifued them towards 
Gnlion and the Bridge de Nofiere. 
Geneial Serifia, who remained at Grand 
Tene, having had ciders to aflemble 
what troops he could in thu pait, now 
left what force he thought indiipenia- 
bly neceffity for the maintenance of 
tranquillity in the country, and with 
the batuhon of the 1 5th, which had 
come by land from Petit Bourg to 
Troi> Rivieres, joined us by Les Pal*

The following letter, received on the

« CITIKPN MINISTER, 

I informed you, in one of my laft 
difpatches, of the pardon which I had 
been induced to grant to General Fouf- 
ihmt. This ambitious an, from the 
moment of his pardon, did not ceafe 
to plot in feci et. Though he Airren- 
dered, it was becanfe Generals Chrido- 
phe and Dciralines intimated to him 
thit they dearly faw he had deceived 
them, and that they were determined 
to continue the war no longei*. But 
finding himfelf deferted by them, he 
endeavoured to form an infui region 
among the working negroes, and to 
raife them in a mafs. The accounts 
which I received from all quarters, 
and fiom General DelTalines himlelf, 
with reipedt to the line of condudk 
which he held fince his /ubmilTion, 
left no room for doubt upon this fub- 
je£t. I intercepted fome letters which 
he had written to one Fontaine, who 
was his agent at thf* Cnpe, Thcfe 
altbidcd an unaufwerable proof that he 


was engaged in a confpiracy, and tl^at 
he was anxious to regain his former 
in&ence in the coloqy. He only 
waned for the refult of difeale among 
tlie tioops. 

In thefecirciiniftlhces it would be 
improper to give him time to piatiire^ 
bis criminal deiigns, I ordered hip^tS 
be apprehended, a diflicuU talk ; biit it 
f^ceeded from the excellent dilpofi- 
tions made by the General of Divilion 
Brunet, who was entrufled with its 
execution, and the re^l and ardour of 
^Citixen Ferrari, a Chief of Squadron, 
aj«d my Aid-de-Camp. 

V I have lent to Franc;^, with all his 
fairMy, this io deeply perfidious man, 
whpVw^th foniuch nypocriiy, hns done 
us fo much miichief. The Govern- 
ment wilt determine how it ihouht 
difpofeof him. * 

“ Theapprefaenflon of General Touf* 
faint occalioned fome difturbances. Two 
le.iders of the infurgents are alieady in 
ciiltody, and I have 01 dered them to 
be /hot. About a hundred of his 
confidential partizans have been ie- 
cured, fome of whom are lent on board 
the La Muiron Frigate, which is under 
oi’ders for the Mediterranean, and the 
i*eftare didribnted among the different 
ihips of the (q uadi on. 

** I am daily occupied in fettling the 
affairs of the colony with the leafl pof- 
fible inconvenience fbut the exceffive 
heat, and the difeafcs which attack us, 
render it a talk extremely painful. I 
am impatient for the approach of the 
month of September, when the feafon 
will reftoie us all our activity.

engine of lefs power than a battenng 
ram would *pc‘‘haps have efifj^ed it 1 
the dark pafi'ages Aemed if con- 
trived for ghoHs or banditti with 
gleaniing torches $ and upon the 
bt'oken ftairs any one might have 
hung for houra without any danger 
of being relieved. In Ihort, this fpot 
ieemed fo well adapted to become the 
feeneofa modern novel, eredbed upon 
an ancient foundation, thu I v^ry 
much wonder /bme eccentric gepius 
has not contmfled for it, as it might 
have Aved him or her the trouble and 
expence of a flight to Italy or h ranee. 
Here they nitght,^4f/if4f/ew, have called 
up the ipirit of the ancient poiTefibi of 
this fuperb manfion, and perhaps have 
oppofed him to the fhades of a hoft of 
hj^ ix^onattic entmies, who might have 
upbraided him with the deftiuction of 
their Churches, Ihrines, and convents, 
rattled the windows, ^ook the waMs, 
made the armour fall with a horrid 
cralh, overturned the throne, defiroyed 
the furnkui e, and then h^ve departed, 
leaving to the fattbjul recordeis ^ fuch 
events mate* lals fur a tale of wonder, 
whofe morality would hayc^been tiearly 
equal to its probability. 

Pa/fing through thefe rooms, re- 
flecting, that although tn^ might be 
made the feenes of romance and foul 
harrowing woe,” tbejy once sic- 
tually been the regions pt iplendoTir, 
of feflivity, of luxury, and h^fpitaliry, 
fuch as would in more modern times, 
when the generous, the indigenous 
feelings of the Great were frittered 
away in the purfu t of taife tafle. and 
blunted by the operation of Ulfe re- 
finement, have b(cn cUemed ufelefs 
and cumbetfome appendages of flate ; 

Yet hence the poor were cloathM, 
the hungry fed 


reflef^ing, as I have obfbrved, upon 
the brilhancy which thefe apartments 
had once exhibited, and upon the for- 
tune of feveral of their tenants, we 
arrived pair of ubors near the 
eafiern extremity, that were with diffi- 
culty opened, but which, when opened, 
were found to give aeeefs to a room 
which would hAW aUpofi: repaid any 
difliculty that might have occurred in 
obtabiiiig a fight of it. 

This apartment was upon the flift 
floor of a fmall pile that foi med a kind 
of tower at the end of the old building, 
and the internal part of which was un- 
qiieftionablyofthewo kof Inigo Jones. 
It was (known to have been attei wards 
ufed as abreakfaft or dreiling room by 
Catharine, the Queen of Charles the 
Second, who refiJed and kept hei Coui t 
in this pahee many years ; in fafl, 
from the death of that Monaich until 
her return to Lifboii. This clofet had 
more the appearance of a fmall temple 
than a room 5 it was of an oflagonal 
form, and the ceiling lOfe in a dome 
fiom a beautiful cornice. The fptCla- 
tor was in an inllant Itrutk with the 
harmony of the parts which compofed 
this* cxquifitely^formed bu'lding, and 
ifceived a fenfation of pleafiire without 
knowing whence it proceeded. Upon 
examination, there appeared fuch *111 
elegant fimplicity in tine aichitechin', 
fuch^ a truly attic grace in the orna- 
ment, that I lemember Sir Wiilutn 
Chambers, who was prefent, exceed- 
ingly regretted the neceffity there was 
for its dilapidation. The figures painted 
upon the pinnels were in frelco, the 
otnaments under the furb.ifc weie 
upon their heights touched with gold. 
The few articles of furniture that re- 
mained in this room were in the an- 
tique ftyle. There we*e feveral pic- 
tures upon the giound, but, except 
one, which ieemed adapted to the 
pannel over the chimney, they were 
not judged to have br longed to this 
apartment. A iinall door of this room 
opened upon the flair-cafe, and when 
you deicended to the ground flour on 
the right hand fide of' the palTage, an- 
other door opened into an apaitment 
of the oAagoti form, lined entirely 
with maibic, in the inteiior ciofets of 
which were a hot* and a cold bath. 
The latter had, I believe, been a fhort 
time befoi'C ufed by the inhibitants 
of the pabice, and wir, 1 have no 
doubt, riippljc4 from the iaine Ipring 

that 
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that was afterwards transferred td tbe 
Surry ftreet Baths, which were,, and 
probably ftill are, within fifty yards 
of this fpot. 

Theftyle offhtcrnalarchitsfture of 
thefe fma]l* apartments, which were 
appropriated tbthe ufe of theQgeen, 
was' fo extremely elegant, that, as I 
iiave obfejved, Sir William Chambers 
legretted that it Was not in his power 
to remove them entire. He, however, 
1 think, ordered fpecimens of their 
ornaments, &c. to be prefervqd, and, 
1 believe, drawings of their plans and 
leflion to be made, which, if they were 
cxerutcd, are unqueftlonably prelerved 
in his colleftion. Mr. Mofs^ thsarchi* 
tL^t, when a ftudent, made a beautiful 
drawing of the front of tilts palace (in 
ic^ ancient Itatt) toward the Strand, 
from which, I think, there is an en* 
graving ; this drawing obtained a me* 
da) in the Royal Academy. 1 hope 
f^very part of the old building, which I 
conlider with rc/pe^ and veneration, 
has been detineat^, and that a icries 
ot views of It will one day be pub* 
Lfhed. * 

Referring retrofpcftively to the do- 
mrllic hirtory of this once telebratcd 
edifice, it will, as J have obferved upon 
another occafion, be found interwoven 
and blended with the hifiory of the 
country. The many changes of occu- 
pancy that have occurred are to be 
t» iced iji the fate of its different 
ten int>, though there are local features 
attached to every period, to every 
individml, which are feldom difptayed 
upon the hiltoric tablet, but the outline 
of which It would be both amufing ana 
inftnidtive to contemplate. Of inefe, 
alts ! 1 fear in this inltaace eveiy Vef- 
ti je is obliterated. 

It will piobably be recolle£Ved, that 
from the reign of James the Firtt down 
to the Interregnum, this palace was 
identified in records, deeds, warrants, 
See- by the appellation of Denmark 
Houfe, in compliment to Ann of 
Denmark, who, I believe, added the 
odtagon tower at the eaft*end, whiph 
contained the baths and apartments 


I have Juft defenbed, and who caufhd 
the whole building to be repaire4»^ 
beautified, and, among many otlu^ 
improvements, the refervoir to be con* 
firmed, which was fupplied mth 
water from Hyde Park. 

On Shrove Tuefday, in the year 
iSi6, it appears that the Court firft 
took poffemon of this palace : a^len- 
did entertainment was upon this occa* 
fion given by the Qgeen to the King* 
and Nobility, which concluded with a 
mafque and ball in a ftyle fuperiorto 
any that had before been exhibited, 
though thefe kind of private tbeeOricaJs 
vftrt much the tafte of the age of thid 
Monarch and his fuccefibi*. 

In the age immediately fucceeding, ^ 
this houfe became the fceiMS of an^ex- 
hibttion of another kind. It would be 
too excravagint an hypothefis fup- 
pofe that the exuberant gaiety of 
one period was remotely the caofe 
of the extraordinary folemnity of an- 
other I but be this as It may, it appeal's, 
that’ on the a6th of September ififS, 
Soinerfet Houfe, the feat of Rings, 
became the leceptacle 6f the corpfe 
of that arcb-rcgicide Cromwell, which 
was, with the greateft privacy, re- 
moved from Whitehall by night. 
Here it lay in (late until the of 
November, whence, with fuch fuperb 
obfequies as had never before been 
feen, even in thofe ages of magnificent 
funerals, it was interred in Weftmin- 
fter-ahbey *. 

In the reign of Charles the Second, 
the fplcndour of $oroeifct Houfe, toge- 
ther with its ancient name, were re- 
vived. In this reign, it was fr^ttently 
the feene of public entertainments, 
and fometimes the refidence of public 
charaClens. After the death of this 
Monarch, It has already been obferved, 
his Queen kept her Court here. la 
the beginning of this century, it ap- 
pears to have been occafionally appro* 
priated to mafquerades. Mr. Addifoo, 
in the Freeholder, mentions one given 
in honour of the birth of the Arch- 
duke. In the year 175 3 <>*■ 
Venetian Anibafiador had a fplendid 


• This circiim(iai)ce,‘a's indeed many other refpraing this man, confpicuous for 
his talents, ftill rendered more confpicuous by Idn crimes, has been the lubjctt ot 
much controverfy. It has been laid by fome that his lemains were thiow^n into the 
Thames, liy others that they were huiied in Nafcby Field. Both theie fiiggeftione 
arc equally improbable. Where his corpfe was depoCted is of little importance % 
though, for an txample to poftcrity, it might have been wiflied, he had met a fate

ouths and maidens of the two cities of 
ondon and Weftrainfter. The only 
houfes upon the /pot were a pile oppo 
file, which is itill /binding, and a pub 


Uc- houfe (the Cock and Pye, fronting 
Craven-buildings, Prury-lane), fiill in 
exigence, which was in thofe times a 
place wheie cakes, ale, and other re- 
iiefiiments, were iold.v Near this place 
/food the manfion of t]ie<£arl of Cra- 
ven, upon the fite of the ^garden of 
which Craven-buildings were erefled } 
and alfo that of the Queen of Bohemia, 
the unfoitunate daughter of James the 
Kiift ; of this hoqle J think fome vcl’- 
tiges llill remain ; it was foiinerly 
occupied by a copper- plate printer 
and a publican. In digging the liable- 
yard in its vicinity, a fubteiiancan 
pallige Wdis dilcovered, which wa'. laid 
to ha>(.e been a communication betwixt 
this and Ciaven Houle. The May- 
pole, which introduced thele ohlerva- 
tions, was, when taken down about the 
year 1717, found to meafure a hundred 
feet. It was obtained by Sii Ifuc 
Newton, and borne on a carriage foi 
timber to W'an/lead, in ElTex, the Icat 
of the Earl of Tiincy ; where, undei 
the dire6lion of the Rev. Mr. Pound 
Breton, it was placed in the Park, foi 
the election of a telefcopc. the lirgell 
then in the world, picfentcd by i 
Fiench Gentleman to the Royal So. 
cicty.

ACCOUNT OF SOLOMON GESSNER. 


^COLOMON Gessner* the German 
Theocritus* was born in the year 
1730* and was the fon of a refpeftable 
printer and bookfeller* from whom he 
received a liberal* and even a learned 
education, v^hofe profeAion be ad *pted* 
and whom m due time heiiicceeded. 
Fortunately the houfe of Orel* Gedher* 
and Company* into which he was re- 
ceived* had been long eftablilhed* and 
was known over Europe by the extent 
of its correfpondcnce*andby the choice 
and elegance of the works which it 
gave to the world. GeAher was not* 
therefore^ involved in the cares of a 
new eftabUAiment* n6r was it neceOary 
for him to engage in the details and 
fatigues of bufinefs i and the bent of 
his genius being obvious* his partners* 
by whom be wu beloved and eAeemed* 
freely indulged, him in his favourite 
ftudies and parliilits* 

In the twent^-fecond year of his age 
he made a tour through Germany* in 
part for tlie purpo^ if extending the 
connexions of his houfe* but cbieAy 
. with a view to his own improvement. 
Tft the courfe of this journey* be be- 
came acquainted with the greater part of 
the German men of letters of that day* 
and his talents were doubtiefs iHmu- 
lated by the lympatby and the emuku 
tion which fuch intcrcourfe is fo parti- 
etilarly calculated to excite. On his 
return to Zurich jn i 753 » he gave his 
ArA pubtkation to the world* a fmall

At thi> period of 
his life, Ovid feems to have been 2 
favourite with GefTncr. In his Nighty 
we have a fable on the origin of the 
glow-worm ; and in his Dafhnis, an 
epifodc on the amours of a water- god 
and a nymph, entirely in the nunner of 
that poet. 

The fuccefs of thefe publications en- 
couraged Oefiher to indulge his ttiAe 
in rural poetry, and to pve to the 
woild his Idph, in which, as he himfelf 
informs us* he took Theocritus for his 
model. The Idyls procured their au- 
thor a hi^h reputation throughbut 
‘Swiizerhnd and Germany^ They were 
the principal and favourite objefls of 
Kii attentipn, on^wMch he exerted 
great t^te and fltill. ’ They are de-

After tins he publimed feveral of his 
lefler poems, among which was The 
Ftrfi Navigator^ which is perhaps the 
moft beautifpl of his works. He made 
Tome attempts likewile in the paftorat

AUmna is the chief. His Eraflui, a 
drama of one a£t, was repreiented with 
Tome applaule in feveral focietles, both 
at Leiplick and Vienna. 

The poems of Gelfner were almoft 
all given to the woild before he had 
coinpleted his thirtieth year. Abdiit 
this peiiod he married, and, as he him- 
Itlf infuims us, his fathcr-in law^ Mr. 
Heidiggei, having a beautiful collec- 
tion of paintings, confifting chieHy ot 
the woiks ot the great maltcrs^of <be 
FiemiHi fchool, he devoted his Icifuie 
to the ftudy oi then btanties, and 
bcLime deeply enamoured of their art* 
GelTner, who in his youth h*id received 
fome lelTons in drawing, refumed the 
)}encil, but with a timid hand. At 
riift he ventuied only to delineate de- 
coiations for curious books printed at 
his otiice, but by degrees he lofe to 
bolder attempts. In 1765 he pi|bli1hed 
ten landlcMes, etched and tngraved by 
himfelf. Twelve other pieces of the 
iamc nature appeared in 1769 j and ne 
afterwards executed ornaments for 
maiw pu^lichtions that ilfued from his 
prefb, ajflong which were his own 
works, a tr inflation into German of 
life works of Swift, and various others.

The 
Emprefs of Rufliay Catherine II. fent 
him Ji gold medal as a mark of her 
efteem j and ftrangers feom all coun- 
tries, viflting Switzerland, courted his 
focicty, and gave him the moft flatter- 
ing proofe of their refped^ and admira- 
tion. Ill the beighth of his reputation 
he was cut off by the ftroke of a palfy,

a people, defirous either to attempt 
new difcoveiies, or to avail thcmfelves 
of thofe already made by others, could 
poflibly hope for. Freed fiom nearly a 
tnoicty of thiife dangers which would 
have attended any fmular undertaking 
on the pait of either F.ngland or 
France, and in a it ill higher degiee 
ihofc of the more Noilhcni Powcis, 
their adventurers could proceed fioni 
Lilbon, without havirig belorc their 
eyes the torrois of the liay of BilCjy, 
or the ftill more danger^ii? navigation 
of iht BiitiOi and Gcimai^cean. To 
the alionifhmcnt and gnlif, then, of 
the Italian navigators, they faddenly 
found themlVlvLS, in a Ibort time, 
totally exclude 1 from all commerce, 
cxcej't that of the Mediterranean. 

Towaid:» the dole of Xheffteenth 
century, Bartknlcmx^j Diaz, a Fortu- 
guefe mvigaioi, doubled that inimenfe 
proniontoiy fince known by the name 
of Cah del buona Efperanrin, or the Cape 
of Good Hope, but whiqk was fi called 
by the difeoverer, on account of the 
difficulties heexp^ ricnced in palling it, 
CaOo Tori^ntoo, or the tempeftuoiis 
Cape, This fuccefs paved the way 
for the nioie conloqiiential difcovery 
of the pafijge to India, by Pafio de 
Oarua, anothtr Portuguefe^ and the 
good fortune which attended both 
tlielc enterprifes, proved the parent ©f 
the Royal Navy of Portugal. Por, fO 
early as the year 1500, Emanuel, King 
of FortiTgal, lent a fleet, confining of 
thirty (hipi-of war, to the afliftance of 
the Venetians, who were then threat- 
ened with a very formidable attack by 
Bajazet, Emperor of tlie Turks. The 
Portuguefe fhig waved triumphantly 
along all the (bores of India i and, till 
the middle of tbc ftxteemb century, 
they enjoyed a more extendefi and 
valuable commerce than any other 
State in the univei fe.

iecond Chaptei corpptifes a nan itive of 
the pnncipil naval tranfaftions of the 
reigns of Henry t le Seventh, and his 
fuccenfor Heniy the Eighth 

The invention and ufeofgunpow- 
dci, and the introd action of cannon 
into flnps, weie of no ancient date; 
when Henry the Seventh afeended the 
throne, an < fifteen )eaii afterwards^ 
theeontiua ce of port holes was an^ 
oth^r impi >veinent, attiibuted to 
charges, 1 iweneh (hip builder at ^rcjl^ 
which, in a idicion to the ibove-men^ 
tioncd, lei leied veiy mateiiU altera- 
in the conili uiSfions of (hips built 
f )r the purpofes of wir elfentnlly nc- 
ccin y , more efpecHUy an enlarge- 
ment of tl ir dim^nliuo.

This 
number of mails foi fitft-rates conti- 
nued, without alteration, till neady the 
end of the leign of Charles the Firft 
« On the acceffion of Henry the 
£ighth, he applied himfelf, with the 
utmoft earneftnefs, to improve and aug- 
ment that inconfiderable force which 
his father had lived long enough to fee 
the necefHtv of, and thit necelRty 
fully manifefted itlelf in the rhiid 
year of the young King.'s reign, whtn 
Andiew Baiton, aScort*^ man, under 
the pretext that the Scots had wir 
with the Portingdes (the Portuguefe), 
with only two &ips, had the audaci^ 
to rob the (hips of all nations, and fo 
lhapped the King's dreams (the Britiih 
Seas) that no merchant veiTel almoft 
could pafs. Heniy, on rereiving in- 
telligence of thele depredations, in* 
Ifcan^ly ordered Sir Edward Howard, 
Lord Admiral of England, and {^rd 
Hiomas Howard, ion and heir to the 
£gri of Surry, to get ready two fhips, 
and put to fea in all hafte ; this was 
flone accordingly, and they were iepa* 
rated by ftrefs of weather. Lord 
Howard lying in the Downs dilcovered 
Barton making for Scotland in his fliip 
the Lion, and chafed him fo clofely, 
that he came up with him, and a very 
levere battle enfued. The EngliHimen 
were fierce, and the Scots defended 
thcmfelves manfully , but in the end, 
the Lord Howard and his men entered 
the main-deck, and Andrew Baiton 
was taken prifoncr, being, however, fo 
forely wounded that he died there, 
and the remnant of his creu v\ith the 
Blip were captured. All this while 
was the Lord Admiial in chace of tl e 
bark of Scotland called Jenny Permyny 
which ufed to fill in comp *ny with the 
Lion, which he boarded, and flew 
^iquany, nfaking the i eft piiloners. Thus 
were the two (hips taken and biouglit 
to Blackwall, on the fecond day of 
Au|pifi, in the year 1^12. 

‘After this, the King fent the Bi- 
ftop of Winchefier, and certain of his 
Counf-il, to the Arebbiihop of York^s 
Palact, where the Scots prifoners were 
kept % and the Bifhop rehearfed to 
thenit ** Whereas peace is yet between 
Kngtaud and Scotland, that they con 
trary tlitteunto,as thieves and pirates, 
ihkfi robbed the King's fubjei^s within 


his dreams, wherefore they had de* 
ferved to die by the law, and to be 
hanged at low water niar)|. Then faid 
the Scots, * We acknowledge our * 
offence, and aik mercy, and not the 
Jaw.' Then faid a Prieft, * Wc appeal 
from the King's juftice to his mercy.’ 
Then the B'ffiop afked the Pried, if he 
weie authorifed by them to fay fo $ 
and they all cried, ‘ Yea, yea.’ « Then,'* 
faid the Prelate, ‘ you fhall find the 
King's mercy above his julhee, for 
wheieyou were dead by the law, yet 
by his mercy he will revive you ; 
wherefore ye (hall depait out of this 
realm within twenty days, upon pain 
of death if ye be found here after 
twenty and pray for the King,’ 

and lo they paffed into theli ov\n 
country. 

** The King of Scotland hearing of 
the death of B irton, and the capture of 
his two (hips, was much incenfed, and 
fent letters to the Ki rg of England 
requiring reflitiitton, acto ding to the* 
league of amity between them. Henry 
wrote with brotheily faliuation to the 
King of the Scots recounting the rob- 
beries and evil domgs of Andiew Bar- 
ton, and that it became not one Pm ice 
to lay a breach of a league to another 
Prince, in doing juftice upon a pii ite 
and i tifuf, and that all the other Scots 
had delu ved to die byjultice if he had 
not extended his mei ry : and with this 
anfwer the bcottiili hiiault depaited 
home.” 

Thus, from a fimple circiimffance, 
an unexpected event, did the Royal 
Navy of England derive its fiift reguLr 
foi ination into a national clfcibliflin'ent, 
for Heniy was too able a politicrn to 
iuffi • fucli in^uiies to pafs unpiiniffied 
in future, foi waiit of a fufficient naval 
foueto prcventtliem in the fi-ft in- 
fiance, and to guard again^ the refent- 
ment of any weak or imprudent Sovc- 
leign Or State that might take upon 
them to countenance or fupport their 
fubjefls in Aich praclices. He, thei*e* 
fore, fonned an agreement with the 
fame Sir Edward Howard, to maintain a 
certain number of niaiiuers, foldiers, 
and others, for the fei vice of riic Royal 
Nai(|y. The condition and dilieient 
parti^ularsttre cieai and extremely cu* 
rious ^ the whole comprifing not only 
a very eondfe accotinc of the internal 
regulations at that time adopted in the 
fervice,but a which multundoubr* 
edly be cohfidered at complete and 
authentic, 
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authentic, of all the (hips and vcflels 
at that time compo^g the Englilk 
Navy itoya).

Charnock is of opinion, that this waa 
the fccond fhip ca led the Ilenrye Grace 
and was built by H- ny VII ia 
lieu of the liift, i^hich w^s wo n out j 
add ou the actxifiori of Hem y v III, her 
name was clungsd for tint of Regent, 

The next ftep taken by this Fo mder^ 
of the B itilh Navy for its improve- 
ment and augmentation was, the form- 
ing a Navy Ofiic-, and eftablilhmg re- 
gular arfenal.at Portliiiouth,and >ther 
places, as* Woolwich and Deptford, for 
Its fuppoit and better equipment. 
Th^le appointments lacilitateJ the 
King's defign ol icquii ing a formidable 
Navy^ which he accompUlhed about 
the yc.ar 154.^, when the fleet of Eng- 
land is faid to hive amounted to one 
hundicJ and fixty fail, dl great Ihips ; 
but as this fleet was fitted out for an 
espedition again ft France, our Aiithor 
Aippofts it included fevera! veflels 
hired of the merchants for the occa- 
fion 5 for the higlult authentic enume- 
ration of Heniy’s Navy i iifes it to no 
more than leventy-one veflel* of ditfer- 
ent forts, the a^^gregite burthen of 
whiclli atpounted to i®,55o tons. 

A ihort time before the death of 
Henry, a peace being concluded with 
France, tlws neceflity of any further 
iKival exeitions ccoied ; the youth of 
Eiwa'*d the ^ixtb, his fucceflbr, and 
the turbulent reign of the b'goted 
tyrant Mary, tended to depreA, 1 ither 
than advance, the ad^iye fpiiit of im- 
provement : under tiiefe circuin^f inces 
the Royal Navy was reduced to forty- 
fix Ihips, mrny of which were ol infe- 
I lor latcs. kclpcvting the ll'itc of the 
nivrd luiwc iO 1478, twenty y^.iis tfter 
tlu ^cceiTion of Q^cen Elizabeth, we

Be this ai it may, after the expedition 
of Sir Francis Diake, which p^'ovoked 
tlie it(i*ntmrnt of Philip the hecond 
againd the Q^ieen and the F-ngliUi na- 
lion, (lie found it necclfasy to make 
every' pcfTible exertion to rcfift the 
invincible Armada, which had hern 
long picpa. 'lig for the ivvafion, and 
hoped for, fubii.'gariou of her domi- 
nions to the Spaiiidi yoke. Her vigi- 
lance and ri^iivity up.m this occulion 
mult have luvn beyond all example, 
fince the lilt of the fhips oppofed to the 
Armada conhlfs of one hundred and 
ninety-feycn vcfltls of dilferent de- 
feriptions, their buitbcn amountii^ to 
nearly thiity thoiifand tons. But it 
muft be remembered, that a confuiei- 
able part of this fleet confided of Ihips 
fitted out by the city of London, and 
other fca-poi ts, for the occafion, which 
belonged either to corporate bodies, or 
to particular opulent mei chants con- 
cei n^d ip foreign commerce j feme of 
them being hired'by Government, and 
otheis volunteering their ferviccs* . 

Some improvements rook place at 
this peiiod, which are properly no-

wounded featnen, which bcais the dnte 
of 15SS. In the year 1590 the Qnetii 
made fcvcral new' arrangeir.ents ar.d 
regulations for the improvement of her 
Navy, in order to put it on a much 
fuperior footing 10 what It had pre- 
viouiJy been . As a pi eliminary itep to 
this purpofe, the regular yearly fum of 
<7701. was afiigned for repairs : a Aim 
iben deemed fully equivalent to fo 


great a purpofe. From hence may be 
inferred the high^ value of money in 
thofe days, the economy and care’tfed 
in the dilbuifement, and jhe cheap rate 
at which all naval ftorcs wci c ihen fold. ' 
The total number of thf Queen’s adlual 
Navy at hrr death v/as forty tWiSOy of 
which twenty-four remained fervicc- 
ahle in the year 161 8, the X5th of James 
the Fiift. 

The Ctown of England on the de- 
mi fe of Elizabeth palTed into a new 
family, new meariires w'cfe adopted, 
and the whole political date of public 
affairs appeared in one in Rant totally 
changed. The fufpenfion, therefore, 
for a confiderable time, of nav.tl arma- 
ments and cxptviitions from England, 
on the*acceflion of the pacific Juincs, 
gives the Author an opportunity to 
devote Chapter IV. to the hidory of 
the internal or civil regulations adopt- 
ed by foreign dates in tlie management 
of their Marine, and of the various 
improvements and inventions ufed by 
them, as well for defence againd, as in 
annoyance of, their enemies. ■ I'he 
funtlry particulars of this Chapter arc 
very curious, and dcmonllrate the great 
pains the Author mud have taken to 
collect fuchcxtraordiiui'v rnatenali,in- 
tludingthe naval tranlaftions of all the 
maritime Powers of Europe from the 
middle of the fifteenth to the end of the 
fixteenth rentu/y, ^mongd other hif- 
toiical anecdotes, the carlied claim of 
the Do?mmon of the Seas particularly 
attiafted our notice, as it ferves to 
prove that this claim, which in pro- 
cefs of time was generally recognized 
as due to the valour and Aiperior mari- 
time power of Britain, was rucccdlvdy 
contended foi by the Venetian and, 
in 1478, acknowledged by F'ledcrick 
the Thlid, F.nperor of the Wed, who 
wrote to the Doge of Venice, reqii(_d- 
iiig, as a fptcial favour, th.it he would 
grant him pcrmidlon to tranfpoit coin 
(torn Apulfla through the Adriatic 
b>a. The Genoefe exerted the firne 
.luthoi ity in the Ligurian Sea, or Gulph 
of Genoa, and inre/ditted the com- 
mcTce of any State or Prince they 
tlioughr proper. Portugal, Spain, 
JVnmark, Sweden, Poland, and even 
the Mufeovitesj all laid claim ^and 
mod of them maintained that claim 
with efFc 4 >) to a fovercignty over par- 
ticular pans of the Ocea'n, which their 
rcfpcflive territories furrounded, and 
in fohie inftanc^s on which they only 
bordered.'

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Chapiter V. contains a retrofpe£t of

Maiy, and Eli- 
zabeth, recapitulating the number of 
Ihips compoiing the Koyal Navy in 
their times ; comparative Ifatements ; 
the pay ut Admii.ils^ Officers, apd Sea- 
men, &c, and finiiiar elfimates relative 
to the matiite department, occupy 
Chapter VC 

In Chapter VII. we have an account 
of the condition or the ,Ven<2tian, Ge 
noefe, bpanilh, I’rcnch, and Dutch 
Marine, from the commencement to 
the middle of the J'eventmJh cen- 
tury. Of the pirincipil’s adopted by 
lUiiopean nations in the Iciencc uf 
Ihip building ; together with their 
variation in fclpeiit to decoration and 
ornament. A Itatemcnt of the prin- 
cipal dlincnlions and force of"\he dif- 
ferent clalfes of fbips of war belonging 
to rtie maritime Powers of Europe j— 
and a dcii i iption «f the improvtmeius

continued in Chapters IX. and X.

many, forms pa it of the report ; the 
wafte ot dares another j the creation <if 
ufelefs ortices a third j and propofais 
for improving the ftaie, and lell'ening 
the cjipences of the na^l department, 
by the intrOdu^liou of a fet 
itgulaiiions. 


In Chapter XI*' an account is giv«s 
of the fquadrons fitted out againlt tbe ' 
.^gnrines in 161S 'and 1610, and of 
.idle additions made to the Royal Nav/ 
towaids the clofe of this King's reigO^ 
It appea>'s alio that Charles 1 . from the 
time of his acceiUon, beituwed the fame:

affairs of INDIA. 

Lord Suffolk rofe to ftate to their Lord- 
Blips the obje£Vs which he propoled by 
the prefent motion. The attention of 
the public had of late been very much 
engaged by th^ fituaiion of the dtpofed 
Nabob of Oude, to whofe family the 
Baft India Company and the Britifh na- 
tion bad been ui dtr the gieateft obhga- 
lioos. To the gi and father of the late 
Nabob this country owed, in a veiy gitat 
meafure, the cxteniion of its Indian teiii' 
*tbry, and in dying he bequeathed to his 
ion, as the beft part of his inhei itaiice, a 
perpetual attachment to the Britifti tnte- 
>iefts. The Prince now depofed, in fuc- 
ceedingtothe Throne of his anceftois, 
'^und himlelf involved with claims by 


the Baft India Contpanj', Sn whicll, as 
not think proper to aeeede, his royal 
nation became vacated by,, the authority 
of our Government, and a fucceflbr ap<A‘ 
pointed in his room. 4 fUs Lordfliip faid, 
he fbould content hiinfclS with faying 
that in whieh be VKat cenfttmed by the 
moft appr ved aoiWIties— namely, .that 
the policy of tbia^teqptrv Oioutd he not 
to extend, beyond a^aertalp limit, theter-- 
ritorial pnftVAionf of tb«a nation in Hin* 
doftan. This pidiev it was which in^b 
duced a Nobleman (the M^iquis Com* 
wallis) to arreft fpontaneoufly the pro* 
giefs of hit vidtorious career, when he 
ar^ivp^^s conqueror at the walls of 
^erbainajpatam. Though the lines of out 
I ntfiah «am|Mre were*augmented at that 
time, yet they were kept within thofe 
bavnda which prudence iuggetted ) but 
the Noble Lord who now exercifed the 
ppwert of Government in that country 
went upon a different policy and a differ* 
eqt plan. He. by means of the valour of 
out troops, leired upon the capital and 
the wbek of the dominions of Tippoo, 
extending our Eafttrn empire much, he 
fe%re4» beyond its due propoition $ much 
beyond any thing tlie French had acquired 
In Europe ; and diftufing our powei over 
^>000,000 tnftead of 15,000,000 of 
lubjeBs, whom we had before. His 
Irorddirp ihen took a fhrrt view of the 
ftnancial ^ftate of the Eaft India Com 
pany, calfulating on tl!e laft ftatement of 
its affairs made by Mr. Dundas in' the 
Houfe of Commons. The lefult of theie 
calculations was, that the Company, 
which in the yen 1786 was declared to 
have no more debt than iS,ooo,oool. 
wja* nour 16,000, oool. in arrears. This 
circufflftapce alone was fufticient to exhi« 
bit no very flattering profpefi of its 
flnqncial piofperlty. He owned that 
much of thisembaiiaftment was owing 
to^ the wars in India, and the expences 
of fending an army from Bombay to 
Egypt. He was far from difippioving 
of this fneafurc, as that reinforcement, 
which Gieat Bntain would have eventu- 
ally to pay for. might have been necelfdiy 
to the fiiccefs of our Egyptian expedition. 
The force oiigtnally lent fiom this coun- 
try was by no means comintnlurate or 
proportionate to the obje6l it had to 
accomplifti. Every piaife was due to 
the aftonifliing gallantry of our tioops $ 
but when it was confidered that we 
landed only 15,000 men to contend 
againit ay, #00 French, of acknowledged 
experie qi | u ikill, and bravery, every nn* 
piejudinn man would be led to afciibe 
a our 
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ovr Hgnal and glorious AiccelTes at much^ 
perhaps, to theinifcondu^t of the enemy's 
Generals as the unparalleled prowefs of 
our troops, wfiich compelled the foe to 
'evacuate chat ifnport;ant country. After 
a number of o|yrervations9 tending to 
illuffrate bis differeiit priitions, the Noble 
Lord finally aitgued* that inftead of the 
relbuices of our Indoflan potTefTions be- 
ing brought in aid uf the finances ot this 
country, the Eaft India Company, in 
confequence of their augmented peace 
efl”iblifliment, the war expences, and the 
additional military toice to be employed 
in lecuiing its newly-extended territo- 
ries, would in the end he obliged to lean 
upon the finances of Great Britain^ and 
not afford them that aid which the pubn 
lie had been led to expert from It He 
theref 're moved, that there be laid before 
the Hoiife accounts of the capital, the 
ftock, debts, &c. of the Bait India Com- 
pany, as far as the lame could be made 
up. 

Lord Partmouth exprelTed his extreme 
willingnefs to meet the prefent motion. 
The lituation of the Balt India Company 
was far from fiich as would induce it to 
fhrink fi om the inoif fevere inquiry. He 
controveited all the pofitions of the 
Noble I.oid who preceded him, and held, 
that the incteafed territorial revenues ot 
the Company, independently of Its aug- 
mented tiade, weie more than fufficient 
toi thcdiicha ge of any additional debts, 
which it might be lepreitmed to have 
incurred.

The Hpufe refolved into a Commit- 
tee of Supply, to which the ponfidera- 
tion of Doaor Jenner’s Petition, rela 
tive to the Vaccine Inoculation was 
preferred. * 

Admiral Berkley rofe, and after ad- 
verting to all the particulars 'contained 
in the report on the petition of Dr. 
Jenner, the difeoverer of the Cow-pox, 
Ihtedjthat Dr. Jenner had lolt an ex. 
ten five pia^iice in this countiy, by bis 
application in carrying into etfeft his 
difeovery, and when he had accom 
plifhed it he voluntaiily promulgvited 
the fccret for the benefit of the world. 
The expente of foreign con efpondence 
with this Gentleman coft him from 
25 to 30 fliillings a-day, which to 
a man of fortune would be deemed 
conliderable, but to a man of none of 
ferioiis ccmfideratio^i. The number of 
patients loft annually in the United 
Kingdom by the fiiuJl pox was etti- 
inated, he faid, at 45,000, and taking 
the number throughout the habitable 
globe, a fell every fecondoi time 

to tliis deftiuflive malady. He con- 
cluded by moving, “ Tliat it is the 
opinion of the Committee, that a fum 
not exceeding io,oool. be granted to 
his Majcfty, to be paid as a reniunera- 
tion to Dr. Edward Jenner, for pro- 
mulgating the difeovery of the Vaccine 
Inoculation, by which mode that dread- 
ful malady the fmall-pox was pre- 
vented.” 

Sir Henry Mildmay moved an amend- 
ment, that inffead of the fnm of ten 
thoufand pounds, the words “ twenty 
thoufand pounds” fhould be inferted, 
which was alfo feconded. 

A long converfation enfued, and a 
divifion took place on the amendment. 
For the original motion to remunerate 
Dr. Jenner with a fum not exceeding 
lo,oool.— Ayes, 59— Noes, 56. Of 
^ourfe the amendment was loft. 


After a long difctiflion on remune- 
rating Mr. Qreathead, the inventor of 
the life-boats, Mr. Burdon having 
moved that he receive a fum not ex^ 
ceeding loool. and Sir M. Vir. Ridley 
having moved an amendment that 
Ihouluhave 2000I. it was agreed, on 
the fuggeftion of Mr. Addington, tO 
give him 1200I. to cover the fees of 
office.

In this he did not include the Auftrian 
Debt, becaufe he had the fulleft and 
moft gratifyinghSTurances t^iat it would 
very fpeedily be fatisiied. The Efti* 
snateof the Committee of 1791 ftated 
the difpofable fura, after the payment 
of interelV, to be 6,590,000]. We had 
now a furplus beyond that, amounting 
to nearly three millions, applicable to 
our extra expences. It muft be highly 
gratifying to the Houfe and the copn- 
try to know, that, after fuch a war, and 
fnch a conteft, we had fuch a dirpofable 
furplus, and could eSfe 61 fo large a loan 
on fuch advantageous terms. Where- 
ever we looked around us in this coun- 
try we faw nothing but indications of 
wealth and profperity. He would not 
Hop to take an infidious glance at the 
very different fituations of fome other 
nations which had been engaged in the 
fime confli£>. It was Airikient for 
him to be enabled to hate, that our 
funds were high and flouriihing, and 
that our refburces were found, on ex- 
eriment, to be folid and Aibftantial 
yond all former example. He (hould 
theiefore not trefpafs on the time of 
the Houfe further than by moving two 
Refoliitions t 

That five millions of Exchequer 
Bills be iffued for the public fervice, 
la be defrayed out of toe firft aids of 
the next year.

Deducing from that, therefore, the 
amount of the total of the two charges, 
and there would appear (making frac- 
tional allowances) a furplus in the ac- 
counts of the year, amounting in the 
whole to about 163,0001. and he was- 

flattered 
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flattered to belfeve, that thit anticijia- 
tion of the profperity of the flnancial 
refources of Ireland would prove cor- 
rect and faithful, from the dawn of 
fuccefi and ftommerckil incrcale (he 
prefents even already ; and .the more 
he reflefted upon this fiibjeft, the 
Qiore he was convincasd of the truth 
of his opinion. Here the' Rigiit Hon. 
Gentleman entered into a minute com 
parifon between the financial and com- 
mercial fituattoit of Ireland at former 
periods, and even lafl year, and the 
prefent period of tbii year, with a 
view of eltablifhing the theoiv he laid 
down. He obferved, that iaft year 
the revenue was no more than about 
a, 4 oa,oool. and he afligned his reafons 
why he etti mated them fo high as three 
millions this year, being jult 6do,oool. 
more than they produced in the year 
i8or. He founded his eitimate on the 
increafed produce they already pre- 
fen ted, and taking them for a ratio, 
(hewed that he might calculate at 
the end of the year on an advance of 
8oo,oool. inftead of 6oo,oool. He was, 
theiefore, by this eftiination, even 
aoofoool. within the extent, and he 
believed the truth of his calculation $ 
but he took the lefler fum that he 
might not appear to be over fanguine 
in his expeffations. He then pro- 
ceeded to enumerate the ways wherein 
the revenue would increafe. HhdaUi 
was upon five d^erent articles, via. 
the duties on Foreign Spirits, on Sugar, 
on Wines, on Malt, and on the Diltil- 
leries, all of which had fo coiiiiderably 
increafed within the three firft months 
of the year, that, under Divine Provi- 
dence, it the leafon fulfils the hopes it 
I efents, he had no doubt but what he 
act alieady Itated of the progrelfive 
and anticipated Itate of the revenue 
would more than exceed his calcu- 
lations, and probably even his own^ 
expectations.

4i45o*^Aol* The value of goods ex- 
fmrted about 3»ao4-»77J* Exempting, 
then, feveral articles from the duty, 
fuch as Afhes, Smelts, Flax ami Hemp 
imported, and Cotton, Cotton Goods, 
and Corn exported, the produce of 
tbedut3rat4 per cent, would amount 
to the fum cf about 9 ^,x 44 k which 
will be about 6cool. more tiun is re- 
quired for the purpofe Hated.

On the queftfon being put, 

Mr. Foliar rofc, and In a fpeech 
which abounded with a v:ift variety 
of calculations and ^iound argument, 
entered into a molt minute inveltiga- 
tion of the rcafbning'of the Right Hon.

i thelemy» the Prefident of the Senate, 
accompanied by a numerous train of its 
members, waited upon the Firft Confui 
at the time of his giving audience to 
the Foreign Miniftcrs. The audience 
was in^hiediately Aifpended, and the 
Prefident made the following fpeech : 

“ Cm»£ii First Consol — T he 
French, grateful for the fervices you 
have rendered to them, wifh that the 
Firft Magiftracy of the State fhould be 
irrecoverabl]^ placed in your hands. In 
thus conferring it upon yOu for life, 
they only expiefs the opinion of the 
Senate, as liated in its Senatus Confukum 
of the Sth of Miy. The nation, by 
this folemn adfl of gratinide, confides 
to you the talk of conrolklating odr In> 
ftitutions. A new career commences 
for the Firft Confui— after prodigies of 
valour and military talents, he has ter- 
minated the war, and obtained evciy 
where the 'molt honourable conditions 
of peace. The Fiench people, under 
his aufpices, hive alTumed the attitude 
and chuatfcr of true gieitnefs. He is 
the Pacificator of Nations, and the Re- 
ftorer of Fiance— His name alone is a 
tower of ftrength. 

Already an adminillration of lefs 
than three yeais his aliuoft made us 
forget th It epoch ot anarchy and cala- 
Anities which ftemed to have dried up 
the fources of pubhc profperity. But 
evils yet lemain to^be healed, and in- 
tjuictudeb to be diffipited. The irench 
people, after having aftonlfhed the 
woild by wailike exploits, expe^ft of 
you, Citizen Firft Confui, all the benefit 
of thit peace which you have procured 
for them. If feeds of dilcoid Itill ex* 
iif, the Pi oclaination of the Perpetual 
Confulate of Bonaparte wdl diflipate 
them. Every one will now rally around 
him. His poweiful genius will fup- 
port and prcfervc all. He cxnfs only 
for the profperity and the h ippineis of 
the French people. Hi>conftint elFoits 
will be diretfed to mere lie th^ national 
glory and national greatnef.. Wlut 
nation, in faff, better deieives happi- 
nefa, and of whit people moie enlight- 
ened, or more fenfibJe, can he defire 
the efieem and attuhment ? 

“ The Cnnfeivaiive Senate will alTo- 
ciateitfeli with all the generous maxims 
of Government. It will fccond, by all 
the mean*; m its power, every ameliora- 
tion which fhall have for its end the 
prevention of the return of thoie evils 
oy which we have been fo long affii^ed, 
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and the extenfion and confolldatfon iSi 
thofe benefits which you have conferred 
upon us. It is its duty alfo to con« 
tiibute to^hc accompli^ me nt of the 
wxihes of the people, which have been 
maixifeftcd in a manner fo honourable 
to their zeal and their difeernment.— 
The Senatus ConAiltum which the Se* 
nate in a Body now pi efents to you> 
Citizen Firft Confui, contains the ex- 
preflion of its own gratitude. The or- 
garl of the Sovereign Will, it was of 
opinion, could not better fulfil the in- 
tentions of the French People, than by 
calling in the aid of the Aits to per- 
petuate the remembrance of this 
morable event/’ 

The Aft was then read, the principal 
articles of wh^h ate as follow : — 

Art. I. The French People do ap- 
point, and the Senate do proclaim^ 
Napoleon Bonafartl Chief Confui 
for life. 

2. A ftatue of Peace, holding in one 
hand the Laurel of Viftory, and in the 
other the Decree of the Senate, fhall 
atteft^to polterity the gratitude of the 
Nation. 

3* The Senate (hall convey to the 
Firft Confui the expreflion of the con- 
fidence, the love, and the admiration 
of the French People. 

The Firft Confui replied as follows : 

** Senators— The life of a Citizen 
belongs to his country. The people 
of Fiance wifh that the whole of 
mine fliould be confecrated to their 
fei vice, and I obey. In giving me this 
new, this permanent pledge ot their 
confidence, they have iinpofed upon me 
the duty of maintaining the fyllem of 
the Laws and Inftitutionsof the Repub- 
lic. By my cftbits, by your co-opera- 
tion, Citizen Senators, and that of the 
Conftituted Authorities, and by the 
confidence and will of this immenfe 
people, the Liberty, Equality, and 
Profperity of the People of France wilt 
be fecured from all the accidents which 
aiife from the unce-tainty of lutuiity- 
The beft ol people ftiall, as tliey de- 
ferve, be the moll h-ippy, and their 
happinefs fhall contribute to that of all 
Europe. 

Content with havitig been called 
by the ordei of Him from whom every 
thing emanates, to bring back upon 
the eaith Jufl'ice, Older, and Equality, 
I ihall heat my laft hour found without 
regret, and without any unfS^fineft 
about the opinion of future genera- 
tions.— Senators, receive my thanks for

in the enlargement of Icience, the en- 
couragement of genius, and the alle- 
viation of didreis ; be circumdances 
which entitle any one to a more than 
ordinary fliarc of refpeft, few will dif- 
pute the claim of the perfon whofe por- 
trait ornaments the pi efent Magazine. 

Sir Joseph Banks, we have been in- 
formed, is defeended from a family of 
great rcfpedtabllity in Sweden, and his 
paiernal grandfather was the drd of it 
who lettled in England. 

He was born about the year 1740, 
and received his education at Eton, 
from whence he removed to Oxford, 
where he purfned his dudies with fuc- 
cefs, and loon (hewed that Natural Hif- 
tory was the branch of fciencc to which 
he had the greated attai^'hmeiit, and 
accordingly cultivated it with tlie 
gieated ardour. 

At the time of his quitting the uni- 
verfity, in the year 1763, he went on a 
voyage acroCs the Atlantic to the coalts 
of Newfoundland and Labradore. In 
this voyage he made his fird elfay in 
the fervice of fcience, and col letted 
many objetls of natural hiltory, which 
A ill adorn his man lion. 

But a more arduous undertaking was 
foon to beenteied on. The difeoveries 
in the South Seas had been begun very 


aufplcioufly, and further efFonts were 
determined to be made. Another voy- 
age w.is refolvedon, under the command 
of Captain Cook, for the benefit of 
aftronolny and all the arts dependant 
on it, to obferve, in the latitude of 
Otaheite, an expetfed tranfit of the 
planet Venus over the Sun. In this 
voyage Sir Jofeph Banks refblved to 
fail with Cook. His liberal fpirit 
and generous curiofity were regarded 
with admiration 5 and every conve- 
nience from the Government was rea- 
dily fupplied to render the circum- 
ffances of the voyage as little unpJea- 
fant to him as pollibie. 

Far, however, from foliciting any 
accommodation that might occafion 
expence to Government, he was ready 
to contribute largely out of his own 
private fortune towards the general 
purpofes of the expedition. He en- 
gaged, as his dire<a:or in natural hidory 
during the voyage, and as the compa- 
nion of his refearches, Df. Solander, 
of the Britifh Mufeum, a Swede by 
birth, and one of the molt eminent 
pupils of Linnaeus, whofe fcientific 
merits had been his chief recommenda- 
tion to patronage in England. He 
took with him alfo two dranghtfmen, 
one to delineate views and figures, the 
other to paint fubje^ts of natural hif- 
tory, A fecretary and four fervants 
formed the reft of his fuite. He took 
care to provide, likewife, the necellary 
inftninients for his intended obferva* 
tions, with conveniencies for prelerv- 
ing fuch fpecimens as he might collect 
of natural or artificial objeilits, and with 
ftore» to be diftributed in the remote 
Y z ifles 
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ifles he was g[Oing to vifit, for the ini" 
|>rovemenc of the condition of lavage 

On the 26th of Auguft 1768, the 
Endeavour failed fiom Plv’nouth on 
this g iat expedition. Lieutenant 
Cook ivas commander : but Sir Jofeph 
Banks went in circumftances which 
made it improbable that he Ihould be 
fubjefted to any dil'agietable controul. 
No unfortunate accidents occurred in 
the early conrfe of the voyage. Even in 
the paflage to Madeira, Sir Jofeph and 
his companion difcovered ma/v marine 
animals which no naturali.l had as yet 
defcribed. At Madeira, and as they 
failed on to Rio Janeiio, their vigi- 
lance was ftiil c^ge^^y Swake, and was 
fufficiently g!?tificd by obl'ervations 
and fpecimens new to icience. The 
jealoufy of the Portugiiefe greatly dil- 
^ppointed their curiofity, by forbid- 
ding tlu'le re.'earches! at Rio Janeiro, 
of the fiiiitp of which they had con- 
ceived veiy high hones. On the coaft 
of Terra del Fii go, in an exciirfion to 
view the naiuial produ^fions of the 
conntp , Sir Joieph Banks and Dr. 
Solander had ncaily perilled by a 
ftosm of fnovv. With extreme diffi- 
culty, with the lofs of three of the 
perions who had accompanied them, 
and after palling a nierht on land 
amidH the iforni, in worfc than the 
agonies of death, they at lalf made 
their way back to the beach, and weie 
recrived on f‘oa*d the fitip. 

On Wcdnefd.iv, xA^pril jitli, 17^91 
the Endeavour arrived at Otaheite. For 
three months, the voyagers contin'icd 
at this and theJnjallci contiguous iilcs j 
refrefhing themfeives after their late 
bardfhips j making thoft- aftronornical 
obfervations, for the take chiefly of 
which Lieutenant Cook was fent out; 
cultivating the friendfhip of the na- 
tives ; laying in ftores of ficfh provi- 
fions ; fwrveying, as navigatoi s, the 
coafts of the di fie tent ifU’s ; collecfing 
fpecimens of the natural prodii^lions 
peculiar to them; ftudying the lan- 
guage, manners, and arts of the ifland- 
ei s ; and refitting die fhip for the far- 
ther profecution of the voyage. 

At Otaheite, Sir Joleph Banks, by 
the prudence, benignity, vigilance, 
and fpirited a^livity, which he emi- 
nently exercifed in the inteicourfe 
w ith its inhabitants, contributed in the 
moft elTential manner to prevent dif- 
iauifions and diforder, and to promote 
chat mutual harmony between thole 


good people and the Englifh, which ' 
was indifpcnfably rcouifite to prevent 
the ch ef purpofes of’the voyage from 
being frulfrated. His conduct was 
thar, not merely oft raw, adventurous 
young man, or of a naturaiift unfit for 
augliL but colltfting fpecimens, — but 
of a man who knew himfelf and human 
n'lture, and poflefled, in a high degiee, 
the talent of beneficially guiding the 
defigns and controuling the paflions of 
others. The fpecimens of natural hif- 
tory which he and his companions col- 
lefted at thefe ifles were very nume- 
rous and intere fling. 

On the 15th ot Aiignft 1769, the 
End^’avoiir failed from Oteroah, the 
Lift ifle of this groupe which they 
vifited. On the 6th ot Odlobcr they 
deferied New Zu..land, which had not 
been ften by any former navigator 
but Tafman. An Otaheiteaw Priell, 
of the name of I'upia, who had vo- 
luntarily accompanied them from that 
ifle, a6ttd as interpieler between them 
and the inhabitants on this new coalt, 
who fpoke his native langinge. The 
whole coafts of the two ifles forming 
thatw'hich is called New Zealand, weie 
circumnavigated and dihgent.y fur- 
veyed ? the (freight between them was 
carefully exploied : much pains wa* 
employed in attempting a fi ientfiy in- 
tercourfe with thr inhal>itan:.s. The 
acquifitions in natural and aitificiaJ 
cuijofities which Sii Jofeph Banks 
he^e mavle, wtie alio nurneions. 
Although (lie olanrs and animals wne 
lets various than, for fuen an extent of 
country, ir.igln' have been expedtd ; 
yet the specimens wxie comparatively 
many, which weie worthy of being 
admitted in the collect ion of the iiatu- 
ralifl. 

Fi om New Zealand they piirfued 
tjieir voyage to Nt-w Holland. TJiey 
lailed nr-rtliward along its coalt to 
Botany Bay, which owes its name to 
tJie nch treafurcs of botanical objedts 
tint it was found to afford. New I'pe- 
ties m /.oology were likewife obferved 
on the fame Ihorts. Dill ant excur- 
fions into the interior country difpoftd 
them to regal d it as a feene that might 
prove exceedingly favourable for colo- 
nial lettlement. "The voyage was con- 
tinued along the eallern coaft of that 
^'rea.' tenitory ; and to the track adja- 
cent was given the name of New^ ^outh 
Wales. As they advanced, the fliip 
ftriuk upon a rock ; an opening was 
made in her bottom j they weie im

extreme danger of peri (hi ng at fea, 
and efc^ped but as by miracie. In 
every liiuatidn. Sir Jofeph ^as 

ilill diltinguiihed by uncc turnon firm- 
oefs and preiivice ot mind. At the 
mouth of a river winch they named 
after their fhin, Endeavcar, *‘iey re- 
paired, in the beft mai ne* th,:y could, 
the damage which the veflel had fuf- 
fercd. In the reparation, (fuch were 
the continual difticuln^'s this fcien- 
tific enterprife !) ihe polition of he 
lliip occilioned afudden admitunce of 
water, by which a part of Sii Jofeph 
Banks’s Cv''lle6hon of fpecimens was 
entirely tpoiled, — and even the re(t 
were not laved witnout the greatell 
anxiety md trouble. As tftc com- 
pany continued to advance noithward 
along the coaft, many liiells and marine 
produvJions of unknown Inecies were 
gathered, in occafional vili’s to the 
ihorc. rhedilcover\ of the Kangoroo 
enabled them to offer an inierelting 
addi'ionto tlie natural hiftoiyuf qua- 
drupeds. No opportunity was neg- 
le«S:>ed of making new aitronomical 
obfervations. On the 23d of Anguft 
1770, they left this coali, and Itcered 
for New (juinea. 

The rclt of their voyage v;as through 
known leas, and among illes which 
Of her Euiopean navigators had before 
vifited and dcf^ribed The noxious 
climate of Bitavia alHiiled a number 
of them, during their necellaiy Itay 
there, with levei e difeafe. 'I'upia, the 
Pi iell from Oi ihcite, <lied of an ague j 
and liis boy, Tayeto, of an inflainina 
tion .•! the lungs, bir Jofeph Banks 
hiinl'elf and D . Solanvi- / were for 
foinc rime exceedingly ill. Every 
pcrio!» lielong'nj^ to the (hip was fiek 
during theii Hay at this place, except 
the lail-niaker, an old man, between 
leventy and eighty years of age, who 
got drunk every d iy. Seven died at 
Batavia ; thrde-aiid -twenty moic in 
the courfe of the ru.xL fix weeks after 
the departure of the fhip from that, 
harbour. On Wednefday the 12th of 
June, 177 i, the furvivors brought the 
vellel to anciior in the Downs, and 
uime afhore at Deal. 

Sir Jofeph Banks was received in 
England with eager admiration and 
kiiidnefs. The defigns with which he 
had gone on the voyage 5 the pru- 
dence, fortitude, and vigilant aftivity, 
he had excrcifed in the courfe of it j 
the peiiJs through which he had 
paired i the invaluable information 


recorded in his journals j and tlie 
cimens, before unknown, which hft 
brought, at lb much rilk and expence^ 
to enrich the fcience of natural 
tory s deemed to let him greatly above 
almoft every ^thcr yisung ii.an of rank 
and fortune in the age, b'*th for perfo- 
nal qualities, and as a ben^faitW 
rnankitid. At court, among men of 
fci'::nce and literature, at home and 
abroad, be was equal ty honoured* 
A new expedition of difeovery wasr 
foon ifter lent out, in wdiich he at iirft. 
wiihed to embark, though he waa^ 
afterwards induced to '^ecliiic it. But 
his directions >ind aihiVmce were not 
withheld, fo far as thcle could promote 
the l'uccefs.»and ufeiulnefs of the voy- 

Iceland was faid to contain many 
natural curiolities, highly wortliy of 
the infpe6tion of one whole love of 
nature had Jed him to circumnavigate 
the globe. Sir Jofeph Banks, there- 
fore, hiied a vciTel, and went, in com- 
pai^y with his friend Di . Solander, to 
vilir that lile. The Hebudae, thofe 
celebrated ilUts fcattered along the 
noi th-w^*ll coad of Scotland, were con- 
tiguous to the track of the voyage : 
and ihele adventurous naturaiilts were 
induced to examine them. Among 
other things worthy of notice, the/’ 
dilcovered the columnar lira iiticaf ion 
of the rocks furrounding the caves 
of Staffa 5 a phenomenon till then 
unobierved by naruMlilfs, but which 
was no fooner made known, in a de- 
Iciiprion by Sir Joferh Bank';, than, 
it became famous among men of fcience 
th oughout Europe. I'he volcanic 
mountain, tiie hoc fnn'i;;><, the iili- 
ccuus rock", the arc'r c plants and 
ani oaK d ul, with all its other 
native nj .il ad ions, were carefully fur-* 
veyed in this, voyage, A rich harveft 
cf i.evv knowledge and new fpecimens 
coniper.iated for Us toils and ex pence* 
Dr. Von Troil, a Danifh clergyman of 
g’leatineiit, was a co'^^panion in this 
pbilofophical adventure, and was thus, 
by tiic beneficence of Sir Joleph Banks, 
enabled to m.ikecoi^innunications to the 
Danifh Government, of which they 
atrerw'ards availed themfelves for the 
improvement of the condition of the 
iile. 

In the year' 1777, Sir John Pringle 
refigned the Prefidentlhip of the Royal 
Society, which was immediately con- 
fcricd on Mr. Banks, who, on thex4th 
of March ijSi, was created a Baronet.

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Of the feuds which aftcnvards arofe in 
that refpeftable afl'embly we (hall he 
filcnt, except that thofe who wi/h for 
information on thi^ forgotten fubjeft 
may find it in our Magazine, Vol. V.

Sir Jofenh Banks a few years fince 
had the dignity of Knight of the Bath 
conferred on him, and he has been 
fworn of his Majefty's Privy CounciL 


He is tall, largely made, with a manly 
countenance, exprefTive of dignity and 
intelligence. He has for fomc years 
occafionally been afilifled with the 
gout. His manners dre polite and 
attentive, bis conveifation initru6Iive, 
frank in communicating information, 
unaffected, and not without vivacity. 
He poiielTes more information than 
thofe will believe who conlider him 
as a mere naturalift. In Ihort, he is 
entitled to every praife that fcience, 
liberality, and benevolence, can bellow 
on their moll diltinguilhed favourites.

Interpreters have not bellowed a 
finglc note on hr es ; which feem 
to have a better claim to their atten- 
tion than many others. For the words 
•rt-.fcccot;? ot'KVTT'.r - aic applicable either 
to the tomb ot Philo^tetes or of Her- 
cules. To whi. h of thefe heroes they 
ought to be applied, the following 
illuffration is iufended to il ew. The 
funerai'pile of Hercules w. ^ kindled 
near mou'uCEta b) Philoclctcs ; who 
entered with reludlance on a work, 
which others had refufed to under- 
take. But the iinporlunitv of his dy- 
ing friend prevailed Hercules bad 
promifed to reward him for this l ift 
a6l of friendlhip with hisbov/ and his 
arrows ; or, in the figurative language 
of Lycophron, with his Scythian dra- 
gon and its deadly teeth But, fays 
CafiTandra, Crathis (ball fee the tomb 
of /j/OT fallen. That the tomb, here 
mentioned* was not creded to the 
memory of Philocleo s, is evident 
fioni this circumftancc ; viz. that the 
poet has intentionally referved the 
mention of this hcrue’s tomb for the 


clofe of the narrative. There, in its 
due place and order, is the (lory of his 
interment told. Thus it appears, that 
the words Tt'fxCow? ^e^oi/ttoto? arc not 
applicable to the tomb of Philodlctes, 
but of Hercules, the /«//ew he roe. 
The fitc of this honorary tomb is dc- 
feribed. It was placed by Philodletes 
himfelf on the banks eof the Crathis, 
and fronted the temple ©f Apollo. By 
him alio was this temple built for the 
reception of the bow and arrows of 
Hercules. They were here confe- 
crated to the bowycr-god. By fuch 
afls of pious munificence was the at- 
tachment of Philodetes to his illuf- 
trious friend diftinguidied.

In digging the foundation of the 
new hoiifc'Siit the corner after the fire, 
parts of the old building were found, 
which were evidently a continuation 
of the vaults of which the view re- 
ferred to is an accurate fpecimen, and 
W'hich, from their mode of conltruction, 
fcehied to have promifed a much longer 
duration.

At the bottom of this court, a palfage 
runs betwixt thejewdlh foup-houfe aiid 
the Mitre public houfe into Duke’s 
Place, which it is well known is the 
c|ii:iitcr wherein the lower order of 
Jew's have been driven fron'v other parts 
of the city, and which contains, bc- 
fides the parifii-churcb of St. James 
already noted,! think, tw'O fynagogues, 
and a number of houfes not more noted 
for the citanliiiers than the morality of 
their inhabitants. 

ST. JOHN OF JERUSALEM. 

Tliis priory, church, and houfe, 
feemed to flourish in confequence of 
the fupprefiion of the order of the 
Knights Templars ) far although they 
were founded in the year iioo, they 
owed their fplendour to the revenues 
of this ifligious and military fociety, 
with whofe lands they were endowed. 
It would he deemed ufelefs to jepeat 
the hillory of a place which has been 
fo frequently noticed in our civic an- 


nals ; neither is it very ea/y, were it 
material, to trace the precife bounda- 
ries of the priory, which were cer- 
tainly much more extenfive than rhe 
fpace comprehended w'ithin tJ^CIolc. 
One of the exterior gates of tjj^e monaf- 
tery is flill Itandlng, au^^^s fiated by 
Stow, that, with the i^|rary and church 
fupon the fire ofij^uch the prefent 
i'mall parochial edifice, dedicated to St. 
John, is probably built), it W'as pre- 
ferved from the general fpoil and dila- 
pidation of religious houfes fo long as 
King Henry the Vlllth reigned, and 
al fb that a 'part of thefe buildings was 
\iCcd as a fiore-hou/e for the King's 
toyl^ and tents, for hunting and for 
the wars ; but that .in the reign of 
Edward the Vlth, the greiter part of 
the church, that is, the l)i)dy and fide 
aifies, W'ith the large bell tower, “a 
moft curious piece of workman (hip, 
graven, gilt, and enafneiled (to the great 
bcaurffying this city, furpalling al! 
others), were undermined, and blown 
up with gunpowder, and the Hone 
employed in building the Lord Pro- 
teflor’s houfe in the Strand." 

This (hort notice of an tlbblirtiment 
of which even the moft permanent ma- 
terials have been long Once annihilated, 
w^ould certainly not have beoi draw'ii 
forth as an obje^l: of public attention, 
had it not been deftned at leaft a curious 
fpeculation to confider the nature of 
the ornamental part of this beautiful 
edifice. It has been ftated, that the 
decorations were graven, gilt, and 
enaniclJcd. With refpeft to the fij ft, 
I apprehend the term was aptly applie^l 
to the fciilptiireil figures and cai ved 
ornamenti ; as, in the (econd article 
of the Decalogue, “ Thou (halt not 
make to thyfelf any graven image." 
Upon that ternv, or the fecond of gild- 
ing, there can be no difliculty, as they 
are fiifficif ntly explanatory of the ideas 
they W'ere meant to convey ; but I do 
not injaginethe clefcription oi' enamelled 
ornamevis to be quite fo clear, and (hall, 
therefore, (ay a word or two upon the 
fubje^f, as they will refer to an arc 
which, I conceive^ in the mode of 
application meant by the author 
alluded to, is nearlyJoft. 

Enamelling, by the ancients termed 
cncaiiftic is known to be an art 
of very remote antiquity j as eai ly as

gold and other metals, has been ear- 
ned to a height of beauty and cor- 
retlneis ib it caufes the works of Peti- 
lol, aiul othci artifts of the feventeenth 
ccntiiiy to be no longer confidered as 
inimitable. Rut it will be recoIlcCled, 
that even iht wue of Kapluel,the vales 
ol Wc lg( wood, an 1 the Ipeciiiiens of 
the Drelticii rnanulvdory, were com- 
paiativcly fmill. The portraits of 
Zinck, Spencer, Meyer, and the beau- 
tiful hiltoncal conipoftions of Mofer 
(nriny of which his Majelly iiowha> in 
his colleCVion) weic miniatures. The 
Liiamel piCtures that aie fiid to have 
adojiied the bell tow'cr of a church 
limit have been of a very large iize# 
and the confequent ditiiculty of forrn- 
ing the ground plates, and firings^ as it 
js teimcd, i e* melting the colours, 
when laid on the woiJ:, mult have 
Ikcd irnmenfe. Revolving this tub* 
iedt in my mind, .it occuned to me, 
that 'the enamel liini|;‘ 1 m c alluded to 
was, in a tonfiderable degice, different

of Kapl acl, &c. ought moie p-^operly

admirable In its conftra4^i0n,tliat when 
it was to be taken down, I have heard 
that the then Duke of Cumbei land pur-

drawings df it, was, 1 believe, never 
executed. 

The ta(ie of the age having within 
thefe hft forty years run much in 
favour of painting in enamel and upon 
gtafs, which was an art that h^d neatly 
funk into oblivion, till revived by ]er- 
vkh, Pearfon, Eggington, and feme 
other eminent aitiiis, 1 have often 
wondered that fome attempts have not 
been made to introduce the kind of 
painting which 1 have dc^ci ibed upon 
a large .'cale, as the colours, fluxes, Scc^ 
arc now (o well known, and as, if 
bi ought to perfe<i:>ion, it would have 
the durability of that mode of copy- 
ing the woiks of celebrated mafters 
which is termed Mosaic, and , would 
/jr, as may be fald, the fleeting and 
evanefeent tints of oil * or crayon 
pi^lures, by a procer** that could not be 
attended with a hundredth part of the 
trouble or expence thatmuft be conco- 
mitant to the accurately copying any 
fubje6b by arranging fmall pins of 
glafs, or other vitrified fubfhaftces, 
lo as to blend and conne«^'): the high 
lights with the deep fiiadoi., middle 
tints, dome tints, reflexes, See. and to 
unite and harmonize all the variety 
of colouring, preferving, at the fame 
time, by this mechanical procefs, rl c 
grace and corrcAnefs of cqtitour. rise 
perfpeftive, keeping, and every other 
appendage and attribute neefeflary to 
form a perfect whole. 


The (light hint which I gathered 
ftom an ancient deffription of the 
Priory of St. John of Jern/alem. has.

veftiges remain. If tlm/^nef notice

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It proceeded from avarice or curiofity, 
whether they were fold to the antiqua- 
rian or the bra/.icr. is exceedingly to 
'i?e Jaineiiled, as it is a kind of lacrt- 
lege whicli h.is*l)een, I fear, univerfally 
prevalent, having hid occafi-n to re* 
mark thi ^ \dola»-ioii of fepulture in a 
great luiniui r of churches and cemete- 
ries ill vMiioLis.;}arts of the king Jam. 

Theft* brief obfervatiouo forced them- 
felves upon iny attention while I was 
walking up the middle aide of this 
church j but it was foon arrefied by an 
objeil of kill more fpeculative import- 
ance, namely, a monument at the upper 
end of the north aijic, repreJ'e ituig, in 
a kind of niche, a figure at a d':;»k writ- 
ing. This I round, by the inlcriptimi, 
was the cingy of that diligent collector 
of domcliic antiquities, John Stow, 
who died tne fill tjf April 1605, at the 
agf of eighty. Tiiis monmneiit fccins 
to be ut done ; but Mr. Styrpe fays, 
“ he was told by an ingenious perfon 
that it was only of buint clay (Tcria 
Cotta) painted." This it lo impotilble 
now to difeover without injuring the 
figure. So many coats of paint have 
been laid <111, one very lately, by the 
(brt\ftots of the works of this fabric, 
t!rt the traces by wdiich the dificrent 
operation . of the cliilfel or modelling- 
Itick might liave been dn’cerned, are 
now totally obi^teiared j but if it be 
really coinpofed of buint earth, of 
which., upon the authoriiy of Styrpe, 
I have fcaixc any doubt, there is one 
verynatur.il obleivation arifes in the 
mind, w’hich is, tint the art of making 
figures in artificial Itone, that was 
thouglit to liavC been invented about 
the year 1769’*, \va.s of a much more 
ancient date, even in this kingdom : 
in Italy we know it was praclifed in 
tile days of Michael Angelo f . 

It is a curious circuniitance, but one 
that is certainly extiemely difcredit- 


able 10 the age in which this ingenious 
and laborious antiquarian, John Stowj, 
lived, that after dedicating the greateit 
part of a life extended f.u* beyond the 
ulual period of exigence to literary 
refearches, to lUidies in which the 
public WHS cllcntially intereded, and 
the nation uitiiuately benefited j after 
having, with infinite folicitude and 
anxiety, Cvuliedteti materials, and com- 
pofed volumes, which flic wed in a new 
point of view the ‘grandeur, the im- 
poi taiice,* the opulence of his native 
city; rliis e.xcllent author fhould, 
when fdifering under the tortures of 
an excruciating dil’eafe, and upon the 
very vergi"^ of tlie grave, have been 
obliged to ajit alms of his fellow-citi- 
zens and countrymen : yet howloever 
ffrange this may feem, it is neverthe- 
lels iMic, that in the year 1604, this 
w'orthy ririzt-n obtain'* J from that 
learned Mon in h, encourager 

of Icuning, Junes the Firlfc, a licence 
to tollecl tJic charitable benevo- 
lenn* of wcll-clilpoled people" for his 
lubiilliuio. In this his various 

laboiin. for foriv live years, fpeiit jii 
conipoiing hi 4 Chronicles, anJ alfo 
eight years dedicated to his Survey of 
London, his merit, and his age, are 
recited, and power is given to him, or 
his deputies, to ajk charily at the dif- 
ferent cliuiches through a great num- 
ber of counties and cities in England, 
with an exhortation and perfualion to 
perfons to contribute. Tliis was in 
the fecond year of the King. An- 
other Brief had been granted, of the 
fame tenor and to the fame eifedl in 
the firff. A ItLter fi oin the King on 
the fame fubjeCt is ali'o extant, on the 
back of which feven lliiilings and fix^ 
pence was fet down as the fiib (crip- 
lion of the purifli of St. M iry Wool- 
noth, with the churchwaiilen's nmne 
indorfed.

mulated evils of poverty and difap- 
pointment. 


CAKD-Pl-AYING. 


'T'HEItl* is no divcrflon which has 
maintained its ground, in fpUc of 
the ficklcnefs of faHiion, lo uniformly 
as Card-playing. Other divcrfions 
have lilen, fucc^'ti^ed for a time, then 
declined into difuf^ ; hut cauls ftill are 
in general eitimation. Few families 
ai’e entirely wiihovit them, and ('cw 
individuals can acquit theinfelvos of 
having li'cnt many hours in pi lying 
t!)em. They have in erfered at times 
with every orhei amufenieiit 5 nay, 
with the necelTiry engagements of our 
relative lations. Politicians have been 
known to continue at the card-table 
when the Senate demanded their aften. 
tioii i . nd a magnificent card-party, at 
the houfe of a woman of quality, has 
left •• an Account of empty B^x^s” 
at the theatre. Dancing has not un- 
frequently been interrupted by a hand 
atquadiilie; and thofe whole tongfues 
it is not enfy to retrain at other times, 
voluntarily fubjcct thcinlelves for hours 
to the profound fileiice of w’hilf. Cajds, 
it has been laid, have fpoiled converla 
tibn. It nii^.ht with greater oropriety 
be f^id, that they have entirely banilhed 
it- Thofe* attainments are not now de- 
fired whii^li gave Icope for con ver ra- 
tion ; and to fupply the defeat, cards 
are called for. Thofe whocou’d hjvo 
difeovered no talents at i*.'1ttu1:,' ur 
repartee, ran now play a grod har.d ; 
and thus fo many men and wome.», who 
would otherwii’e have been ufeiefs to 
company, are placed in a fituaiion 
where they may appear to advantage— . 
at the card table ! 

With tonvei fation, I will not hefi- 
tate to fay, that cards have in a great 
meafiire dedroyed good-humour. Thvife 
who are eager in the game, and without 
<a certain puition oi zeal it 1? impOiTblc 


to ph:y, ft down to play with a mutual 
dcclaiaiion rif holtilities, which com- 
mence immediately on the tiurnpc ud 
being proch imed.. 'Fhe chjedt, then,, 
is toni.vkc flic molt of the game. Bui 
the opp file pafty, perhaps, aie luc- 
cersfuT: nncrJinefs begins to arill: in 
the bread, which in a little time Iwells 
witharoer *md e ivv. It needs no veiy 
able phyfiPgnymift to read the mind in 
the eye, if there weie no other indica- 
t’ons.

It is not *0 be ficni'“d, nor /ball 1 
attempt to deny, ;hat I have hitherto 
h.id tJie for-lvx principally in view, 
Mv fair leaders w'ill not acciife me of 
taking up an opinion hallily againii 
tlieni, nor of uiging cenfuic with 
fcveriiy. But the liuth is, and to 
me a very unpleafHnt t utii, that pa- 
rnts, are very generally to blame, 
for being fo leady to Hniib this bianch 
of education in their daughters. Cards 
are introduced too frequently in fami- 
lies of middling rank, and Aims of mo- 
ney are played for, which cannot always

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the moft p»*ecJotis glfc of Heaven, is 
waflecl in the moft unprofitable of all 
amuremencs— nmufement which is 
" innocent only where the /iim played 
for' is rrifling, and where the time con- 
fumed is fnoit 3 T)ut abfolutely perni- 
cious both to the head and heart, where 
the film is fo gieat as to engage the 
alFcftions, and where the tunc con- 
fumed is more than can be f3):ired from 
the regular hours of lleep. Conveifa- 
tion would not flag if cards were not 
expelled. But bccaufe they ai*e cx- 
pe^red, people do not give themftlves 
the trouble to cultivate the arts of con- 
verfation. V/ho would qualify hirn- 
felf to fhine in conver fition, when he 
may fupply the place of wit and earn- 
ing by a pack of cards ? And what 
young lady will give herfelf any un- 
ealinefs to appear ple^ling by the ciiarrns

The effe^ of that intereft wliich we 
take in the cards is not temporary. 
By frequent repetition it becomes habi- 
tual, and file, wdio peihaps fat 
clown to a har^nlefs y,£wic cards ^ as it is 
ti-rmed, bec<»inci in time an accom- 
plifiicd gameltcr j and her innocent, 
her meek, her benevolent temper, is 
left at the mercy of the four houours 
or the odd trick, 'riiere are no bad 
pafiions which c.ifcls do not excite in 
fonie dec ree — arefk^rion which ought 
never to oe forgotten by thofc whole 
t'dk it is to rear rlic fcinile mind. All 
the mifehitfs v\liic;li aiii'e from card- 
playing, w'lien canb. become inviting, 
may not hajipcn to fome individmls, 
but they are all to be dre idcd, fince 
what has ha3q)ciicd to one may happen 
to another. 

But there is a confidcratlon which 


ought to have its weight with the 
fair-fex j and this is, that rhey leldom 
or never appear to advantage in the 
eyes of men while at the card table. 
It is by aflbeiating with ladies in com- 
pany that love is produced, that love 
which ends in the moft endearing of 
all connexions. Let us Hg'iieto our- 
felves a young gentleman who has Lon 
a lady he has a liking to. He wifiies to 
know if her mind aiilwcis to her face j 
if her difpolition be conelpondcnt to 
his ideas of the agreeable 3 and, in a 
word, whether fhe l)c inch a one as he 
Can with prudence choofe to be his 
comjianion for irfe. If he never fees 
this lady but at the card-table, and 
never has a /leai-er inter couife than 
being her partner at whill, when no- 
thing inuft be fpoken, how js he to 
judge or her ? 1 leave rliis cafe to the 
confideiation of rny ic.iders. It is not 
an unpmmon one, and defer ves fome 
attention. 

As to the effedf of card-playing on 
the njen, it has been lepi dented fo 
often in every nroi’al vvr-iting, that little 
Jemaitis for me to fay, A garaeftcr is 
one who jilays cards with a view to 
gain money, he will confequently avail 
himfelf of every artifice which Jong 
praflice has taught him. A dilpoli- 
lion more hoftile, a heart more malig- 
nant, than that of the profeflt’d gambler, 
cannot well be concei^'td. And yet it 
is frequently tlie cafe, tint this difpo- 
fition has been cheilfhed by flow de- 
grees from infancy, from the time 
when mifguiJed parents v\ero pleafed 
to fee little mafler play Ins cards cle- 
verly, and win his fcliool trl lows'* poc- 
ket-money. Moft great vices pr’oceed 
from frnwali beginnings, and this is one 
of them.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE EUROPEAN MAGAZINE. 


A MONTH or two ago, you were 
^ pleafcd to infeit in your Magazine 
a Varcinc Anecdote refpefling the 
Indian Warrior, denominated “ Lit- 
tle Turtle,” which I received from 
Profclfor Waterhonfe, of Bolton ; you 
feciTi, therefore, entitled to any further 
particulars connected with this dillin- 
guifhed Chief of the Miamis. 

This confideiation encourages me to 
communicate an extraft from a letter 
d.'ited “ City of Walhington, July latb, 
1801,” wliich I have received from my 
ingenious fiiend Dr. Thornton, refi. 
dent in that new metropolis. It is 
more valuable, as the information is 
Tent to me bv the Doctor without any 
knowledge of the previous coramanica- 


tion I had been furnilhed with from 
Bolton. 

After mentioning my “ Obfervations 
on the Cow-Pock,” he oblerves, “ The 
Prefident of the United States has been 
vciy inllrumental in propagating this 
iifeful knowledge in various parts of 
this country, and gave fome of the 
matter to Little Turtle, the cele- 
brated Indian Chief, who commanded 
at the defeat of our General St. Clair. 
By a letter from the Interpreter, the 
Indians among the Miamis had inocu- 
lated three hundred ^ and tliey were 
arriving from all quarters to be in- 
oculated when he wrote, ‘ he thought 
that as many more would receive the 
matter before the letter could arrive 

here.* 
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h«re.' I am in hopes that this difeafe 
will no longer be among the enemies of 
tliefc poor people. The Little Tur- 
tle is not only one of their greated 
warriors, but onft of ihe molt polilhed 
and refined, as well as acute, of the 
Indians : indeed he is conlidered as a 
great orator. I took a very txienlive 
vucabui.irv from him of the Miamis 
linginge for the Prcfident i who had 
had one taken by Monfieur Volney 
before } but I did not find that Mon- 
flenr Volney’s would be generally un- 
den'tood when 1 fpoke it. This might 
proceed from his miking ufe of the 
Konian alphabet only, which is in- 
c.ipible of expreffing all the founds. 
Monficui’ Volney, however, wrd-o a 
very ingenious piece, entitled “ 
pliJicaiiOH Jes Langues Orient ales.'"' winch 
wa.s intended to exemplify particularly 
thvi IbuiuU of the Arabic, I found 
that the Arabians li.tvc the two /bunds 
of the Engli/h //;, as in thine, and in 
thin, vocal and a/pirate j and I can 
trace tlieiicc the of the Saxons, and 
S of the Greeks.'' 

In one of your recent Magazines, 
you have given the Public, fome Me- 
moirs of Thomas jelt'erfon, tiie prelent 
' Siipirme iMagiltiafe of tiie United 
Stares. In geueial, memoirs of cha- 
racters, ei])ccially of the living, are 
too much in p.iiie',' vrx } but in the 
account you have given of the Pre- 
fiilent, you have fcarcely done jultice 
to his iiieiits j arfd ilielime, 1 prefumc 
to pi edict, will arrive, wlien he who 
now occupies the ch.air of the late 
iliultrious Waihington, will not appear 
without lultre, even in lira conltell ition 
of .‘iiiiei ic.in worthies, where a VValh- 
ingtuii indeed, will for ever icmain the 
molt brilliant lUr in the luminous 
galaxy. 

Jelferfon,' with the urbanity of a 
gO(jd lieart, influencing a gic.;t ntirul, 
has not only been the piclervcr of the 
lives of the Indians, by the introduc- 
tion of vaccine inoculation, but has 
taught tfu- wandering tiibes to culti- 
vate the foil, rather tliaii to ronin the 
W(jods for fublilfence ; lie b.is domei- 
ticated them by the mlrodutfion of 
lj)inning wheels, and various other 
implements ot domeitic and agricul- 
tural utility ; and has thus prepared 
tlicm to receive the beneficent princi- 
ples of ilic Chriltian religion. 

It IS not only from my corierpon*?- 
ents in Bolton, Waihington, and iN'tvv 
York, that I have received unequi- 


vocal and heirtfclt eulogies of Jeffer- 
fon, but my letters from Philadelphia 
arc even more animate.! in eulogy^ 
more cordial in gratitude, for his inde- 
pendent and falutary a lininiftration. 
When we con fid er the fatality of the 
fmall pox among the Indi.ms, no man 
of feeling, however remote from the 
feat of his govcinment, can lefraiii 
from app: obation of his provident 
attention to the lives, and to the in* 
Ih uCtion, of a defpiled, but not a de- 
giaded, lace of human beings. 

I cannot place the defolating ravages 
of this dreadful di feafe in a more for- 
cible light, than is .iltbrdtd in Macken- 
zie’s Travels and Voyages, juft pub- 
ll/hed ; the 1 clarion, indeed, exhiliiisa 
more d.eadful icene of carnage than 
what happened many years ago in 
Greenland j and 1 reijnelt your inler- 
lion of it ill this placL . 

In the “ Vowiges from Montreal on 
the River St. lauience, through the 
Confident of North America, to the 
Fiozcn and Ibicific Oceans, in flie 
Years 17S5 and i7y3," the Wiiter, 
in defcnbmg loine li trlemcnts by ad- 
venturers fiom Canada, lias intioaucid 
the following account of tlic dreailful 
havotk by the liiull-pox among the 
Indians. 

Two of the eft.'ibliflniu nts on the 
AHiniboin River wei e ait.icked, when 
feveral white men, and .1 gi eater num- 
ber of Indians, were killed. Iiillunr, 
it appealed that tli? uativesliad foinied 
a refblutit)ii to extirpate the tiadeis ; 
and, wi.liout enteringimo any further 
j ealbiiings on the fubjeCt, ii .ippcars to 
be incoiirroverriblc, tliittlic inegula- 
riry piiifutil in cari)ii>g on ilie trade 
has brought it into its prcieiu fiirlorii 
fitiiation \ and noibing but tb * gieatelt 
calamity that could h.ivc befaden the 
natives fiveil thclraiieis fiom ikltruc- 
tion ; this was the Imali-pox, which 
fpread its delli luf’tive and clekilating 
power 'IS the fire conlumes the dry 
grals of the field. The fatal inle»5fion 
jpread arouml with a painful lapidity 
which no night coul.l elcape, and with 
a fatal elfeit that nothing Cviuld relilt. 

It de'lroyed witli its pclfilenlial hreatb 
whole families and trlbe.^ j and the. 
horrid feene prefented to thole who 
had the melancholy and alHicting op- 
portunity of heiioldiiig jt, .'i coinoina- 
tion of the dc.ul, the d^iiig, and inch 
as, to avoid the fate of tiieir tiiciuls 
around them, prepared to difapj^oiiit 
A a z the 
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the plague of its prey, by terminating 
their own exiftence. 

** The habits md lives of thefe de- 
voted people, which provided not to- 
day for the wants of to-morrow, mull 
h-ive heightened the pains of fuch an 
afHi6li )n, by leaving them not only 
without remeily, but even without 
alleviation. Nought was left them but 
to lub.nit in agony and delpair. 

To aggravate the piflure, if aggra- 
vation were polilole, may be added, the 
putrid carcalfes whicii the wolves, with 
a furious voiacity, dragged forth from 
the huts, or which weie mangled with- 
in them by the dogs, whole hunger was 
Satisfied with the disfigured remains of 
their mailers. Nor wms it uncommon 
for the father of a family whom the 
infeifion had not reached, to call them 
around him, to r prelent the cruel fuf- 
ferings and hiriid fate of their rela- 
tions, fiom ihe influence of fonie evil 
fp'rit wlio was preparing to extirpate 
their racf* j and to incite them to 
baffle death, wuli all its hoirofs, by 
their own ponia'ds. At the fime time, 
if their hearts filled them in this ne- 
celTary act, he was himfelf ready to 
perf)rm fh • deed of meicy with his 
own hurl, as the la(t a6l of his afflec- 
tion, and inftantly to follow them to 
the common place of reft and refuge 
from human tvil.’* P. xiv.

The late Eiwprefs of RiilTu, who en- 
couraged inocuhition of the fmall-pox, 
Imdably, before Vaccination was eltab- 
lifhed, ordeied .1 female to be inocu- 
lated with the Cow-pock, to whom fhc 
gave the liinameof Vaccinavitz. — To 
commemorate this circumitance of Vac- 
cine hiltory, 1 wifh alfo to procure the 
head of this firll: Hulliaii who availed 
herfelf of the jennerian difeovery ; on 
which occafion I think a medal was 
Itruck, and to the belt of my recollec- 
tion, Dr. Rogers, now in Rullia, told, 
me he poHcHbd o.ie. But as his return 
may be diltaat, fhould any of your 
correrpondents be in poileiiion of Inch 
a medil, the light of it would mu^Ii

prefent the Public with the fol- 
lovving occurrences of tliis lin- 
gular voyj^Cjfrom the pen of M, GaR- 
^NERIN : 

The favourable appearance of w'ea- 
thcr drew, fiom :in immenfe diltance, 
thoufands of Iped.itois to witnefs the 
afcenfnm of M. Garnerin, for the thir 
tietii time, from Sydney Gaider.s, 
■whlcli, for fituatlon, beauty, or o ni- 
inent, are nut to be equalled by any 
provincial town, and not excelled by 


the metropolis itfelf. After having 
accommodated the Public with the 
opportunity of admiring the procefs 
of 111 ling the balloon, he entered the 
car with Mr. Glasfiird (who had ac- 
companied him from Vaiixliall^, and 
give them a moll unexpccled treat, 
by an aciial exciiriion along the centre 
walk of tlie garden, and, refiiniing his 
original ftation, ht twice nude the cir- 
cle of the rotunda, fainting the (om- 
paiiy, who appeared anxioully int ti- 
re itcd 
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TcHed for him. About b:ilf-after five, 
he rofe wifh a gentle breeze from the 
N. E. amidtl iftic acclinutioni of thou- 
finds of fpiiitjtors, whole admirations 
were re-ethoed*by millions crowding 
the neighbouring hills. Upon his 
afcent, the barometer wjs 30 deg. a id 
the themiometer 6z. 10, j when his 
feelings were fenlibly alic^^ted b/ the 
tears of inteselt which trickled fro n 
the eyes ot the fair, and wtie only 
redieved by the beiurifLil and pictii- 
relque feenes tliat fleveloped he role 
majeltically to purlue his voyage. 

Monfieur Garnerin and iMr. Glaf' 
furd, his faithful and valued compa- 
nion, were enjoying the plealures oi’ 
their fituation, when at 50 minuses pul 
live they were affected by the cold, a ul 
obferved the thennometer at 52, ad f- 
fercnce of 10 deg. lince they had left 
the ground. The barometer was funk 
to 1(3 f which gave an'elevation of 3,+io 
feet. At this lieighr an imnienfe Uori 
zon prefented itfelf totlieir view, which 
enclolecl a mofl delightful counuy in 
miniature i on the right of winch they 
diltinftly perceived the fea, in which 
the letting fun reflette 1 ’ts beams as 
from an immenie looking-glafs. Alter 
being eiiraptuied with (he iuhlunity 
ol this feene till 12 innuitcs pad lix, 
they experienced a Itii] gi eater degree 
of cold, the thegnoiii Jter having funk 
to 4.6, which made an alteration of i6 
deg. in the temperature. The biro- 
meter had rifen but one-tenth, which 
indicated that they hid only ncired 
tlieeaith 76 feet. Moiifieui Garncmi 
alciibtd this intenfe clegs ee of cold 
to a thick dark cloud which Hoiked 
over the balloon, which Mr. Glaf- 
furd was defirous to pifs, but was 
oppofed by Monlleiir Giinciu, who, 
thinking it was clevilric, did not ap- 
prove to rilk the <i:ingci , and meet tlie 
fate of Icarus. Tlity iic/ertlielels ap- 
proached It in foinc ilegree, wiien the 
thermometer remained the fame, but 
the barometer fell 25 J inches, which 
gave the height of 3,uio feet ! 

In this litiiatloii the inllamm iMe air 
was confiderabiy dilatcil, and the bil- 
looii Iwflled m proportion. They weie 
involved in vapourj and in this litiia- 
tion the theiuvmietci funk 3 deg. and 
Itood at 43 i the biromcter hid funk 
24}, and gave an addition of ^74 feet 
to their former elevation. Th'y \v re 
in the heart of a cloud, which M. Gir- 
Xicrin thought to be highly chirged 
with elefliic mutiei j the b.illoou being

completely dilated, feemeJ to indicate 
that the Icaft greater elevation would 
have occafioned it to but it, by the rare- 
fictioii of iiie .itinolphere j and finding 
the luceiliry or being dikiigaged from 
this fituation, he opened one of the 
l-j\vei- appeiidag:,’';, which ailing expe- 
diuouiiv in conceit With rtic upper 
valve, at 40 miu. paii. iix, the thermo- 
meter lunk i«’ 4 , but the barometer 
roeaoj. M. Girnciin eitinuted the 
thichiicls ot the cloud at 1031 feet ; 
Irvjiii ilie ohrerv4tjoii of the tlicrmoine- 
tci ir ih )uid appi ar, that its bafe was 
• iiuch maie con lenled than the upper 
part, for the cold vv.is fo lev ere as to 
oblige them to wrap tlieml'elves in their 
gieai coats,* as the tlurmoineter was 
within four degrees of the freezing 
point. At s'2 minutes after fix the 
thermometer role to 46, and the baro- 
mtier funk to 19, when they judged 
themlelves at 874 feet from the earth, 
aiul w^re amuling tliemielves over the 
woods, winch aiaimed the feathered 
chi'ir, vMtIi whom they appeared to dif- 
pute the dement. 

M. Gal ilei ill now propofud to Mr. 
Glasfuid to alight in a meadow w'hich 
he pe Cvived as eligible to the occafioi, 
when lie laid, “ no/iy afawiJms bieu 
himt in compliance wirli winch M, 
Gairieiin immediately threw out 20 
pounds of ball til, and afeended with 
txliemc rapidity, in a fpiral line. At 
50 min. after lix they haxl palled 
throagh fi^cial clouds, the thermo- 
meter falling to 40,. and the barometer 
to 34I , having lui mounted them all, 
they were now cheered by the rays 
ol the felting fun. At 59 min. palt 
fix they found the iheimometer had 
fallen t.i 30,. md the h uometer to 23. i, 
which leaves the dli iiated height at 
) feet. I'iic niflnnuiablc air having 
coiilideiably dilatev!, M. Girncrin pre- 
pa ed to delceiui, which he elfeclcd at 
20 minuies palt leven, and was greeted 
by the jiKot fiiemlly alliltance and wel- 
come ot a gieat conroiirle of penpi*-, 
who were aoxioiifly waiting his arrival, 
when he al'glited in :i field near Melh; 
Park, ihcleat of riioinas llarner, PJfq. 
diltaiit 16 milts from Hath. While he 
pays a tiibute of equal gratitude to all 
who were deeply inter efteil for his 
fuccefN, lie ieels parncilarly indebted 
to the diltinguiihed favour of Sir J. C. 
Hippclh^V, But. Lieut. Col. Horner, 
Meiirs. J Levvi^. Wm. Iiel.md, Rich. 
Payer, rn.>s. Tarlant, J. Oakes, and 
J. Crocktr, of Irome.

'T^HE munificence of Heaven, in en- 
dowing man with iiitelleftual fa- 
culties, has bcltowed upon him an in- 
valuable blefling ; for it is to tliis caufe, 
that he owes the fuperiority which he 
polTelfes over the brute creation. He, 
theiefore, who neglects to avail himfelf 
of the advantage wlrich he enjoys, Teems 
to fpurn the kindiiefs that is offered to 
him, and to be wanting in gratitude to 
the gracious Author of his Being. 

But there are fe<w who are capable of 
being influenced by the diflates of 
gratitude. Though the generous fen- 
timeuts wliieh it infpues may for a 


moment warm our breads, yet To abfo- 
lute is the alcendency of our inclina- 
tion, that our grofs partiality allows 
the jultlce of its arguments, and fir- 
niflies us with fome fhallow pretext, 
which we willingly adopt, for con- 
demning every confidcration, the ten- 
dency oT which is holtilc' to its views. 
If, therefore, when we are dudying to 
prevail upon oiufelves !o make life of 
this glorious boon, we rely upon the 
obligations of gratitude, by which we 
are bound, the endeavour will moil; 
probably prove fruitlels. But if we 
can convince ourfelves, tliat it is oUr 
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interefl to do fo, the talk will then be 
no longer difficult. 

The exeirile of the powers of the 
mind is nt once v/ijul^ fUafing% and 
honour able. 

The ad'Vantages which It affords us 
are various. Cogitation may be conji- 
dered as the lelelcope with which we 
defcry minutely the molt diftant ob- 
jects 5 it enables us to fcrurinize both 
the anions of others and the principles 
of our own hearts. We ffiall find it to 
be the fafell antidote againit the mif- 
oonceptions of piejudice, the weak- 
nelfes of inexperience, and the pio- 
penfities of vice. It inftriiciis us how 
to difiinguini herween good and evil, 
between fincerity and ly/pocrify ; it 
reminds us of the palt, it calls oitr 
attention to the preOrnt, and carri' s us 
forward into the future. Inthc joui- 
ney of life it teaches us to prcifit by the 
dangers which we have encouiUtred, 
to avoid inch as now lie before us, 
and to be prepared for thofe that may 
await us in future : when we he(itate 
which load to pnrfue, it removes our 
fcruples by the molt wary diredions ; 
and whenever we have erred tliruugh 
inadvertence, or have bten led need by 
art from the right way, it points out 
to us the fureft and molt fpeedy method 
of regaining the track which we for- 
Took. It recalls to our recoiled ion 
our paft condud, and llicws us wherein 
we have failed } and lays bcfoi c us the 
duties which w'c owe to our Maker 
and our fcllow-crcatuies^ It fu[)[>i tiles 
the murmurs of dilcontcnt by enume- 
rating the comforts which we enjoy, 
and dulls the pungency of affliction, 
by reminding us, that our fufferings 
are the lot of humanity, and are dif- 
pen fed by O.n'E who over- rules every 
event for our good, who knows what 
we are able to bear, who obferves nai - 
rowly how we lupport curlelvts under 
the calamities which opprel's iis, and 
who will not fail, in due fealoii, to 
remunerate the patience and the for- 
titude of the ChriHian. It may be 
added, that tlie frequent life of the 
faculties of the undcrltanding adds 
greatly to their Itrengrh. As the health 
of the body may be promoted by regu- 
lar exercKe, or injured by vicious in- 
dulgence, lo the powers of the mind 
maybe enlarged by haliitnal attention, 
or enervated by illihpaiion and in 
action. 

The plcafures of meditation are alfo 
&uiLerous4 It ca'.h a delightf il cven- 


nefs over all the troubled furges of life, 
and tranfports the mind from the dif- 
appointments and anxietj,es of the pre* 
fent to the perfect felicity of the future. 
It carries us aloft on its wings into the 
enchanting regions of the imagination, 
“ the powers of which,'* fays Akenfide, 

are the inlets of fome of the molt 
exquifite plcafures that we are ac- 
quainted with.” It rcinftates the aged 
in the bloom and fprightlinefs of youth, 
and renews old feenes of pleafure ; it 
Itiikes years out of the lives of the 
youncr, It-aps over the bounds of pro- 
bability, and places them in the enjoy- 
ment of profperity and happinefs be- 
yond the extent of their molt fanguine 
expeftniions. But contemplation is 
never lo ecltatick as when it is em- 
ployed in admiring the grandeur and 
the hv'irmony of the vaft fcale of crea- 
tion, and the tranlcendent beauties of 
its various parts, and in catching a 
gliinpfe of the unbounded greatnefs of 
Him who rUe: upon tke cloud and rolls 
the Heavens along. When we indulge 
meditation of this kind, we are filled 
with an enthullaftic noblenefs of mind 
almolt beyond our nature, we reflect 
upon oil riel ves with abalement, and we 
fuivcy the Iwollen oltenlntion of hu- 
man fpltndour with pity and con- 
tempt. 

Kefte^tion is koncurahie too. It (lamps 
a certain man line Is fipon our reputa- 
tion, which the wife man always ad- 
mires, and wdiirh the moft aiiy fop- 
ling cannot but revere. What tlia- 
ra^kr js tJie objert of more general 
or more meiited ridicule than the kib- 
bler, who cannot confider his clolct 
otherwilc than as the prifon which 
retrains the liberty of folly, and w’hofe 
converiation con lilts not of the re- 
niaiks of intuitive acutenefs, or the 
pertinent reflections of gravity, but of 
the empty pratthngs of childilh loqua- 
city ! Kven the female part of fociety 
cannot but behold with difdain the 
ni:in in wiiom they learch in vain for 
the luperinrity w'hich is expeilcd from 
\irility, and who, undefended by the 
apologies of cultom, poffelfes their 
ignorance and their levity without 
their innocence. And here I cannot 
help obferving, that it is a conclufive 
teltimony of a weak tnind to be capti- 
vated by the butterfly, who launches 
out into every extravagance of falhion, 
and catches at every refinement of 
affeflation, rather than by the man who 
leeks to recommend hiinfelf by the 
endowments 
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endowments of his mind, or the bene- 
volence of his he Aft. 

Rutin fpeak^ing tlms highly of medi- 
tation, I do not wilh to be confidertd 
as recommending the folitude of the 
ticmitc, or the^ulterity of the inif- 
anthrupc. Theic is no litiiation of 
life, j\or any period of our exi lienee, 
at vvhicn n contemplnive mnid needs 
be nncm;'.l jyc.d. ^\ny ordinary occ'.n -

It is therefore the part 
of prudence to temper rLfiertion with 
recrcMtion, and to relieve tiie fati^?;ueof 
the one by the vacancy of t!ie other. 

It fhould be our Itudy to improve 
every important event which falls 
within our obfervation, and to imitate 
the example of the hee, which fecks 
for honey in eveiy flower. The mif-

fortunes of others (hould teach us pru- 
clcnce, our own fhould teach us huiM- 
lity 5 the profperity of others fhould 
ftinuiiate our induilry, our own fhould 
excite our gratitude. Wlien we fee 
our friends cairied to theur graves, we 
fliould redcvbt otl the vanity of all the 
honours wlihh ambition can obtain, 
and all the wc.iltp which avarice can 
hoard j wc fhoiiid rem-mber tnat wf 
too fhail be foon borut* to the fame 
common leccptaele j and fhould en- 
quire, hr w t.s'r wc have fuHiiled the 
piirpofes of our cxiftencc. When any 
peculiar vdifpcularion of Providence 
roufes us trom the itupor of hcedlefs 
inviihei CMce, aiitl crowds noon cor re- 
collcctiOii tli,^ .;tis of v/iiich we have 
been ginity, the* favours which we 
Lave iece;V'*d, and the di/ueulcies, 
from wlncf] wc liavc been extricated, 
tlij; fi vev fliou'id tend to itiuinc us 
ijiio vn-rue, and m eucourige our con- 
fidence in !1 j\i whole ind'j.gence and 
liippori we liavc fo lepearevny and fo 
unde t rvedly expciicnced. 

BuT It tuo frequently happens, that 
iinpre^fums of a lerious iiatuie arc 
lumped bv ' faintly up m tne mind, 
and a»e fjou obliterated by ihe'Mc- 
/fni^tive exaiiij)!c of the vicious, or 
effaced by five lavagcs of tirn;. Por 
tins rcafon/ we ouyht to eiicouiage 
their ficqueiK rctm'i^rce, and to build 
upon them jefbhitions as 

may convcii them fo oty I.uiiiig ad- 
vantage. Refleiftion will prove of but 
little u’ail, it we iuffer the viituous 
emviri )ns wliicli it awakens in our 
b;ealts to be dillipated by iJic fiiit tri- 
vial oce-irrence that at ti arts our notice. 
It is then that it fliinrs foi tli in all its 
uncU.udvvl hdfre, when the beneficial 
eifci‘3 of its influence are dilplayed in 
oil;' lives. I would thercfoie wilh to 
ucoinmend a li ibit of reviewing in 
the evening the incidents of the day, 
of examining impartially how far our 
conduA has been praife- worthy, .md 
whciein we might have aCleci with 
greater prudence j and of availing 
oiirfelves of the dcdiiilions of our 
meditation, whenever any opportunity 
is offered to us. Thus no day would 
glide away without t^ctijng us fome 
leifon, and no leffon would pah by 
unimproved. This- habit would ferve 
as a faithful compafs to inform us, 
how far we have proceeded in the. 
courfc of viitue, or how ftir we have 
deviated from it. For if we find the 

talk' 
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tiik become more and more painful to 
us, and feel ouifelves inclined to pafs 
over our a6tions in careleffnerj, nilhcr 
than ariaign them at the bar of Con- 
fcience, it is a dangeioiis fymptoin. 
When, afraid of retiring into our own 
hearts, we are perpetually haunting 
the ring of noilyand unthinking mirth, 
the trumpet of alarm cannot be I'oiinded 
too foon j but if we find oiirfelves be- 
coming every day more attached to the 
Calmnefs of folitude, if we peiceive the 


fatisfaction which we receive from the 
review of our condu6t continually in- 
creafe,and the uneafinef^ gradually dif- 
appear, it is well. I'or this we may 
fifely . confider as a certain evidence 
that we are daily growing in virtue, 
and that the alfccl-ons ot our minds 
are concentred in thofe purfuits which 
can alone befiow fubfiaiuial and per- 
manent felicity.

^T^HE difidvantages of Timidity, or

The boys in the neighbourhood 
uled to call me Molly Baihful , and, 
though I l:ad not much inclination to 
figlit, I believe tint 1 Ihoiild have done 
it unce if my motiuT h ul not got iiold 
of my arm, and infilled on my not 
making myfjlf a b!ac!< guard, lint 
tliough I 1111 ^ he fuifer a g’'eat deal 
fiom thel’c indnlr'Cncics, yet my fiini- 
tion was attcndctl wiili lome advan- 
tages : I Ind an e'trciifive lib* as y to 
ref’o't to j iriv m )rhcr was pcviclied of 
a B ^ok ol Ma-'tyrs, Salmon’s Ueogra- 
phy, and Pilr'irn’s Progrefs, and my 
iathv*r had 1-ft behind the great object 
of h:s Ihidies when he retiied on a 
iiunday to bis vdh at Kcntllh 'Fown, 
a laigc Encyclopedia, or Diitionary of 
Arts and ^Jirnce; ; .but he poor man 
had only lived .0 get to H j and on ail 
matters bivond tint his under landing 
was aUogcther ciicurnlc: ibed ; but he 
left me to go through tlic alplMbet, 
which I d.d with aftomlhing diligence. 
Such was my courfeof education, which 
tm'M'acwd the whole cixcle of kicnce ,

61. u re Lli.ir I ^.ould be no 
grcMt i\.'gc of poll: or Iherry ^ but that 
did not much matter j my tide would 
improve in lime j and 1 difpi^ytd va- 
rious lampics on the mantle- (helf in 
tlie coiuprin^-houic of the molt cu- 
riaus brindsesand fhruhs ; niy bimis 
in the cedar werx- well Hiied wiin empty 
bottles ; and the cooper took care to 
find calks : thus I had a ft>ck, 

as is the w.iv with us in ihc City. 
Bob had nromlfed to imroduce me into 
the upper ciicivs, as an opulent mer- 
chant well known on 'Ch'inge, and 
one chy aituaiiy took me under his 
arm to Colonel G'jyhfe’s houfe, in 
Grofvenor-ltrcet, where he wiihed 
to make my debut, as he called it.'

THE LATE JOHN RANDALL, ES^ 


M r. John Randall was the younger 
Ton of a refpeffable Shin-buUder 
at Rotherhithe, who having, by perie- 
vering induit^ and integrity* raifed a 
confioerable fortune* was'deiirous of 
giving his children luch an education 
as fliould fit them for entering into a 
wider fphere of life than that in whicli 
he himfdf had walked. The early lofs 
of lii^ elder Ton ferved to ftrengthen 
thefe liberal purpofes in regard of the 
remaining one* who* after receiving 
the ufiul inftriiAion of a fchool/ was 
placed under the tuition of the vene- 
rable Dr. Piice and Mr. Denfham. 
From thefe able and juftly-eminent 
men he received the rudiments of 
thofe moral qualities* which afterwards* 
througli the courfe of life, procured to 
him that unbounded contidence which 
all who were conne£fed with him in 
bufinefi foon perceived they might 
iecurely place in him* and that warm 
and aneCrionate attachment which he 
experienced on the part of his intimate 
friends. 

Until the age of twenty, or later, 
Mr. Randall's mind was therefore 
wholly dire^ed to literary Itudies* 
w'hich had already formed his tafte* 
and rendered him an elegant ichoiar j 
when* on the death of his father* he 
found himfelf unexpectedly called on 
to devote a portion of his time to the 
inveftlgatioD of numerous and com- 
plicated accoinpts, relative to the ex- 
tenfive concern in which his father had 
been engaged. However difEcult this 
novel talk might appear to him, he 
undertook it with alaciity* and in con- 
iequence of the perfect view which he 
acquired of the fubjeCt, he formed the 
truly laudable refolution of relinquilh- 
ing the ornamental purfuits of life for 
the ufeful purpofe of continuing and 
conducting his hereditary bufinels. 

Fortunately gifted by Nature with R 
capacity of directing his mind to any 
obje5t which he thought it his duty to 
purfue* he had no fooner fettled h,ts 
plan, than he vigoroufly applied him- 
iflf to the means of its accomplifhmcnt. 
In order more . efeCtually to briftg 
within his reach the ready arrange- 
ment of multifarious uccompts with 
which fuch a concern is neceirarily 


lORcied* he entered on a diligent oourfe. ^ 
of mathematical ftudies* and of fuch 
of the higher branches of arithmetic 
as he perceived bore a relation to bU 
art ; and in both thele Iciences he 
is laid to have attained a more tfaaa 
ordinary proficiency. 

Ill the examination and fettlement of 
his father's alfairs* fome difficulties 
arofe, which by his perfeverance and . 
prudence he ably lurmounted ; and ' 
thus early warned* he never afterwards 
omi* ‘ed to keep the whole of his vari- 
ous concerns under the ftriCielt and 
cleared regulations. 

Having rully edablifhed the regular 
methods of his bufinefs* he continued 
his profeffional dudies* with unwearied , 
attention, for many years, and pro^^^ 
ceeded fo far as to have collected mate* 
rials fii* a Treatife on the Improvement 
of Naval Architecture j but the publi« 
cation, in Prance, of fome works which 
he thought had in a great meafure 
foredalled his deflgn, prevented the 
continuation of his literal^ efforts. 
The advances* however, vfhich be had 
made in fcience, convinced him that 
much yet remained to be added by ' 
theoretic knowledge to the ordinary 
practice of his profefTion, and he not 
only exerted the utmod diligence in 
procuring and imparting fuch commu* 
nications as promifed advantage to 
maritime fcience* but took a moft 
active part* in all the tranfaCtions of 
this country which have been direCted . 
to the fame end. 

On the inditution cf the Society for , 
the Improvement of Naval Archi* 
TECTURB^ be materially aflilted its 
edablifhment* both by perfonai atten- 
tion and by advancing feveral httn« 
dred pounds towards the promotion of 
its laudable purpofes. 

In the whole time daring which bo 
conducted his bufinefs* there wei*e buUt^ 
at his Docks

nor fhoold it pafs unnoticed* that.dvM^^ ' 
ing the Anserican war, when the 
duced date of the Navy of this count;tjr^^ 
dema n d A / 
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tht utmoft exertions to i*ai/e it to its 
wonted pre-eminence» Mr. Randall 
completea for Government 35*000 tons 
ef (nipping *. an extraordinary quan- 
tity* when coniidered with reference 
ter the limits of a private Sock-yard. 

Br a and ludicions economy of 
timi Mr* Randalf was enabled to fulfil 
hia refpeftive duties to his family and 
the Puolic ) and to enjoy all the de- 
lights which Friendfhip, literature* 
9 nd Clailical Studies could afford him. 
Muiic alfo* in its turn, formed a fub- 
crdinate part of his amufements, and, 
tinder the indru^lions of the celebrated 
Cttvetto, he had made himfelf a com- 
petent performer on the violoncello. 
It wilt fcarcely be allowd^ poflible 
one man to acquit himfelf equally well 
in ftudids and purfuits fo oppoute in 
th^lr nature and tendency j but fuch 
was the force and lleadiuefs of his 
mind, that amtdft the variety of thefe 
occupations, from feme of which he 
derived his chief amufement and de- 
light, he was never, in any iinyfe in- 
dance* led to deviate from the (mferv- 
aitce of that accuracy and punfluality 
by which be had at fird regulated the 
conduct of his mercantile concerns. 

After the (ketch thus given of the 
pfogrefs of his life, it is our painful . 
talk to make a brief mention of its 
melancholy termination. 

As he bad, with the moft judicious 
liberality,* confented to the aUrmenta- 
tion of nis ShiDwright's wages/ during 
the overflow of buunefs occafioned by 
the late war, he thought it equally 
cohfiftent with juilice, that, at the re- 
turn of peace, their gains fhould like- 
wife returm tp a dandaid correfpond- 
ing to his aftual contracts for fhips on 
the docks, and to fuch as he mould 
make for the building of diips in 
future. With thefe propolals the Ship. 
Wrights refufed to comply ; and Mr. 


Randall, after many and long trials, 
finding them obdinately deaf to en- 
treaty or remondrance, determined to 
apply to the Admiralty for leave to 
bring workmen from o^e King’s Yards 
at Deptford at the ufual rates of labour, 
in oraer to enable him to complete the 
contra6^s he had entered into with the 
Raft India Ouuiers *. This requed not 
only received theafientof the Govern- 
ment, but offers were likewife made to 
him of fending fuch militaiy aid as he 
might think requillte to the preven- 
tion of violence on the part of the 
mal -contents. He revolted at any fup- 
poiition that for^e could be neceffaiy, 
in order to proteA indudry in the per. 
formance of its duiy. The new work- 
men arrived : but the rage and defpe- 
ration of the former Shipwrights, who 
had, with concerted refolutions, wholly 
receded from any offers of fervice, were 
fo infiamed by the fuccefs of this mea- 
fure, that they declared their intention 
of oppofing the new comers by vio. 
lence, and of driving them from the 
yards. A body, confiding of thiee or 
four hunil red of thefe men, accordingly 
marched to Mr. Randall’s Yiid, feived 
all thofe workmen whom their menaces 
failed to deter, and, conveying them 
by force from the Docks, fent them 
away in chaifes previoufiy dationed for 
that purpofe. «« 

It was in this moment of tumult that 
Mr. Randall cnteied the Dock yard. 
He flew indantly to meet the liidui bers 
of legal peace and private freedom, 
and, with his accudomed humanity, 
employed cveiy argument of reafon 
and fiitndlyadmonition to bring them 
back to a jultfenfe of their duty and of 
their own intered. But he was unable 
to put a dop to their outrage, and, 
after the mod anxious, but ineffe^ual, 
efforts, he returned to town, difpirited 
and dejedted at the total failure of his 
hopes. ^ 


The premeditated irjudice of thefe Shipwrights will be manifeft to every 
impartial mind, when the nature of a Shipbuilder's contra^s is underdood.*- 
With the Navy Board he is bound in a penalty that the (hip contraAed 
for fiiall be launched at a certain time ; with thofe who build fhips for the fer- 
vice of the Eaft India Company, he is bound to launch at a given time alfo, 
or, in the event of failure, to have the (hip thrown upon his hands. Confoimably 
to thefe conditions, he makes his affreement with the Shipwrights, who, aftei pro- 
ceeding with the woik until the whole be nearly completed, when the claims of the 
^avy Boskrd and Eaft India Company become pi effing, have, in a variety of in fiances 
(and fatally in the prefent one), taken advantage of this moment of ncceffity, and 
Hfuck ^their werk. The Builder muft then either Aihmit to cxoihitant demands, or 
fqffer tn obe contraR the forfeiture of the penalty, and in the other the rejcRion of 
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The e^itation of his mind on this 
occafiont the fenfe of the danger which 
menaced Jiis own concerns and thole of 
hit family! at well as of the mifchief 
which mult nectdarilv fall on the de- 
luded men who hacl thus forfeited 
every privilege of conlidencej pa eyed 
forcibly upon his fpiritSi aqd he had 
icaicely reached his home, when he 
was feized with a delirious fever« The 
immediate attendance of a Phylician 
alleviated the firlt fymptoms of this 
dreadful diforder^ and he was appa- 
rently better the next day ^ but! on 
the enfuine; morning, a returning pa- 
1 oxylin baffled the powers of medicine, 
and put a period to the earthly eiciltence 
of this valuable man. He died in the 
48th year of his age, leaving a wife and 
two daughters to deploie his lofs Thofe 
who, afrer more than twenty years of 
uninterrupted happinefs, have bent 
under limilar afflknng dirpenfations, 
will belt lympathize with the ibr- 
rows of the foimer. To the latter 
it is an unfpeakable confolation, that a 
mother is yet fpared to them, who, im- 
variably amiable and admirable in her 
conduct, is at once the example and the 
reward of domeitic virtue. Happy it is 
for tliem all, in this hour of diitrefs, 
that they have learned to place «*i re- 
liance on the good providence of God, 
jind kuow how 90 commit themfelves 
unto him as unto a faithful Creator. 

Thefe are the documents which we 
are enabled to communicate refpe^ling 
Mr. Randall's life. His cliara£ler 
might be dilcrimiuately learned from 
contemplating the real forrow of his 
numerous aifociates who attended the 
lift folemn rites paid to their friend. 
Theie ai'e few men to whom the 
triumph of worth is allowed without 
foine accompanying fen fat ion of envy ; 
but to who, chat knew him, was 
not willing to concede it unalloyed f 
He was actively benevolent to many, 
witlmut airumption of importance from 
the favours he conferred, or olienta- 
tion of the pains he to readily em- 
ployed in their iervice. He was hum- 
ble, innocent, of a warm and generous 
heart, eafily moved to anger, and as 
eafily fofeened to pily. Each one, who 
wept over bis grave, was confeious that 
he had, in the intercourle of life, met 
with men of more daring energies, of 
powers of mind more concentrative, 
and of faculties more eiUinently com- 
nebeniivei but of that love of our 
ind, of that benevolence which binds 


man to man, a more forcible ioftanpt 
could not prefent itftlf to 
thoughts. 

Of the ft rength and cultivation of hSp 
talents, the biographical account of Mir. , 
Collins, which app^red ibme year! 
lince in otir Ma^zine, furnilhes no 
difcreditable fpecimen. It is an u6» 
ful leflbn, conveyed in a pleafiog, inge* 
nious manner, and demonftratuig the 
value of a judicious application oT time 
to the purpofes of cotmoit, (bcial uiji- 
lity, and contentment. But Mr. Raa- 
dail's praife is of a higlier order* 

When a benefit was to be conferred, 
or a misfortune averted, no inftant was 
loft in commencing the execution of 
his ever ready purpoie, and tlie zeal of 
his difpofitiun allowed bimpo moment 
of remiillon, till It was cftedtually com- 
pleted. To a mind tindfured with 
luperftition, it would feem, from the 
reftlefs afliduity of his hours, that he 
entertained a pi'evious fenfe of their 
haltening period, of the premature in- 
terrhption his benevoleiit defigns were 
to undergo. 

The virtuousRmperorMarcusAnto- 
ninus has left a lingular record of the 
feveral excel Jen t q ualities hehad learned 
from his difcriminate valuation of va* 
rious individuals. Thofe who defire 
to look into the world with a fimilar 
aim, might have found in Mr. Ran- 
dall's chaiadler what would certainly 
add to the ftock of tlieir virtues, ff 
they were to draw an example from ids 
condudt in life (and there aie few above 
the reach of iuch an exiraple), they 
would imitate the aleit Vigilance to 
which he had habituated his mind in 
the performance of duties, whether 
pleafiug or painful and if they could 
add, fioin his roafs, one quality to en- 
rich the creafiires of the foul, as the 
Indians believe they can take pofleffion 
of the virtues of their deceafed compa* 
nions, they would tranfpUnt to tMr 
own bofoms the Philanthropic Partici- 
pation of another's joys and forrowp, 
which gave, not only to his words, but 
to his very thoughts, tlie fiinm mental 
tone and colour that he perceived pre- 
vailing in the object of bis folicitudc;, 
and taught him, as it were, to vibrate t6 j 

its feelings. They would with to Ab* « 
tain that unltefitating atfeftion, th^t 
heart-expanding charity, that generous 
profufion of friendly warmth, whicli, 
forbidding him to confine his ktndAefs 
to any, endeared him to all. 

In the relations of Hvsbaxp and 
C c s FAmns 
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Father^ the plotis fufterings of 
bis tamily can fpeak his worth. 
In that ot Fri£.no> thole who were 
once ib happy as tv* fhare his regard* 
experienced io regular and confVant 
* proofs of its continuance, fo Itridf a 
‘ difcbarge of thofe kindly duties which 
always attend on viituons frieiuifhip, 
that they could fafely lecline on him 
in the moments when coafolation was 
wanted, a'jd receive deli;»lit from him 
in thofe whiv-h were allotted to the 
enjoyment of rational and cheerful 
iiitercourfe. As one of thele, the 
writer of this feels a deplorable chafm 
now made in his life, of which the 
future hours (even if, fortunately, 
paired arnidlt thofe de..i remaining 
companions whom the affevflionate in 
fluence of the deceafed had colledled 
and united) wear, in profpeif, the 
gloomy hue of infnfficiency and dif- 
comfort. 

Such was the man who, in the jfren Tth 
of life, his mind open to every ^inftii- 
ence of ftienceand tj uth, and his heart 
•to every fentimeiu of piety and huma 
nity, funk a viftiin to the ingratitude 
.of thofe, whole foitiines he had *elUb 
lifhed, whole well-being he had fol- 
tered, and whole real intereft lie had 
never deferted. Thole unhappily mif- 
guided men will long have caufe to 
remember, that tht»r tumultuary con- 
duft has deprived thtm of him who, 
during a fluctuating courle of prolper- 
ous and adverfe times, maintained to- 
’ wards them the fame Ifeady, unvarying 
tenor of proredfion and fupport ; who 
at one particular pei iod, when he found 
himlelf wholly unemployed, rither by 
the Government or by individuals, dc- 


vifed fehemes of work, of which the wri • 
ter of this account can bfair witnefs that 
the chief aim was to create a temporary 
proviflon for the numerous Shipwrights 
belonging to hisdocllfs, whofe fervices, 
he laid, had contributed to raife his 
fortunes, and whom, therefore, he 
would not foriake or turn adrih in 
the hour of their need. For thefe men 
he was content not only to furpend his 
proHts, but even to diminifli his capi* 
tal, in the juft con^dence that when 
different circiimftances ihould arife, 
their exertions would amply reward 
his affecHonate care. 

Of the melanc holy reverfe of his ex- 
peiftations, as many of thofe men as are 
endowed with honeft natural feelings 
will bear the recolledlion deeply cn- 
giafted aniid'> the regrets of their 
hofoms j and o/t£^ who dared, in 
the hour of tumult (if it be pofllble 
that fiich were the fa6t), to lift his hand 
agaiult his benef'i6lor, may know that, 
although he dealt no deadly, or even 
dangeioiis blow, he gave a fatal wound 
to that peaceful and ^ncvolent fpirit i 
and may take home to his confcience 
th indelible reproach of having hal- 
tened the diflblution of his belt and 
conftant friend. 

(Our Utf miration of the amialile charac^ 
Ur of Mr. Randall y who has Uft a very 
numerous \.lajs of irkhd% to lamuit his lojs^ 
had induced us to hope that we might have 
been able to prefent a Portrait of him to 
the Public in addition to the foregoing Me- 
moir y hut the delicacy of a near and dear 
relative hath hitherto oppofed an oljiaile to 
our intention j and we refpeft her peelings 
too much to be importunate on the fob- 
jea.) 


THE DISCIPLE OF J. J. ROUSSEAU. 


T\iscontented with the pi6ture 
which Ibciety alfords, Maui ice, 
for whom it had fo many clianns, be» 
gan to be difguited with it. He was 
convinced of the Illiiflun of the flatter- 
ing reprefentation farmed by his ima- 
gination, at- the age of twenty. When 
he entered the world, he heard from 
every ejuarter the language of benevo- 
lence, in every look he read the ex- 
prcflion of affedtion. He was over- 


whelmed, as It were, with offers of 
fervice, with proteltations of attach- 
ment, Polittnefs, affability, embcL 
lifhed every countenance. At twenty- 
five the charm vaniflied 5 he then ima- 
gined he faw nothing hut falfehood, 
malice, jealoufy, crimes, and odious 
paflions Maurice has gone from one 
excels to the other. He is sniftaken 
now as he was miftaken before. 

To reconcile him with mankind, T,

the 
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the other day, propofed a little excur- 
lion of about •forty miles from Paris. 
He agreed to it^ upon my promifmg to 
take him to a mifanthropift of the moft 
gloomy difpolitftn, to whom he might 
communicate all his unfavourable len- 
timents of mankind. 

We therefore took the road to Fon- 
tainbleau, where we arrived on the 
evening of the izth of May. We had 
Itill ten miles to go. It was one of 
thole delightful fpring days when na< 
ture, blooming and gay, embellilhed 
with the fun's lultre, prefents to the 
eye ot fenfibility an enchanting fpec- 
tacle. The earth exhaled a health- 
fraught odour : a multitude of trees 
in nower mingled with it their de- 
lightful perfumes. The more back- 
ward oak had not yet expanded all his 
leaves j but the early birch already 
waved its aerial foliage, and the ele- 
gant acacia dropped from its oranches 
feitoons of a delicate green. The vi 
gilatu lark, almoil: inotionlefs in the 
Iky Ikluted our ears with his melodious 
notes, the prelage of a fine day. If 
Maurice had quajzellcd with mankind, 
he had nut with nature. We pro- 
ceeded without either uttering a word, 
and in a continual ccftacy. When en- 
joying the grand fpecfaclc of nature, 
there is at firlt no room lor reflections 5 
the faculty of llTiaking feems for a 
time /ill pended. One feels, the heart 
<‘xptneiices a delicious intoxication : 
this is the teall prepared by Nature. 

We ai rived between two hills co- 
vered with trees, near a rivulet, whofe 
meandering courie we followed, keep- 
ing along a hedge planted on its banks. 
Upon the two lulls we oblerved um- 
brageous thickets, groves, clumps of 
trees, and grey rocks, wnich height- 
ened the beauty of tiic verdure. Far- 
ther on was a mill ; its W'heel w.is mo- 
tionle/'s, and the dam diminifhed the 
current of tlie rivulet. We advanced 
in lilence : the hills ibori approach, 
join, are confounded in each other, 
and in the angle which they form we 
perceive a charming habitation lituated 
bc^^ween two beautiful Itrearalets 
/haded by ancient trees, which the axe 
has refpedfed. This was the limit of 
our walk. This rural abode is the afy- 
lum of happinefs, of virtue, of friend- 
Ihip 5 it is the retreat of a iage whofe 
peaceful days are fpent remote from 
ambition and its illufions, far from the 
deceitful pa/ilons and their empty pro- 
mifes.

We entered, were tbld that the 

owners were ab/ent, but that the/ 
would foon return. Whilif waiting 
for them, we took a furvey of the 
apartment into which we haef been in- 
troduced. It was a room of moderate 
iize, with three windows looking to- 
wards the valley. The eye ranged over 
meadows through which it traced all 
the ferpentiiie meanders of the rivulet. 
Over the verdure of the dale rofe the 
null, whofe wheel, caiifey, and fmall 
canal, were diltinguifhable. 

In the interior, the furniture was 
elegantly limple j no gilding, no luxu- 
ry i the}* contribute not to the happi- 
neis Of life. • 

Oyer the chimnev-piece were i 3 ?en 
the infirument which /hews the time, 
and the buffs of thofe who knew bow 
to make the beft ufe of it. In front 
was nn open piano, on which a fon*4ta 
of Steibelt and ibme fymphonies of 
Haydn proved, that in this charming 
retr^t the molt amiable of arts was 
cultivated. At this fight, Maurice 
gave me an txpreliive look, wiiich 
leemed lo fiv that 1 had deceived him 
—But the arrival of the proprietors 
prevented any reproach, any explana- 
tion. 

We were welcomed with that affabi-, 
lity that cannot be miltaken. Merc 
politenefs frequently ufes the lame 
language as benevolence, but the ac- 
cent is not the /anrie, and the heart 
knows how to make the diltin6tion. 
This fuiiiiy is compo/ed of M.'de L. 
about forty-five years of age, his wife^ 
a daughter enteiing upon her eigh- 
teenth Ipnng, and a child of ten years. 

“ Here,” laid I, piefenting Maurice, 
** is a f'iend almoft difgulted with life, 
drenched with the cup of bitternefs, 
iiritatedat the injultice of mankind, 
and whom I have taken the liberty to 
bring hither to reconcile him with the 
Ipccies.” A few pleafantries palled 
on the youth of the mifanthropilf 
they leemed to fay to him. But you 
have yet I'eeii nothing ! 

M.deL. whom 1 know intimately, 
was the Ion of that Mad. de JL. to 
whom Koiflfeau wrote ieveral letters, 
/ome of which are uiferted in the coU 
leiliori of hi*? works. An enthufiaftic 
admirer of the author of Emilias, this 
tender mother had herfeif nurfed bW 
only child. As a rccom pence for this 
duty, fo fwcet in the fulfilment, RouC- 
feau gave her a lace he himfelf had 
made, and which is molt carefull/ pre- 

ierved' * 
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This Jadf%«s mt of lliofe 
wIk) for the greateft length of time 
tnainuined a coameftion vrith tan 
|)icque$, through the medium of her 
child« «i^om he was always rejoiced to 
lee« being fond of children. He had 
In tome meafure dire6(ed his editea- 
tion. M. de L. was eighteen years old 
when he loft bis Mentor. Educated 
according to his advice, he had been 
taught the turner's bufinefB. At 
twenty -ft ve M. de L. ftxed his choice, 
man icd without liftening to prudea- 
tial conhderations, and was happy. 

Fan i)y realons, to which he had the 
^ weakneis to y*eld, and pcrfecutions, 
compelled him to leave France at the 
moment when emigration had become 
on epidemu: difoider and before it was 
Jnftiiied by events. M. de L. thought 
him f iJ oh.iged to follow the torrent. 
He was It 111 ignoiant that the man who 
takes \iy .nins .igainll his country can 
not Hcqui c glorv, even if triu;uphant. 
He i V)n y • cnvtd that intrigue. v,anity, 
and pailion, continued to reign at the 
fugitive court. Abandoning it toils 
fate, .'^nd nlolving to take no part in 
the quanel, be lettlcd, with his wife 
find daughter, in a village of Pruftin, 
where he maintained hinifelf by his 
trade. IL- tlu'n perceived the pro- 
priety ot his rnalter’s docVrinc on the 
iubje^ of making man independent on 
fortune. Intelligent, cicvci, indul- 
trious, he was foon able, by his labour, 
tofiippon bis family ; and the Ihop of 
the French toy-man had the molt cuf- 
tomeis. The love of his country 
brought him back to France, about 
two years ago, as foon as tranquillity 
pas reitored. His immenfe eftates had 
l^cn all fold : nothing was left him but 
the final I farm v/herc we were, which 
belonged to hi. wife. 

This is briefly the hillory of M. de 
L. It contains, as we have feen, no 
great events j huttlie picliue ofhisopi> 
Intons is inoie inter efting, and wc fhall 
piefent n fketch of them to the rea<{er. 

Alnioft all the maxims of Jean 
Jacques were engraved on hi^ memory, 
on his hcvirt He never fpoke but 
with the utmoft veneiation of that 
extraordinary man, whofe finguJaritics 
to explained*. 

«* The pcrfecutions,” Cud he to up, 

which Roufleau had experienced, 
'Cauf^ him to read .*in expreftion of 
hatred in eveiy countenance j and 
.'Wfaat He dreaded above all things was 
* to meet any one tint knew him. Be- 


ing one in a fti^-cofch fimi f’nfie 
towards Montmoitnc^;, one of his 
feilow-trleeiliers oalled him by his 
name. Roufteau made an cKCuie for 
ffcopping, got down^ from the conch, 
and returned the fame way without 
faying a Angle word, or taking any 
notice of the coachman, who called 
after him. 

*<Like you," faid M.de L* addrefting 
himfelf to our mifanthropift, ** like 
you, I was early prejudiced againft 
Society ; I did not love, altliough 1 had 
no reafon to complain of it. Tbeie 
prejudices were initilled into me by 
Jean Jicqiies, in whom they were more 
excusable than in any other man. He 
frequently faid to me, that in focial 
man there were two quite diftin61 in- 
dividuals ; the man of nature, and the 
man foimed by fociety. Tlie more, 
continued he, we prefer ve the gifts 
lavilhed upon us by the former, the 
better we arc. The more we lofe 
them to fuhllitute in their Head the 
pernicious iavouis of fociety, of the 
lefs value we are. By_ means of this 
diftinffion he pretended to explain all 
our contrail idlions. It is to him I owe 
my principles on happiiiefs, and conle- 
^uently happinefs itfelf. What confti- 
tutes the bans of it is that inward con- 
tent produced by a conicieiice pure 
and free, not only from crimes and 
faults, but c\en from culpable deAres. 
Defire and envy almoft always accom- 
pany each other. If a man Jefires the 
lituation held by another, he is not 
long before he conrequently envies 
him I thus ariies already a painful fen- 
tinient, which tnuft diftuib his tran- 
quillity. By continually dwelling ou 
this idea, he Ands himfelf difpofed, 
almoft without perceiving it, to wiAi 
for fome event that may render the 
Atuation vacant, to calculate even the 
favourable chances, the probabilities 
on which hope is founded. He is im- 
patient, he accufes Time of delay, be 
implores Fortune, forgetful that there 
is Inhind him another envious irun, 
making the fame complaints, forming 
the fame wiflies. But fuppofe him poH 
A‘Aed of the employ, the (ole obje& of 
his deAres, will he ftop tliere ? Wlut 
iimir<i has ambition ? Has it ever been 
feen to Ax bounds for itfelf, and to 
refpe6t them ? No. He will fee above 
him fome other perfon, whofe merit lie 
wjll anai^fc $ and the refult of tins 
examination will caufe him to conclude 
that he lu^ at Icaft equal merit, and 
1 rights.

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W E have not for a long tlme^et 
with a literary wo^-k compnfing 
fuch varied and imple infoimation on 
pJeaSng, interelbng, and inftruclive 
fubjeCVs, as the prefent , m which Mi.

That the ftyle of Mi . Campbell’s

•* Of the fuperftition of the ancient 
Celts, many have given in account 
Of late, fupeiftition has evidently de. 
dined in the Highlands and Wefieni 
Iflands of Scotland. * This can be ic 
counted for in many ways, but chiefly 
by rcafon of the propagation of the 
reformed rclig on, and the conftant 
communication of the low country 
with the highland difiti6I$ Formeily 
(and remains are yet obfervablej the 
fuperfiitious rites of our highlanders 
conlifted of a Itrange heterogeneous 
mixture of Pagan, Popilh, Pioteftant, 
and even fabulous observances, ludi- 
crobs m the ext i erne. To rlluftiate 
this 1 rmark by a few eximples. 

It 15 m untamed b)'’ all moralifts 
and divines, that leligion is natural to 
the human race The politician, avail- 
ing bimfelf of this univeifdly-received 
maxim, holds it up as a ielf evident 
propofition, and conn e61s religion with 
civil eftablifiinients, — hence the union 
of Church and State. Anxiety about 
the future, and a dread of »a fomewhat 
inexplicable as incompiehenfible, feem 
the toundition of gloomy fupeiihtion. 
In tude ftiges of luciety, doubt and 
mpeneijable obfeunty, with relpe^^ to 
events pLcfed beyond the power of hu- 
man prudence to contioul or com- 

nuud> 
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ihianc!> lead the mind infoluntaril]^ pp* 
tivti by the chain of grofa ruperltition, 
and debiiitatinff fears which render the 
votary Aiicepnble of tiie wildest de- 
lufions of fupernatural myflery, and 
the dupe of the aloft extravagant pre- 
tenfions of prieftcraft. In almoft eve- 
ry fe6tion of the gfobe^ fet forms re- 
fembling more or lefs the ceremonies 
of what is handed down to us as an- 
cient Druidifmi are mentioned as hav- 
ing been univerfally prevalent in the 
more remote periods of fociety. It 
feems (as it inherent in the human 
mind) that man delights in being de- 
ceived. Hence the magic of the Druids 
gave place to the no lefs diabolical 
myfticifins of popidi fiiperftition. That 
the one was gritted on the other* moit 
philofophers agree. To the Druids 
lucceeded the earlier mifllionaries of 
the gofpel $ and one fet of errors, 
through the imbecility of the credu- 
1 )U8, obtained in the place of others 
but little lefs palpable.'' 


Notwithftanding the diifulion of 
the jgofpel, to which caufe its minifters 
attribute the full of heatheniih, and, in 
gieat niealure, popifti fuperftition, a 
belief in fpsftresi witches, fairies, 
brounles, and hobgoblins, is not alto- 
gether extinguiftied in many parts of 
the Highlands andaWeftcrn Ides. The 
old people feem greatly puzzled, and 
even fliocked, at the infidelity of the 
young, and fee with the utmoft con- 
cern their favourite doctrines vanidi 
as the dawn of reafon advances. They 
lift up their eyes to heaven, and figh, 
deeply concerned for their degenerate 
offspring. 

Religious [lerfecution was never 
heard of in the Highlands } and abftraA 
fpeculations can hardly get footing 
where fuperftition is fo ftrangely min- 
gled with pofjti ve inftitutions and eftab- 
Jifhed obfervances ; — the poor are 
more folicitous about the prefent than 
the future { and the richer fort of per- 
fons are too indolent, and too much 
devoted to pleafure, to trouble chem- 
felves farther than to fecure the mo- 
mentary joy, and the repofe which a 
rude voluptuous race delight in. ' 

“ The vaft change whicn within the 
laft fifty years the inhabitants of the 
diftrifVs north of the Grampians have 
undergone, is hardly to be paralleled 
in the hiftory of the human race.<^

cool application and patient iddttftry 
lead to reputation and re ward, the quichs 
clear appreheniions of the highlandbir 
found little reliib for the refinementi 
of civilized fociety and abftrait fpecn* 
lations, and as little for the plodding; 
drudgery of commercial employments, 
or any of the liberal profeflions, in 
which he is to be chained down for 
life. Perfonal aftivity was his delight. 
To face danger, regardlefs of hazard 
the moft formidable, was to him mere 
paftime ; and to acquii e fame in arms, 
conftituted the chief objeA of his de- 
votion at the fhrine of honour. The 
profound policy of the late Lord Chat- 
ham, in availing himfelf of this pro-' 
penfity, is among the chief charaaer- 
iftics of that? illultrious ftatefman's 
adminiftration. But the fyftem which 
he adopted gave a new and unexpected 
bias to the mind of the Highlander. 
He no fboner went abroad into tlie 
world, than he found of what confe- 
quence he was to the ftate. The de- 
iire of riches awakened in bis foul 
ambiAon and a thirft of power. The 
meaneft peafant's fon faw, with a heart 
palpitating with joy, that rank and 
fortune were, by a happy train of cir- 
cumltances, placed within his reach | 
and that one day he might have it in 
his power to return home, and vie 
with the proud Chieftain himfelf in 
all the pomp and folendoiir of foreign 
climes, in cafe and affluence. Hence 
we may obferve the dawn of that 
change fo remarkable in the highlands 
of Scotland. Fifed from hereditary 
jurifdiCtion, prote5led by the Jaws, and 
leiifible of that portion of fieedom 
which has even reached thus far north- 
ward, the poorest highlander is now 
impiefled with an idea of bis indivi- 
dual confequence to the community, 
and fetks emolument and honour be- 
yond his native boundary, where he 
had been fecludecl from the great 
world, which he fo much longed tb 
fee and take an aClive part in. If be 
be driven from his native ‘valley by 
others fomewhat more opulent, and 
greedy of pofTeifing a greater poj*tioii 
of hind than himlelf, he is cheeretl 
with the fond hope of returning with 
riches Aifflcient to purchafe what for- 
mei ly he Was, on account of his pover- 
ty, obliged to relinquifli } and thus he 
may, in his turn, difpoie of the fate 
of thofe who weie the mesas of mak- 
ing st necelTaiy for him to become the 
architect of his own fortune., 

Dd Whether 
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^ Whether, on the whole, emigra- 
tion niay not contribute to the ad- 
vancement of human ha^pinefs, to the 
Olftenfion of commerci^ intercourie, 
Md to the dilFufion of knowledge and 
the uieful arts, is a conllderation left 
tathofe whofe province it is to i^gu- 
lite the grand incerefts of civili7.ed 
life $ but to be driven from home by 
oppre(?ion, under whatever denomina- 
tion it be felt, is an evil from which it 
is natural to hope for relief by change 
of tituatinn, at a di loanee where the 
prolpedi of bettering our condition 
sdlures. and the hope of fuccefs invites 
to a new ami lefs piecaiieus.eflablKh- 
inent. 

** Within the laft half centuiy, the 
ftaple commodity of the highlands and 
‘Weftern Illands was black cattle ; but 
now fheep have baniOied cattle ^ and 
would to heaven men had not (hared 
the fame fate! The Hebrew (hep- 
herds weie not holdcn in greater de* 
teilation among thofe nations whom 
they drove out from their paternal 
Inheritance, than, till lately, thtTlow- 
country (liepherds were ar^ong the 
Highlanders 5 and every thing that be- 
longed to a (liephtui’a life was held in 
utter abhorrence, and confideied as 
beneath the dignity of a man to interfere 
in : quite oppofitc ideas however now 
generally prevail ; even the gentleman 
of family and condition deigns to the 
part of a ftitpherd ; anc^ the paltoral 
life, at one time the occupation of 
the lowell of the people, is likely to be- 
come as refpeflable as when David the 
Jon of jefle followed his father’s flieep 
ere he had afeended the throne of Saul 
the Ton of Ki(h, who, while in aueil 
of his father’s alies, was anointed Icing 
over lirael, being thus raifed from the 
meaneft of tlie people, to be ruler over 
them. Such are the changes in human 
afEiirs ; and fuch in all likelihood, tho’ 
not precifely to the fame extent, even- 
tually may take place in the wilds of 
North Britain ! 

** The ‘fpirit of fpeculation lias 
(pread rapidly from valley to valley. 
—An epidemic madnefs for (beep- 
grazing Teems to rage with iinabating 
fury. Rents within the Lift ten years 
have advanced beyond all former dkl- 
culation ^ moft parts of the Highlands 
are under iheep ; and the country has 
become, defolate and almoft drained of 
its native inhabitants. If this alatjns 
not the Hate, there is li'tle hope of a 
ftop being put to emigrations A'oihdhe 


Highlands and Weftem Idandk.'^ 
Whence wilt our armies be recruited f 
Where' (hall we find mariners to man' 
our Navy, the bulwark* of our ifland, 
the negleft of which would endanger 
our exiftence as a fsee, independent 
nation ? If our fifheries petilh through 
depopulation, and our mountains and 
vaflies be peopled with fhepherds, in- 
ftead of the hardy race of our Scottifh 
highlanders, what will be the conle- 
quence ? 

^ “ Both iidesof Loch-tay have expe- 
rienced more than once the emigration' 
of their inhabitants ^ and it is much to 
be feared, that another, more numerous 
than any hitherto known, is, from 
circuinliances too delicate to he touch- 
ed on^ about to take place, unlefs 
prompt and conciliatory meafiires be 
adopted to mitigate the grievances 
(real or fiippofed it matters not) of 
whith the Braidalbane people loudly 
complain. 

“ A fet of more contented and 
thriving .tenantry than woe to he 
found on the v:i(t denicfnes of tlfe 
Braidalbane family hardlv exifted any 
where, till a change of fy(fem (winch 
commenced in the life-time of the 
late Bail, who all acknowledgr was a 
good landlord,) ffJuced fhc pooicr te- 
nants, the offspring of former vadals, 
either to emigrate, or toil year after 
year on the (terile ifaces of thefe flii- 
pendous mountarns, iii order to make 
up a lent exaffed with the utmolt ri- 
gour, whatever became of their Jive 
rtock, their wives, and their children. 
Is this opprclHon ? 

“ The dlffui bailees that lately took 
place in Rofs-fliire were occafK'ned by 
conveiting a number of fmall farms 
into a few exrenfive (heen-waiks. 
Upwards of thirty poor families each 
of whom had inherited the fmall Du~ 
chasfvom father to Ton, without inter- 
ruption, for many generations, weie 
turned adrift on the w'oild, and their 
polTefTions let to fhepherds who had 
come from a diffant part of the king- 
dom. Was it any wonder then, that^ 
in the ffrft paroxyfms of difappoinS 
nient and defpair, theJe wretched wan- 
derers, ere they took their departure 
from the feene' of their nativity and 
earlier part of life, committed uiiwar- 
rantable exceifes. which indignation 
prompted, and which reafon, appalled, 
knew not how to expiate > The law 
of the land violated, edablifhed order 
bioken, what was to be done? Shall 

it 
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h bs rtcorjdtdi that tbefe * deluded 
wretches filtered the puniftiment due 
to their crimes I What llrange infa- 
tuation is it that binds the Highlander 
to the heath-^clld wilds ihrpugh vthich 
he i'o. fondi}^ delights to wander ? 
£ap)y alTociationsy habiti andj above 
ally ignorance of a more fruitful foil 
.and more genial climate, may, in part, 
account for fo irsediilble an inclina- 
tion to remain on the fpot on which he 
fii'ft drew breath. Of this propenlity, 
why fhould fuch cruel advantage be 
taken, as to raife the price to fo enor- 
mous a pitch, for permifllon to toil 
for a miferable fubfiftence ? It is 
aderied, that the more the H'^hland- 
cr’s rent is advanced^ the more dili- 
gently will he Itrive to realize it ; and 
that thus the full value of thefe barren 
waftes is (ecured to the owners, while 
the riches of the community are aug- 
mented. It may be fo 5 but, finely, 
this is buying one’s comiorts at a dear 
rate, to /ay no worle of it. 

Several judicious hints have been 
thrown out with regard to putting a 
ftop to the evil con/equences of ratk- 
rent, as it is called, in the Highlands 
and Wcilern I/lrtnds. The/e hints, 
however, have /hnred the fa e of inch 
elfufions as philanthropy fuggelts, and 
rapacity fmiles at, while lecurc in its 
cxa(::Hons, lan^lidncd by authority, and 
liipported by the laws. It appears, 
then, that it relts with the Legi/lature 
to redre/s the grievances heie pointed 
out j and let the hope be indulged, 
that the day is not f:<r diltant, when 
a Biiti/h Senate will deliberate on the 
belt means of preventing emigrations 
from the highlands of Scotland.” 

After /oiiie interefting remarks on 
Macbeth’s caflle of Dun/innan, and the 
fate of “ Belly Bell and Maty Gray,” 
we find the following incidents relative 
to Kuilivcn ca/tle.

In our laft Review, a fummary ac« 
count of tlie active meafures taken by 
King William III. to augment the navy 
of England, was noticed as forming 
the principal coni-ents of the leven'« 
teenth Chapter of Vol. II.

To follow up the progre(five im- 
provements from this period to the 
prefent time, would be to give an 
abiidgnient of this valuable and ex- 
penfive work to the injury of the au- 
thor, and other proprietors; a prac- 
tice but too common of late yeai s, and 
highly reprehenfible.

which took place previous to the clofe 
of the laft century. 

The names, principal dimenflons,

It was decked at the floor heads, 
rowel with twelve oars, and fteered 
allb by one: it was covered with cork 
on the outlide, two or three ftreiks 
down from the gunwale, and was 
found to anlwer the expeiSled purpo/e 
fo fully, that though cork jackets 
were, for the produilion of greater 
(afety, purchaled for all the people, 
w'hen the boat was firft employed, they 
were almoft immediately dilregarded, 
and after a very (hort time, never taken 
to fea. The fuccefs of this moft 
amiably noble meafure, caufed it to 
be followed by his Grace the Duke of 
Northumberland, who, at his own ex- 
pence, caufed a fecond boat to be built 
on the fame conllruftion ; and by the 
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united efforts of thefc philanthropic 
•oUeagiies, the lives of fome hundreds 
of perfons have already been fortn- 
nately preferved, who would otherwife 
have fallen victims to the rage of the 
ocean 

Final, brnevolentobfervation : **The 
Science of Marine Architefturc has, 
for many ages, been I'ubfervieiit to the 
impulfesof ambition, avarice, luxury, 
or curiofity ; it remained for Britain, 
towards the dole of the eighteenth 
century, to direct it to purpofes more 
truly noble and patriotic, of general 
beneHr, and of univcrfal extent; to 
the prevention of domeftic mifciy, to 
the maintenance of national popula* 
tion, and to the prefexvation of the 
human fpecies/’

their liberality on this occafion, and at 
the fame time to confult their own in- 
tereft, by piirchaling it.

the Members of the Supreme»Council, 
and by the Governoi s of the College, 
proceeded to the College. 

The Honoiiiable the Afling Vifitor 
wis met at the entrance of the Col- 
lege by the Provoft, Vice Provoit, Pro- 
ftlfors, and Olficers of ilie College, who 
attended him to the Public Examina- 
tion Room, where the itudents were 
airemhied.

From the recent inllitutlon of the 
College, and the impediments which 
mull necefiariljr have occurred at the 
cotnmencemeuc an undertaking (b 
novel in India, and at the (ame time 
lb extenfive in its objeils, it might 
reafbnably have been expelled that the 
fl it Difputation would be confined to 
one of the Oriental Languages ; or if 
a fecond were included in it, the moH 
fanguine expedlations from the fucceli 
of Collegiate Inflru^ion in the lan- 
guages of Afia miill^have been fulfil- 
led. How furprifing, and how gratis 
fying to all perfons concerned in pro- 
moting the objects of this excellent In- 
llitution mud it then have been, to 
obferve the Students appointed to hold 
the late Dlfputations, equally capable 
of fupporting them with readinefs,cor- 
reflTnefs, and elegance, in three of the 
Oriental Languages, the Perfian, Hio- 
dooilanee, and Bengalee } in feveral 
inilances the fame Gentlemen defended 
or oppofed the given pofition in two of 
thefe languages ; and all, after finifh(ng 
their arguments, read Thefes compofed 
by them In the fame languages ; evinc- 
ing in thefe diflinguittied proficiency* 
and eminent ability and knowledge lA 
the fubjcfls of the difputatioos, which 
were happily chofen for the occaCon. 

It would be improper to notice indi- 
vidual excellence, where all exhibited 
fo much merit. But it may be juftlf 
obferved, that this Difputation, though 
a firll elfay, and held within a twelve- 
montli after the opening of the College 
of Fort Vyilliam, would have done ho- 
nour to fhe Profeflbrs and Students of 
any Univerfity in Europe. Ir formed an 
admirable introdiiflion to the delivery 
of the honorary med hU which followed* 
and fanflioned tlie motto engraved on

The Dock was filled nearly to the 
height of the tide at high-water on the 
26th. The temporary bridge, under 
which was a wooden barricade that re- 
fifted the water when the coflVe-dani 
broke *, was taken away j and over the 
flrft fluice was erected horizontal drauj- 
bridge^ on a new and improved plan. 
It divides in two in the middle, and 
each half moves off horizontally on a 
pivot, being fupported in its horizontal 
pofition by an equal balance made in 
the parts themfclves, and a circular 
ring of call iron twelve feet in diame- 
ter, on which are rollers that are fec- 
tions of cones j fo as naturally to move 
agreeably to the curvature of the circle, 
in a manner fimilar to that in which 
the roof of a windmill turns upon the 
walls.

Jn the morning of the 27th, the 
water flood about twenty feet deep 
within the (luices j and numbers of 
people who had alfembled appeared 
fomewhat difappointed, exp'.‘cfiiig to 
have been gratified with feeing the wa- 
ter admitteil with a ru(h into the empty 
docks. At eleven o'clock the woik- 
men left off their labours^ and the 
bailaft heavers who had been employed 
to deal the entrance (where the unfor- 
tunate coifre darn was) quitted their 
occupation. 

All the (hips belonging to the Well 
India trade that were in the river had 
colours flying. On each fide of the 
entrance was a flag-flalf, with the Royal 
Standard and Union Jack, The Royal 
Standard was alfo limited on the roof 
of the warclioufe nearefl to Black- 
wall. 

About 100 foldiers were pofled 
near the warehoufesi and at each 
entrance leailing to the North Quay, 
into which part no perfon was ad- 
mitted without a ficket. This was a 
laudable regulation, as it prevented 
all the ill etfe^s of a tumultuous and 
mifehievous crowd ; and, although 
the company admitted to this place 
was extremely numerous, it was as 
refpeilabJe. 7 'he top of the warehoufe. 
No. 8, as well as all the windows of it, 
were tilled with company. The num- 
ber admitted by tickets ccuid not be 
lefs than four or five thoiiland ; and 
of thcle a great part con fi fled of elegant 
and be-^utiful females. The aflemblage 
on the South fide confifled of perfbns 
of all defer) ptions ; and there was not 
one throughout the whole of this im- 
iiienfe crowd, who did not feem to feel 
a degree of pleafurc proportionate to 
the importance of the event which 
they came to witnefs. 

The Henry Addington^ a (hip of 400 
tons burthen, and of 20 guns, lay at 
the entrance at Blackwall, together 
with the Echo ; the former was only in 
hallafl, and had little of that— the lat- 
ter was deeply laden. 

'The Henry Adaington flood high above 
the water, and was decorated with 


ab'iut 200 flags ; being not only thole 
of the diflerent nations that navigate 
European Seas, but eve y fljg or enugit 
ufed in making telegraphic (ignals in 
our fervice ; lo that the variety was 
great, and the effect fplendid. 

At the main top-gallant mafl head 
was the Royal Standard 5 the Admired^ 
Flag vidveUx from the fore-top- gal lane 
malt ; and from the inizen and the 
bow-fprit hung the Union Jack, 

Two Three-Coloured French Flag;! 
were hoifled on the ftern, and the 
Sranifli, Purtuguefe, and others, upon 
the fides. The ropes were ftrung with, 
colours, flags, and fl’ earners of all 
kinds, from end to end. 

At eleven o'clock two boats were 
manned, for the purpofe of towing in 
the (hip in conjiinffion with the people 
on the (ides. Four guns were fired 
when (he arrived at the outer gate®, 
which were immediately opened for 
her admittance. The wooden draw- 
bridge, which we much admired, dif^ 
appeared, as it were at the fame mo- 
ment, when the veflel was faijiy fla- 
tioned in the middle of the flrfl lock ; 
where Ihe remained more than half 
an hour, the band of the 3d regiment 
of guards playing Rule Britannia.** 

During this delay, the Echoy a vefTel 
rather of inferior fize, deeply laden 
w'itli Wefl India produce, was towed 
up in the fame mjnner ; when the 
fecond gate was opened, and fhey both 
entered the flrfl bafon. In lefs than a 
quarter of an hour the two inner gates 
were opened ; and, before one o’clock, 
both velFels were in the great Dock 
oppoflte the flrfl warehoufe, which 
was crowded at every apeilure, and 
on the roof, with Ladies of beauty and 
fafhion. 

Repeated huzzas were given from 
(bore to lliore, and the Echo was in the 
middle. The band of the Weft Lon- 
don Militia, and the mufle on board 
the Addington^ flruck up “ Godfa<vethe 
King !” and the whole was a fpeiilacle 
exhibiting the triumph of a commer- 
cial and loyal people, rejoicing at the 
flrfl effeft of fo grand, extenfive, and 
ufeful a work. 

A falure of 21 guns was fired, 
and a pigeon let fly, when the Adding- 
ton moored oppofite the warehoufe 
No. 8 5 after which feveral peiTons of 
diflin^lion went on board Among 
them were. Lord Hawkefbury, the 
Earl of Rofslyn, Lord Hood, Lord 
Pelham, Lord Hobart, Lold Glenber- 
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the tori Mayoff Sir Sidaey Smith,

6 It, Mr. Alderman Curtis, Sec. The 
nc boat continued for more than an 
hour carrying numbers of' our mod 
aiftinguilhed mercantile men and their 
families ; irany of whom only flopped 
a few minutes, making place for others, 
after taking a little elegant refrefli- 
ment. About half pail three, Earl 
Kofilyn, and Lords Pellum, Hawkef- 
bury,and Olenbervie, with Sir Sidney 
Smith, Ac. went uip the River in the 
Admiralty barge. 

At ' five o'clock an elegant dinner 
waa ietout in the great cabin for the 
Ladies, &c. on board. There were 
alio two long tables under an awning 
upon the deck $ and the regimental 
tMind continued to play favourite airs. 
After dinner, one of the tables being 
cleared away, country dance's com- 
menced, and a great deal of additional 
company came on board.

The crowd that aflembled at the 
Dock, the Baron,and in the vicinity of 
JBlackwall, cannot be eftimated at lefs 
than 30, coo people. Accidents were very 
likely to happen, owing to their anxiety 
to behold tne introduaioii of the Ad- 
dington to the Dock, and to there be- 
ing no fence on the Tides ; but we are 
happy to ilate, that, To far as we have 
bwd, none took place ; there was no 
difbrder. nor the fiighceil circumltance 
to diniinifh the enjoyment of the day, 
the wcarhe** being the moll favourable 
poflible, without wind, duft, or fultry 
Ainfhine. 

The witer in the Dock extends in 
furface 82? 4C0 rquare feet, a: d in 
cubic feet (tlie depth being 15) con- 
tains 20,560 000.

-feript of the letter), Whether I was 
not accompanied to this country by the 
execrable wretch who adlually cut olF 
the head of the unfortunate Princefs 
de Lamballe j and whether this wretch 
is not lie'C in my fervice 
► My replies to thefe queftions are— 
Firft, That the death of Louis the 
XVlth was voted by the National Con- 
vention^ that I was not then, nor ever 
was, a Membei of the Convention $ 
and that of courfe 1 did not, nor could, 
iign his death-warrant. My anlwer, 
therefore, to this firft quefUon, is a 
dire^ and formal negative.

To the third qiieftion, I anfwer 
by declaring— That I was not accom- 
anitd to this country by the execra- 
le wi etch who cut off the head of the 
unfortunate Princefs 5 nor is, nor ever 
was (to my knowledge), fuch a peribn 
in m/ fervice. I am totally ignoiant 
of a* crime which could only have been 
committed by the nioft favage of man- 
kind. To this third queftion, there- 
fore, my reply is as pofitive a negative 
as I have given to the two firft quef- 
tions. 

I have thus repelled the charges 
brought againft me ; which, indeed, 
my deference and refpeft for the Eng- 
lim public have principally induced me 
to notice xn this way.

The fury of the flames was fo great* 
very little property could be laved. 
The premifes above-mentioned* with 
the^ exception of Mr. Tinkler's* are 
entirely deftroyed. Duriii? the Are* 
two Jew boys were deteaed in at- 
, tempting to cut the leathern hofe be- 
longing to the Baft India Company's 
en^rnes* when they were fecured and 
lent tp tbo Compter. Some villains* 
allb* disring the progrefs of the flames* 
got into Mr. Tinkler's houfe* under 
the ^etence!' of affording afliftance ;

mendous explofion, and killed fix men, 
who were at work therein, and three 
horfes. The fragments of the build 
i»ig were difperfed in thoufands of 
pieces over the adjoining grounds, and 
the niafly prefTes and mill timbers 
fplinleredanddifplaced in fuch a man- 
ner as to prefent a heap of ruins im- 
polTibie for words to deferibe } hut 
owing to the chofen fituation of the 
corning. milJs,and drying-ftoves, which 
were removed from the town after the 
dreadful accident in 1781, and the fur- 
ther judicious precautions of detach- 
ing the buildings from each other, 
railing banks of earth between fume, 
and furrouiiding others with ftrong 
hedges and plantations of wood, the 
dtftruclion has not extended beyond 
the pl.ice wJjere it begun j the windows 
of a heufe in Broad-ftreet, and a few 
at Mr. Crow’s, baker, in Weft-ftreet, 
being all the damage fuftained in Fa« 
verfliani ; which is fomewhat fmgular, 
as a great number of buildings adjoin- 
ing, and others much nearer, w'ere un- 
touched. 

The corning mills are timber build- 
ings,- of an oblong quadrangular form 
fomewhat like a barn, and covered 
with tiles, having four entrances 5 the 
jnteijj^l fpnee divided by two partitions 
fj^A^three compartments. The firll 
confains the prefles with their levers 
and capftan for prefliiig the powder 
into cakes ; which cakes being coarfely 
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from fiidlion or from any incautious 
of the workmen, as no fire is ever 
employed in this pait of the w orks, is, 
and ever muft remain unknown. The 
unfortunate fufferers by this calamity 
were, John Haftings, foreman, who has 
left a wife ; John Coveney, a wife antf' 
three children \ George Taylor, a w ife $ 
John White, a wife and five children 5 
William Tiiurfton, a wife and three 
children j and William Simmons, Un- 
married. Three of tl:e mcivwere found 
alive after the explofion, with every 
article of clothing to: 11 olF, their bo- 
dies fcorched black, and miferably la- 
cerated— they died, however, in a f§w 
minutes. Tw o others were difeovered 
among the ruins in a fimilar condition, 
deadj but William Simmons, whofe 
employ was with the mill horfes in that . 
part of the building which fet in mo- 
tion the machinery foiTifting^ bad his 
fiioulder and tliigh broken, and a dai.- 
geroiis wound upon his head, by tie 
falling of a piece of timber, but w. s 
not burnt ^he furvived nea-ly tv^o 
hours, during which he was pejfefl y 
colledled, knew Mr. Giraud the fui- 
geon, and anfwered feveial qutftior.s 
put to him relative to the accident, but 
could give no account of the caufe— he 
leemed perleftly lefigned, and fenlible 
th.at de.it h only could end his piefent 
fuffciings. John White had en- 
tered the mill only a few minuter, 
and Mr, Pledger, an ofticer belong- 
ing to the woilvS, had left it only 
ten ininutts before the exolofion. It 
was heard m.^ny milcb in every diiec- 
tion round the country, (biding forth 
an immenfc pilLar of ImoKe, fo high 
into the atmorpho-e, as to be fecn fi om 
the D.inc-john-hIll at Canteibury, 
where the found rcfembled that of a 
large pif'ce of ordnance. The pre- 
pi enufeswei-e fuppofed to contain abou^ 
ten birrels, or locolbs. of powder. 
One of the hoifes, otlierwil'e but little 
hurt, had a large fpllnter driven into 
his fkull fo fiilt that it could not be 
drawn out ; it was killed on the fol- 
lowing day. 

The widows and children of the 
H h woi k 
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workmen have the pay of their huf- 
bands and fathers continued to them 
for life ; Governments with a laudable 
humanity, adopting this rule in all 
cafes of a like nature. The hit explo- 
fion which took place, previous to this, 
was on Feb. 20, 17931 when about 40 
barrels of gunpowder, which were in 
one of the itoves in a marlh below the 
town, were blown up, and three men 
killed. 

The Lords of the Admiralty have 
direfted that an increafe of pay Aiould 
be granted to all the Warrant Oflicers 
in his Majeity's fervice. 

At a Naval Court Martial held on 
board the Centaur, in Hamoaze, Com- 
modore Danby, of the Spencer, Preii* 
dent, and J. Liddle, £fq.

Early in the morning Mr. Tolerton, 
of Flanlhaw-lane, near Wakefield, look- 
ing out of the window, obferved a man 
on the other fide of the read walhing 
his hands, and a light in the houfe of 
Elizabeth Smith, one of his neigh- 
bours, living oppofite. On his giving 
the alarm, the light was cxtingulfhed, 
and the man ran .avvay. Mr. T. then 
entered the Houle, and found Mrs. S. 
covered with blood, and writhing in 
the agonies of death. She was quite 
fpeechlefs, and fuivived but a few mi- 
nutes. From fo'.ne lufpicious circuni- 
ilances a young man about nineteen 
years of age was taken up. On his 
firft examination he iiatly denied the 
horrid event, but at length confefi’ed 
that he committed the murder in com- 
pany with R. Hcald, another young 
man in the neighbourhood.

— The plaintift' in this caiife 
was of a profeOion technically called a 
Nichiackiterian, that is, a dealer in all 
manner of curiofities, Inch as Egyp- 
tian mummies, Indian implements of 
war, arrows clipped in the poifon of 
the upas tree, bows, antique (hields, 
helmets, Sec. and was delcribed as 
pofieliing the fkin of the Cameleopard 
exhibited in the Roman amphitheatre, 
the head of the fpear tiled by King 
Arthur, and the biecch of the firlt can- 
non u/ed at the (ifge of Conllaiitinopies 
and, in (hort, of almolt every rarity 
that the molt ardent Virtuolo would 
\vi(h to polTels. The defendant was 
the executor of a widow lady of the 
name of Morgan, who, in the enjoy- 
ment of a confidorable ^fii^'tune, in- 
dulged her fancy, and amuied hcrfclf 
in collefting objeds of natural ar- 
tificial ciiriofity. She had bccn^qn“,;' 
in the habit of purchafing a variety ol 
rare articles of the plaintiff ; (he bad 
bought of him models of the Temple 
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lof Jerufalem and the Alexandrian Li- 
b ra i ^ a ifeecimen of the Type invent- 
cdoV^mnin, the Egyptian, and a 
genuinl^anufcript of the hrit play 
a6ted byVhefpifli and his Company in 
a waggon\ for all thefe (he had in her 
lifetime p\d moft liberally. It ap- 
peared alfAfhe had eredled a Maufo- 
leum, in wA^h her deceaf'ed hu(band 
was laid, and (he projected the d»o(it- 
ingherown remains, when death (nould 
overtake her, by the fide of him. The 
plaintiff was employed in fitting it up, 
and ornamenting it with a telfellated 
pavement ; this was iilfo paid for, and 
conftituted no part of the prefent de- 
mand. This a£lion was brought againft 
the defendant, her executor, to recover 
the fum of 40I. for Huffing and em- 
balming a bird of paradife, a fly bird, 
an orangoutang, an ichneumon, and a 
ciflTowary. The defendant did not 
deny that the plaintiff had a claim on 
the cHate of the deceafed, but he had 
let judgment go by default, and at- 
tempted merely to cut down the 
amount of the demand. The plaintilTs 
foreman, or afliftant, proved that the 
work had been done by the dire6lion 
of Mrs. Morgan, and that the charge 
was extremely reaibnable. On the 
contrary, the defendant's Solicitor con- 
tended that the charge was molt ex- 
travagant : he (la^|:;d, that the Mufeum 
of the decea(ed Virtuolb had been fold 
by public audtion, and including the 
models of the temple of Jerufalem and 
the Alexandrian library, the antique 
type,Thefpian manufeript, fpear-head, 
and every thing elfe (he had been all 
her life colleiiing, it had not netted 
more than iiol. As to the Huffed 
monkles and birds, which coniiituted 
the foundation of the plaintiff's claim, 
they fcarce had defrayed the expence 
of carrying them away ; they were ab- 
folute rubbi(h« plaintiff 's attor- 

ney 'replied, that his client’s labour 
was not to be appreciated by wlwt the 
objects of it produced at a common 
I'ale, attended, perhaps, by brokers, 
who were as ignorant as the Huffed 
animals they were purchafing. 

The Under (heriff obferved, that in 
matters of taHc the .intrinfic value of 
an article wa^ proper medium 

of a^ertaining the compenfafion due 
to ^e labour which produced it ; a 
^^uolb frequently expended a largo 
fuifn of money for what another in.in 
would kick out of his houfe as lumber. 
If Mrs. Morgan, who it was proved 


was a lady of fortune, wi(hed to aftnsib 
the gloomy hours of her widowhood 
by Huffing apes and birds, her executor 
was at leaH bound to pay the expenco 
(he had incurred, in indulging her 
whimfical fahey. He faw no reafon 
why a (ingle (hilling of the plainti(F'f 
demand Ihould be fub trailed. — The 
Jury accordingly gave a verdi6k for the 
plaintiff— Damages 40I. 

11. Some workmen who were em- 
ployed on the roof of a building in 
King's Bench Walk, in drawing up 
(heets of lead to the roof, carelefsly let 
fall a large (heet rolled up] which they 
had juH drawn to the top of the build- 
ing. This immenfe weight fell through 
the ceiling between the rafters upon a 
de(k below, at which a Gentleman was 
fitting, whofe head was Hruck by the 
lead, but owing to his having his hat 
on at the time, and the lead falling in 
rather an oblique diredVion, his life 
was preferved. The de(k was broken 
to pieces, and the building much 
fiiaken by the accident. 

At Union Hall, Southwark, Mary 
Robinfon was brought up on a charge 
of Healing little children, and (d ip- 
ping them of their frocks. The pa- 
rents of no lefs than five infants, of 
the ages of from three years to five, 
appeared againH this wretch 5 they 
proved the property in the frocks.— It 
appeared the prifoner ufed to feizc 
every opportunity of inticing children 
to her, and having carried them out 
of the neighbourhood, plundered them 
of their cloaths, which (he immediately 
pawned. The pawnbrokers identified 
the prifoner. One of them, from her 
fo repeatedly coming to him, fufpeft- 
ed her, and was the caufe of herap- 
prehenfion. — She w^as fully committed 
for trial. 

A fellow driving fome (heep in Li- 
verpool, a few days fince, one of theni 
took fright, and ran a confiderable dif- 
taxice before he could overtake it; 
having at lalt caught the poor animal, 
the monfler drew out his knife, and in 
a fit of fenfelefs rage cut off gne of its 
legs, and in that condition drove it 
back to the relt of the flock, fortu- 
nately there were many witnefles to 
the inhuman ac^, and meafurcs have 
been taken to bring the perpetrator to 
piiniihment.

15. An Indi^lment was/ preferred

It was brought to me, together with 
his log book, by a fellow palTengtr 
homewards, who unluckily had paid 
no attention to the ufe of the appara- 
tus, which was the more unfortumte, 
as our fr iend died nothin three leagues 
of land. 

“ It is a magnetic bill, floating in a 
bafoii of qiiickfilver. The ball is 
painted all over, to keep the quickfil- 
ver from penetrapfrgjihe pores, which 
might embamis the evolutions, which 
coaf/icr, I dare not deftroy to examine 
materials of the ball 5 but from its 
wright it mult be metallic, ye: it floats 
high in the fluid. Since he took it 
from this place, I perceive he has 
marked it with lines of longitude and 


latitude, like a geographical fphere. 
This, I prefurae, he has done on his 
voyage outward, the journal of which 
is likely left in America. But this 
which 1 pnflefs begins with the exaft 
point of latitude and longitude of Phi- 
ladelphia, and records the zenith of 
eveiy day as accurately as if he bad 
been all along on terra firma. In bed 
he told the Captain his diflance from 
the Coaft of Ireland to a minute, by 
looking at his machine. 

The properties of magnetifm are 
not yet fufdciently known, and they 
have heretofore been applied to ufe only 
in the form of the needle.

The 
rfleds of this ire, that your foup ivill 
be good, and that tin* fllh or flefh will 
be both found and agreeable to the 
talle.” This experiment has been 
tiied, and Ihould not be forgotten.

In the year 1799,3 Sele6l Committee 
of the Houfe of Commons was appointed 
to enquire into the ftate of the public 
records, and of fiich other public in- 
Itruiuents, rolls, books, and papers, as 
they fliould think proper j and to 
report to the Hoale the natme and 
condition thereof, together with what 
they Ihould judge fit to be done for the 
better arrangement, prelervatiun, and 
more convenient ul'c ol the fame. 
They agreed on their Report, which 
was ordered to be piiiued on the 
4th of July iSoo 5 wh reupoii the 
Houfe, on the nth of th»' fameo.onth, 
picfenTed an Addrefs to liis Maj.-fty, 
rcf fMnmending many important le- 
giilalion^ to be made in feveral of 
the public repofitones, and the print- 
ing of fuch records a* were the moft 
iiui**ort,-:n: ; befeechiiJj: hi:. Majcify to 
g'ice /uch diia^lion ' as he in his wif- 
dom fliOuld think fit, foi the better 
arrange’.nenr, prefei vation, and more 
convenient ufe of tlse faid recoids. 
On the J9rh of the fimie month, his 
Mij'fty iliaed his R.-^yal ( omminion 
tocertain ConimiUioners 'herein named, 
ftiithorizing them to cai ry into execu- 
tion the ineafiircs !ecoininendc<l by the 
Horde of Common^, n b.ecting the 
public records of tiie kingdom.. 


Mr. Aflle was confulted by the Com- 
mittee ill the whole cyurfe of their 
inquiries ; and,purfuant to their order 
of February 21, he, on the nth of March 
following, delivered *to them an able 
report of the nature and condition of 
the fevetal records preferved in the 
Tower. He alfo laid before the Com- 
mittee, in obedience to their orders, 
feveral other reports concerning the 
public records, which are printed in 
their Firft Report. See Pages 52, 68, 
496, 505. 

On the 4th of July 1800, the Seleft 
Committee came to the following Ke- 
fbliition : 

Refolded, 

" That the Thanks of this Commit- 
tee be given to Thomas Aftle, Efquire, 
Keeper of the Records in the Tower 
of London, and one of the Trullccs 
of the Britifh Mnfeum, &f. &:c. &c. 
for the veiy able and learned affiftance 
which lie has rendered to this Com- 
mittee throiighont the profecution of 
their inquiries : 

‘‘ And, 'Phat the Chairman of this 
Committee be rcquefled to communi- 
cate the fame.

“ Chairman.’* 

That thefe honoiirible marks of 
diftin6lion, domeflia^.u.d lorel^,n, have 
not been lightly earned, or unde- 
fen tdly bellowed, will be apparent in 
the fallowing brief enumcr.it’on of 
Mr. Aitlc's liierary labours, fo far as 
they have eoine to our knowledge.

logia, page 195. — Mr. A. lemarks that 
the t’ommuns weie fir'* fummo ’.'tl to 
the Parliament called by Leiceiier in 
oppofition to ilenty's demands. 
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In 17*4 he publiftied his great work, 
« On the Origan and Progrcfs of Writ- 
ing. as well Hieroglyphic as Element, 
ary. IllultratecL by Engravings taken 
from Marbles, Manufcripts, and Char- 
ters, ancient and modern. Alfo, 
Some Account of the Origin and Pro- 
greis of Printing a new edition of 
which, we underfland, is in prepara- 
tion, and will fpeedily be publifhed 

In the feventli volume of the Archae- 
olpgia, page 348, is a DifTertation by 
Mr. Artie, read before the Society of 
Antiquaries, January 13, 2785, on the 
radical Letters of the Pelafgians and 
their Derivatives. 

In 1789, the Society publifhcd two 
Engravings of a Reliquary in his pof- 
iertloii, laid to have been iormerly pre- 
ierved in the Abbey ot Malincfbury, 
with an Account of it by Mr. Altle. 
V, Monuinenia Veiurta, Vol. II. 

On the 3d of P'ebruary 1791, Mr. 
Attic’s Obfcrvations on a Cliarter of 
King Edgar were read at the Society, 
to invalidate the Authenticity of that 
Charter. Archajologia, Vol. X. 
p. 'i.yi. 

On the 17th of the fame month were 
read, Obtervations by Mr. Altle on 
another Ipunous Charter of that King, 
and printed in the lame volume. — 
Thefe Oblervations contain many 
curious fa6ts, autb^mticated by original 
documents in Mr. Altle’s invaluable 
colleclioii of Saxon charters, wills, and 
othc.- inrtruments. 

In 1792, the Council of the Anti- 
quary Society appointed a Committee, 
to coil lider of engraving fuch Seals of 
the King's Royal Boroughs, and Mag- 
nates ot Scotland, as had not before 
bem pubJiiiied \ with directions to 
feJecl iucli as, in their opinion, were 
moll worthy of attention. Many fu- 
rious Seals weie feleiled from original 
documents, which are engraven in five 
folio plates, and were publifhed in the 
Moiiumenra Vetulla, Vol. III. The 
iccords to which thefe Seals are appen- 
dant chietiy relate to public tranf- 
adions betw'eeii England and Scotland. 
They furnilh many new ySd important 
hiltorical and biograph^al fafts, and 
explain many partici/ars in our na- 


tional hiftory, which have been hitherta 
mifreprefented or not underftood. The 
records pretended to have been found 
in Scotland by John Harding, with a 
view to fhew the fuperiority of the 
Crown of England over that of Scot- 
land, are proved to be fpurious. 

On May 22, 1794, Mr. Attle hid be- 
fore the Antiquary Society a DifTerta^ 
tion on the Tenures, Cuftoms, 
of his Manor of Great Tey, in ElTex* 
K Archseologia, Vol. XII. p. 25. 

January 11, 1798, were read before 
the Society, Oblervations on Stone 
Pillars, Croffts, and Crucifixes, by Mr. 
Artie ; printed in the Archsologia, 
Vol. XIII. p. 208. 

February i8c2, Mr. Artie’s Remarks 
on the Anachronilms and Inaccuracies 
of our Writers, refpedling the Times 
of the AfTcmbling of Parliaments, and 
of the Dates of Treaties, Grants, Char- 
ters, and other Inrtruments, as well 
public as private, were read before tlie 
Society of Antiquaries. 

Few perfons, we believe, have, for 
the lart thirty years, written on the 
hillory, laws, coiirtitutton, and anti- 
quities of this country, without hav- 
ing been materially indebted to the 
liberal and obliging communications 
of this Gentleman } whofe difpofition 
to promote literary purfuits every one 
mult know that has the pleafure of his 
acquaintance ; and whole power to do 
fo no one can doubt who has been ad- 
mitted to an infpe^tion of his invaluable 
library ; perhaps the richelt, in point of 
curious and antient MSS. that can be 
found in tlie poffeirion of any private 
Gentleman in the kingdom. 

Mr. Altle, we underrtand, has had 
nine children, fix of whom are now 
living ; namely, Thomas, Senior Cap- 
tain in the Royal Bucks Regiment of 
Militia ; Philip, of Colne Park, EfTex, 
who for the polleflion of a confiderable 
elate changed his name to that of Hills j 
Edward, an Officer in the Exchequer ^ 
George, in the Navy, now or late com- 
manding a fquadron of his Majelty’i 
rtnps oft the Molucca Illands ; and two 
bighly-accompl i Ihed daughters .

T ACINI UM is a promontory near 
Croton in Itaiy. Its temple, 
which was dedicated to Juno, has 
been celebrated by hiftorlans and 
poets* CalTindra’s attention is more 
immedlatelv dire6led towards the fpot, 
on which this temple was afterwards 
built. She foretells that the ground, 
which extends ftom Lneinium's bay 
to the fummit of its clIfF, (hall be 

£ nted by Thetis with (hrubs ; and 
II be prefented by her to Juno. 
Here women, natires of the country, 
ihall be appointed to fuperintend thofe 
mournful rites, which (hall be infti- 
tuted to the memory of the fon of 
Thetis. Their drefs (hall be fuited to 
their office. They (hall not be fplen* 
didly attired ; but appear in the weeds 
of mouniers, employed in lamenting 
the death of Achilles. . The reafon, 
affigned for their not being decorated 
With gold and purple, is far from be- 
ing fatiafadory.

This would have been a good 
reafon, why they, thus conftantly em- 
ployed, ought never to have appeared 
gaily habited. The pafTage has cer- 
tainly not reached us as the poet 
wrote it. We may obferve here a 
change of tenfes from the future, as 
nv^sp above, to the prefent ^pippXroLPm 
But this change may be accounted 
for, . It is cudomary with perfons, 
who aifume the charyder of prophets, 
to fpeak of things future as prefent ;

ROUBILLIAC, THE SCULPTOR* 

This artift, when h^ flrft came to 
England, worked, as 1 have been in. 
formed, for Carter. He had been here 
but a fhort time before a circumflance 
happened which, combined with his 
genius, laid the foundation of hts future 
fortune. , 

Being one evening at Vauxhall, he, 
as he was returning, found a pocket- 
book, which he took to his lodgings, 
and, upon examination, di (covered it 
to contain a great number of Bank 
notes, and other valuable papers. This 
book he cither immediately advertifed, 
or took fuch other means to afeertain 
the owner, as were attended with fuc- 
cefs. The Gentleman who had loft 
this property, pleafcd with the inte- 
grity of the Sculptor, and (truck with 
his genius, of which he exhibited fpe* 
cimens, not only gave him a coniider- 
able remuneration, but promifed to 
patronife him through life ; which pro- 
snife he a^ually performed. Under 
his aufpices, as I have allb been in- 
formed, Roubilliac took the houfe in 
St. Martin's- lane, in which he reflded 
till his deceafe, and, afTifted by him, 
he was enabled, at the beginning of 
his career, to undertake fome of thofe 
ipvat works which have not only inde- 
fmly damped his fame as a Sculptor, 
blit have contributed to raife the cre- 
dit of the £ngli(h School, which, from 
the time of Bernini, had, by thofe 
immenfe monumental piles of diftor- 
tion, and littlenefs which the woiks

STAVELEY, THE BARBER* 

This man, who kept a (hop in Wych- 
flreet, was fo much the type of Mr. 
Murphy's Baiber in The Upholfterer, 
that many were inclined to think that 
the ingenious Author, who has in his 
pieces fo accurately copied tlieabfurdi. 
ties of nature, and foundet! his dime 
upon that fpecies of humour which 
is derived from eccentricity of cha- 
rafler, rather than upon individual 
buffoonery, had him in his eye when; 
he wrote the farce in which Razor 
makes fo confpicuous a figure ; for 
certain it is, that there was a ftrong 
charaderiftical coincidence betwixt 
the real and fiffitious Baibers, as will 
be obvious if (after invoking the^e- 
nius of Plutarch) I can finifh my pa- 
raUel to my fatisfaVlion. 

Like friend Razor, poor Stayeley's 
appetite for news was lb great, that 
he had by it been driven to infanity, 
and, when recovered, ** could not deep 
at times for thinking of his counti y.'* 
This inordinate denre to learn what 
was doing above Jf airs ^ as he termed it^ 
ufed lo roufe him at an early hour,

his country, that he was literally Vox

hute to his memory is (if it may be fo 
termed) all the reward be ever ob* 
tamed, he continued his labours to the 
Lilt.

fallk In the ume manner, if the mer- 
cury falls very Sow, with much ram, 
rifes foon, but falls again in a day 
or two, with lain, a continuance of 
bad weather may be feared. If the 
fecond fall docs not bring much rain, 
but the mercury rifes gradually pietty 
high, it prognoiiicates fettled good 
Weather of forne continuance. When 
a heavy rain has fallen upon the mer- 
cury's Anking, and its continuing ftca- 
diJy low, the weather is fometimes 
fair, and promifes well ; but no pru- 
dent farmer (hould truft to fuch ap- 
pearances. Theie is indeed a caution 
of this kind, which the pooreft may 
profit by. When the mercury n^cs 
high in the birometer, the air fucks 
up all the moilture on the furface of 
the earth, even though the (ky be over- 
calt, and that is a fure fign ot fair wea- 
ther j but if the eirth continues moilt, • 
and water itands in (hallow places, no 
trull (hould be put in the clearelt iky, 
for it is in this cafe deceitful* 


celeftial, the eifeSls would betiaivesw 
fally the ferae, except where varied' Itfr 
the fituations with legard to 
mountains, &c. As this U not the 
cafe, the cauies muft probably be 
fought for in the earlili. This opinion 
is favoured by the obfervations o# 
miners, who have been generally fen- 
Ab^e of fonie prognuAicating circizm* 
ftances in mines, befoie any change of 
the wcither appeared in the air. 

Even the limited fore -knowledge, 
which is poipted out above, would be 
of fervicc ; foi inftance, at t'lat feaibii 
of the year, whe'n it would be ofeonfe- 
derable advantage to judge wlten hay 
ftiould be cur, with a profpeft of fair 
weather to make it ; and at all fcafonf 
of the year, in order to get ready every 
thing ncceAaiy for carrying into exe- 
cution the works ufual in every (ea- 
fon. 

Mr, Du Hamel has very judlcioiiAy, 
added to his journals of the weather^ 
an account of the Rate of all the vege- 
tables or animals ufefut in the farm ; 
or, what is the lame, of the effeds of 
the weather on them. 


The ebatader of the feafons is lefs 
fteady at the equinoxes, and moie re- 
giilar during the intermediate months. 
Thofe who favour the celeAul influ- 
ence on the Jtmofpherc, think, that 
the changes of tbe weather are much 
regulated by the Moon's place in the 
zodiac, or by her fituation with regard 
to the Sun i but obfervation has not 
yet alcertaiiied any thing on this head. 

Wliatever the cauies of the changes 
in the weather, or, what is nearly the 
feme, in the motion of the quitklilvtr 
in the baiometer, may be, whether 
ccleltial or terrclfrial, their elfcclsate 


The ancients hive obferved, that the 
early or late arrival of birds of palTige 
indicate the nature of the approaching 
feafon 5 whether it will be early or late, 
feveieor mild.

In all places nearly on the level with the fea, rain may 0^ expefled fvhen the quick- 
filter falls below thirty inches. This points out one caulXof the mon, frequent rains 
jn lofty fituations than in low champaign countries. ThiK double tli^' '^Clu'ty 
rain falls at Townly-hall, in Lancafluie, that docs at Lond^. N

with a fail of the barometer, its tffeM is much more extenfivrr^ And here J mult 
mention an oofe-vation which 1 have often feen verified, viz. that wlS^n the quickfiiver 
falls very low, the weather continuing mild and the wind moderateis^ violent jtorm 
happens at that time in fome diftant place: this accounts for a falfe prdgtrsfjjrTtliat 
the baremeter has been often unjuiily charged with.

Aufterity of manners i^rikes at the 
root of every focial pleafiire : nffabi- 
Jity,on thecontrary» not only heijfhtcns 
the charms of friendihip, but wins, by 
an irrefiilible iiiipulfe, the admiration 
of our inferiors, the confidence of our 
equals, the favour of our fuperiors, 
and the affe^lions of even our enemies. 
Thechurl, whatever may be the endow- 
ments of his mind, or the fierlina: vir- 
tues of his heart, will find it difficult to 
obtain accef* to our ellcem j while the 
artful knave, under the femblance of 
good humour, will frequently impofe 
upon our credulity, and betray us into 
the l»»ent firire. 

Bat notwiihihinding thefe advan- 
tages to be derived from a courteous 
cfiTpolition, yet there are many who 
are more deiirous of commanding our 
admiration than of gaining our affec- 
tions, who Avaliow the fpecious bait of 
cringing adulation with eagernefs, but 
elfeem the familiarities of friendfhip 
degrading to their dignity. But fuch 
forget, that though we may venerate 
the lufire of difiinguifhed talents and 
profourd erudition, or the jntnnfic 
value of tinfported integrity, flill thefe 
eminent qualities become doubly at* 
tradlive, uhen there is Aiperadoed a 
pliancy of difpofition, wliich adapts 
itfelf icafonably to the inclinations of 
others. He who thus fpiirns the reci- 
procal obligations of friendihip, facri- 
fices at the altar of his own felf- 
iinpoitance fonie of the moft pure of 
all thole enjoyments that counter- 
balance the milciies of human life. 

But here I would wifli to didinguidi 
between good-humour and that fervile 
obfeq iioufiiefs which acquiefees in 
evety polition that is advanced, how. 
ever abfurd or untrue. This may be 
invariably confidered as a proof eithf;r 
of weaknefs or duplicity. He who 
regularly coincides w'ith us in matters 
of opinion may, perhaps, be an object 
of our pity rather than our contempt. 
But when we obferve that any one con- 
firms us in every afTcrtion, however 
notoriuiilly inaccurate, we cannot be 
tpo inuch upon our guard j in every 
f(l|atcnce which he delivers, we may 
with re f.»a fufpeef the ftratagem of 
defigning hypocrify. The niojl unfor- 
tunate fport of nature can fecern truth 
from falfehood. 

Thole who arc cntrulted with the 


fuperin tendance of youth fiiould be 
particularly careful in forming the ten* 
der difpofition, in encouraging every 
thing which tends ^ affability and 
focial pleafantry, aitd checking every 
difordcrly inclination. Thatmiitaken 
fondnefs which gratifies every with is 
extremely prejudicial to the real intereil 
of youth. Caprice will be matured 
into pcevifhnels, and peevifhnefs will 
foon lead to habitual afperity. When 
the child is removed from the arms of 
the doting parent, bis wifhes will in* 
creafe with his years $ but in vain will 
be look for that immediate gratification 
of them to which he has been accuf* 
tomed. The forced tear, or the mo- 
mentary pet, once the price of the moit 
iihreafonable whim, he will now find to 
his forrow to be of no avail in a fphere 
wheie his pleafuie is no longer con - 
fiilted in preference to that or othcis. 
If we attend him into the world, we 
fhall here fee every forrow exacerbated 
by the teftineis of his own difpofition. 
We dial] find him difpleafecl with others 
and with liimfelf, and (ball obferve the 
crofles, which occur to him in common 
with his fellow-creatures, revenged 
upon his unoffending family, not be- 
caufe they have in any degree contii- 
buted to his iineafinefs, but becaufe 
they cannot refifi: his power. Many 
of his griefs may bf traced to tliefouice 
of exceflive indulgence in early life. 
Had he been taught that he Ihould 
confider himfclf as on a level with tnofe 
around him, that he had no right tp 
excrciie any grcatei authoi ity, or fofter 
more buoyant expectations, than otlu r , 
he would not lo frequently have felt 
the tort uics of intuited pride and dif- 
appointtd hope. It fliould alfo be the 
care of the guardians of the rifing ge* 
ner.Jt’bn to difcourage every appearance 
of fuben gloominefs. I do not mean to 
recondhieiKl that fi ivolous tui n whicli 
is too Vjenei ally prevalent in the pre- 
fentaff', but that k^ppy medium whicli 
exittsT^itween the\madnefs of miith 
and theXiurofenefs ff melancholy, that 
delightful habit of fnind which is well 
calculare(f to endeaN^ur fbciety to our 
friends, and roarm us^ttrfillHjiyiOwcr 
of thofc trivial misfortunes whic^very 
day befall us. 

It is certain, that the difpoudo^j 
although its general outlines are laid 
down at firfl, may neverihelefs beacon- 
liderably knprovcct by attention;^ 
greatly corrupted by negledtl For this 
icafoii it fliould be the lludy of o\ir 

jnatuixr 
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xuatvr«r war^ to fiipply {he defers 
our early Idupation, ail$ oyefcome the 
failings of ou^ature^ to fupprefs with 
vigilance ever^udden rifing of anger, 
and every internperate Tally of malevo- 
lence, and to acquire a habit of facility 
and complacency. Though the talk 
may at firit be difficult and irkfonie, yet 
our labour will Toon be amply com- 
penfitcd by the important advantages 
which vrill refult from it. 

The harmony otTociety is frequently 
interrupted by a captious difpofition, 
and the happinefs and the good opi- 
nion oT a friend not uncommonly for- 
feited for the fake of a paltry joke. 
Pcrfonal illiberallty is too often fubiti- 
tuted for argument, and farcadic feve- 
rity for vivacity j too often he who 
cannot convince by his ability will 
confute by his impudence. But no 
talent is more unprofitable, or more 
dangerous, than that which only ferves 
to make our companions alternately 
the objects of ridicule. The fprightly 
flying, althougli it may at firit give 
birth to merriment, will foon be dripped 
of every charm, and will be remembered 
-with iiidirference ; whild the acrimoni- 
our. (pint that dilated it will, like the 
rubbifh that has been carried down by 
the current of the title, be left behind ; 
aiicl when coolly and maturely difeuded, 
will not fail to excite oiir contempt. 

For my own pJrt, I know of nothing 
better calculated to promote cheerful- 
nefsand good humour than a confeiouf- 
nels of Innocence. When a man is 
dung by bitter rcniorfe for the pad, 
and overwhelmed by the painful anti- 
cipation of the future, a certain glooini- 
nt is and TourneTs of temper will be the 
natural conlequcnce. but if he is able 
to review his life with fatisfa^ion, and 
to look forward with pious tonfidence 
to the momentous dediny oj futurity, 
the little trials of tins worjfa will not 
didnrb the lercnity of hi^mind, but 
the lightncTs oWiis heart ™l be mani- 
fed upon everf occafion. jllis conver- 

g not edged \«th the witty 
ever, not ^^nt the fport- 
cy or ih i jed of iuno- 
delighlful frame of Ins 
^e an effedl upon thofe 
with him 5 it will fbften 
of miCmthropy and Tuf- 
pend the forrows of didrefs. 

, In the charafler of Belinda w'e have 
.^a driking in dance of the deplorable 
effe^h of ill humour. Her heart was 
not without integrity, her mind not 


without drength i and her fphere ia 
life was that of profperity and abnnd* 
ance. With thefe advantages, it may 
reafpnably be fuppofed, that (be was 
happy in herfelf, and endeared to thofe 
around her. But the fretfulnefs of her 
difpolition robbed her of every plea- 
fure which ihe might otherwife have 
enjoyed, and rendered her ibciety 
almolt .infupportable to the deared of 
her friends. In difeuffing any a 6 fion, 
(he fought to find fault rather than be 
pleafed j and would carefully pafs over 
every excellency to lay hold of fome 
circumiiance which (he might diiiort 
and reprednt as deferving of animad« 
verfion. What (he would have done 
herfelf in a fiinilar fit nation (he would 
condemn in others, and would fre* 
quently withhold the expreffion of her 
wiil^ U ll (lie (hould be left without a 
pretext for abufe. The mod trifling 
mi flake (he would exaggerate into a 
ferious fault ; and w'here (he could 
not cenTure, (lie would not, however, 
commend. She accounted heiTelf the 
molt unfortunate of women in the 
indifference of her hutband, the un- 
tovvardly diTpoTition of her children, 
and the worthleffhefs of her fervants g 
and was wont to exprefs her furprife, 
that whild the economy of other fami- 
lies was conduded with regularity and 
harmony, the affairs of her houfhold 
(hould never be without fome caqie 
for complaint.

ON THE SIZE OF CATTLE. 

BY SIR JOHN SINCLAIR. 


Tt Is difficult to lay down any general 
* rule for the fir^ of cattle, as lo much 
Bfiuft depend on the nature of the paf- 
tore, and on the means which the gra- 
sier has for ultimately fattening them \ 
aor has it yet been proved, by deci/ive 
and repeated experiments, whether the 
large or fmall fized pay beft for the 
food they eat. The experirricnts ought 
to be made witli fimilar breeds, but of 
different fizes, and the particulars to 
afeertain are, whether it do not require 
a much greater quantity of food, 1. 
to rear a great ox than a fmall one $ a. 
to feed him when working ; and, 
to fatten him afterwards. A large calf 
certainly requires more milk than a 
imall one j but if it pay as well for 
what it confumes, or grow in pro* 
portion to what it takes, there is no 
objeAion, on that account, on the 
fcore of profit j nor if a large ox eat 
more, provided he work proportion- 
ally more, than a fmall one. In regard 
to fattening, the experiments of Lord 
Egreinont are rather favourable to the 
opinion, that fattening ilock do not 
cat in proportion to th.'nr weight, but 
that a fmall ox, when kept in a ftalf, 
will e:^ proportionally more, without 
fattening quicker, than a large one. 

Without pronouncing dccifivcly on 
a queftion fo much contefted, as whe- 
ther large or fmall cattle ought to be 
preferred (which will require, indeed, 
a great number of expei imcnts finally 
to determine), I (hall endeavour fiiortly 
to fum up the arguments made ufe of 
on either fide. 

In favour of final), or nioderate- 
Iszed cattle, it is contended, 1. That a 
large animal requires proportionally 
more food than two fmailer ones of 
the fame weight, a. That the meat of 
the large animal is not fo fine grained, 
and confequently docs not afford fiich 
delicate food. 3. That large animals 
are not fo well calculated for general 
confumption as the moderate-fized, 
particularly in hot weather. 4. That 
large animals poach paffures more than 


fmall ones. 5. That they arc not fo 
a6tive, confequently not fo fit for 
working. 6. That fmall cows, of the 
true dairy fort, give proportionally 
more milk than large ones. 7. That 
fmall oxen can he fattened with grafs 
merely, whereas t-ke large require to 
be fiall fed, the expence of which ex- 
haufts the profits of the farmer. 8. 
That it is much eaficr to procure welU 
fhaped and kindly-feeding llock of a 
fmall fize than of a large one. 9. That 
fmall fized cattle may be kept by many 
perfons, who cannot afford either to 
purchafe or to maintain large ones ; 
and, lalfly, If any accident happen to a 
fmall-fized aniin^, the lols is lels mate- 
rial. 

In favour of the large-fized, it is, 
on the other hand, contended, i. That 
without debating whether from their 
birth till they arc flaughtered the large 
or the fmall ox cats moft for its fize, 
yet that, on the whole, the large one 
will ultimately pay the farmer as well 
for the food it eats. 2. That though 
fomc hrge oxen arc coarfe-grained, 
3^et that, where attention is paid to the 
b*'ccd, the large ox is as delicate food 
as the fmall one. v That if the fmall- 
fizcd be better calculated for the con- 
fumption of private families, of vil- 
lages, or of fmall towns, yet that the 
large ox ij fitter for the markets of 
large towr„s, and in particular of the 
metropolis^ 4. Even admitting that 
the flefh ofvhe fmall-fized ox is better 
when cateiiWrcfh, yet meat of the 
large-fized V unqiieftiSaably better 
c.i)culated foAfalting, a molt effential 
object in a maritime and commercial 
countiy $ for the thickeftV^ef, as CuU 
ley jultly remarks, by 
juices when faked, is the befi calculat^ 
for long voyages. 5. That the h»He cjF 
the large ox is of infinite confequence 
in various manufaflures. 6. That 
where the pafiure.*; are good, cattle will 
increafe in fize without any particular 
attention on the part of the brectier i 
which proves that large cattle are the 

proper 
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proper for fuch paftures. 

That the Irt of fattening cattle by oll- 
cake. See. been much improved 

and extende^ythe advantage thereof 
would be loft, ^Icfs large oxen were 
bred, fmall ones can be fattened 
merely with grafs and turnips ; and, 
laftly, That large cattle are better cal- 
culated for working than fmall ones in 
the plough or carr. 

Such are the arguments generally 
made ufe of on both Tides of the quei- 
lion I from which it is evident, that

much muft depend upon pafture, tafte* 
markets, See. But, on the whole, 
though the unthinking multitude may 
admire an enormous bullock, more re- 
fembling an elephant than an ox, yet 
the intelligent breeder (unlefs his paf- 
tures be ol a nature peculiarly forcing) 
will naturally prefer a moderate fize for 
the ftock he rears ; or, perhaps, may 
adopt that plan of breeding, accord- 
ing to which, the males are large and 
ftrong, and the females of a final 1 fixe, 
yet not unprodudtlve to the dairy.

COM£ days abfence from home, with a 
^ levere cold lince my return, had 
delayed iny acknowledgment of yours. 

1 natter myfelf with the hopes of fee- 
ing an anfwer to the book mentioned 
#n my former, formed on the fcheme 
you propofe. I think it would be a 
thorough vindication of chriftianity, fo 
far as the objedkions urged by Mr. 
Collins require. But I muft take the 
liberty of urging one particular ob- 
jedfion to the authority of the Old 
Teftament, under the hca<l of Mo- 
ralitys, not only approved, but faid to 
be commanded by /liod j which I know 
not how to remove ; and yet if not 
removed, it feenis to enter into the 
very foundation of the jewilh Hate j 
J mean, the command to extirpate the 
Canaanite^, and to icize on their lands 
and pofTeilions. 

I have learnt from yourfelf this Ihort, 
and, I think, conclufive way of reafon- 
ing, that moral obligations uecefTarily 
rcfult from the nature of thi^s, and 
become the eternal laws of rwht and 
wrong, of good and evil ; whici, there- 
fore, do not depend on arbi^ary de- 
termination, cven^f the Supjjtme Be- 
ing j that therefevre nothing An be re- 
ceived as a command fromJGod that 
requires us to break in jtpon thefe 
moral obligatiorj founded on the rela- 
tion w' c J^n djn to our fellow reafbn- 

^w, in fac>, the Canaanites had 
nS^wjtfMided the Jews, or done any 
a^on by which they could be deemed 
in a ftate of war with that nation. 
On the contrary, the ancelkors of the 
had been well iifbd by, and lived 
in iriendfliip with, them. 


I acknowledge that God, as Supreme 
Governor of the World, may difpofeof 
focieties of mankind as he pleafes i 
and when they become extremely vi- 
cious and corrupt, he may juftly era- 
dicate them. But then, I think it 
muft be done either by his own imme- 
diate power, or the interpofition of 
foreign fpirits his minifters, or of ma- 
terial caufes diredked by his will. But 
the force of my objeiHon lies here, 
that all the feveral bodies or focieties 
amongft men being mutual obligations 
of jultice and goodnefs towards each 
other, one focieiy cannot, on pretence 
of a command from God, break in 
upon the being or rights of another 
fociety, from whom they have never 
received any injury. 

This, Sir, is my objefkion in its full 
force. I ihould be extremely glad to 
have your Icntiments upon it, after 
you have viewed the fubjedk in all its 
lights.

•T'His excellent Eftablifhment, which 
has produced fomc great fcholars, 
and ranks among the Hrltr public femi- 
naries in the kingdom, was founded In 
the reign of Elizabeth, by Mr. John 
Lyon, a wealthy yeoman of the hamlet 
of Preflon, in this parifh. 

In the Harleian MSS. In the BritiHi 
Mufeum, mi. is recorded the patent 
granted by the Queen, in the fourteenth 
year of her reign, to John Lyon, im- 
powering him to ereft and endow a 
Free Grammar School within tlie vil- 
lage of Harrow, and afterwards ap- 
pointing fix dilcreet and honelt men to 
beGovernours of the poflcfHons, reve- 
nues, and goods of the faid fchool } 
(viz.) Gilbert Gerrard, Efq. the At- 
torney Generali, Wm. Gerard, Gent. 
John Page of Wemley, Tho. Page of 
Sudbury- Court, TIvo. Reddingof Pin- 
ner, and Richard Edlyn of Wood hall, 
in the parifh aforefidd ♦. And in cafe 
of death or default of any of thefe fix 
Govei nours, the letters patent make it 
lawful for the Bifhop of London for 
the time being to choofe and appoint 
ocher fitt perfon nr perfons within the 
parifh aforefaid, into the place or places 
of fuch keepers and Govern ours as 
occafion fhall require. Alfothat they 
lha)) have power of choofing a proper 
znaller or ufher of the Paid fchool. 

In the fame manuPeripe we alPo find 
orders, flatute^,’and rules fett forth the 
i8th of January, in the 33d of Eliza- 
beth, by the Paid Jolm Lyon, to be

When it was received at Foirgno, it 
hras in fuch a date of deterioration that 
the Commifiartes of the Arts in Italy 
kefifated whether they ought to fend it 
|o Paris, nor did they determine upon 
lifendijig it until they had fixed together 
ike Ihvf nd parts of the pifture which 


were broken, by means of pieces of 
gauze paded on the fnrface. Befides 
this injury, the white wood, of about 
thirty-two inches in thicknefs, on 
which the pi6ttiie wrs painted, had 
a cleft of about ten in width at its 
fuperior extremity, which defeended 
ftom the centre, aiminifhing progief-i 
lively to the left foot of the Infant 
Jefus I on each fide of the fraflure the 
wood was bent A great number of 
fitales werealr^y detached, and more% 
over the painting was pricked in many 
parts. 

It was time to think of 6ving this 
valuable pifture from the ruin which 
threatened it, and the Adminiltration 
decided thatitihould be taken ofiT, be« 
ing well convmced that it could only 
be refixed upon another ground. But 
as a religious refpef^ would not permit 
an operation of this importance, parti- 
cularly when applied to a piAure of 
Raphael, they requeued the Minifter 
of the Interior to invite the National 
Inftitute toappoint from its own bofom 
a Committee to make a Report on the 
;£led Reftoration, in order to tran- 

S iize timorous perfons, or filence 
i of bad fakh, and above all, to 
render public operations the moft Am- 
ple, ami far diftant from Charlatinifm 
and juggling. 

This CommifiioR wis compofed of 
Citizens Guiton and Bertbolet, Chy- 
mifts, and Citizens Vincent and Tab- 
nai. Painters. 

^ They agreed with the Adminiftra- 
tjon as to urgent neceffity of tak* 
ing off the picture. The following are 
the operations. which followed. 

The furfacd'being rendered fmooth, 
a piece of gauze was fpread over the 
piaure. Citizen Hacquin <cut feveral 
little tienches in the wood at fome dif- 
tance from each other, which were con- 
tinued from the Superior extremity of . 
the centre to the place where the ground 
of the wood prmated a furiace more 

Itrmgbt. 
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jflniglit* F.: then introduced into the 
trenches fit ^pieces of wood, and co- 
vered the wKvB^furface with wet linen, 
which he was caVeful to renew. The 
a^ion of the fmlll pieces of wood, 
fwelled by the humidity againft the 
foftened wood of the picture, forced 
it to refume its firft form, the two 
edges of the cleft approached, and the 
Arcift introduced iome Itrong glue to 
unite the two feparated parts j he then 
anplied crofs bars of oak to preferve 
tne picture, whilft diying, in the form 
whicb.it bad taken. 

The drying proceeding flowly, the 
ArtiR applied a iecond gauze on the 
firft, ant^iueccilively two thects of peper 
of a ^ngy fubftanoe. 

This preparation beiugdry, he turned 
the pi^ure on a table, and proceeded 
with great care to (epanite the wood ott 
which the pii5turt was paufited. 

The drft operation wa$ executed by 
means of two (awi^ of which the one 
Worked perpendicularly Md the other 
horizontally s he then ufed ^lane, and 
afterwards another of a different con<* 
itru^ion. until the wood was reduced 
to the thicknefs of a common fbeet of 
pajier. 

In this ftate the wood wit fuccef&vely 
;noiftened# by compartments, with pure 
water, until the ArtiR was enabled to 
feparace the pieces with care by the 
point of a knife. i 

Citizen Hacquin, after having taken 
off the whole unprcflion to the pafte on 
w'hich the pt£hire was paint^, and 
above all the maltics which in former 
reiiorations bad been thought neceflary, 
difeovered the hrit fkcech of Raphael. 

In order to render the painting more 
yielding, lie moUIcned it with cotton 
dipped inoil| and afterwards, by means 
Of wax, moiftened with oiif took off 
the imprcflion f rom'the pade, ax^d fixed 
it by means of a Toft brufir. 

After tliree months drying, a gauze 
was patted on the imprefiion in oil, 
and over that a fine linen cloth. 

When the cloth was dry, the pidure 
was detached from the table and turned, 
in order to take away the gauze and 
papers firft applied with witet. This 
operation being done, be proceeded to 
fmootb the inequalities upon the fur* 
face, which proceeded from the ftrink* 
ing of differetit parts. For this pur- 
pofethe Artift applied fueceffively, on 
the inequalities, a drong palte,and hav* 
ing placed apiece of paper on the moiiU 


ened part, he applied a hot kpn | and* 
on the part which had (hrunk, b^ 
which they were returned to their 
ginal fiupe, but not till he had diih 
covered, by infallible means, the de« 
gree of heat which the iron ought to 
poil'eA before it was permitted to ap» 
proach the pidure. 

We have feen that he lud fixed the 
painting, difembarrafTed fiom its im« 
preifion, on the jialte, and all otbe^ 
foreign AibiUnces, on an imprefiion in 
oil, and tint he had reiiored to^ a 
fmooth form the fiirunk parts of its 
furface ; but the cikf/ d'^ruvre dill re* 
maintd to be done, namely, to fix the 

f i£luie foltdly upon a new ^"ound. 

or this purpofe he difengaged the 
gaute, w^kh had been^ provifbrily 
placed on the imorefiton, added a new 
coat of oxide of lead apd pil,. applied a 

S uzo^ rendered very hippie, and upon 
at placed another preparation ot lead 
and an unbleached cloth cut in one 
piece, and impregnated, on the exte* 
rior furface, with a refinous mixture, 
on which was fixed a fimiiar cloth fixed 
In a frame. The body of the picture, 
dirembarrafied from what bad been pre- 
vioitfiy placed on It, and furnithed 
with a new ground, was then appUed, 
with exaftneis, to the cloth, impreg* 
nated with the reiinous fubfiance, 
avoiding evety thing that might injure 
it by a too great or unequal extenfion, 
and forcing ail the points of its extent 
to adhere to the cioth fixed in the 
frame. By this procefs the pi«3ure was 
incorporated with a bale more durable 
than the firft, and lortihed againlt tbofe 
accidents which had prod etc jd its dete* 
rioratioxi, fince it has been linaljy re» 
ftored, which is the objeft ot the 
fitcond part of this Report. 

This Iecond opeiation. which wo 
will call Pkkufelque Reftoration, 
confidjtd by the Adminiliration to Citi» 
zen Reefer, to whom we are indebted 
for the reparation of the moft valuable 
pictures, and whofe luccels multiplies 
the motives for confidence. The Com* 
mifiaries, after having pointed out the 
procefs employed for this purpofe, de* 
Clare, that it is as perfe^ as ic was poi^ 
fible to defire, and thus conclude tbeic 
interetting Report. 

** We felicitate ourieives on having 
at length Ihen this ch^ d'cewvri of tlio 
immortal Raphael reftored toexiftence, 
in all Its primitive beauty, and by fiscli 
means ns leave no room to fimr the

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itturki ef accidents, whofe ravages

•* Fiavels in Upper and Lower Egypt, 
by boNNiNi,” on which we heitowed a 
very ample inveliigacion in our Literary 
Journal for the months of February, 
March, and April 1800, Vol. XXXVII. j 
that fome of our Readers, at the firit 
glance, will be apt to exclaim— What, 
more travels in Egypt ! to which we 
may readily reply— Yes, Gentlemen I 
and we lincereJy hope, as well for your 
information as for your rational amuJe- 
ment, fhele will not be the lad. The 
Paris PreJs has furniJhed employment 
for our TraniUtors, Printers, En- 
gravers, and BoukJellers ; and we truft 
we may yet exptdl from ibrae of our 
own countrymen, who eitlier as com- 
panions to, or Oiticers in, our gallant 
army in Egypt, had equal opportuni- 
ties of exploring this wonder! ul coun- 
try, one or more original works of 
equal merit with the labours of the 
ingenious ami afllduous French writers 
above-mentioned, whofemafterly per- 
formances arc at once an honour and 
an ornament to polite literature. 

It will be recollected by the conJlant 
patrons of our Magazine, that Sojiiiini's 
travels commenced in the year 17/3, 
and ter^nated in 1780, when he le- 
turned to France ; theJe data mult 
aWb be the guides to thofe readers who 
wiJhto makecomp.iriJbns,and to attend 
to the connexion of the two works. 
Both Authors travelleil over great part 
of the fame ground j tlicir dcici iptions,

therefore, of particular places, and the 
lubjcds they feleftcd for engravings, 
will in fome inltances Jb perteftly ac- 
cord with each other, that no novelty, 
and but little variety, will be found, 
in thole inftances, by the readers of 
the prtJent work 5 bur in other refpefts 
it will appear to polfefs confiderabJe 
advantages over the former. 

Deiion embarked from Toulon for 
Egypt in the month of May 1798, 
and arrived at Alexandria the latter 
end of June following : here, then, 
IS a lapfe of time, no lets than eighteen 
years, which alone conjtitutes a mate- 
rial diJference in the delcription of 
the ftate of the country, at the former, 
and at the latter period ; to which miift 
be added, the two years employed in 
new difeoveries and refearches. To 
the prelent Author, therefore, we are 
indebted for the molt recent account ■ 
of the aiuiquities, curiolities, and in- 
ternal circumibnees of E^pt, the 
journal of his travels ending only in 
the year 1800. “ An eye-witnefs of 
the military operations of Bonaparte, 
and prote6ted in his excurfions by aii 
eibort of French ibldiers, he had the 
moll bvourable opportunities of exa- 
mining thofe Itupeiuious remains, and 
eternal documents of the ancient civili* 
zatioii of the country, to which its 
then un fettled Jlate had denied a peace- 
able ad million. Hence, the work con- 
tains an agreeable mixture of incident 
and defcriptioii ; and Citizen Denon 
not being a (bldier by profeflion, and, 
therefore, not hardened to the atroci- 

N n tiei 
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ties of vrar, has, notwithftanding hjs 
natural partiality towards his country- 
men, and his perfona^egard for many 
of the Chiefs in the ^pedition, given 
a faii*er account, of the tieatment which 
the natives underwent from their in - 
vaders, than we are likely to receive 
from any ptlicr quarter j and, indeed, 
by accompanying the diviiion of the 
French army, which was defined, un- 
der General Peiaix, to achieve the 
conquelt of Upper Egypt, he became 
the foie modern hiftonan of that won- 
derful region, and on that account his 
narrative is of peculiar value. 

The tade and found judgment of 
Bonap.^rte was on no occahon more 
eminently difpiayed than in his felec- 
tion of Denon to accompany the troops 
in this expedition } for being both an 
artift and a man of letters, the remains 
of the architeflurc, the fculpture, and 
the paintings of the Egyptians, were 
the principal objcfts of his attention ; 
and thefe he has defcribed, both by 
words and with his pencil, fo as to 
render them highly interelting to all 
thofe who feel any curiofity about a 
nation, from whom ancient Greece de- 
rived her fublimcft philofophy, and 
which is infeparably conne^ed with 
the earlier ages of the Jewifh hi;iory.” 
Thefe are fome of the Judicious obfer- 
vations of the refpedable tranflator, 
which we have feleffed as the beft in- 
troduction to the work j other parts 
of bis advertifement we pafs over, 
willirg t« avoid cenfure, and to treat 
him with more lenity than he has Ihewn 
to the renowned Commander in Chief, 
whom future hiitorians may, perhaps, 
view in a more favouiabie light than 
Mr. Aikin has placed him, even 
thoiu'h, like him, they may be free- 
born Englifhmen. 

It appi.ars, fiom an accurate furvey 
of the original with the Englifh edi- 
tion now before us, that the Tranfla- 
tor has made fevtral judicious altera- 
•tions, which may be confidered as real 
improvements j and as he has model' ly 
noticed them in the moft concife terms, 
we Jay them before our readers as a 
proper recommendation of the whole 
tranfluion. 

> “ The narrative, in the original. Is 
one continued journal, withoistdivifion 
of Chapters, from the embarkation of 
the >\nthur at Toulon to his landing 
at Frejiis, on his return to France} 
to this are added feveral notes, nioie 
particuUiJy illuftrativc of the plates, and 


mentioning little tiaits of manners and 
cuftoms, which, either froiA inadvert- 
ence, or want of opportun^, he neg- 
ledled to introduce into^ text. The 
tranflator, however, ^s taken the li- 
berty of breaking the Journal into 
feparate Chapters, but without alter- 
ing in the leaft degree the order of its 
arrangement, and, in a few inltances, 
of incorporating with the text Inch 
parts of the notes as appear to have 
been thrown to the end of the original 
work merely in confcquence of having 
been forgotten.” 

As it is the offavo edition we are 
reviewing, it may be necefl'ary to add, 
as another recommendation, that tlie 
French original fells in London for 
i'lventy one guineas } a circumltance 
which, to the generality of purchafers 
and readers of Englilh books, mult ren- 
der the cheap edition of a work on 
which fo great a value is fet highly 
gratifying} and they will readily ad- 
mit the expediency, on the part of the 
proprietors, of omitting the piflurefque 
views of battles, and of fome other 
tranfaflions, which, from their very 
nature, muft be mere fancy pieces, and 
of fclefting the beft of two or three 
views of the fame place from different 
pofitions, in order to avoid enhancing 
the price,— more efpecially as, by this 
arrangement, they nave been enabled 
to give a liberal allowance of plates, 
and to retain nearly the whole of ihofe 
engravings that reprefent the archi- 
teaural and hieroglyphical leniains of 
Upper Egypt, which comprife the va- 
luable part of the decorations of that 
fplendid woik ihe OriginaL 

The Tranflatoi’s explanatory adver- 
tifenicnt is followed by Denon's pre- 
face, which contains the dilcoiirfe it 
was his intention to read to the Infti- 
tute of Cairo, on his return from 
Uppei Egypt } and is, in facl, a brief 
analyfis ot the natuie and dcTign of the 
wuik, and of his means of purfuing 
and attaining the obje^s he had in 
view. No piecife explanation, how- 
evei, is given of the plan of the Inlti- 
tute } but we believe it to have been an 
aflcmbly of fcientific Frenchmen, con- 
filting of Ofiicers of the army, the 
French Cenful, intelligent me.\*’iants, 
and liteiati brought from France by 
Bonaparte, whofe bulincfs it was to 
inveltigate the ftateof arts and fciencts 
in Egypt, to promote and improve their 
cultivation, and to tranfmit to the 
Government of Paiis regular accounts 
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of their tr?)^(aAions, more particularly 
of fuch difcc^ifries, inventions* &c. as 
might prove tether uieful or orna* 
mental to their mcive country. 

In the firft Chapter of Vol. I, we have 
a journal* commencing with Denon's 
embarking, on the i4.th of May 1798# 
at Toulon, on board the French fri- 
gate La Jumn^ which, in company 
with two other frigates, was to re- 
connoitre a- head of' the grand fleet 
defined for tlie invafion and conqueft 
of Egypt, and to take Malta in their 
w'ay ) the attack and capitulation of 
which is the principal fubje£f of the 
next Chapter. In the courfe of the 
fiege, fbme Frenchmen in the fervice 
of the Maltefe Government having 
been taken prifoners by General Reg- 
nier, when he made himfelf mafter of 
ifozo^ he Tent them off in a boat to 
Bonaparte, the Commander in Chief, 
on hoard the Orient, who, after having 
queitioned them, faid to them with a 
iteri. voice — ** Since you have taken 
up arms againft your country, you 
fhould have known how to die. 1 
will not accept fuch prifoners ; you 
may therefore return to Malta, 
which is not yet in my poiTelfion.” 
Let the indecent, the ill-timed de- 
claimers, who obltinately perfilt in the 
grolT^lt pcrfoiial abufe of the Firft 
Con All of France, :in Tome of our pub- 
lic prints, read this anecdote, and com- 
pare it with the conduct of other Ge- 
nerals in iimilai* fitiiations ! 

After the furreiider of Malta, he 
ordered all the Furkifti and Arabian 
flavcs to be fet free, and never, fays 
our Author, w'as there a Itrongerex- 
prcflion of joy than that which they 
manifefted. ‘‘ When they met the 
French, gratitude was cxprelfed in 
their countenuMces in fo affeiflng a 
way, that I repeatedly fhed tears. It 
W'as to me a true feaft of the foul. 
To convey an idea of their extreme 
fit is faff ion on this occafion, it is necef- 
fary to ftate, that their refpeftive Go- 
vernments never either bought or ex- 
changed them. Their flavery was not 
alleviated by any hope; and they could 
not cvem dream of the termination of 
thei i^^tmien ngs. ' * 

The tliiid Chapter opens with the 
landing of the French troops, and the 
ftorming of Alexandria, on the ad of 
July. On the 4th, in the morning, 
the city being then in the poflefllon 
of the French army, confiding of thirty 
thoufind men, Dvnon accompanied 


Bonaparte in vifiting the forts, when 
they paired by Pompey’s pillar, and 
on this fpot it may be laid that his 
talents as an artift and an antiquary 
were firft exercifed. But ic being our 
intention to avoid going over the laqac 
ground again, whi^ we have ^rmerly 
examined with Sonnini, we Ihall only^ 
remark, that Denon alligns fatisfaftory 
reafons for concluding that this monu- 
ment is not antique ; and that it may 
have been erected cither in the time of 
the Greek Emperors, or of the Coliphs^^ 
Of the eredt obelilk called CleopatraV 
needle, and another thrown down at 
its fide, he maintains a difterent opi- 
nion, <z;is. that they formerly deco- 
rated one of the entrances of the palace 
of the Prolomies (Kings of Egypt), 
the ruins of which are Ttili to be feeti 
At fome diltiince from thence. An 
infpeflion into the prefent ftate of 
tliele obelilks, and the filTures whieh 
exifted at the time even when they 
were fixed on this fpot, prove that 
they we e merely fragments at that 
period, and that they had been 
brought from Memphis, or from Upper 
Egypt confcquently they are an^ 
ttqu£s \ and as fuch, he was very de- 
firous to have them conveyed to France, 
averting that it might have been done 
without difficulty. 

In the following curious ohferva- 
tions on the prefent ftate of Alexan- 
dria, we recognife the diferiminating 
talents of an able artift and a learned 
inveftjgitor, unbialFed by an over- 
weening fondnefs for every objed that 
wears the appearance of antiquity, 
yet anxious to give a latisfaftory ac- 
count of fuch remains of i he grand and 
fkilful workmanlhip of the anciests as 
are undoubtedly oiiginal, and not fo 
phiftiented by a mixture of modern 
fabiication. — “ Subterraneous rc- 
fearches made on this Ipot (near Ponu 
pey's pillar) might afeertain the fite of 
the city in the time of the Ptolomies, 
when its commerce and fplendcur 
changed its original plan, and ren- 
dered it immenfe. That of the Ca- 
liphs, whijh dill exilts, was but a di- 
minution of the ancient city, notwitb- 
ftanding it comprehends within itfelf, 
at this time, plains and deferts. This 
circumVviliation being built of ruins, 
the edifices bring unceafingly to re- 
membrance dcftrudlion and ravage. 
The j.inibs and lintels of the doors of 
the dwelling- houfes and fortrefiescon- 
fift entirely of columns of granite, 

N n a whict^ 
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i>vlnch the workmen have not taken the 
ains to ihape to the ufe to which they 
ave applied them. They appear to 
have been left there merely with a view 
to atteft the grandeur and magnificence 
of the buildings of which they are the 
ruins. In other places, a great num- 
ber of columns have been applied to 
the conilruflion of the walls, to flip- 
port and level them j and thefe co- 
lumns having refilled tlie ravages of 
time, now lefemble batteries. In fhort, 
thefe Arabian and Turkifii buildings, 
the prodn6lions of the neceflities of 
war, difplay a confujion of epochs, and of 
^various indulhies^ more Itr iking and 
more approximated examples of which 
are no where elfe to be found. The 
Turks more efpecially, adding abfurd- 
ity to profanation, have not only 
blended with the granite bricks and 
calcareous ftones, but even logs of 
wood and planks, and from thefe dif- 
ferent elements, which have fo little 
analogy to each other, and are fo 
ftrangtly united, have prefented a mon- 
llrous all'emblage of the fplendour of 
human induftry and its degradation." 

This nice djfquifition may ferve as a 
complete jullification of every future 
attempt to difunite, remove, and pre- 
lerve in other countries, thofe precious 
remains of antiquity which a rude and 
unlettered race of mortals know not 
how to convert to the noblcfl purpofes, 
the elucidation of ancient hillory, and 
the embellifhment of modern edifices. 

Let it not, however, be imagined, 
that we mean to jullify the acquire- 
ment of thefe valuable curiofities by 
iiivafion and plunder j opportunities 
may hereafter occur to obtain many 
of them by purchafe and other peace- 
able means. 

In the journal of the fecond day’s 
march of the French army, a inoft 
atfefting anecdote, exhibiting the do* 
ineitic flavery of the ealtern nations 
and the atrocious effefts of jealoufy j 
and another of the iavage cruelty of 
the Arabs to their French prilbncrs ; 
will make the reader fh udder, and, 
in tlie moment, wi/h for the total 
extermination of fuch inhuman mon- 
Iters. 

This march to the interior of the 
country was not interrupted by the 
Mamelukes, the moll formidable ene- 
mies the Fiench had to encounter, for 
having ©bferved that the French army 
was entirely compoftd of infantry, a 
defeription of foldiery for wlioin thofe 


barbaiiaiis have a foverei^ contempt, 
they made theinfelves ceaUnti of an eaiy 
vi 61 ory, and forbore/ to harafs their 
march, which was revered (ufHciently 
painful by its length, by the heat of 
the climate, and by the fulferings of 
hunger and thiift ; to which were 
added, the torments of a hope con- 
ilantly cheated, and coniiantly re- 
newed. In leality, fays our Author, 
“ it was in the inidlt of heaps of 
corn that our foldiers wanted bread, 
while they were a prey to thirll with 
the image of a vaft lake before their 
eyes. This punifliment of a new de- 
feription requires explanation, as it 
relults from an illufion peculiar to this 
country. It is produced by the le- 
fledlion of falicnt objefls on the ol>. 
lique rays of the fun, refra£lcd by the 
heat of the burning foil ; and tliis phe- 
nomenon has fo truly the appearance of 
watei, that the obferver is deceived by 
it over and over again. It provokes a 
thirll, which is the more importunate, 
as the initaut when it prefents itfelf to 
the view is the hotteft time of the 
day." 

We are informed, tiiat no idea of it 
could be conveyed by a drrawiiig, as it 
would be only the reprefentation of a 
refcmblance, but that a phiIofophic:U 
defeription and analyfis of this extra- 
ordinary optical /leception will be 
found in the memoirs of the Inllitiiie 
of Caiio, as deliveied in a report to 
that Ibciety by Citizen Monge, and 
piibliftied at Paris by the elder Didot. 
Piftachio- nuts were the firfl relief 
which the foil of Egypt afforded to 
the troops, and of this fruit they never 
ceaft d to retain a grateful remembrance. 
On rtaching the Nile, they plunged 
into that river without waiting to 
undrefs thenifelves, 10 allay their thiiil 
by the abfoibent vclfels. 

On the 19th of July i799» army 
encamped at A*nm-cl Dinar, ivoxa whence 
it let out on the following morning, 
before day-break ; and, after a march 
of twelve hours, it rcacfied the vicinity 
oi Embahey, where the Mamelukes had 
collc6led their force, having an en- 
trenched camp, furroundeu by a cltimfy 
moar, and defended by twe." tueight 
pieces of artillery. As Ibon as the 
enemy was dilcovered, the army 
formed ; and when Bonaparte had 
given his final orders, he laid to the 
loldiers, pointing to the Pyramids, 
“ Pufh on, and recollect, that from 
the fummit of thofe monuments forty

centuries watch us.” EnthufiafiTi in 
war has a^lrmlar efFe£l to enchufiafni 
in religion ^ li operates nitb amazing 
force Oil the lov*er orders of Ibciety ; 
.and a more forcible incitement to extra- 
ordinary valour could not well be con- 
ceived, or comprifed in more energetic 
and concile terms. On recollefting tlie 
pathetic liarangues of this fortunate 
General upon other occafions, we can- 
not butconiider him as much indebted 
for his fuccefs to the revival of this 
ancient military culiom. The total 
defeat of the Mamelukes, commanded 
by the famous Miirad-Bey, v\ho had 
tlircatened to cut up the French like 
gourds t enfued. 

A digrcfllon takes place, in this part 
of the volume, in which Denon gives 
an account of liis accompanying Gene- 
ral Menou (who had remained behind 
the main army, at Alexandria, on ac- 
count of his wounds) in an excurfion 
into the Delta; and having embarked 
on board an advice-boat in the new 
harbour of Alexandria, he has an 
opportunity to make a drawing of the 
foitrefs (engraved Plate V. rig. i.) 
con (h ulled on the Iriand of Pharos, 
on the fite of that celebrated monu- 
ment, equally ufeful aud magnificent— 
of that wonder of the world, which, 
after having taken the name of the 
iiland on which it,was placed, hastianl- 
mitted that appellalion to all tlie mo- 
numents (light-houfcs) of the lame 
defeription. 

Menou’s divifion having fubdued a 
party of Arabs, who had oppoled their 
march, and let fire to one quarter of 
the village of Salmee^ which they like- 
wile delivered up to plunder, the neigh- 
bviuring dillricis lulimilted quietly, 
and the General having ellabliihed an 
ordinary port in the other parts of the 
village, this expedition was concluded 
by making a circuit through the coun- 
try. 

And here it may afford fome relict 
to the melancholy reflexions on the 
horrors of war, which may have agi- 
tated the minds of our leaders, to 
introduce our Author’s account of an 
Arabic^,^tcrtainmt'nt given to the 
Fij^, Ofticers at this Itation. 

Ahouleof public entertainment, 
which had almolt invariably belonged 

the Mameluke, heretofore, the Lord 
and Mailer of the village, was furnilhed 
in a moment, according to the falhion 
of the country, with mats, carpets, 
and cufhions. A number of attend- 


ants, in the lirft place, brought in 
perfumed water, pipes, and coffee. 
Half an hour afterwards, a carpet was 
i'pread, and on the outer part three 
or four different kinds of bread and 
cakes were laid in heaps, the centre 
being covered with fmall difhes of 
fruits, fweetmeats, creams, ^c. the 
greater part of them pretty good, and 
very highly perfumed. This was con- 
lidered but as a flight repall, which 
was over in a few minutes. In the 
courfe, however, of two hours, the 
fame carpet was covered afrelb, with 
large loaves, iminenfe di/hes of rice, 
either boiled in milk, or in a rich gravy 
foLip ; halves of flieep badly roalled ; 
large quarters of veal ; boiled heads 
of ditfeient animals : and fifty or fixty 
other dilhes all crowded together, con- 
.filling of highly- feafoned ragouts, ve- 
getables, jellies, fweetmeats, and honey 
in the comb. There were neither chairs, 
plates, fpoons, forks, drinkiiig-glafles, 
nor napkins ; each bftheguells fquat- 
led on the ground, took up the rice in 
his fingers, tore the meat in pieces with 
his nails, dipped the bread in the ra- 
gouts, and wiped his hands and lips 
with a nice of bread. The water was 
ferved in a pot ; and he who did the 
honours - of the table took the firlt 
drauglit. In the fame way, he was the 
firll to talle tlie different dilhes, as well 
to prevent his guells from harbouring 
any furpicions of him, as to ihow them 
how lliong an interell he took in their 
lafery, and how iiigh a value he fet on 
their perlbiis. The napkins were not 
brought until after dinner, when each 
of the guells waflicd his hands. He was 
then Iprinkled over with rofe water, 
and the pipes and coffee were again 
produced.” 

The glorious viftory obtained by 
Lord Ncllbn in the engagement with 
the French licet in the Bay of Aboukir, 
which totally J’ubverted the g-and ob- 
je^ Bonaparte had in view, of eflalililh- 
ing a French colony in Egypt, and a 
communication with India, isdclcribed 
in a partial manner, as might be ex- 
pelled from a French writer ; but his 
moll alfeding relation of his \ilit to 
the lea -fide at mid n>ht, after the a6lion 
which had tarnilhed the 1 nitre of their 
arms, and had reflored the empire of 
the Metlitcrraiiean to the ICngiilh, 
atones for every defeil in his account 
of the bloody conflict; and demon- 
llratcs, at once, the goodnefs of his 
heart, and his lingular talent for pa- 
thetic 
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thetic delineation of fcenes of human 
luifcry. Few readers, we believe, will 
perufe it without a tribute of tears to 
the manes of the wretched viclims of 
the day. It begins thus — “ The Ihore, 
to the extent of four leagues, was co- 
ipcred by wrecks, which enabled us to 
form an eftimate of the lofs we had 
fiillained at the battle of Aboukir.'* — 
See the remainder from page 180 to 
#83 of this interciting volume. 

We have now reached Chapter VI. 
which contains an account of the anni- 
veiTary feaft of the Arabs on the birth 
«f Mahomet, the ftratacrem of the 
Mufti to avoid it, and General Me- 
nou’s pofitive orders that it fliould 
be folemnizedas ul'ual— of the miHic 
of the Egvptians — various races of the 
people in Rofetta — of the Copts, Arabs, 
Turks, Greeks, Jews, and Abvilinians" 
— Adgis, or Pilgrims fiom Mecca— 
and Egyptian women. The portraits 
of two of them are engraved, Plate 
XXXV. figures 1 and 2. An anecdote 
of the firft exhibits a fpeciim 11 of their 
libidinous manners : “ She was a na- 
tive of Rofetta, and married to a Frank. 
She fpoke Italian, wms handfbme, of 
engaging addrefs, and fond of her 
bulband. He was not, however, fo 
amiable, but that (he could beliow a 
part of her afFe6lion el le where j and 
the jealouly which enfued on bis fide 
was the occifion of perpetual ft rife. 
She was all fubmiflion,nnd never failed 
to renounce the object of bis lufpi- 
crons. On the following <Iay, how- 
ever, there was a frelh complaint : 
the Lady again wept and repented : 
yet, the liufband was never without 
fome motive for fcoKllng lier. The 
houfe in whicJi this couple lived was 
Oppofitc to mine j and as the ftreef was 
narrow”, I became very naturally her 
confident, and the witnefs of her cha- 
grins. The plague broke out in the 
city j and my neighbour was fo very 
communicative, that ftie could not full 
either to give or take it. Accoi dingly, 
fhe caught it of her laft lover ; he- 
ftow'ed it very fairnfully on her huf- 
band ; and they all three died. '*

the centi e of the Delta — his deicripiion 
of the number and populoufnefs of the 
villages — of the Ainu's, or Female 
Dsneers, at Metuhis~^iA Drfukj a large 
village, w'hich has a mofque reforted

with the Arabs at Schahhas-Amers^ 
and the return of the to Roletta, 
are the fiibjefts of Center VII. 

From Rofetta, a frifh voyage up the 
Nile to Cairo enables our Author to 
deferibe the Pyramids — the general 
faceof thecountry — the manners of the 
inhabitants of Cairo — the kindnefs of 
the middle orders of the people, and 
other circumftanccs, concurring, for 
the mofi: part, with Sonnini’s relation 
of the fame fiibje^ts ; but diftinguifhtd 
by three elegant views of the Pyra- 
mids, and a beautiful diftant view of 
Cairo, in one plate, illuftrating the 
narrative of incidents in this divilion 
of the Journal, Chapter VIII. 

In the next Chapter, we have a cu- 
rious account of the Mummies of the 
Ibis, the facied bird of the Egyptians, 
above five hundred of them being found 
in a lepulchral cave, in the vaults of 
Saccara, in feparate boxes, two of 
which w^ere given to Denon, who, in 
company with Citizen GeoftVoi, fet 
down to open them r the refiilt affords 
a IcaiJied dilVertation on tliele hiids. 
See Chapter IX. p. 298. To this 
Chapter likewile belong a curious de^ 
feription of the juggling tricks of 
the Pfylli, a feft of Egyptian Prieii^,

rpHE prevailing palfion for vocal mii- 
lie mult lorm luy txcule for ic- 
quelling your inleition of a few re- 
marks on the fubje^, dcfigned to faci- 
litate our eliiniation of lijc art itlclf, 
and of the various merit of its pro- 
fcllbrs . 

Notwitliftanding the difrepiite into 
which methodical divilions have fallen, 
from the frivolous and olleiitatious pe- 
dantry with which they are fometimes 
difplaycd, they conduce lb much, when 
Judicioully chofeii, to a clear and exaCl 
view of any fubjei>, that I Ihall venture 
to employ tliem on one, where they 
may appe-’^f, at firlt view, molt incon- 
gruous tfd unleemly. 

^'.‘iging Teems naturally to refolve 
itljjCf into four diitinfl pans ; I. Voice. 
if ExtcuiioN. III. Taste. IV. 
'I:xpRHssiON. Let us .ittend to each. 

I. The qualities of Voice are 7o//e 
and Compafs , — Of the requifites 

(eein clearnefs, ffrength, and richnefs : 
clearnefs, as oppoled to whatever is 


thick or bulky ; ftrength, to tenuity 
and tremulouinefs j lichiijl's, to mea- 
grenefs or liarlhners. I am far from 
conlidering tliefe as all the rgodifica- 
tions, good and bad, of which tone is 
liii’ccptible : there are maiiy others. 
Nothing, for inltance, can be more 
diifinguilhnbie than the reavly terfenefs 
of Storace’s voice, the lufeious fvveet- 
nefs ofMifs Tennant’s, or the fraoorh 
flow of Mrs- Crouch’s. All I mean is, 
to point out what appear the mdt 
ffriking of thele modifications.— Caw- 
pafs explains itielf, and lurnifties little 
mattei for oblervation. One topic, 
however, it fuggells, which 1 caunot 
pafs over. The compafs of voice, in 
men, is frequenily extended upwards, 
by what is called a feigned voice, or 
falfetto. To a refined ear, nothing, 
I believe, can in general be more dif. 
gulling than thefe Itrained tones, as 
they are commonly employed : the 
notes themfclves are never ^ulte in 
tune, fo as thoroughly to fatiafy the 
O o z cai' ; 
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p9r I ' thejr io (kfy ail delicate ma* 

Hagcment ; and they always Itare from 
the hne mellow founds of tlie natural 
voice* like the ftrokes of a modern 
dauber, on an old embrowned portrait 
of Titian or Vandyke. By dint of 
tiBdiious pra£lice, the lower of thefe 
ai'tificij] notes may be lb fubdued and 
ailiinilaced, as occaiionally to come 
in aid of the natural voice $ but I never 
knew an inltance in which they would 
bear an obligato part with complete 
fuccefs. Braham himfelf, who ma- 
nats his voice on all occafions with 
snnnite felicity, fails here, I think — 
The highelt, the cleareil, the molt 
powerful, and altogether the moft ex- 
traordinary natural voice 1 ever heard, 
is that of a Mr. Smith, who is now, I 
learn, under the tuiti<3n of the Alh- 
leys. If he fucceed in giving it the 
fiailh of modulation, he will become 
a very great ncquifition to the muiical 
world. — Neither the toue nor the com- 
fafs of tlic voice, is much under the 

f jowerof practice: the tones may be a 
itrle improved} the enmpafs a little 
extended } but nature mult have done 
ne.vly all. 

II. In the Voice, Nature does near- 
ly evei-y thing} Execution depends 
entirely on ouriclves.— Execution, fb 
far as it refpefVs a Jingle note^ confitts in 
hoMi.-'g that note fteadily and firmly, 
with cl 1 derent degrees of firength, m 
the fame even tone } in fwelling it, 
gr.adiially and equably, from the gen 
tied afpiration to the utmod plenitude 
ef volume} and laltly, in diminiihing 
that volume, by the fame imperceptible 
gradations, till it dies away upon the 
car like the vibrations ola bell. Sim- 
ple as theie operations may appear, 
they are by no means ealy^ the Lill, 
indeed, is fo difficult, that very few, 
even of the fird performers, are per- 
feib mu Iters ot it. Farinelli, who was 
great in every thing, is faid to have 
been tian'cendantly fo in this par- 
ticular. — The elements of execution, 
as it refpetts a fuccejjion cf notes , confiit, 
in pafiing firmly, and without any 
perceptible interval ot time, or change 
in cither tone, from one lu te to an- 
other; or, in niehing the two notes 
infenfibly one into the other by a 
blcndr ’ gradation of intermediate 
tones. — Thefe requifites in the ma- 
nagement of fingle notes and their con- 
ne&’on attained, nothing Remains to 
perfedtioiute Execution, but that 


knowledge and that praCHce which is 
neceflary for the acquiUtion of excel- 
lence on any mufical inftrument. One 
obfervation, however, I will make, be- 
caufe it holds univerfally true, and is 
too generally negle^ed. Every note 
ihould be didindtiy given. Even in 
the mod rapid and difficult diviiions, 
w'hei'e what is emphaticallv called Ex- 
ecution, is mod brilliantly difplayed, 
not a particle fhould be flurred over : 
every thing, even to the minuted ap- 
poggiatura, fliould be touched.— I ao 
not mean to fay with foixe and terfe- 
nefs (that mud depend on the occafion), 
but, on all occafions, with a decifion 
that may ftrike the ear. It is only by 
a ftri6f attention to this particular, that 
we can hope to emulate that precifion 
and fpirit which charms us in the fird 
profeflional performers.— For emi- 
nence in Execution, we cannot look 
to higher dandards, than Mrs. Bil- 
lington, Mr. Braham, and Signior Mo- 
rel li : they are perfect models, in their 
refpeclive departments, of this fort of 
excellence. 

III. Taste is difplayed in what- 
ever is introduced to delight the ear, 
beyond what the com pofer has prefer ibed; 
either by fume infieflion ol the notes 
as they Itanci in the (core, or by the ad- 
dition of others in the form of gracings. 
The fubjeft is obVioufly too delicate 
for preceptive criticifin : nothing but 
an original ftnfibility, cultivated by an 
attention to the bed models, can pof- 
fibly enable us to excel, or to judge 
of excellence, in this department of the 
art. There is an error or two, how- 
ever, on the fubjecl, which it may be 
proper to notice. In the firft place, 
the infertions of Talte fliould inti- 
mately partake of the genius and cha- 
rafter of the air which they are em- 
ployed to decorate. Avery dilfeient 
ipecics of embflli/hment is required 
for “ Hope told a fiattering tale," and 
“ The Soldier tired of war’s alarms 
the gracings of the former, ihould par- 
take of the penfivf and the tender} the 
achminga of the latter, of the animated 
and the grand. Nothing, f^J-wever, is 
more common, tlian to find >ia^/aine 
round of flourilhes promifciioull^ip- 
plied on all occafions. In the ntlVct 
place, tlicfe inleitions, except in ^'‘1 
libitum movements, (hould never in- ^ 
lerf^re with the time. If the performer 
have not (kill and execution enough to 
reconcile his gracings with this index- 
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ibk ftan'darJ^ b)r &ll mean's let th^ 
gracings be slirmifTed. Laftly^ even 
under both thefe reftrl^lions^ the in- 
fertions of Tafte (hould not be too 
oftencatioufly obtruded; the performer* 
after all* is I'ubfervient to the com- 
pofflTi and his efforts are miferably 
mifapplied* if they ferve to obftru^t 
that impredion tvhich they Ihould only 
rend to alllff.— I cannot point out two 
more exquiAte examples of judicious 
and taileful defoliation than Mr. Har* 
rifon and Mr. Braham. 

IV. We are now arrived at Ex- 
pression. Tones, almoft as melodi- 
ous as the voice* may be produced from 
the organ* the flute, and the oboe; 
Execution* in fome refpe6h, nearly 
as perfect, and in ibine* (till more bril- 
liant* may be difplayed on thefe and 
various other inltruments ; and fome- 
thing like an emulation of its graceful 
decorations, may, in hands ofexqutfite 
(kill* be extra^ed by the bow; but, 
on the fubjeft of expreflion, all compe- 
tition from initrumental mufic fades 
away, and the human voice ftands un- 
paralleled and alone. Without enter- 
ing upon a difquifition on the faculty 
of founds to Itir the affeftions* the 
peculiar aptitude of the voice for this 
purpofe may be confidered as arifing 
from its wonderful and exquifite flex- 
ibility ; from its excluiive property of 
conveying the fenfe with the tone 
in which it is invelted ; and from its 
proceeding directly from the perfon of 
the performer * by its flexibility, it is 
fiifccptiblc of fuch turns and touches* 
true to nature and to feeling* as no 
infintmeiit can reach; by combining 
tile fenfe with the found, it prepares 
the pailion which it defigns to excite, 
and is left the eafy talk of inflaming 
the emotions which eloquence has 
kindled; by proceeding dire^Hy from 
the mouth of the performer, it is ca- 
pable of uniting to both thefe capital 
advantages, the effe£l and intereft of 
dramatic reprefeutation.— The only 
inude of attaining to Expreflion* in 
this enl^^ed, and indeed in .Miy fenfe, 
is t' '^idle in our own breads, the 
p^^.ion we defign to inipire : this ac- 
^mpliihed, nature will do the re t ; 

Jwitliout it art can do nothing. The 
•(unly teft of its exigence, is an appeal 
to the fame quarter. — For high ex- 
amples of this great excellence, I 
have no hcfication in pointing to 


Mr. Kelly* Mr. Bartlenfnn* and 
dame Mara. 

Such appear to me the four gmad voJ 
quifites for eminence in Tinging. They 
are evidently fubfervient to each other 
in the order in which I have placed 
them: without Voice, there oanM no 
Execution ; without both, there can be 
little diiplay of Talte ; and without 
the union of ail three* J^prefliob fnuft 
remain imperfe£f. They nitulaByi 
too, fucceed to our regard, and rife jjf 
real value, in the fame order : Wt ' 
fet out with admiring Amply a gdcMF 
Voice ; w-c next begin to feel the fu- 
perior merit of Execution ; Talte 
the management of both* at length at^ 
taches our efteem ; till at laft we julHy 
give our raptuie to the fuperior tram-' 
^Cendant virtue of Exprelnon. Thefe 
*qitalitie8 may indeed obtain in different 
proportions, and in diffeient com- 
binations, in different performers; 
they may even prevail in the very op- 
polite arrangement to that I have 
adopted ; but it is only in the complete 
union of all four, ieparacely Aiblimed 
to excellence, that perfe6tion can con- 
flfl:. Imagine a Voice of prodigious 
compat's, and dear* and full* and pow- 
erful throughout all its extent : con*' 
ceive this incomparable voice com- 
manded by an Execution the molt cor- 
rect, the molt obiequious, the nioft 
brilliant : aflume, as a preliding prin- 
ciple to guide thefe talents* a Tafte, 
pure and exquiflte in its nature* and 
appropriate* varied, and chalte in its 
application ; iaitly, feign all thefe qua- 
lities united in a vocal Garrick* full of 
feeling, full of diferimination* and 
anxious* as able* to employ them all in' 
the great fervice of E,xpreflion— — and 
we mall pollefs in our minds a standard 
of perfedtionas exalted as huiftan ability 
can reach. Were I required to aflign* 
from performers whom we Imve known* 
ingredients of excellence which might 
approximate the neareft to this imagi- 
nary itandard* 1 would feledt for this 
purpofe* with little Icruple* the Voice 
of Marcheli, the Execution of Billing- 
ton, the Talte of Braham, and the £x- 
prellion of Mara. 

I lhall here, for the prefen t, clofe 
my obfervjtions on the art of Singing. 
Should they prove acceptable, I may 
perhaps hereafter follow them up witn 
Ibme more detached remarks ; and 
with a fcale,on the principle of that of 
Giay'it lor painters* to exprefs the par-

MR. BARRETT'S NARRATIVE RESPECTING HIS BALLOON*. 


S<wmfui9 17, Sunday 
IIJl. IDlTOa, Ewtting. 

I AlRiVEO in Swanfea about eight 
o'clock on the morning of the 31 it 
of Auffuft, with my wife and child, 
whom! brought from Devon with me 
to this place in the packet. My aero- 
Ratic machinery being under the care 
of a truity fervant, who was behind on 
the road, I waited in Swanfea near a 
fortnight before 1 received any intelli- 
gence. Having taken up my refidcnce, 
the fecond day after our arrival, at 
Mr. Griffith's, the linen draper, in this 
town, during this vacation, as I had 
plenty of leifure time upon my hands, 
i put together a large Montgolfier, 
made of tiiTue paper, which meafured 
twenty feet by eighteen in diameter, 
likewiie a parachute, which was in- 
tended to be attached to the balloon, 
with a finall car, containing a cat and 
dog, likewife a pafleboard box filled 
with combufiibles, and a flow match, 
which was to fire the balloon, and burn 
away the cord which fufpended the 
wachute and the two little animals, 
we had every thing ready by the even- 
ing of the intended day, which proved 
Oxceedinely windy i fo much as to ren- 
der the filing of the Montgolfier ex- 
tremely difficult, but which 1 accom- 
plilhed b^ the afiiltance of fome Gen- 
uemen of the town. 

Jult as I brought the fire balloon upon 
the Itage, a Gentleman ifept up to me 
"and (aid, ** Mr. Barrett, fend up the 
balloon to night, and you may get 
two or three hundred pounds in the 
(own; all your faccefs depends upon 
co-night! if you fucceed you will do 
well here,'* Ac. I had the mortifica- 
tlon to perceive a large hole juA; 
below the middle part of the Mont- 
golfier; however, as it was of lufficient 
magnitude to contain enough of gas 
ill the upper pai’t to carry up its own 
weight, and we found that it made 
coniiderablc efforts to adend, I de- 
fired the man who held the lower end 
ef tiie rope which fufpended the bal- 
loon, to cut away the machine 


afeended; but in a minute was check- 
ed by the fame rope, which took a. 
dozen turns round about the eye of a 
key through which it was paifed, as 
a fubllitute for a block which had 
been previoufly removed before the 
machine was filled, on account of the 
pulley not working free. The wind 
being high, brought the longeft part 
of the Montgolfier parallel with the 
horizon, which immediately took fire, 
and was in a few minutes confumed ; 
here was a failure that I felt feverely; 
and the more fo as there were about 
a thoufand people aflembled on the 
outfide of the Ball Court of the George 
Inn, which was the place fixed upon 
for my aeroilatic experiments; how- 
ever, chagrined as I was, this did not 
deter me from making (of the befl ma- 
terials I could get in this place, which 
was common printing paper, much 
too heavy) two other hloiitgolfiers, 
one about twelve feet high and fifteen 
diameter, and the other feven feet 
high, and the fame 'diameter, exattly 
the lame (hape as Mr. Garncrin’s cy- 
lindrical balloon, the top being fphe- 
rical. The firit of thelc I lent up 
after difcliarging two dozen of good 
maroons, and a few light balls: it 
afeended very heavily to the height 
of about 4.000 feet, and remained in 
the air till the fire went completely 
out, when it fell in the yard ol a boule 
about 200 yards from the place where 
it afeended, and was brought me back 
again very much torn. About one 
hour afterwards, I fent up the other, 
which was ftill heavier than the 
former ; however, that aicended about 
i,oco feet, and fell nearly in the lame 
fpot as the lirft, after being in the 
air about eight minutes. I let otf a 
few more maroons, and left^^le court 
for that night. A few days 
my large balloon, car, net, twe^^y 
tin tubes, and the relt of the apparatw^ 
arrived fafe in this port; and no oth^) 
damage done except to the pipes^ 
which were nearly (hook to pieces, and 
unfit for ui'e till repaired. I found

that the town feemed rather diflatts- 
Hed; but J befpiix to think that as the 
fi^ht of a prj^per aeroftatic mnchine* 
with its apparatus, muft be an entire 
novelty to fome hundreds of the in- 
habitants, 1 concluded tiiat to attempt 
an afcent would be Hill more fatis- 
faflorv, and, in fome meafure, make 
amends for the difappointment occa- 
honed by the non-afcent of the firit 
Montgolfier. It was very windy wea- 
ther, and there was no covered build- 
ing, or any other convenient place, 
to blow -it up with common air, but 
the Ball court, which was high enough, 
but expoied to the atmorphere. 

In this place I began to have it in- 
flated in the morning; and after 
half a day's puffing and blowing with 
a fmall pair of forge bellows,' which 
had twenty holes in it, we got it about 
7 -tenths full; the day's exhibition 
yielded twenty-two (hillings; at dark 
we prefied out the common air, and 
removed it to my apartments. — A 
day or two after, T began to fill it 
again with common air ; but the wind 
being very high, we again prelfed out 
what air had been blown into it, and 
removed it to our lodgings ; the 
amount of this day's receipts was 
four (hillings, out of which 1 had to 
pay for workmen's labour, ufe of the 
Court, &c. about four pounds twelve 
(hillings and t)pro-pence halfpenny, 
and 1 had about eleven (hillings left 
to pay it with. As I had met with (o 
little encouragement cither to go on 
with any more Montgolfiers, or to 
attempt to raife the Acroltat, I began 
to think myfclf placed in a very whim- 
fical pretiicament, not to (ay unfoitu- 
nate ; and, upon letrofpeilion, my paft 
expences, labour, fatigue, and anxiety 
of mind, as well as ill lUccefs, and the 
daily flagellation of the Gentlemen of 
the Type •, put me alrnoll to my wits 
end, to find out in what kind of mode 
J could propofe to fill my balloon with 
gas rufficient to carry me up into the 
atmofphere I indeed it ifruck me once 
or twice, whether it would not be 
more profitable to cut up my balloon 
and fet iip a mar.ufa6fory of bathing 
caps, v^.iOrelias, and iiat-covers, of 
wf*..i I could foon have puiduced 
a^^ilentiful (tock ; but again retle<SlIng 
j^at my favourite object was not yet 
>\:compli(hed. viz. making an afcent 


into the air, rdeteritiined at alleveM 
to pulh my point to the utmoft t ac- 
cordingly, I publilbed hand-bills, and 
(blicited a fublcription to the amount 
•f 70I. This would have been inefFe^- 
4ia], had it not been for the kind in- 
terference of Mr. Ruflell, and another 
Gentleman, as there were three doubt- 
ful points exifl;ing in the minds of the 
people, viz. tfl:, As to my being able 
to fill the balloon, adly. As to the 
pofiibility of getting fubferibers fu^- 
cient to pay the expences. sdly, If the 
balloon was filled, whether 1 would 
afeend. However, the vitriol was at 
my requefl obtained by a Chymifl: of 
the town from Britiol and Neath, and 
Wednefday the 6th iiift. was the day 
fixed. There were about 500 people 
aiTembled ; I had been at work three 
days before in getting the calks, 
,c‘on(l(ting of barrels, hoglheads, and 
puncheons, which were obtained with 
much difiiculty andfolicitation. About 
eight o'clock on Wednefday morning 
I began to fill the balloon ; but, owing 
to a mifunderflanding, which occa- 
fioned delays, the gas condenfed while 
I was waiting for vitriol; at length I 
was necelTitated to Hop the procefs 
of filling for want of vitriol, after 
tiling eight bottles, or carpoys, and 
was upon the point of haranguing the 
audience, when part of the Ibge broke 
down, and feveral perfons thereon 
fell, together with n.yfelf : I was no 
further hurt than falling on my thumb, 
which pained me for a few hours; a 
boy fraftured the bone of his leg by 
the fall, which, ns it was occalloned 
in fome meafure by the balloon as the 
primary caufe, I acknowledge ray- 
fdf willing to pay for the fetting of 
his leg out of the fubfeription money 
collected. Thus ended that day's 
bufinefs, which was very incorrectly, 
not to lay malicioufly or ill-naturedly. 
Hated in the Papers. This day’s bu» 
iinefs yielded me nothing except 
chagrin ; how ever, I con (bled niyfelf 
as well ns I could with the old a< 0 ige, 
** that a bad beginning often makes a 
g«od ending and that there is << a 
time for every thing under the fun 5" 
and though that tunc was yet tp coined 
it might not be long before 1 (hould 
br nbie to rile above the clouds of ^d- 
verfity, and hold my head as high a| 
any other Aeronaut, either French or 


• Newfpaper fquibs were daily let off at the non afeending dlfpofition of Mr. Bar- 
rett's obftinate balloon. 
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J&iffHfli. While I amurcd myfelf with 
tbefe fpeculationsy I was all on a fud- 
den cheered wirh the animatiiig hope 
of accomplilhing my wifhes, and cfe- 
priving of their venom thofe wafps 
who had ftung me lb often in the ptib* 
He prints. By the kind aiTiliance of 
the two Gentlemen before named, a 
formidable fubHription was fet on 
foot; the expence of a fre(h fupply 
of vitriol was guaranteed ; and on my 
fide, to prove to thofe Gentlemen that 
I wiChed to render myfelf worthy 
of their confidence and elfeem, I made 
no hefitation to fay, that I would 
ibke my balloon and apparatus that 
1 would fill it and afeend ; which was 
approved of, and articles of agreement 
iigned and fealed. Accordingly, laft 
Friday was the day fixed ; and, after 
getting the ftage repair^, and all other 
materials ready the day before, we. 
commenced the procefs of filling. 1 for- 
got to mention to >ou, that I had been 
occupied four or five days in re- 
Tarnifliing my balloon with elafitegum 
varnifh, which 1 prepared juft before 
f left London, to render all fecure, 
and prevent as much as pofiible a 
fecond difappointment. This job was 
done in ttie open fields alternately, 
as the weather permitted— pardon this 
digreflion. We commenced filling 
precifely at a quarter before ten 
o'clock; and by half pafl: twelve 
the balloon was fufficiently in dated 
barely to carry up my own weight. 
About this rime, a cafk, which had 
beep -juft charged with vitriol and 
water, burft and let out the materials: 
this occafioned fome delay ; befide 
which a fmnrt breeze, which fprung 
up from the north- eaft, occafioned a 
rent in the lower part of the balloon, 
owing to the great ftrain of part of 
the net acrofs the filk of the machine, 
to keep it ftcady : we loft a great deal 
of gas) but fbon repaired this trifling 
accident. From the difficulty of ob- 
taining a fufficient number of calks, 
we were obliged to empty and again 
charge the fmall cafics, while our large 
refrigatory, confifting of eleven tubes 
and lareer calks, were at work. About 
half paft one, I went to my lodgings to 
get fome rcfhft mutton, part of which 
I fecured and put up in my pockek 
Imndkerchiefi in cafe of defending 


where no meat wae to be had. T re- 
turned to the field ; but in that fpace 
of time (about fifteen minutes) could 
not perceive much alteration in the fize 
of the balloon. 1 gave diFedlions for 
the car to be fluna. As our vitriol 
was all out, and the tubes flaccid, a 
little before three I got into the car 
with fifty pounds of ballaft, a bottle of 
brandy, foine mutton and bread, flags, 
&c. all of which I threw out before the 
balloon began to afeend, except the 
bottle ; and that went foon after to 
enable me to clear a hedge which the 
balloon got foul of. The populace 
then came up, and bore me and the 
balloon upon their ihouiders to the 
extremity of the field, wbv-n I found 
myfelf riling gradually^ and for the 
flrit time in my life abandoned to a 
new clement. Hovi«cver, the pleafure 
I enjoyed in the profpeft of the town 
and its environs, as well ns riling 
am id ft the acclamations and applaufe 
of near xo,ooo people, was. very fhort 
lived ; for at the moment I was whiil- 
ing l oiind my cap to take leave of the 
multitude below me, to my very great 
nioptification and diiappointnient, I 
found the balloon defeending, which it 
continued to do until it / ;hted gently 
about four fields diftance, after which 
it alternately afeended and defeended 
for the fpace of a quarter of an hour, 
carrying me over /iclds, trees, aiui 
hedges, and fometimes fkimining a 
few feet above the furface of the earth. 
Finding all iny endeavours to re-afeend 
ineft'e6lual, I got out of my cradle ; 
and, after opening the valve, the bal- 
loon, which was now lightened by 
i^olb. alcended with great velocity, 
till it appeared not larger than an 
acorn, taking its courfe direftly over 
the Tea, where it remained ftationary ; 
but foon after met with a different 
current of wind, which brought it 
within fix miles of the place it fiift 
afccuded from, where it fell gently in 
the middle of a field, after being up 
three hours, and all the vrhiJe in fight. 
The balloon was feized by the coun- 
try people s and cut through the mitl- 
dle, to let me out, as thev albged, 
whom they fuppofed nearly^ quite 
dead*

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f^Hts Gentleman bad announced his 
intention of defcending into a rc- 
fervoir of water twenty-five feet deep, 
to remain for an hour at the bottom, 
and to be furrounded with lights : but, 
notwithftanding the imraenle import- 
ance of fuch an experiment, provided it 
Could be completely fuccefsful, there 
were not more than 100 fpe^lators pre- 
fcnt ; the trial, however, proved abor- 
tive. The apparatus ufed on the occa- 
fion was a tub of deal, encircled with 
lion hoops, about eighteen feet in 
height, and not quite five in diame- 
ter ; on a level with the top of which 
was a fcalFolding, The Operator was 
provided with a dre(s formed of lea- 
ther, iron, and copper, in which he was 
jnferted up to his neck. A wooden 
box, with a pane of glafs in front, was 
then put on his head ; and this being 
attached to his leathern neck-piece, 
the joining was afterwards fmeared 
over with tarj he was then raifed by 


pullies to the top of the refervoii* 
to fupply him with air, a flexible tube 
of cane, with copper joints, bound 
with cordage and tarred over, was 
ferewed into what he called his hcad- 
drefs ) and a fecond tube was con* 
ne6led in the fame manner for the 
efcape of the foul air. The whole 
appearance of the apparatus was ex- 
tremely awkward ; he was fubmerged 
feveral times j but did not remain un- 
der water above five minutes 5 and his 
want of fuccefs he attiibuted to the 
misfitting of his copperrmith. He forgot 
to take down his lamp : fo that no* 
thing could be pe'ceived through the 
panes' of glafs, which w’ere inferted 
about five feet from the bottom of 
the tub, for the entertainment of the 
fpeftators* When the Operator came 
out, he acknowledged his failure ; but 
promifed to repeat the experiment at a 
future period. 
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underftand it |o be the intention 
of the Managers of the Winter 
Theatres, to give every encourage- 
ment to new Candidates for hiftrionic 
fame, in all cafes where there appears 
a likelihood of their talents deferving 
the notice of the Public : and hence, 
the (bort time that has elapfed fince the 
commencement of the prefent Seafon, 
has been very produflive of novelty in 
this point.

18. Mr. Lewis t of Covent Garden 
Theatre, was Teized \^jth a very 
alarming illncfs during the rehear fal 
of a new Comedy of Mr. Reynolds's. 
It was oblerved, that he had an un- 
uTual ilulh of colour in his face; but 
nothing was thought of it. He went 
nearly through the' rehear fa I ; when. 
Toon after beginning the lalt aCf, he 
Tuddenly flood itiil, and, to the furprife 
of every one, ceafed to fpeak. The 
Prompter continued prompting ; after 
about half a minute, Mr. Lewis ex- 
claimed— “ Ah ! ahi” and whirling 
round, as if by giddinefs, he fell 
down. Every one immediately flew 
to bis affiltance ; he was lifted into a 
pliair, his neckcloth untied, and it was 
thought he had fallen in an apople^hc 
^t. As fbon as affiltance was procured, 
he was bled in the arm, but without 
cffeft. Dr. Kennedy and Mr. Wil- 
Ton then arriving, had him removed 
into the Green Room, where he was 
cupped; and the blood taken in this 
way happily relieved his head, and 
refiored hir i to his fenies. He was 
then removed to his own houfe, and 
was;iext morning pronounced out of 
dan/er; but continued for feveral 
dais too ill to relume his profeffional 
^'anflions. , ' 

Mrs* G/w^'(late of Covent 
Garden Theatre)' made her firlt ap- 
pearance at Di ury-iane, as Mrsn Oaktg 
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fin Ti'he Jeahus Wife)* T|i!« lady's 
talents are well known ; it it, there- 
fore^ fufficient to fay, that fhe played 
the part with much fpirit and pro- 
priety, and was greatly applauded.— 
She cannot fail to be a valuable ac- 
quifition to this Houfe. 

24 . A gentleman of the Navy 
Office, whole name we underliand to 
be Bkaine, made his debui on the 
boards of Covent Gaiden, in the dif- 
ficult charafter of Othello. Though 
pofTeffing a good perfon, eafy aClioA 
and d meanour, and a jult conception 
of the part, he failed for want of pow- 
ers of voice toexprefs the more violent 
feniations that are excited in the Moor. 
BcTule which, we frequently obferved 
a thicknels, or lifp, in his utterance, 
which mud for ever bar his way to 
theatrical eminence.— He received a 
v%ry attentive hearing and much ap- 
plauTe ; but we cannot encourage him 
to adopt the Stage as a profeflion. 


Rfading SchoolTheatricals.— 
The annual Play performed by the 
young Gentlemen of Dr. Valpy's 
School (the receipts of which were 
humanely appropriated to the benefit 
of The Literary Fund) for three nights 
attracted all tlie Beauty and Fafliion of 
Reading and its vicinity. The Play was 
the Merchant of Venice. The Per- 
formers in their reTpective charafters 
difpliyed much tafte and claiDcal 
judgment ; and where general excel- 
lence prevailed, it would be unfair to 
diitinguiih individual merit. Suffice it 
therefore, to fay, that the young Actors 
received and defer ved the plaudits of 
very numerous and reTpe^lable au- 
diences.

Tlie underiigned Plenipotentiary ol his 
Majelty the Empercff of all the Ruflias to 
the Germanic Diet, has feen a Note, 
dated the i^me day, which was tranf 
ynitted to the Extraordinary Diet of the 
Empiie, in the name Of the Fiench Re* 
public, in confeqiience of the Relciipt 
communicated by the Sub Delegate of 
Bohemia to the Deputation, in its iitting 
of the 34th of Augulf, and communi- 
cated alfo to the undeiligned on the zKth 
of the fame month.

But he muft again declare, that his 
Tiiiperial Majefty has manifelfed the fen- 
tinients of juftice by which he is diftin* 
guifhed, and the intercll he takes in the 
happinels and equilibrium of the Ger- 
manic Empire, in the Declaration which 
he caufed to he tranfmicted on the iSth 
of Auguft la#, conjointly with the Firft 
«Conlul. His Imperial Majefty cannot 
then but expert a fpeedy sceomplifli- 
Pient. Ho particularly confiders the

** The declaration delivered at Ratili' 
bon, in the name of the inteivcning 
J^owers, coij tamed an heavy and uo- 
meiited imputation upon the delay# 
which attended the meeting of the Depiu- 
tation of the Empire. His Majefty owed 
it to himielf, as well as to the Germanic 
Empire, to prove by fa6Is> that nothiag 
had been neglefled on his part to abridge . 
thefe details. Far from witbiog to in- 
culpate any body, the fatthfu! expolitioii 
of what IS pairing hdd only for its objeft 
to evince the puiity of the conduft Of the 
Emptror. 

Such k alfo the motive which 
obliges his Majefty to call to mind here 
other faffs leJative to anterior confer- 
ences which had taken place upon t^ 
indemnity of Tufeany, for the purpm^ 
of oppofing them to afTeitions containsid 
in the Note tianlmitted the 13th of this 
month to the Undeiligned, by C. Laforer, 
Minifler Extraeidinai^ of the French 
Republic. His Mafefty willingly iubmita 
it to the judgment of ail Europe, whf- 
ther he can be charged with injufticc or 
ambition, for having infifted upon the 
full and entile indemnity which the 
Treaty of LunevilJe aiTures to bis auguift 
Brother. As to the means which nc hfs 
employed to obtain the execution of fb 
fermaj a ftipulation, far froiO 
ing a fear of expofiqg them in hiiraafr, ^ 
he can only feci a defire for^heir 
licity, inafmiKh as ail hii effbrteiinV# 
hod cvclufively for then* objc6t to 
bine the tfri^ execution of the Ptapo . 
of X>un«viUe with the maintcnhoii/f tfier ' 
Geimaoic Conftitution. Sboit 
infinuations modi* at Vienn#, 
guifhed perfon in the fervicecif 0 k Coi|re 
of Munich, have given ftstktk hqr Miink, 
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that the E1e6lor Palatine himfclf wifhed 
to fettle with the Grand Duke of Tuf- 
cany upon the exchanges for their mutual 
conveni>‘nce ; nobrdy then doubting but 
tliat the Indemnity of his Royal High* 
iiefs would be fuch as the Treaty im- 
ported. In the fuppofition that the com- 
plement of the Indemnity of Tufcany 
could not be found, except in the eccle- 
iiadical properties of Suabia, it was in 
^uel^ion to concentrate the rerpe61ive 
poflVnions by an exchange of the part of 
Bavaria, in the neighbourhood of the 
Bifhopof Salzburg. 

His Majelty, having nomotlve toob- 
jefl to fuch an arrangement, did not diew 
himfelf difinclined to give eife^l to thefe 
overtures, Infinuaticns of the fame kind 
took place at Paris at the time of the ra- 
tification of the Tieaty of Luneville, and 
they went even fo far as to put in doubt 
what had been faid to the Aultrian Pie-*' 
nipotentiary, whether the Ele^lor would 
be able to prefervethe City of Munich ) 
but it never had been, nor could be, 
a queftion, in thefe different Conferences 
to carry fo far as the Lech the Indem- 
ritv of the Grand Duke of Tufcany. 

** Upon what title could the Ele6lor 
be deprived of the whole of Bavaria f 
Where could the means be found to in- 
demnify him ? and though his Majelty 
(bould have had views fo foreign from his 
(cntiments, how could he conceive the 
idea folely to engage the French Govern- 
ment to adopt them ? He appeals, in this, 
to the teltimony which he has himfelf 
furnilhed, to that of the Court of Mu- 
nich, and to that of the Imperial Court 
of Ruflia, to which every thing was com- 
municated upon this fubje6t. All rhofe 
who had a knowledge of the fubjeft 
which was then in treaty, know that 
the only quedion was, that of thelfer, 
with the addition of the propofitionmade 
by Audria to leave to the Eieftor a 
fuitable extent of country, for the pur- 
pofe of removing the City of Munich 
vrem the frontier: and that this projet, 
which furely was not exaggerated in the 
fuppofition of a lull and entire indemnity 
for Tufcany, at the fame time that his 
Palatine Highnefs fliould have obtained 
in Suabia a complete equivalent of cef- 
lions, to which it would be willingly car- 
.vied, was entirely abandoned by the 
Emperor the moment it was perceived 
that the Eleflor was not inclined to put 
his h^d to it. Since that time the views 
of his Majefty lor a fupplementary por- 
tion to be given to his auguft Brother 
have beta folely fixed upon KcclefiaiticaJ 


Properties and Free Cities (ituate in the 
circle of Suabia. The plan of it hat 
been drawn up in Paris, and afterwards 
propofed by his Imperial Majcfty of 
Ruflia, who in his wifdom adof.ted it 
in full. In confining himfc'^’ to this 
faithful flatement of every thing that 
pafled upon the fubjefl", he may difpenfe 
with noticing the indu61ions contained 
in the Note of Citizen Lafoiet. Never 
could the Emperor have entertained a 
thought of procuring for his auguft 
Brother any part what foe ver ot Bavaria 
ill any other manner than by an arrange- 
ment of mutual conlent, to the pertett 
convenience of the Eleflor Palatine. His 
Majefty has already given, relative to the 
City oi Paflau, every alfurance that could 
be expefted from his juflice and modera- 
tion, He is ready to fui render that city 
to the perfon who, by the legal and defi- 
nitive arrangement of the Indemnities, 
(hall be acknowledged its lawful owner. 
It is not until then, that the prefent pof- 
feflbr (hall ceafe to be fo, and that his 
Majefly will be difengaged from the obli- 
gation which he has contrafled, at the 
rtqueft of the Prince Bifliop, to provide 
for his fafety until the decifion of his 
fate. The Emperor would not willingly 
renounce the hope, that the moderate and 
equitable propofitions with vyhich he has 
recently charged his Ambafl'ador to the 
French Republic, fliall put an end to ail 
differences of opiniqp between him and 
theFirlt Conful ; but fhould it be other- 
wife, his aiigufi Brother, without having 
any prctcnfions to make to any part of 
Bavaria, which he never entertained an 
Idea of acquiring, except by the way of 
exchange with mutual cunlent, will not 
the lels retain the inconteflable right, 
fccured to him by the Treaty of Lune- 
villc, to a full and entire indemnity in 
Tufcany j a right, of which the Empire 
and France have folemnly bound them- 
felves to put him in pofleifion.

his Majefty's fault that the ilTue of im- 
portant aftairs, which are at this moment 
treating of, ftiould not be as prompt 
as all thole interefted in them might de- 
hre.

^HE late exceflive heats having near- 
-*• Jy dried up one of the apns of the 
Saoue, at Pontailler, fcveral of the in- 
habitants of the neighbouring country 
went there to procure ftones for build- 
ing. They dilcovejed Icvcral columns, 
fragments of beautiful>»arble, inftru- 
meiits of copper, and a figure ol bronze, 
about ten inches in height, reprefent- 
ing a woman coming out of the water 
with her hair wet. 'I'he figure is lin- 
giilnily graceful. A Member of the 
Academy, Citizen Lefehevin, hearing 
of the circuniltance, iininediatcly went 
to Pontailler, to examine the bed of 
the river. In addition to what had 
been alreadydifcovered, hefound there 
feveral chir iirjrical Inllrainents, a num- 
ber of medals in bronze of Nerva, Vef- 
pjfian, Nero, Anronius, Doniitian, &c, 
and feveral copper utenfils. 

A mine of amber, of the fiireft colour, 
has been difeovered a few leagues from 
Laon, in the Department of TAifne, in 
France. The pieces which have hi- 
therto been found do not prefeiit any 
vertige of plant or illicit j feveral have 
been met with incriifted with (nlphur 
of iron. Near the fame place have alfo 
been found feveral blocks of wood, 
almoft converitd into charcoal, fup- 
pofed to be parts of trees that have 


lain in the earth a confiderable time*

Mr. Fox, and the party at Paris 
with him, alfifted at the extraordinaiy 
Sitting which took place at the Tri- 
bunate on the i6tli.

I intreat you 
to add to it, it it be pollible, by con- 
defeending to accept my weak, but 
fincere, expreftion of it." Mr. Fox 
appeared to be mucU affc^ed by this 
act of gratitude. He replied, with a

On the 27th ult. the Union of Pied, 
inont with France was celebrated at Tu- 
rinin afplendid manner, after the cele- 
bration of a folemn mats in the cathedral 
of Turin, by the Archbilhop of that city. 
Over the p’incip.il entiance of the ca- 
thedral were two figures of Fame pro- 
claiming thefe words — The Union of 
Piedmont with the French Republic^’ 
— “ Glory to the Eternal Being.” — 
On one of the fide gates was written 
— ** Toleration,” and on the other 
— “ Concord.”— After the ceremony, 
a variety of military evolutions were 
performed ; to which I'ucceeded danc- 
ing in the National Guldens from two 
in the afternoon till midnight. 

In nurluance of a plan of the Firil 
Conful to efinblifli camps in the vici- 
nity of the Piedmontele territory, the 
following curious orders to that effect 
have jult been pnbliihed :

** The Government is defirous to 
give a fubftaiitial telHmony of the na« 
nonal gratitude to thofe ioldiers who 
have been maimed orotherwile wound- 
ed in the war, for the fupport of its 
liberties ; and has therefore come to 
a refolution to form five camps of 
veterans, each to con lift of 400 men, 
in the departments of the Po, Ma- 
rengo, L.a Doira, La Sc/ia, and Tanaio, 
foiming the twenty- feventh military 
divifion ; as alfo five other camp*;, 
each to contain 300 men, in the four 
departments of Mont Tonnere, the 
Rhine and Mofelle, the Surre and Roer. 
To each individual of the foldiers in 
thefe camps will be aillgned an extent 
of land, of which the produce fiiull be 
equal to the prefent national allowance 
for his fupport» He ihall, befides, con- 
tinue to enjoy his prclent pay. Of 
this, one montirs pay (ball be given in 
advance, to enable the foldier to pur- 
chafe furniture and other heceflaries* 
for his new eftablilhment- All /ol- 
diers who have obtained the benefits 
appropriated to invalids, all who have 
been maimed or feverely wounded in 
the war, are eompetem to receive thefe 
reconipencesy if, under forty years of 
age, and unmarried, they are difpofed 
to marry women, natives of the depart- 
ments in which the lands are fituated' 
to be allotted.”

BonataRTK, Fi^ft Conful of the French 
Republic y Frefident of the Italian Rrpub- 
licy to the Eigjiteen Cantons of the 
Helvetic Republic. 

St. Cloudy Sept. 30. 

INHAEITANTS OF HELVETIA, 

You have afforded, for two yeais, 
an afflifiing (pc6iaclf. Oppofite fac- 
tions have iuccefiively taken pollefiion 
of the fovereign authority : they have 
fignalized their temporary empire by jt 
fyftein of partiality which proved their 
weaknefs and want of .ibiliry. 

In the courfe of the year l 8 oi- 2 , 
your Government defired that the 
fmall number of French troops in 
Helvetia (hoiild be withdiavin. The 
French Government willingly availed 
themlclves of that oppoitunity to ho- 
nour your independence j but focn 
afterwards your diifci ent parties began 
to be agitated by frefh fury the blood 
of the SAvifs was ihed by the hands of 
Swifs. 

You have been difpuilng for three 
years, without coming to any under- 
Itaninig; if you are left longer to 
yourfelves, you vnll be killing each 
other for thre*'; ye.ars more, without 
coming to a better undtrftanding. 
Your hiftory befides proves, that youi 
intelline wars could never be termi- 
natetl but by the efficacious interven- 
tion of France. 

It is true that I had determined not 
to interfere at all in your affairs ; T 
had con flan tly tet-n your different Go- 
vernments afk advice of me, and not 
follow it, and fometimes abufe my 
name,. according to their interefts an<t 
their paffions. 

But I neither can nor ought to re- 
main infenfible to the miferiesof which 
yon ire the viftims j I recall my de- 
termination— I will be the media- 
tor of your differences, but my me- 
diation fhall be efficacious,, fuch as- 
befits the great people in whofe name 
I fpeak. 

Five days after the notification of 
the prefent Proclamation, the Senate 
fhall aflemble at Berne.— -Every Ma- 
gi ftracy that fhall have been formed' 
at Berne fince the capitulation^ iliall 
be diffolved, and fhall ceafi; itiaeting 

and 
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aid exercjfing dny authority.— The 
Prefects (hali repair to their poiis. All 
fhc Authorities wlilsh iiuy liave been 
fornJM Aall ccafe meeting.— Armed 
alTemol^es (hall difpcrfe. — The firft 
and fe^nd Helvetic demi< brigades 
Aiall compoie the garri^bti of Berne» 
— The troops who have been on fer- 
vice for upwards of lix months ihail 
alone remim in corps of troops. — ^Fi- 
nally, all individuals difbanded from 
the Belligerent Armies, and who are 
now in arms, lhall depoht their arms 
at the Municipality ot the Commune 
where they were born. — The Senate 
lhall fend three Deputies to Paris 5 
each Canton may alfo fend Deputies. 

All Citizens who, for the lall three 
years, have been Lindanrnian Senators, 
and have fucceflively occupied places 
sxi the Central Authority, may repair 
to Paris, to make known the means 
of reltoring union and tranquillity, 
and conciliating all parties. 

On my part, I have a 1 ight to expeft 
that no City, no Commune, no corps, 
will do any thing contrary to the dif- 
^ pofitioiis which I make known to you. 

Inhabitants of Helvetia, let your 
hopes levive.— Your country is on the 
brink of a precipice j it (Itdl be imme- 
diately drawn from it ; all men of good 
intentions will fecond this generous 
plan. 

But if, which I cannot believe, there 
be among you a gieat riiwnbcr of indi- 
viduals who have lb liu\^ virtue as not 
to fieri fice their pallions and their pre- 
iudices to the love of the country 5 
People of Helvetia, you will have in- 
deed degenerated B'om your fore- 
fat lie rs ! 

There is no fenfible man who does 
not lee that the mediation which I 
take upon myfeli is a beneilt to Hel- 
vetia fi ora tlwt Providence which, in 
the inidlt ot fo many Ihocks and con- 
V allions, has alwavs w'atched over the 
exiltencc and independence of your 
nation, and' that this mediation is the 
only means of faving both. 

For indeed it is time you (hould fee, 
that if the patriotifin and union of 
your anceftors founded your Republic, 
the bad fpirit of your faffioits, if it 
continue, will infallibly dellroy it ; 
painful would it be to think, that at a 

f ieriod when fevcral new Republics 
lave arifen, deiliny had marked out the 
fall and termination of one of the moft 
ancient,

Letters from Paris, of tho t6tl» 
inli. mention tlut great dilfitisfa^^ion 
prevails in the molt refpe^fable of the 
private circles in the capital, at the 
conduct of Bonaparte to the Swifs. 

On the 1 6th, the Corn Hall at Paris 
caught Hre, and was totally deilroyed, 
together with a part of the corn it 
contained. The accident is attribu- 
ted to the negligence of fome plumbers. 

2T. A difpatch has been received 
by the MinHter of Marine from Admi- 
ral Lacroffe, dated on the 1 j th ult, at 
BalFeterre, announcing the death of 
General Richepanfe on the 3d, after 
an illnefs of fixteen days. The Ad- 
miral (bites, that his death caufed 
the moft lively fenfaiions of regret 
throughout the ifland, and his funeral 
was accompanied with every ceremony 
that could add (blemnity to the fpec- 
tacie. He was buried under the ruiiu, 
of the grand baft ion, the attack ol 
which he liad a few months before 
direi^ed. A monument has been 
eieiled to his memory. The Admi- 
ral then reverts to the prefent fitua- 
tion of the Colony, which is in a 
ftate of increafing profperity. The 
remainder of the rebels, who, on their 
defe.it, reforted to the woods, amounts 
only to A few hundreds, and not above 
half of thenr armed. In order to 
due them completely, he has cauled 
their retieats to be iurroimded, ami 
has formed fnares to (brprife themi. 
which was the fyftein puiiUed by Gen. 
Ricliepanfe. Prom the concluding^ 
part of the Admiral’s letter, it ap 
pears that the yellow fevtr has this 
year ravaged Guidaloupej and al- 
though it IS now abating, yet the ftuc 
of convalefcence is tedious and p.tiii- 
ful. The French fbldiers, in chafing 
the Maroons, abandon themfelvcs ta 
their impetuofity, they become cit- 
haufted, and the confequence is dif- 
cafe .and death. 

This letter is followed by another 
from Gen. Gobert, who gives an awful 
account of the impenetrable woods 
which conceal the Bn^^ands* The 
mornes on which they nie are fteep, 
and form peaks above a number of 
rivers, and ftreams that traverlc them 
in every d^re£tion— and as foon at the 
army aJvancct towards' them; they 

difappear 
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tiHappear with the rapidity of light- 
nmg*. To efcape, they throw them- 
fclves down the Iteepell precipices; 
they then follow the current of the 
«ter Jlirough rhe rocks, fo that their 
traces cannot be difcovefedi and ab- 
lolutely become invifible. Towards 
the end of July a body of Negroes was 
attacked near the woods of Goyave, 
and being defeated, about 700, rhe 
whole that remained, retreated to the 
itiountains. A proclamation of am- 
neRy was publi/hed, which induced 
600 of theie Brigands to return, but 
the remainder, having retired to the 
w^ds of Capefterre, refufed to fub- 
mit; they Were therefore attacked on 
the 3d of August, and difpeiTed, when 
they collected in an old camp of the 
Mandigoesy which had exided for 
many years, and their retreat could 
never after be difeovered. 

Schaffhausen, Sept, 13.— Our re- 
folution is taken. We join ouifelvcs 
to the ■five Democratic Cantons, and 
fend Deputies to Schwitz. Zurich 
has done the fame. A Committee 
has been named of twelve Members, 
fix from the town and fix from the 
country, to eftablifli a Provifional Go- 
vernment. 

The Infurgents have been every 
wrhere fuccefsiul ; they have compel- 
led the City of Berne to enter into 
a capitulation ; and the Government, 
together with the Helvetic military 
force, have been compelled to retire 
to Lauianne.-— This event, however, 
did not take place without a Ifrong 
redftance on the part of the Govera- 
ment troops ; a defperate engagement 
was fought under the walls of the 
Ciiy, the refult of which was, that 
the condituted authorities weie com- 
pletely-defeated. 

The Convention for the evacuation 
of Berne confifts of eleven articles, the 
purport of which is, that thei e fliall 
be an armiftice for 24 lioui $, during 
which time the Helvetic troops are 
t'o retire from the city 5 the Leaders 
of the Infurgent troops undertaking 
to farnifh the Members of the Go- 
vernment with the means of a fafe 
conveyance j they weie alio to carry 
with them 20 pieces of artillery, and 
a fufficient quantity of ammunition, 
together with the lecords, papeis, and 
every article belonging to the offices 
State. 

The mrtizans of the new revolu- 
tioiuiis flatter themfelvcs that the uii- 
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cient Swifs Cpnftitution will fpeodily 
be re-elhiblinied, and that the French 
Government will be too wife to fore**, 
by its authoritative interference, fach 
regulations upon them, as they .annot 
view with fatisfaftion, and. which 
they have given ferious proofs that 
they will not fuhmit with tamenefs or 
fervility. It is however reported, that 
1 2,000 French troops are on the point 
of entering Switzerland; — hence wc 
cannot reflect without horror on the 
fangiiinaiy fcencs which will again be 
adled in that unfortunate country. 

This unexpected revolution wa3 ef- 
fected by the army under the command 
of Baron D'Ei lach ; it is compofed of 
Swifs emignmts, of deferters from the 
conflituted force, and of Officers and 
men who had ferved in Holland and 
France previous to the revolution. 
This revolutionary army is fuppofed 
to be 30, coo ftrong. When the ac- 
counts came away, the whole of the 
pcafantry in the Pays dc Vaud had 
taken up arms, but it was not known 
which party they intended to fup- 
pPrt. 

General Andermatt is proceeding 
by forced marches towards Laufanne; 
he is puriued by Aloys Kcding, and it 
is only b^^ one favourable article in the 
Convention of Berne that they are 
preferved from dellru^tion. 

Lausanne, Sept. 29.— The Bernefe 
have been forced abandon the fiege 
ofFriburgli infurgents have been 
checked in the valley between the Lake 
of Moral and that of Neuf'chatel : forty 
prifoners were taken, and twelve men 
killed. — The head-quarters of the Hel- 
vetic army have been re ellablilhed at 
Moral, a poft that was abandoned the 
moment the cannonading of Fiiburgh 
was heard. The Admiuillrative Cham- 
ber of Fi iburgh had refufed to place 
tlieir treafure at the difpofil of the 
Helvetic Government; oiders were 
therefore given to proceed to the 
opening of ihe chefi. The Chiefs of 
the in i'll agents, who call themfelves 
Generals in Chief of the troops of the 
Swifs Cantons, fent on, the 26th, a 
fumnions to all the Members of the 
Government ; they fay, that the whole 
of German Switzerland has declared 
for them, and that the peafants, 
crowding from all parts to their Hand, 
ard, have proclaimed the ancient 
Cond itutions of the Canton. — ^’Tlie fol. 
lowing Convention was figned at 
Bcine, on the 25111 of September, be- 
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tween the Democratic Cantons^ and 
the Canton of Berne. 

V^The Congfcrs of D eputics aflem- 
bled^^chwitz, Underwaiden, Claris, 
Appen^U^ and the Grifons i who have 
conftitutecl themfeives, and the Can- 
ton of Berne, which has joined them, 
have bound themfelves in the clolelt 
manner, in order to purfue, with arms 
in their iiands, the foi-difant Helvetic 
Government at Laufanne, to force it to 
diflblve itfelf, or to quit Switzerland. 
They admit into their Confederacy all 
the ' Cantons which ftiall confticute 
themfelves, and be of the fame I’cnti- 
mentsi they folemnly declare, that 
they will not interfere in any manner 
whatever in the internal regime of the 
Cantons, and that each of them (hall 
have the liberty of giving to itfelf fuch 
a Con (lit lit ion as Jt fh^ll deem to be 
conformable to the wants and wifhes of 
the people i they engage to furnhh the 
contingent of the troops which the 
general intcreft (ball require. All the 
troops (hall be under the orders of 
General Bachman, which (hall a6l in 
concert with the Council of War of the 
Confederacy. 

Lausanne, OS. 6.— The City of 
Friburgh furrendered the day before 
yefterdvay to the Confederate Swifs. 
The Chief of Brigade Clavel, Com- 
mander of Friburg^, was pofitively 
afTured that Laufann^vias in the power 
of the Confederates, anoThat the Go- 
vernment had paired into Savoy. — The 
battalion of Militia of Citizen Bour- 

eois, which was alfo at Friburgh, has 

een difanned, and fent to the Fays de 
Vaud. 

OS* 7.-— Vefterday morning the new 
Sufpenlion of Arms was concluded. 
This morning General Von-der-Weidt 
returned to Montpreveyre, where the 
Ratifications were exchanged.— By 
this Convention, hoflilities are not to 
recommence till 24 hours after the re- 
turn of General Rapp to Laufanne— . 
The Surpenfion of Arms is general, and 
thofe who on either dde (hall continue 
rcfrailory to their Chief* are to be 
reduced by detachments from both 
armies. 

OS* 8.— General Rapp, informed of 
the taking of the City of Friburgh after 
the General in Chief of the Confje- 
derates had promt fed him not to com- 
mit any hoftility, has iignilied to Ge- 
neral Bachman, that if, in 14 hours, 
Friburgh was not delivered to the Hel- 


vetic troops, he would quit the countryt 
and force refpefl to the proclamation of 
Bonaparte, by the entrance of a French 
Army — Not with Han ding the declara- 
tion of the equality of political rights^ 
and the independence of the Cantons^ 
propofed by the Committee of State 
eilablifhed at Berne, Argovio and 
Oherland are declared by the faid Com- 
mittee united to the Canton of Berime* 
—The a 7th September was a day of 
great rejoicing at Schwitz, on account 
of the opening of the Diet. It was 
compofed of Deputies from all the 
Cantons, except Friburgh pnd Leman* 
— Aloys Reding made a fpeech tmosb 
the. occalion, and was appointed Pre- 
fident. 

Basle, OS, 9. — The Members of 
the Diet alTenibled at Schwitz, have^ 
agreed on the plan of a Couftitution^ 
Which they have addreded to the dif- ' 
ferent Cantons. The following arc 
its principal points Switzerland 
forms one Federal Republic under the 
denomination of the Helvetic Con- 
federation. — Each Canton to govern 
jtlelf according to its own will, and to 
exercife in its owm territory aJl the 
rights of fovercignty which it exer- 
cifed under the ancient regime.— The 
towns (hall not enjoy any prerogative 
over the country 5 both 10 participate 
in the Adminillration of Jultice, of the 
Police, and in the internal Govern* 
ment of the Canton.— The Govern- 
ment of one Canton cannot publilh 
ordinances prejudicial to another Can* 
ton. — The Government of each Can* 
ton to name a Deputy to the Helvetic 
Diet. The Deputies remain in office 
until their Condituents tliink proper to 
recall them. They are indemnified by 
the Canton. — The Diet is permanent^ 
it deliberates on war and peace, and on 
the coiiclnfion of fuch treaties of al- 
liance and commerce, as the general 
in ter ell of the confederation may call 
for. It is aiuhoriied to repeal and 
annul the ordinances of the Cantonal 
Governments, which are prejudicial 
to the Helvetic Confederation, or to 
any of its Cantons.— Every Deputy* 
Member of the Diet, is obliged, to con- 
du^ himfelf upon the difeuifion of an 
important obje^l, particularly of trea- 
ties of peace, commerce, and alliance* 
according to the inilru( 5 llons of his 
Contlitiients.— Tlie Diet choofes,froni 
among its Members, a Prefident and a 
Secretary, who continue in their func- 
tions for thicc months, and are always 
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re-cligibic.— All thcSwifs arefoldicrs. 
^one can exercifc the rights of Citi- 
zenfliip, nor be received into the Cor- 
poration of Artilh and Tradefmen, 
cor exercife a profcfiion, nor ciarry, 
uniefs he has a muiket, a iword, and 
a pouch. The Government fuppiies 
the poor with arms. The expences of 
war are charged upon all the Can- 
tons in proportion to their I'eipe^ive 
raeans. 

B£rme, OSI, fi. — The anfwer of the 
Diet of Schwitz to the proclamation of 
the Firit Conful is not yet known.— 
The Diet hahens the levy of troops. 
A great number of detachments have 
arrived at Zurich and Solcure. 

The foi difant Helvetic Government 
{the French interelt) have publiihed a 
proclamation to the Swifs People, 
couched in the moll fervile language. 
Jt dates, that in conlequence of co^i- 
tending factions, it had continued to 
prefs the Firft Conful for his kind in- 
tervention } and adds, that by the in* 
tervention of Divine Providence, lie 
has taken upon himlelf the mediation 
vhich has been offered to him.. The 
Proclamation concludes with the fol- 
lowing remarkable apoltrophe <‘May 
ail parties be filent, and i>ear Bona- 
parte ! May the weapons fall from 
every hand ! May every heart be open- 
ed to fentiments of fraternity and con- 
cord ! Suicly, people of Helvetia, you 
iievcr have been fo near happinefs ; but 
if you arc deaf to the voice of Bona- 
parte, you will never have been ib 
Jiear deltruilion ! 

The French General Ney is /aid to 
have received orders to repair with his 
ciivilion from Nancy immediately to 
the frontiers of Switzerland, wheie he 
is to take the command of the French 
’^bree deltined to aft againlt that un- 
fortunate country. It is added, that 
the General has already proceeded 
with two Aids-de-Camp to Hunin- 
IJuenj and that ten battalions of in- 
fantry and lix /quadrons of cavalry, 
from the vicinity of Mentz, have like- 
wile been ordered to inarch to Swit- 
Zetland.

According to the 
determination of the Commiinon of 
Liquidation, the whole I'um amounts 
to 700,000 rubles. 

The following fiiigular circumftance 
lias been -the fubjefl of much alarm at 
Peterfbuigh, and has been deemed of 
fufficlent conrequence to be inlertcd 
in the (Jazette of that city : — An 
OfHcei*, who was walking in the Kin« 
peror’s garden, was wounded by a 
mufquet-bali. It was immediately ru- 
moured, that the ball was not intended 
lor him, but for another pei fon. In- 
quiries were fet on foot, and tlieallair 
loon aflumed another a(pe6>. It was 
louiid, that the event related to an 
ttnaginary con fpi racy, the only objVft 
of which was to obtain a large iuin of 
money. The Ofiker who was wound* 
ed, it was added, in order to give ail air 
of probability to the affair, fired a 
piltol at his own arm, and lodged a 
iKill in it. l lie Government, however, 
is now occupied in inveftigacing the 
affair.” 

The unfortunate Royal Family of 
France, it is now determined, aie to 
relide at Warfaw. The Rurtian Court 
lias granted them an allowance of 

700.000 rubles annu.dly,and has offered 
tkem a confiderable c^>tent of territory 
in Lithuania, the levenil^ of which is 

30.000 rubles : this, however, was only 
on condition of their refiding on the 
territory, which they have refulcd. 

A Ruflian Prince has been arrelled at 
Leiplig, on fufpicion of having forged 
bills on kulfia. — He has been conveyed 
to Petei'fburgb under a Itrong guard, 

A ilorm» more violent than was ever 
remembered in that city, was experi- 
enced at Peterlburgh and in the adja 
cent countiy on the 2;5th and 16th of 
Auguft. Many Iheep were killed in 
the adjoining country by the violence 
of the hail. 

Dodtor Oreus, of Petcrfliurgh, has 
obtained the copntenance and appro- 
bation of the Emperor for maniifadlur- 
ingbrjead, by a new procefs from the 
Lichen \Jland\cu 5 ^ which will be a valu- 
able relburce to the natives of the 
North in times of fcarcity. 

Mr. Falcon, the Rritim Conful at 
yVlgicrs, has fignified to all fhe Confuls 
pf bis Court In the Mediterranean, tha^ 
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the Dey has expreifed his refolution to 
order his cruizers to feize all Britiih 
merchant (hips having Admiralty paffes 
of the prefent form. 

A letter from Malaga, dated Auguft 
28, lays, On the 26th, there vvas the 
moll dreadful itorm of thunder and 
lightning ever experienced here. The 
torrents of rain from the mountains 
were 1*0 great, that they carried eveiy 
thing betoie them. 'I'here is an old 
bed of a river near the town, which 
has been long dry, and on which many 
houfes, (tables, &c. have been built. 
All thefe, with four women, leveraL 
children, lixteen men, thirteen routes, 
thirty-eight fw'ine, and ten waggons, 
were forced into the lea. The bridge 
in the town was broken, and the Ihips 
in port driven out. 

.Accounts from Gibraltar, of the 23d 
ult. mention the occurrence of a dread* 
iul Itorm of thunder and lightiung, 
which did great dama^ to the Biitilh 
iquadroh lying in the Bay.

gunner’s Itorc-room, where it com* 
pletely deltroyed leveral boxes of 
grape (hot. Two men only weie in- 
jured by the Itioke. Shortly after- 
wards the Active was Itruck by an* 
other llalh, which fplit the top-gallant- ■ 
malt, and in a fingular manner ca: ried 
away p:ut of the main-top mall, leveral 
feet of which completely difappeared. 
The main mall wasalfo fplit; and the 
(hip’s butcher, v/ho was Itanding on 
deck with his deaver in his hand, was < 
itruck dead, and almoll every perlbn 
on deck was forced down by the lhock% 
— The Superb and Dragon were allb 
Itrvrck ; the former was much injured.

The Spanifli Government in North 
America, unable to make efficient op- 
pofition to the t^redatory waifare of 
Bowles and bis Indian followers, is 
ncgociating a Treaty of l^ace with 
them.

28. A fliocking murder was com- 
mitted at Morriake : — A man named 
Stillwell, who keeps a public-houic in

The eldcft Ion, Sir Divid Daliymple, 
Bart, became one of the Loi ds of Stf- 
hon, by the title of Lord Hides, and ij> 
not only well known in the liteiaiy 
world by Ins many public itions, but 
wis highly rclpefted 111 Ins projeffw t is 
and in his clniaflei as a man 
and a Cbtjhau, 

James Dilrymple was bi ought up 111 
the aimy, in which he lofe to ihe tank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel , when he quit- 
ted that pi ofedion to enjoy Jotial rctiie- 
nient with the wife of his afFeiSfion* 
imongft his relations . he wis highly 
refpeited and eltcemcd by his Jntndst 
ainongit whom he had the honoui of 
lanking the piclent Eail St. Vincent 
and Vi (count Howe. His literary en- 
dowments were great, but he never 
publifhtd any thing during his life. 
Some much-adiniied poetical pieces of 


his weie publKhed by his brother 
Alexandei, aftei liis death, as an Ap- 
pendix to a Colleftion of Songs, in 
1796, and many moie remain m manu- 
fcjipt. 

Another brother, Hugh, died a 
tain in the Navj^ much refpe^ed 
111 his profelhon. 

John was lepeatedly Lord Pro*voft oi 
Edinburgh, and much elteemed for his 
focal virtues. 

Alexandei, at a veiy early period of 
his life, was taught Geography by his 
fathei, not learning by rote the names 
of lOUHtnes, capitals, and fuboidinate 
toions, but by Sii James (hewing his 
ion the Maps, and pointing out thoie 
dilhncfions oiJormjLHid iltuation, which 
were likely to make impreflion on a 
child's attention, and fix that impiefilon 
on his memory, inteielting the chilt^ 
(fill the more, by naiiatives of his own 
tr ivels, though they had not been ex- 
tended beyond Europe. 

At the breaking out of the rebellion, 
in 1745, James Diliymple, debilU 
tited in conilitutiort by ill health, car- 
ried his female and young family to 
Berwick j his eldelt Ton being then at 
Utiecht puiluing his Rudies, and two 
others from home in the (et vice of their 
King and countiy. 

Alexandei well lemembers to have 
feen Sir John Cope on horfeback, in a 
blue furtout coat, come ovci the 
bridge into the tozva fiom the Engl^* 
fide. 

After the profperous turn affaii*8, 

T t t Sir 
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S 5 r James Dalrymple returned home 
with his family j and from thence 
Alexander vvent back to Hadington 
School, wheie he had been a fhort time 
before the rebellion drove his father to 
Bei wick. 

Alexa ider received his education 
undei Mr, David Young, ar a time 
when Ml . Young’s fchool, at Hading* 
ton, was in high reputation j but as he 
Jelt fchool beroiehewas fouiteen years 
of age, and never was at the Univerfity, 
his lUiolaftic endowments were very 
limited. At fchool he had the credit 
of bf irg a good ichohr { and, after he 
left fchool, his elded brother was wont 
to nuke him trail (late, off hand, (onie 
of ♦he Odis of Horace j fo that he was, 
for his years, a tolerable proficient in 
Latin ; but going abroad, entirely his 
own mader, before he was fixteen yeip 
of age, he neglefled his Latin ; and 
has never found fo much ufe for it 
as to induce him to tike any pains to 
recover it. 

Sir James Dalrymple died in 1750 j 
and the Hon. General St. Clair having 
mar ried Sir James’s a very fenfible 
and accomoliihed woman (the ieli^ 5 t of 
Sir John Baird, Bart.), in 175a, from 
his intimacy with Alderman Baker, 
then Chairman of the Eafl India Com-^ 
Geneial St. Clair got Mr, Baker’s 
promife to appoint his nephew, Alex- 
andei Dalr)'mple, a Wi iter in the Com- 
pany’s fervice, Alexandei having con- 
ceived a (liong dclire of going to the 
Baft Indies, by reading Niruhojps Vry 
ages, and a novel of that time, c tiled 
"Joe ^bomfon. 

Alexander Dalrymple left Scotland 
3 n the fni*ing of 1752, with his brother 
Sir Dtvid, who affectionately accom- 
panied him to London. He was put 
to Mr. K.inrofi.’s academy, at Foui- 
ncai Endfield, for (ome 
m'mths antecedent to his appointment 
3 n the Company’s fervice: he was 
obliged to Mr. Kinrois (or his great 
and attention to him, and 
l-eceivcd much good inltiudtion for 
his conduct through life 5 by which 
he greatly piofited ; but Alexander 
was too (ho»*t a time at that academy 
to learn much of what was the objefi 
of fending hirntheic, viz. •wnting And 
merchants'' accounts \ which are, at ledt 
wcie ^it that time, the only qualifications 
the Eaff Jndw Company thought le- 
c^uifite in their (ei vants : the abfui dity 
of fuplpormg a boy of iixteen fiom an 
tompeteat ro keep of 


merchants'' hooks not entering into their 
wife noddles, (bme demur was made to 
Mr. Kinrofs’s certificate of this part of 
Alexander’s education not being ex- 
1 efied in terms fulBciently direct } 
owevf*!', this was not infiffed on. 

On the ift of November 1752, Alex- 
ander Daliymple was appointed a IVri- 
ter in the Eall India Company’s fer- 
vicc, and, on the 8th of November, 
ffationed on the Madras eftablijhment. 
Alderman Baker difijualified early the 
next year; fo that it was by a very 
accidental contingence that Alexander 
Dalrymple went to iNpiA, his family 
having no India connexions ^ more 
particularly as he wanted a fewYnonths 
of fixteen yeai s of age, which was the 
age required for a Writer to be ; and 
his mother Lady Chriftian Itrongly 
objefted to his father"s fin even tacitly 
aifenting to countenance what was un- 
true ; and (he was not quite (atisfied 
with being a(riired that it was with 
Alderman Baker’s concurrence and 
approbation ; it being urged, that the 
/pint of tht regulation was to prevent 
infants being intioduced into the fer- 
vice as Writers f and not to preclude a 
perion for the difference of a few 
months in age. This is the only 
inffince in which Alexander Dalrym- 
ple is confeious of hiving been accef- 
(aiy to djtaUngtliQ Conip.uiy> if tt can 
be fo termed. 

Mr. Jarne;^Ik.xrd, then of Downing- 
(Ireet, and atterwards of Soho-fquaie, 
an army-agent, cairied Alexander DaU 
rymple one day to CheWea, wheie Mr. 
Baird vjfiting Sir John Tielawney, 
then a very old man, they were invited 
to (lay dinnci . Alexander having 
drank a glafs or two of wine paffed the 
bottle. This tlie old man took notice 
of, and faid, to this effetf : “ Young 
man, I am very glad to fee that j 
always judge for yourfelf, and you 
will do light , few mf*!! a6f wrong of 
theii own incliiiatiDn, but by follow, 
ing example, and w inting the refo- 
luiion to judge toi themfelves, when 
example ought to be followed, and 
when not.” This advice falling in a 
pi opcT foil took root, and was never 
for gotten. 

Alexander, about the middle of De 
cember, embarked at Giavelend or 
board the Suffolk Induman, com- 
manded by Captnin William Wilfon 
the (liip was on fire the fame night in 
the gun room, but it was extinguiihe^ 
without any confidciable injury. 

Captaj^ 
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Captain Wilibn having three Supia- 
pargoes to China going paiTengers, 
was unwillinj^ to take Alexander Dd- 
ryuiple as a paflengei . howevei* he 
was prevailed on to give him a pailage. 
at the initance of Mr. Richaid Lewin, 
then his Chief Mate, and atterwai ds his 
fuccejfor in the command of the Suffolk , 
who being intimite with Mi. Willon^ 
afterwards Sir rhomas Wilfoni a pii 
ticular friend of Geneial St. Clan* was 
by him induced to obtain Captain 
WiHon to giant Alexinder Daliyinple 
a palTige, iirhough he could not give 
him any cabin , wnich was no inconve- 
nience, as, by the kindnefs of Mi. 
Lew in, he had at all times the ufe of 
hi& cabin. 

The Suffolk failed fiom the Downs 
the i6th December 17^2, and, '^feer 
ffaying a Jortmght^t the Cape of Good 
Hope, ii rived at Madias on the iicli 
of Miy -a day fince memoiable by the 
death oi tiAJO great men to whom their 
country owed much— Willjiii Pitt, 
Lail of Chatham * ind Geoigc Xoid 
Pigot * Captain Willon ided with di 
the kindnels of i paient toAitx iider 
Diliymple, not only duiingthe pifTagc 
to Madias, but duiing the runiuidci 
of hid life Foi a month, while the 
ihip remained at Midiaii,Cipt 11 n Wil 
foil kept him to live 111 his houfc , 
which was the more fortunate to Alex 
andei Daliyinple, he was an entiie 
llran^er to evciy body at Madias, 
hiving only a letter oP mere comph- 
iiientaiy introdu^lion to tht OoveuiOTf 
horn Loid Northefk, who had been m 
India, but was not pei fondly ac- 
quainted with Mr. Saunders, the Go 
veinoi , the other peifons to whom 
Alexander Dilryin pic had carried let 
ters being either dead or abfent, ex- 
cept one, who was lo abandoned to 
dninkennefb, that the very aflbei iting 
with him would have brought a ffigma 
upon any youth, had his bad example 
produced no effeff and of this dinger 
Alexander Dali ymple wis kindly ciu- 
tioned by Mr. Chailes Bourchiei, who 
wdb then Secretary y and aftciwaids Go- 
njeruor, of Madras.

This 
favoui able opinion of Mr Oime irofe 
from Ale\inder Dili)mple having 
wiittin a note to him, as CommiBkr), 
concerning fome Olhcei s affairb of 
which lie had the niindgement. The 
Sub Account int wis one of the ipoli 
honoui ible Ifitions , and by the Com- 
pany's regulations, iftei hilmcing A 
ceitain number of fets of books, the 
perfon occupying tliat ffaiion was en- 
titled to any employment it the Sub* 
oidinites that became vacmt, not oc- 
cup ed by a Member of Council. Al- 
though Mr Orme’s frien lly intentions 
did not tike place, yet he ever after 
the wed ium countenance, and gdve him 
the fice ufe of Ins viluable libraiy , 
where bobks were fo lire, and it fo 
well clioftn, this was an inelf unable 
favout. It was the deiire to read a 
book in this library that induced Alex- 
andei Dali ymple to leirn French , hav- 
ing been fuch an Aui CaUican wlien a 
that although compelled to go to a 
French 
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fhmcb /eked in Edinhurgb, before he 
lefit Scotland, he would Ttot leant French! 
but finding Souvefj F^age in Mr. 
Crme's library, he applied himfelf to 
the book without a matter, and, with 
ttie ailiftance of a dictionary, then 
tranflated it. Mr. Orme continued 
his friendfliip to Alexander D ilry mple 
during the remainder of his life. 

Whillt Alexander Dalrymple was in 
the Secretary’s ofiice, he received the 
countenance of Mr. Dupre, the Secre- 
tary, who afterwards applied to have 
him appointed hib Deputy^ although 
not then in his ofRcc, and would have 
reflgned the Secretary (liip in his favour 
in 17 59, when Alexander Dalrymple 
went on his Eaitern voyage. 

During the time Alexander Daliym- 
pte was in the office of Deputy Stcre - 
tary> examining the old records, to 
qualify himfelf, by the knowledge of* 
»em, to dll the office of Secretary, 
which he was in fucceiRon to expeCt, 
he found the commerce of the Eajhrn 
yictnds was an ohjeS of great cottjUeraiion 
with the Company, and he was infpired 
with an earned deRre to recover that 
important objeCl: for this country. 

A favourable opportunity offered for 
putting this into train $ his old friend 
Captain Wilfon having been appointed 
by the Eaft India Company Commo- 
dore of all their Ships and Veird's, and 
Coimnander of the Pitt, of 50 guns, 
fir his good and gallant conduct, ar- 
rived in September 1758. 

The circumllance which obtained 
tins jdilfinguiihed mark of the Com- 
pany’s favour deferves to be comme- 
morated. The Suffolk, Captain Wil- 
fon, as fenior Officer Comfnodore $ 
Houghton, Captain Walpole ; and 
Godolphin, Captain Hutchinfon j 
were^ on their paffage home to Eng- 
land from China, encountered by a 
French fhip of the line and a lai ge 
frigate off the Cape of Good Hope 
in the night, and exchanged Tome (hot : 
Captain Wilfon endeavoured to get 
i but finding the French (hips 
cratfailed the Indiamen,in the morning 
he made the Jignal for the line, and bore 
down upon the French. M. de Sou- 

E ire, fecond in command to General 
ally, was on board the ihip of the 
line. On feeing the Engtifh bear down, 
he defired the French Captain to pur- 
fue his voyage without engaging fur. 
ther. The Captain remonllrated, quef- 
tioning his authority to interfere, and 
declaring they vKre but merchant 


(hips, incapable of defending them-^ 
felves again it fo fuperior a force. 
Soupire produced his authority to com- 
mand in the abfeiice of General Uly 
and Count D’Apfchc, and ordered him 
to piirfue his voyage ; declanng, that 
he did not queltion their being mer- 
chant (hips, but, as it appeared they 
were determined to defend themfelves 
gallantly, an accidental (hot might dif- 
able his (hip, and entail fatal dif- 
appointment on the expedition to India, 
of which that ihip made a part, and 
that the prize of fome merchant (hips 
was of no coniequence to the King of 
France. 

This conveys a forcible lelTon againit 
defpondency, as the efcape of the In- 
di'imen arofe entirely from Captain 
WiHon’s good conduft. 

. When Commodore Wilibn arrived 
at Madras, in the Pitt, in September 
1758, he had on board Sir William 
(then Colonel) Draper, and part of his 
regiment. The Pitt was deftined for 
China. Commodore Wilfon, whofe 
Rigacity and maritime knowledge was 
equal to his courage, had refiefled dur- 
ing the couife of his voyage from Eng- 
land, in what manner his pajjage to 
China could be attained at that feafon f 
.and it occuned to him, that the fame 
principle by which ffiips went to the 
Klalabar Coad and Perfia from Madras 
in iht South Welt monfoon, was appli- 
cable in a fcijjag/ to China, viz. by 
crolli.ig the Iine\ and taking advantage 
of the contrryy monfoons that /rr‘wn /7 at 
the famt time in North and South latitudes % 
Thus, as the (hips Yrom Madras ftand 
to the'Sonth Ealt with the South Weil 
winds, till they get into the South Eall 
trade in South latitude, and then (land 
Wcllward, till they aie to windward of 
their intended port, when they crofs 
the Line again into North latitude : 
fo Commodore Wilfon reafoned, that 
the North Well winds would, in South 
latitude, carry him fir enough Ea(l- 
ward to make the North Eaft wind a 
fair wind to China. Sir William Dra- 
per countenancing his opinion, Com- 
modore Wilfon, on his arrival at Ma- 
di*as, mentioned the fubjedl to Alex- 
ander Dalrymple, and a(ked his fenti- 
ments 5 wdiich entirely concurring 
with his own, and being conRrmed 
by reference to Saris, &c. who had per- 
formed the moft eflential part of the 
voyage, though w'ith a different ob- 
ject ; Commodoie Wilfon was thereby 
induced to propofe it to Governor 

Pigot, 
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PIgot, who tonfulted Alexander Dal- 
Tymple ; whc^/e explanation latisf'ying 
him that it was feafible, he difpatched 
CoiVimortore Wilfon to China by fucli 
route as he thought proper to purAie, 
leaving to his own difcretion the exe* 
cution of that intenrion j Governor 
Pigot obferving, that he would not 
give a pofitive order, left fome unfoie- 
leen obftacle fliould intervene. Com- 
modore Willbn performed the voyage 
highly to the credit of our maritime 
reputation I and much to the ad vantage 
of the Company, who were jb lenfible 
of Commodore WiHon’s merits, that 
they prefented him witli a gold medal 
on the occalion. This event is one of 
the charadleriftic points in the hittory 
of Navigation, and highly merits elpe- 
cial notice. 

Circumdances occurred in the dif- 
cufllon of the propofition made by 
Commodore Wilfon, which induced 
Alexander Dairy tuple to propole, and 
Governor Pigot to accede to, ins going 
in the Cuddalorc fcliooner to the Kaft- 
ward, on a voyage of general obferva- 
tion s although it had a particulai' def- 
ti nation. 

After the of Madras, which con- 
tinued from the middle of December 
1758 to the X7th of Februrry 1759. 
when Mr. Dupre offered to refigii the 
Secretary (hip to Alexander Dalryinplc, 
then Jiis Deputy^ Governor Pigot 
thinking that a more bei^eficial obje^, 
endeavoured to dKTuade Alexander 
Daliymple from the voyage ; and when 
inefll^d^ua], propofed that Alexander 
Dalrymple Ihould go down to Bengal, 
where Lord (then Colonel) Clive was 
Governor, that he might go properly 
equipped j however, Alexander Dal- 
rymple, unwilling to run any hazard 
of a difappointment, and warm in pur- 
fuit of an object of whofe national 
importance he had been long con- 
vinced, rather chole to go in the Cud- 
clalore as fvjas ; but as Madras, from 
the devadation attending the/rj^r, could 
not fupply the ftores wanted for Inch a 
voyage, it was neceflary to proceed to 
China, to get that fiipply from the 
ihips that relbrt thither. 

The Hon. Thomas Howe, (ince de- 
ccafed, commanded the Winchelfea 
Indiaman, in which (liip Colonel Dra- 
per returned to England by way of 
China. Mr. Howe molt obligingly 
took occafion, one day at Governor 
Pigot's before dimiei j toXay to .Alex- 


ander Dalrymple, that as he underllood 
Alexander Dalrymple was going to 
fea, fo far as their way lay the iame» 
Mr. Howe would be very glad of his 
company with his friend Colonel Dra- 
per on board the Winchelfea. This 
obliging offer was accepted ; and from 
that able navigator Alexander Dalryni- 
ple received his firlt nautical tuition i 
having embaiked on the Wincheift* 
the 22d of April 1759. 

During the fiege of Madras, Mr. 
Wjlliam Roberts, who had been a 
Supra- Cargo to Manila, was killed by 
a Ihell ; in his colledion were fome 
Spanifli Hijhries of the Phllipinas : thefc 
Alexander Dalrymple purchafed j and 
although entirety ignorant of that Ian* 
guage, with tiie alfiltance of a Dii^ion- 
ary, tauglit himfelf it fuliiciently to 
pbtain much information concerning 
thofe parts, particularly concerning 
SOOLOO. 

It ought, perhaps, to be obfervedi 
tliat duiing the (lege of Madras, the 
firji colleSlion of the South Sea Vojagis 
was made by Alexander Dalrymple,, as 
it (hows how little influence that (lege 
had on perfons mincisvat the lime j not 
that this WMS the peculiar lituation of 
his mind, but it was the fenfe that 
pervaded with almoll every body, even 
tlie Plack people^ who were unconne6led 
^with martial adairs ; this the two 
^follow'ing inftances will confirm. The 
Shaftfbnry Indiaman being a very bad 
(ailer, and confequeiitly retarding the 
iieet that was bringing the troops to 
the relief of Madras j the lick were put 
on hoard off Ceylon, and tliat Ihip was 
left to make the belt of her way by 
herfelf, no idea being entertained that 
this (hip could reach Madras before the 
flet't, however by accidental winds 
(o Imppened. Theie was then in 
Madras road, the Haerlem, a 50 gint 
(liip, which the French had taken from 
the Dutch, though then at peace, and 
a French (rigate. Alexander Dalrym- 
plc was Cent off in a Mrjbolahy which is 
the boat rowed by Black people, ufed 
for palling thtfurf at Madras, Witlif 
orders to the Shafti'biii y, tiif n coming 
into the road : when he goi on board, 
the French frigate came to attack 
her, uoon this the boat’s crew, iirfteact 
of endeavouring to get aw'a)', which 
they might cahly have done, came on 
board^the Shaftlbury, and alkcd Alex- 
ander Dalrymple it tl>ey IbouM to 
thcg«at/j frigate fired a broadtide, 
^ * whicif

which being returned by the Shaftf- 
bury, the iVig.ue ftied a few guns 
more> and ftieered' off. 

Some other boat people, early in the 
flegc, were lent to cany the ladies from 
Madras to Sadras, a Dutch Fort a few 
miles to the fouthward ; when the 
boats reached badras, they found the 
JYenth had ieired the Dutch Foil:. 

The French loaded the boats with 
ibol, &c. fo( the alHilianrs at Madias» 
putting a few French men into the 
boats, to take care of the ammunition. 
The boatmen were unanv.ed, but they 
concerted togethei', and took an op- 
portunity of feizing the Frenchmen, 
whom they brought prlfoners to Madras, 
with the Ihot, &c., the value of which 
was given to the Boatmen, for their 
l^ood fervices. Thefe little incidents 
ibow the temper and difpoUtion pre-i 
vailing at that period, when our good 
faith was as cotifpicuoiis in India as 
our courage. 

Alexander Dalrymple going on this 
eaftern voyage, makes a new sura in his 
life. 

As the Cuddalore went under the 
fecret orders of die Governor, it was 
not thought proper to apply to the 
Council ior tJie provifion of fuch a 
c-argo, as was neceifary in countries 
where* there was no regular commu- 
nication, or commerce ; and where 
even provifion s could, probably, only 
be purchafed by barter; a final 1 cargo 
was put on board at the expence 
of the GovernoK who permitted Cap- 
tain Baker, the Captain, to have a 
fourth concern. The evening before 
Alexander Dalrymple embarked, Go- 
vernor Pigot prefented him with an 
inftrument, making him a prefent of 
whatever profits might accrue from the 
three-fourths concern. > Having never 
infinuated fuch an intention, he left 
no ground for mercenary imputation 
agaiiilt Alexander Dalrymple, in im- 
dertaking the voyage, Or ugalnit the 
Governor himlelf for ordering it. 

As before obferved, Alexander Dal- 
rymple embarked in the U^inckelfeay 
azd April* 17591 and having joined the 
Cuddalore, Captain George Baker, in 
the Strait of Malacca, whither that 
vefiel had been difpatchcd a few days 
before the Winchelfea; Alexander 
Dalrymple quitted the Winchelfea, 
and embarked on the Cuddalo;^, 3d 
June, in the Stiait of Sincapore. 

It cannot be pietended to give a 
recital, however brief, of the courfe 


of this voyage, of which Alexander 
Dalrymple has not hitl^erto publifhed 
any connected journal, but it muif be 
taken notice, that it was in this voy- 
age, the Englifh njifited Soqloo. Alex- 
ander Dalrymple concluded a treaty 
with/tlie Sultan, and made a contra^ 
with the principal perfons, for ^eargo 
to be brought on the Eaji India Com- 
panys account, which the natives en- 
gaged to receive at 100 per cent profit, 
and to provide a cargo for CMna^ which 
they engaged (hould yield an e<]ui- 
valent profit there. The principal 
perfon with whom this contract was 
negotiated, was Dato Bandaharay the 
Head and Reprefentatinse of the Nobility ; 
for the Sooloo Government is a mixed 
Monarchy^ in which, though the prin- 
cipal Nobility and Oranky^s meet in the 
National Council to deliberatey the au- 
thority is vefted in a fevj OfficerSy who 
are Hereditary^ the Sultany Dato Ban~ 
daharay who reprefents the nobility, 
and Cranky Mallicky who reprefents the 
people \ mutters of Government de- 
pending on the concurrence of twoo of 
the States, of which the people mutt 
be one. 

The perfon, then filling the Here- 
ditary Office of Bandaharay was as 
confpicuous for the probity and ex- 
alted jutticc of his chaiafler, as by his 
dittinguilhed rank, of which, whilft 
Alexander Dalryj?<ple was at Sooloo in 
X 7 6 1 » an occa jon occ u r red for Banda - 
bora to exert ; there were at this time 
tv)o Chinefe Junks in Sooloo Road. In 
the cargo of one of them the Sultan had 
an intereft ; the other belonged en- 
tirely to Chinefe Merchants y of Amoy. 
The Sultany who was very avaricious, 
in hopes of getting money from the 
Chinefe, or thinking, perhaps, that it 
would be more advantageous for the 
fale of the cargo in which he was con- 
cerned, laid an embargo on the other 
Junk'y Bandahara and Oravky Mallick 
remonfirated with the Sultan on the 
impropriety of this behaviour to Mer- 
chants, but without effedV, upon 
which BanMiharay and Cranky Mallicky 
with Pangleema Milahamy a perfon of a 
Military Order, confonant to antient 
Knighthood, when honours were the re» 
,*wards of publick meritSy went on hoard 
the China Junk, in which the Sultan had 
an iuterejly and brought her rudder on 
fhore ; informing the Sultan that they 
would detain the oncy if he obftru6Ied 
the departure of the other ; this well- 
timed interference liad its due effeff, 

and 
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and Both Junks proceeded without fur- 
ther molelbtion, on their voyage 
« home. ^ 

The influence of the Sultan and 
bilityy depends on the number of their 
•vqffalsy and on the attachment of thofe 
*vajfals\ the' Bandakara was beloved and 
honoured hy his numerous depend- 
ants j and powerful, by the inlluefice 
of his character, with the other no- 
bility. He was the prindpat perfon in 
entering into the contrail for the cargo 
to be brought, but for the greater le- 
curity, he made everyone of the nobility 
and pcopUy who wiflied to participate in 
this cargOy lign an inftrument, de- 
claring to what amount they engaged 
to deliver goods in leturn, which was 
delivered to Alexander Dalrymple, and 
the rates of the goods to be delivered 
in return, was fettled j they engaging 
to make up any deficiency tliere might 
be of loo percent, profit in China, on 
the average of thele returns 5 they 
being entitled to any furplus that 
might arife above 100 per cent. 

All new undertakings are liable to 
contingent enibarrafFments 5 and a 
complication of difalfers befel in this 
attempt. 

Alexander Dalrymple returned to 
Madras from his Ealfern voyage on the 
28th of January 1762. The Compa- 
ny’s Adminiliration approved of his 
proceedings ; and, on the 2d of March, 
1762, having refbU^'d to fend, on the 
Company s account, the ^%irgo jHpulated, 
employed him in expediting the pro- 
vilion of that' cargo. 

Individuals were dellrous of under- 
taking the voyage as a private ad- 
venture ; but Alexander Dalrymple 
exprelFed to Governor Pigot his ob- 
jeftion to deprive the Company of the 
profpeft that offered of great advant- 
age in a voyage undertaken at their 
expence. Alexander Dalrymple's 
expences in the voyage of almoft three 
years amounted to fiial. $ which fum 
was repaid by the Governor and Coun- 
cil of 5 but Alexander Dairy ra- 

ple did not afk or receive any pecuniary 
advantage to himfelf. The expences of 
the Cuddalore fchooner in this long 
voyage for provifions, wages, repairs, 
&c. did not amount to 4000I. 

It was intended to have fent thi?5 
Royal George, Captain Skottowe, in 
April 1762, with Alexander Dalrym- 
ple to SoqIoo with part of the cargo ; 
and an Indiaman was to have followed 
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with the remainder $ but the Londott 
Packet arriving from England, Ale^, 
ander Dalrymple recommended to fubbr 
iticute her for the Royal George, not 
only to lefFen the expence of the un- 
dertaking to the Company $ but as the 
Royal George was wanted to carrjr 
back to Bencoolen the Company’s fer- 
vants on that EltabliHiment, who had 
been made prifoners by the French 1 
and if the Royal George was not fo 
employed, the Admiral Watfbn muff, 
inffead of carrying home a cargo to 
England, which was ready. 

On the loth of May 1762, the Lon- 
don was accordingly appointed for the 
Sooloo voyage, and fifteen military 
Coffreys were ordered on board. Alex- 
ander Dalrymple was appointed by’ 
commiffion, on the 311! of May 1762, 
Captain of the London. 

• The Prefident and Council, in their 
letter of the 17th of April 1762 to the 
Court of Direfilors, gave Alexander 
Dalrymple the charaftcr of being ** a 
man of capacity, integrity, and un- 
wearied application.’* 

The late Admiral ICempenfelt (then 
the Admiral's Captain) writes, in a 
letter to Admiral Pocock, dated on 
board his Majefiy's fliip Norfolk, in 
Madras Road, iff April 1762, “The 
Company have a fair field open to them 
to efiablifli their trade upon an advanta- 
geous footing ; but I apprehend it will 
require a nice judgment and dextrous 
management to eff'eft this, in fuch a 
manner as not too much to alarm and 
raife the jealoufy of other European 
States. It muff not be by attempting 
to ingrofs much, but by a moderate 
and judicious choice of what trade they 
take to themfelves, and of the places 
they effablllh fettlements at, 

I find we may, if we pleafe, hayt a ’ 
fliare in the fpice traded, without inter- 
fering with thofe iffands the Dutch 
have fettlements a^, in the South 
Kaft part ibf thofe lens are many iilands, 
probabl^'^ not known to* the Dutch, 
abounding with fpices ; fome of them 
producing cifinamon equal to that of 
Ceylon, befidfes feveralother com modi- ^ 
ties for commerce/ TJiefe- dilcpwcries ' 
h^ve been made by a young Gentlem^a^ 
of this Settlement (DaFrymple} « he is* 
lately returned here, having been ab-^ 
fent amongff thefe ifiands three years 
in the Cuddalore fchooner to make 
difeovery and obfervwiiions. Mr. 
was very happy in his choice' of tliTo 
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yoiung Gentkman for Aich a fervice,' 
as h« is a perfon of a good education, 
4 |tiic)c parts, and talents naturally 
adapted for iuch an emplojr. His ob- 
servations have been far from fuperfi- 
'cial i he has penetrated deep in his 
inquiries, and dire^^ed them to fucU 
objects as moft concerns the intercit 
of the Company to know. He is now 

O among(t thefe iflands in the 
George, with a cargo, to com- 
mence the eitablilhment: of a traiie 
which may, in time, prove the fource 
of great profit to the Company. 

“ While this Gentleman was out 
upon this difcovery, he was at Manila, 
on the ifland of Lii9on ; he learnt 
there, by his acquaintance with fonie 
of the Jefuits, that they are at prcfent 
OoiTefied of a fund of 123,000 dollars, 
for profecuting difcoveries and eltab- 
lilhing fettlcments in thofe part^ laying* 
to the Southward of the Moluccas | a 
track that we know nothing more of 
than that there is land, but whether 
continent or ifiand no dilcoveries yet 
have reached far enough to dclcr- 
mine.’’ 

In the inftru^lions to Alexander 
Dalrymple, from the Governor and 
Council of Madras, dated the 7th of 
June 1762, they fay, We do not (ti- 
pulateany commimon to you, for your 
care and trouble in this voyage, being 
perfuaded that your good and iaithful 
fervjces will meet with a more ample 
reward from our mailers than wc think 
ourfelves authorifed to promife you : 
wc (hall not fail to give them a juft 
Information of your proceedings, and 
recommend to you a full confidence 
in their generous conlideration of yo\ir 
zeal as tii« fureft way to obtain their 
favour.” 

Alexander Dalrymple had, bn this 
voyage in the London, no fettled allow- 
ance or emolument, the ^ompany only 
paying his expences j and the; adven- 
ture in the Cuddalore was made over to 
the Company, who. repaid Governor 
Pjgot the amount of the 9UtJit. 

To the fubllitution of the London 
vfor the Royal George may, in great 
meafure, be attributlS the misfortunes 
of the voyage ; for the Indiaman that 
was to follow could not find her way to 
Soolqo", and carried the remainder of 
the cargo to China, from whence it 
was fent to Manila, then come into our 
pplTefiion, and from thence fent to 
Sooloo, and indifcreetly delivered be- 
fore the former account was lettlcd. 


Alexander Dalrymple, in the palTage 
from Madras to Sooloo, firft vifited 
Balambangan ; and, on ^is arrival at' 
Sooloo, found the fmail-pox had fwept 
off many of the principal inhabitants, 
and difpcrfed the reft 5 fo that very 
ineffedlual meafures had been taken 
towards providing the intended cargo. 
But although this unexpected calamity, 
which, in the Kaftern iilands, is fimilar 
in its effects to the plague, was a true 
andfulficient reafon for the diiiippoint- 
meutof the cargo, yet a ftill more effi- 
cient caule was the deal h of Bandahara, 
loon after Alexander Dalrymple’s de. 
parture from Sooloo, the preceding 
year. ' 

A few days b( fore the death «f this 
good man, he fent for the Linguift: 
whom Alexander Dalrymple had em- 
ployed, and who had remained behind 
at Sooloo, afking if he thought the 
Knglifli would certainly come again. 
l‘lic Lingiiift declaring that it was not 
to be doubted 5 Bandahara thereupon 
exprefied his concern, /hying, that it 
would have made him very happy to 
have lived to have leen this contradl 
faithfully performed on their part, and 
the friendfhip with the Engh/h eftab- 
li/hed on a firm footing. The Linguill 
obferved, that they were all equally 
bound. Bandahara replied, that al- 
though this was true, all had not the 
fame difpofition 5 ’and perhaps none 
elie the power of enforcing the due 
execution of ejjeir engagements j but 
that he was refigned to the Divine 
Will ! 

The fituation of affiiirs at Sooloo 
made new arrangements neceftary ; the 
refult of which was, that one half of 
the cargo brought thither in the Lon- 
don (hould be deliveied, to enable the 
Sooloos to provide goods for the ex- 
pelled Indiaman but that /hip not 
arriving, new difficulties arofe } as the 
London was not large enough to re- 
ceive the goods tliey had provideti ; 
and the neceffity of her depaiture 
made it indi/penfable to deliver the 
remaining half of the cargo, which 
iiad been retained, as an incitement 
to the Sooloos faitli fully to pay for 
that portion they had received. By 
delivery of the remainder, every thing 
was neceftarily left to the mercy of the 
Sooloos, fubje6led not only 10 their 
honour, but to their difcretion ; for if 
the goods'they received were dtjfipated^ 
tliey could obtain no cargo in return ; 
having nothing to deliver to their 

vaiTals 
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valTals for their fervices» without which 
•they were n^t entitled to tliofe (er- 
vices. Jt is obvious, if, inftead of the 
JLrondon, Alexander Dairy niple had 
brought the Ro)ra] George to Sooloo, 
this voyage', notwithftanding tlie death 
of Bandahara, and the calamity of the 
pnall>pox, might have been profitable, 
in a commercial view, although not fo 
advantageous as would have been the 
cafe had Bandahara lived, and no public 
calamity, like the fmall-pox) had oc- 
curred. However, theie accidents did 
not prevent Alexander Dalrymple ob- 
. taining si grant of the ifland of Batam- 
bangan for the £ad India Company ; 
of which Alexander Dalrymple took 
poiTellion on the 23d of January 1763, 
on his return towards Madras. 

It appearing, not only to Alexander 
Dalrymple. but to his friends, that the 
fuccefs of our future intercourfe in the 
Eafiern lAands would depend on the 
Couit of Directors receiving full in- 
formation on the fubje^l, Alexander 
Dalrymple determined to proceed to 
England for that purpofe. 

The Prefident and Council thought 
it proper that Alexander Dalrymple 
fiiould proceed again to Sooloo on the 
Neptune lndiaman> in the way to 
China, and Alexander Dalrymple was 
to embark from thence for England. 
On the ftli of July 1763, Alexander 
Dalrymple accordingly failed from 
Madras in the' Neptune^ the time of 
that fill p's departure from Sooloo was 
limited ; and, having had a tedious 
padkge, fhe did not arrive till the 7th 
of September; fo that (he was only 
twelve days there ; in which time, (he 
could not receive all the goods provided 
in payment of the cargo by the London 
Packet ; and many goods, fo provided, 
had been loaded on Chinefe junks, in 
defpair of any (hip's arrival. 

On the 19th of September, Alexan- 
der Dalrymple got a grant for the Com- 
pany of the North end of Borneo and 
Souph end of Palawan, with the inter- 
mediate ifiands. 

The Prefident and Council had 9 a- 
thorifed Alexander Dalrymple to enter 
into a further contract with the natives 
of Sooloo, on the Company's account, 
upon the alfurance of a (hip being fent 
the fucceeding year. But as there was 
dill an outftanding debt;, Alexander 
Dalrymple did not think proper to 
increafe the Company's ri(k, though 
he fti’enuoudy urged the natives to pro- 
vide goods, in payment of their debts> 
for that (hip to receive. 


On the tgth of September 
Alexander Dalrymple fitiled fi om Soo- 
loo in the Neptune. As it was no lofs 
of time, or increafe of ri(k, he thought 
that it would be proper to call at Ma* 
nlla, ill the way to China, in order to 
inform the Company's Adminiftration 
at Manila, which was then in our pof- 
feHion, of the (btc of affairs at Soo- 
loo. 

At Manila, the old Slukan of Sooloo, 
who had made his efcape from the Spa- 
niards, and taken our prote6fion, urged 
Alexander Dalrymple to return to &o- 
loo with him, as he thought Alexander 
Dairymple's prefence there would con- 
tribute eifentially to his peaceable re- 
ftoration ; and he alTured Alexander 
^Dalrymple, that every thing he could 
wi(h, for the Company's advantage, 
.(hould be done ; for this rcafon, Alex- 
ander Dalrymple defifted from his in- 
tention of returning to England, by 
way of China, and remained at Manila. 

Whilft Alexander Dalrymple wai at 
Manila, the orders for evacuating that 
place arrived. In confequence of fome 
imputations on Mr. Drake, the Compa- 
ny’s Deputy Governor, the Spaniards 
refufed to have any communication 
with the Government whilft he pre - 
fided ; whereupon Mr. Drake refigned, 
on the 28th of March 1764 ; and the 
remaining Members of the Council 
addrefled Alexander Dalrymple to de- 
lire that he would accept of the Go- 
vernment; reprefenting, that as it 
would be but for a few days, it would 
not retard his voyage. However dif- 
agrceable the fituation, Alexander Dal- 
rymplc thought his duty to the Com- 
pany required him not to (brink from 
the call ; and on the 29th of March 
1764, he was accordingly Proviiional 
Deputy Governor of Manila ; although 
the' King's Officers, bn Mr. Drake’s 
embarking, refufed to acknowledge 
liis authority ill appointing Alexander 
Dalrymple in^ General Orders, allcdg- 
ing that Mr. Drake had abdicated the 
Government. On the 29th, nothin|r 
was left for tlie Company’s Apnts, 
but to proteft againft them for all con- - 
fequences, and to retire to Cavite, asf 
foon as the Company's treafure was 
embarked ; which accordingly was 
done on the 30th ; and when that place 
was delivered up to the Spaniards 
on the iith of April , Alexander 
Dalrymple proceeded to Sdoloo, id

much. Some time after. Lord Howe 
called on Alexander Dalrymple, who 
happened td be from home ; but meet- 
ing in the ftreet^ in a few days after. 
Lord Howe informed Alexander Dal- 
rymple, that in confequence of what 
had paired with his brother, he had 
urged Lord Egmont to eftablilh fuch 
an office, and had informed his Lord- 
fhip, that there was a very proper per- 
ibn in his eye, whom he would name, 
if fuch an ettablilbrnent took etfe^l.

Alexan- 
der Dalrymple mentioning this to a 
perfon in the Royal Navy, now dead, 
he immediately went toLoid Egmont, 
and got his Lordihip's prumife in his 
own behalf. However, the appoint- 
ment did not then take place* 

Difcoveries in the South Sea having 
been a favourite objeft of Alexander 
Dalrymple’s refearches, he communi- 
cated his collection on that fubjeCt to 
the Secretary of State, Earl Shelbourne 
(now Marquis Lanldown), who ex- 
prelfed a (trong delire to employ Alex- 
ander Dalrymple on chele difcoveries, 
at ihe lame time exprellJng his regret 
that he was n«t acquainted with Alex- 
ander Dalrymple when Captain Wallis 
was fent. 

Afterwards, when the Royal Society 
propofcd to fend perfons to obferve the 
Tranfit of Venus, in 1769, Alexander 
Dalrymple was thought of as a proper 
perfon ; and the Admiralty approving 
of his being employed for this lervice, 
as well as for proleciiting difcoveries 
in that quarter, Alexander Dalrymple 
accompanied the Surveyor of the Navy 
to examine two velTels that were* 
thought lie for the purpofe. The one 
lie approved was accordingly pur- 
chafed i but the worthy Admiral 
Hawke, who then prelided at the Ad- 
miralty, was wrought upon by infinua- 
tions that he would be expofed to a 
parliamentary inapeachmeiit if he em- 
ployed any but a Navy Officer } and 
although offers were made to Alex- 
ander Dairyinple that the inltruCfcions 
for the voyage fhouid be entiulted to 
him, and the OiRcer commanding the 
veflel be politively ordered to follow 
hiD opiuioii, on the compliance witli 


which his pKomotion was to depend, 
yet Alexander Dalrymple, fenfihle^ 
'from expeiience in his own outlet in 
the Cuddalore, that a divided com- 
mand was incompatible with the pub- 
lic fervice in fuch voyages, declined 
going out on tlpt footing. As the 
perlons by whofe inliniiations Alex- 
ander Dalrymple was fet alide. on that 
occaRon, are now dead, it would be 
improper to enter into further detail 
of the fubjeCf ; except to rake notice 
that Alexander Dalrymple withheld - 
no information in his power to give. 

Subfequent to thefe tranlaftions, . 
in June 1769, the Court of DireCfora 
were plealed to give Alexander Dal- 
rymple 5000I. for his pait lervices j 
equivalent to the emoluments of Se- 
cretary at Madras, which he had relin- 
•quilhed, in 1759, proceed on the 
Ealtern voyage. 

It would be to no purpofe to recite 
the various proceedings concerning 
Balambangan, a circumltantial account 
to that time was puhliflied in 1768 ; 
fuffice it 10 fay, the Court of Dire^ors 
appointed Alexander .Dalrymple Chi^' 
of Balambangan, and Commander of 
the Britannia $ but fome unhappy dif- 
ferences ariling with tlie Direutors of 
the Bull India Company, Alexander 
Dalrymple was removed from the charge 
of that intended fettlcment, and an- 
other perfon, to fay the leaft, very in- 
competent to that trulf, appointed in 
his itead. 

In 1774, fbe Court of DireiSlors be* 
ing diilatisRed with that perfon's con- 
du6V, had it in contemplation to lend a 
Supervifor thither. Alexander Dal- 
rymple then made an offer of his ler- 
vices to redeem the expedition from 
dcllruClion, and offered thefe ler vices 
without any prefent 'emolument, ex- 
cept defraying his expeiices, on condi- 
tion that a fmall f^tiou of the clear 
pro^s of the etbbliffimenc Ihould be 
granted to j^im and his heirs ; offer- 
ing chat this allotment Ihould not 
take place till every expence had been 
reimtmrfed which had accrued under 
his management, even on his 

and^to engage that the eitpence 
ot the eltablilhment Ihould not exceed 
io,oool. per annum. This offer was 
referred to the C'ommictee of COrre-l. 
fpondence to examine and report 5 but , 
that report no where appears. How-,.; 
ever, this offer was not accepted : ahd;^ 
not long after the fettteinent of Balam-^y 
bangan was cut off by* fume Sooloo

To this fcandalou^ neelefty^ to give 
icno vworfe a name I our footing in the 
Eaftern Iflands was loft ; and altbough 
Balambangan was ertablilbed with a 
profuie and idleextravaganre, and loft 
entirely by wiftnanagefnent ; yet from 
thc^e caufes, although groundlefsly, 
that important object will probably 
never her again attempted 5 though, 
j under good management, the expence 
of eltablilhing this, as a moft profitable 
fettlement, would have coft lefs than 
the amount paid for po^tt charges at Can- 
ton for a couple of years. 

Alexander Dalrymple, from the time 
he returned to lingland in 1765, was 
almoft conftantly engaged in collcaing 
and arranging materials for a full ex- 
pofition ot the importance of the Eail:^ 
ern Illands and South Seas ; and was 
encouraged by the Court of Directors 
to publilh various Charts, &c. Tt is 
pofitivcly affirmed, tint the Chart of the 
Northern part of the Bay of Bengal, 
publilhed in 1772. was the occafion of 
•faving the Hawke Indiamau from the 
French in the war. 

Alexander Dalrymple took every 
occafion to keen up his claim on the 
Madras Eftablilhment j but after Lord 
Pigot was, in i775> appointed Gov:r- 
nor of Fort St. George, Alexander 
Dalrymple was advifed, by the then 
Clniiniian and Dcputy-Chaiirnaii, to 
make afpccific application, before the 
arrangement of the Madras Council 
was made, his former letters being 
confidcred as too general. 

On the 3d of March 17751 Alexander 
Dalrymple accordingly applied to be 
reftored to his ftanding, on the Madras 
ellabliftiment 5 which application the 
Company were plcafed to comply with, 
and he was appointed in his rank as 
ji Member of Council, and was nomi- 
nated to be one of the Committee of 
Circuit. 

In the proceedings of the Council 
at Madras, no man, however violent, 
in bis animofity or oppofition, ever 
imputed to Alexander Dalrymple any 
want^of integi ity, or zeal, for what he 
thought was for the Cornpany’s in- 
tereft, and he had the falisfaftion to 
iind that the Court of Direftors gave 
him diftinguilhed marks ot their ap- 
probation. 

On the ift of April 17791 vvben the 
Company were pleafed to accept of his 
fervices'in tlie employment he at pre- 
dent holds, by advice of Sir Geoige 


Womb well, the then Chairman, AJex- 
andtiC Dalrymple accepted on the Stli) 
that employment by letter read in 
Court on the 9th of April, on c(»> 
dition it Jhould not invalidate his frmejt* 
JwKs at Madras, 

On the 27th of May 1780, the Court 
of Diredfbors refblved that Meflrs. Ruf- 
fell, Dalrymple, Stone, and Lathonr, 
having come home in purfuance of 
the RefoJution of the General Court, 
in i777i to have their conduit in- 
quired into, and no objection having 
been made in fo long a time, nor ap- 
pearing againli their conduit, ihouid 
be again employed in the Companyf^s 
Service. 

The other Gentlemen were after- 
wards appointed to Chiefsbips, Alex- 
ander Dalrymple continuing in his 
preient employment, with the refervJ- 
tion of his Madras preteii lions. 

When the employment Alexander 
Dalrymple now holds, was confirmed 
on the 19th of July, he cxpreHed by 
letter, that he trulted, if he wilhed to 
return to Madras hereafter, that the 
Court would appoint him. This letter 
requiring no prefent rcfolution, as 
his former acceptance was conditional 
to that efteil, and his prefent ac- 
ceptance explanatory of the lame con- 
dition ftill fublifting, it was ordered to 
lie on the (able. 

In 1784, when the India Bill w'as 
brouglu intOcParliament, there was a 
clause precluding the Company from 
lending perlons back to India, who had 
been a certain time in England j Alex- 
ander Dalrymple reprelented the in- 
juliice this was to him, who had 
accepted his employment, on con- 
dition, that it Ihouid not injure his 
pretenfions at Madras j a claufe was 
thereupon inferted, precluding that 
meafure, unlels with the concurrence 
of three fourths of the Direftors, and 
three fourths of the Proprietors 5 he 
was itill not fatisfiedi becaufe it put 
him on the fame footing as a Delin- 
quent i when he ftated this to the 
then Chairman and Deputy, the De- 
puty, alked, if, when he confidered the 
good nature General- Courts had al- 
ways fliown on thofe occafions, Alex- 
ander Dalrymple could entertain any 
doubt of being reftored ? in cafe he 
ftiouid hereafter wilh to go abroad.— • 
His reply was, that if the Gcneiai 
Court atted under an engagement of 
jujlice, he could have no doubt } but,, 
it ever he did go abroad, it muft be in 
a high (Ution ; the friends of thofe, 

whole 
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fvhofe interefts were afFe£^ecl» ini|;ht 
tiierefore give their votes agaiaft lum» 
and thofc votes collef^ively be more 
than oiie*fourtn of the Proprietors^ 
who would attendon a private buftners^ 
regarding an individuaVoniy. 

It having 'been intimated, that the 
‘Mlnii^er would give his confent to an 
individual exception, in his behalf, if 
the Court of Direflors would make the 
application, 

Alexander Dalrymplc on the 27th of 
July 1784., addrelfed the Court of 
Dire^ors, definng an application 
might be made to Parliament for an 
exception. 

The Court refolvcd not to make the 
application, as the clan Ic of exception 
had Aidiciently provided for any 
claim he might have : although this 
is the oftcnlible reafan for rcfnfal, it 
is faid, the true reafon becaufe 
fuch an application would be tantamount 
to an appointment by of Parliameni ; 
but the relblution, as it ftjnd. 5 , recog- 
»u%cs liis claim* To make this claim 
of public notoriety, he petitioned the 
Houle of Commons, the Houfe of 
Peers, and the Sovereign ; taking 
every precaution to efiablijli avow 
the claim. 

As Alexander Dalrymple was in a 
very ufeful employment at home he 
thought there vras an option left with 
him j he preferred that employment to 
an inferior ftation abroad, and never 
willied to iiiperfede man who 
was his fenior in the Company’s Ser- 
vice \ fo long as Mr. Riiilel remained 
in India, he had therefore no motive 
for vivifying his claim } but after Mr. 
Kun'ePs return to England, when he 
learnt that there was an intention of 
re-eltabli(hing the Government in a 
Civil Icrvant, Alexander Dalrymple 
made his application to the Court of 
Diredlors, for that appointment, as the 
oldelt fervaiu of the Company ; t!;ey 
were not plea fed to ^ranr him that 
honourable and lucrative llation 5 but 
having iieen allured that the reafon for 
his not being appointed, was not from 
defeft in, or objeftioii to him 5 he 
thought he was well jullified in dehrlng 
the Company’s bounty might be ex- 
tended to an old and faithful Civil 
fervanc, in like manner as it hsd been 
bellowed on military men, whofe ex- 
pectations had been dlfappointed by 
their arrangements. 

The Court of Direftors thereupon 
with (Alexander Dalrymple has been 
affured) only tvjo negatives^ granted 


him a penfion for life ; to the klndnels 
of Sir Stephen Luihington, then Chairi^ 
man, and to Mr. Nathaniel Smith# 
Alexander Dalwmple has always, ex^ 
preiled his particular obligations on 
that occalion. 'I'his penrion is 500!. 
per annum, much Jefs than what 
.the Company have granted to militaiy 
men, viz.

The Prelident and Council of Fort 
St. George’s inftriictions to Alexander 
Dalrymple, 7th June, 1762, before 
recited, recommending to him Vifullcon^ 
fidence in the Company’s generous con- 
Jideratiw of his zeal, as the fui eft way 
to obtain their favour. Alexander 
Dalrymple might by this, have been 
taught to expe6l fometbing more than a 
bare equivalent to tlie emolument of 
Secretary, which comfortable office 
he relinquilhed to go on a voyage 
expofed to great hazaid and fatigue ; 
and although he received soeoU 
in 1769, he refufed to receive it 
on the Srft w'arrant, which exprefled 
** ill full of all demands and expe£la* 
iionsf and received it on another, 
expreffing, ** in full for fet^vices,'** 
yet it cannot be thought wliat Alex- 
ander Dalrymple h'js irteived can merit 
the appellation oi gtfurous confuicration 
of his veal. 

From 1769, when he received 5000*1. 
as equivalent to what he would have 
received as Secretary, to 1779, when he 
v/as appointed to his pi efent employ- 
ment, being ten years j the advantage# 
fuppofing "be never had been in a 
more lucrative Itation, would amount 
to ^ £. 5000 

In that period he received lefs than 1000 

So that in truth he received £. 4coo 
lefs from the Company than if he had 
remained in the office of Secretary ; 
and has been at the expence of a 
voyage td India ; not to mention the 
expencfes that attendee! his appointment 
as Chief of Balambangan, for which 
he never received any confideration. 

Alexander Dal rymple’s opinion hav- 
ing been alked on divers public occa- 
fions, hetrudstbat the feveral perfons 
who have, at rhofe times, filled the con- 
fidential nations in the DireflioH, will 
do him rhejuiticeto (ay, that healwavx

If We Old not poflefsthe information

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In wh^t, manner, tliis communi- 
cation operated f The iblution of this 
queftioii 'wottld'' require a perfeft ac- 
quaintance vrlth the language of ever/ 
nation of the globe, their chara6ters, 
religion, ipanners, and cnHoms. It 
would firlt be neceffary to be able to 
compare the languages of the Welt 
CoM'of Africa with thofe of the South 
^mericari nations. It would not be 
impoiTible to procure a vocahnlary of 
a few hundred words in all the known 
languages of theupiverfe. LaCoiida- 
mine thought ihv& the only method 
likely to difeover the origin hf the 
Americans. •, 

F®r this purj^ie Tucb a vocabulary 
would bedtinoitely preferable to the 
Lord's Praytfr, which has beerfti'anf- 
iated into the various languages of 
numerous lavage tribes ^ but as thefc 
lavages have po words to exprefs mund 
or metaphyfical ideas, it is clitHcult to 
comprehend how that prayer can be 
trandated into their language. 

It fhouid * not be too haitily con- 
cluded from the refemblance of voids 
that the origin of certain nations is the 
l.iiue. Will it be maintained, for in- 
li'ince, that the Greenland and Latin 
languages have feme affiqhy, becaufe 
ti.c word igi/ack and t^e word ifrftw 
both ^hgnify fire ? On the ocher hand, 
Inme are toodilHcult on the lubje6f of 
ih • ailinity ot lruiguage, without con fi- 
dexing with fuAicient attenth>i| that 
eveiy nation poflefling ieftaia letters 
and certain founds peculiar to iffelf, 
cannot pronounce all the founds of 
another language, and that thence re^ 
fults a (Iron jly-inarked variation in the 
voids. 

It would probably require above a 
century to make fuch a col lection of 
words as I am fpe^kingof ; and this 
difficulty alone leems imperioufly to 
forbid this method. There remains 
another, which is, to compare the 
culfoms, ufhgcs, and manners of' life, 
of the Americans anvi of other nations 
in cvciy age. It is true that two 
nations, very remote from each other, 
may have a llriking coincidence, wltli- 
out being defeended fiom the fame 
flock 5 bur when very fingular, and 
fermingly unn'itural, cuflom ^ are found 
amongit different nations, they mull 
tither have been invented in both 
countries, or have been imitited by 
one or the other : the laft fuppo&tion 
is the moll probable. 


SINGULAR. FORM OF GOVrRNMSNT^ 

In the kingdom of Calicut, and ift 
the MaUbar States, the King is not 
futceeded by his fon, but by his filler’^s 
Ion. The Princes many from amojigft 
the people, and their children have not 
the, rank of'Princes. The Princelles 
marry Bramins, and the children of 
thefe Bramins conipolc the Kojral 
Family. The eldell of thefe Piincea 
fucceeds to the throne ; and thus there 
ia^ fbarccly ever any minoiiry. The 
fame lyllem is obleivcd in Africa, 
amonglt th^ nations inhabiting between 
the Senegal and Riovolta. 

In America,- in the ifland of Haiti, 
now St. Domingo, the dignity of 
Piinces fvks hereditary 5 but when the 
Cacique died witiiout children, the 
fovereigftty devolved to the children 
of his iitlerS, to the exclufion of his 
brother's children. 

Upon the death of an Iroquois Chief, 
the lucceffioft" is transfei red to the cliil- 
dien ofjlis mother's lifter. 

The &me regulation is eflablifbed 
amqfigll the Hurons, the Natches. and 
the ravages of the Miffiffippi j they lay, 
that the children of a Chief'^s After may 
with greatei certainty be confideredos 
of the blood of that Chief than his own 
childitn. 

FUNERAL CERFMONIES. 

In ancient as well as in rnodern 
hiftoiy, we find exam plea of the ciiitoia 
of interring their wives :uid flaves 
gether with the bodies oi Princes and 
Chiefs. Herodotus, fptaking of the 
Scythians, near the Horyilhenes, Vays, 
that when the .Soveicign died, Oiie of 
his concubines, lus cup-beaier, hia 
cooky two other domelWes, and like- 
wile his horfes and golden cups, wcie 
inteiied with him. Liuun tells us the 
famq thing, .The Komans lacnliccd 
prifoners at the funerals of diitm- 
guifhed perfons s thcle priJoneis we e 
obliged to fight each other nil they 
were all deflroyed. ? Cselar 1 elates, ^Int 
the Soldurii devoted themfcl ves to death 
when their patrons died. 

He fay« in another place, that the 
cuftom of burning the fervants and 
dependents of poweitul men, upon the 
death of the lattrr, had been aban- 
doned. The ancient Danes buried 
widows with then hiilban<l'*. Tnc hif- 
toiixn Dll in a^ieiit, tint the laiiir 
thing was ciiftomaiy in S'WkIpji. De 
Guinea lufornis us, ihiL amongll the

DESTRUCTION OF THE HABITATIONS 
OF THE DEAD, 

The ancient Mogols iifed to demo- 
Ii(h and dtftroy the tents of their OfH- 
cers after their death. Now, when the 
Chieftain of thefe Tartars die.<, they 
abandon their habitations for the whole 
time that the mourning continues. 
The relengiitians deltroy the habita* 
tions of the dead. The Jakntians 
were accuftomed to quit for good the 
habitations in wliich any peribii had 
died. 

Thefe two nations, which are Tartar 
hordes, may have inherited this cuftom 
from the Mogols. The Periians enter- 
tain an averhon for the houfes in which 
their fathers expired. None of their 
nation would venture to live in a houfe 
of which the OA^ner had been put to 
death by older of the Sovereign, for 
feu'the I’atne fate lliould at fome future 
period befal him. When a Laplander 
has expired, his neighbours Inilcn to 
deltroy his hut. When the King of 
Whydah, in Africa, die^, Jiis palace is 
pulled down, and another erefled with 
the materials. 

Tlie Charaibs are accuftomed to dc- 
molilh the habitation in which the 
father of a family has died, and to 
conlhutt anotlicr on ihe fame foot. 
In Peru it was the pradticc to wail up 
the apartment in which the Inca had 
died. 

Amongrt the Pagans this averfion to 
the habitations of decealed perfons 
arofe piincipally from the opinion, 
that in the other world the dead 
follow'ed the fame occupation as they 
had in this, and would, confcquently, 
ihnd in need of the tilings they had 
left behind them : thus their working 
tools are frequently interred with the 
remains of the dec ea fed. Without this 
precaution their fpliits would return 
to demand wh.it was detained from 
them, and would torment their fuc- 
ceflbrs.

Mai CO Polo relates, that in the pio- 
vince of Arcladam, the women, .:H:r 
lying in, get up as looji a; p(;/rrblc, 
and the hnibaud, g.'ingto bu’ ir iluir 
place, nurfes the child for the of 
forty days, i'his pradtice is alio pi c- 
valent in J.p'in. 

Amongit the Charaibs of Guiana it 
is likcwilc CLiiioinai y for the huilunds 
to lake to their b''d«.wh'’n the i \v 
lie in. Tney receive vifils. mid the 
lame attention as if they win achially 
indifooffd. This cullom is j igo'uufiy 
oblh'vcd ; for even v\!)en tiny afe 
upon a hoitile cxpcd'aiou, as loon as 
any of them hca'S that his wile 4ias 
brought him an incrcalL of lamily, he 
haftens away to betake himfllf to bed. 
Labat tells us, that in thefe cafes the 
hufband obi'erves a fait of thirty clays ; 
but this ceieniony only takes place "for 
tlie f.ill born, otlicrwile the Charaibs, 
who have frequently five or fix vvivcp, 
would have more fafts than the Capu- 
cuins*. Kermin, in liis defeription of 
Surinam, confirms the fatt of their 
iving in bed, but is lilent relative to 
tl.e faft, TJie Dutch phyfician Pifo 
f.ivs, tliat when the Brifil women 
feel the pangs of child buth approach- 
ing, they go from home into* the 
woods 5 tliai, with a Hone, they cut 
the navel- firing of the new- born infant, 
and that after having boiled they eat it. 
At the fame time the Jiufband betakes 
himfclf tv) bed, and is fed with nuigo- 
rating and nounfliing tilings to recover 
his lliength. Captain Woodcs Rogers 
relates exaiily the fame circuinlhince, 

ARROWS 
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AHHaWs A STMBOl et A PROCLAMA- 
TION, 

Tbefe arrows were blunt, and bad 
no feathers : they rather refcinbted 
fmall fticits than arrows. They were 
originally employed to ptedit^ futare 
events. The name of the thing that 
W 3 » the Aibjs^t of inqtiiry was written 
On two diderent arrows. A thud, 
without inlcription, was enclofed with 
the two others in a covered vedel. 
One was drawn out, and the chance 
that cauled one to be taken in pie- 
fererice to the others was explained in 
various ways. This methcM of di. 
vination was particularly cuftomary 
in the Northern kingdoms. When 
an army enters the country,’* fays the 
Norwegian law, << or if an infurre^Hon 
appear in any part of the kingdom, 
let a ftick of melfage be fent.'* ^ 

In Swcifen, the orders for tlte afTepi* 
bly of the Magiltrates fof the adnitqfi- 
flirarion of juftice, and in jjeneial every 
meiTage of the Government, was iflued 
in the fame manner. Probably they 
were then (till ignomnt of the art of 
writing, and thefe (ticks ferved as a 
^mbol of the will of the Prince. The 
iame cuftom was oblerved amongd* the 
Mogol Tartars in Siberia, as well as 
axnongft the Oftiacks. 

Burl& fays, that the (avaget of Chili, 
when they wlllied to make war upon 
the ^aniRrds, fent an arrow, with a 
coi^ attached to it, to their different 
allies. When the Chief accepted the 
fttptr, he entered into an engagement 
l<pfiipporttbe war : and, to tonnrm his 
Intention, he made a knot upon the 
cord# upon which It .was tranfmttted 
fo 'Another Chief. The meffeiiger re- 
turned with his arrorw decorated with 
knots. Le Gentil, who made a voy- 
age to the fame country, fays, that the 
knots are of different Conors, and indi- 
cate not only the plan of the proje 6 ied 
war, but likewife the time ana place of 
rendezvous, &c. 

TAtroonec. 

Berodotus tells us, that the figures 
traced on the &ln ampngft certain tia- 
dont were marks of nobility* Ammi. 
anus MarcellinUs (ays, that the Huns 
cut certain figures on the chins of tliclr 
new bom male children, with the in- 
tention, m they afTerted, to prevent 
the beard' from growing.. This ex- 
planation IS probably inaccurate | for 
the *^11001, liice their neighbours the 
C%inere, 4 t^d icarcely any ' beards* 


Claudian informs us, that the Plfis^ 
natives of Albion, and the Gelonesr 
a people of Greek origin inhabiting 
the fhores of the Dnieper, marked their 
(kin with various figures with an iron 
inltrumenf. The Tongufes of Siberia 
aie acquainted with this praflice, ac- 
cording to Gmelin. In the ifiand of 
Miangis, near Mindanao, the men and 
women cut upon the (kin certain Irre- 
gular figures, into which they intro- 
duce a coloured powder, ard over all 
they rub tbemlelves with greafe. Dam-^ 
pier, who had examined 'this kind of 
painting on the fkin of a Miangi 
Prince, fays, that it is very (kilfully 
executed, and produces a pretty effe^ } 
that the leaves and flowers are ex- 
tremely welt imitated, and exhibit a 
proficiency that one would not have 
nifpe^ed amongft thefe (ava^es. Lady 
Montague informs us, that m th^ vici- 
nity of Tunis the womhn adorn theni- 
felves with certain figures which they 
trace on the neck and arms, and render 
indelible by burning g certain powder 
in them. The women living near the 
river Gambiai in their infancy, have 
figures pricked with a hot needle on 
their arms, bread;, and neck. Thefe 
%urcs, which are indelible, refemble 
works in (ilk. In the kingdom of 
Whidali, the yojiing girls dritined fur 
the iervlce of the great Seipent un- 
dergo an operation, which confiils in 
(cratchingtne (kin with an iion infliu- 
menr, ana]flodaces figuie:. lefembling 
fiitin-work-'' 

In America, the . lame pi a£f ice i . 
common amongfl tlie fivages of the 
Ifthmus of Wafer fays, that 

they prick their (kin with a thorn till 
the blood iiTaes out, and then Tub 
themfelves with a powder which leaves 
traces that cannot be effaced. This 
cuflom is found amongft the tribes of 
Florida, Virginia, Loulfiana, and Ca- 
nada. 

SCALPING. 

After battles, certain ancient nations 
were accuftomed to cut the (kin •( the 
(lain round the forehead and ears, and 
to take away the fcalp, which they fixed 
to the end of a pole, and carried in 
triumph. Herodotus has a paflage on 
this fiibieff, which is badly tranllated 
by Gronovius. The Scythians de- 
tached with a bone the flf(h that ad- 
kflted «to the ikio, and gave the latter 
the confiftence of leather, to render 
durable tkelii monuments of their vic- 
tories. 
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fonei. Crofiiis likewiff has a paflage 
^relative to if, which is remarkable : 
In f)Yeaklng the Cimbrlan women, 
he fays, that they valiantly defended 
themielvea again ft the Romans, till the 
latter had fealped them. As we no 
where elfe hnd inftances of this bar- 
barous pra6fice amongft the Romans, 
it appears probable, that this was only 
a retaliation, and that the Cimbi i had 
treated their Roman prifoners in the 
fame manner. The Cimbri might have 
inherited this cuftom from their an- 
ceftors, the Scythians. Animianus 
Marcellinus fays, that the'Alanes, who 
lived near the Palus Mesotis, fcatped 
their enemies, and bung them to their 
faddles as trophies. 

In North America this barbarous 
enftom is extremely common, particu- 
larly amongft the favages of Canada* 
It is remarkable, that fometimes thofe 
who have had their heads flayed in this 
nianner,^ and their fcalps taken awa^^, 
furvive the operation. Laiiteau relates, 
that he faw an inftance of this kind. 

THE AGED AND INFIRM PUTTO DEATH. 

Herodotus fpeaks of the Pagmi, a 
ravage nation who ufed to kill and eat 
the aged and the infirm. The original 
inhabitants of Sardinia had a law by 
which children were enjoined to kill 
their parents wlien they arrived .at the 
age of feventy years. Hartknoch fpeaks 
of a fimilar cuftom among the Prufuans. 
Amongft the Northern naAons, itwasa 
common praffice to precipitate the old 
men into the lea, and they frequently 
defired it thcinfelve^. When a Hot- 
tentot grows too old for labour, a hut 
is conftrudled for him in Tome folitary 
fpot, he is abandoned, and dies with 
hunger, or is torn to pieces by raven- 
ous beafts. Xolben, from whom we 
have this fad, reproaching them for 
their cruelty, they replied, ** The 
Dutch are far more cruel : they fulfer 
their infirm to linger for whole years j 
we, on the contrary, put a fpeedy ter- 
mination to their fufferings.^' 

The Jakutians and Kamtfchadales 
treat their Tick in the fame manner ; 
they, conftruft a cabin in the woods, 
fupply them with fomc food, and then 
iibandon them -to their fate. 

Piib relates, that the favages of Brafil 
put to death all perfons attacked with 
incurable diforders. It w\a8an invari- 
abl^radice with the indigenous tribes 
of Terra Fij-ma, that when a man was 
taken ill, bis relatives removed him 


into a wood, put ^ bammocl& 

with fome provifions, and abandoned 
him to nature, after having danced, 
and rpng round him : if he recovered 
fnfficienc ftrengtb^to return to his h^ 
bitation, he received with demon* 
ftritions of joy. If his malady conti- 
nued, he was fupplied with water and 
food j if he died, be was interred, and 
at the fame time a further fupply of 
provifions was brought him. 

COMPARISON BETWEEN THE AMERI- 
CANS. AND 1HE CHINESE. 

The Peruvians had four great fefti- 
vals in the year. The principal of thefc 
was held at Cuico, the capital of the 
country, immediately after the fdlftice. 
The fecond and tidrd were celebrated, 
at the time of the equinoxes ; and the 
fourth was variable. Thefe fcftivals 
be^ a great analogy to thofe of the 
Chinefe, both with refpe^ to the time 
and the number. The jChinefe hold 
their feftivals at the folftices and the 
equinoxes. 

The Sovereigns of Peru and China 
i)Oth pretended to be deicendants of 
Che Sun. 

There was at Cuico a field which 
nobody might cultivate exqjepting the 
Fmperors zmd their family: the Mo- 
nanebs of China likewife had a .field 
referved for themfelves anil their dhil- ' 
dren. 

The Sovereigns of thefe two coun- 
tries poirelTed both the temporal and 
eccleuaftical power ; and the politi^ 
inftitiitions of the two empires 
equally wife. 

The Peruvian females, if we are to 
credit Frezier, are particularly defirodi 
to have fniall feet, on which accouht 
they fubmic to the moft painful com- 
preffion. It 1$ notorious how high]^ 
the Chinefe V/tlue the fame advantage.* 
Although Freakier only fpeaks of the 
Creoles, and hot of the indigenous na- 
tives of the countiyitbis extraordinary 
tafte may have been brought from 
China to Peru prior ' to the arrival 
of the Spaniards’, and the latter may 
have adopted it from tlie natives. 

The Peruvians were ignomiit of let- 
ters, they correfponded by the 
that is, by ij’^mbolic knots ; the Chi- 
ncie, before the inventlon of charac- 
ters, ufed fimilar knots to commu- 
nicate their ideas at great dlftauces. 

■ The Peruvians for iheir em- 
ployed threads of various colours, each 
of which had its fignificaiion. They 
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facility^ by means, of thefe knpUt as 
merchants by figures., They ufed the 
lyii'Aw for keeping a regijfter. of, the 
jnhabitants of the whole empit^, de- 
{effiing their age^^^nd fex i t^y had 
^ lift of their warriorsj ,a table of Im- 
poftsy an account of births and deaths^ 
all kept with the utmoft accuracy. 

The arrangement of the quiboj, was 
arbitrary^ aqd the Incas often changed 
the ftgniftcation .which their predecef- 
fors had attached to the colour of the 
threads employed. 

If the Peruvians were a epiojgyr from, 
any other part pf the worlds it is^qiy 
opinion that they came from China. 
But fn what manner could they come ? , 
Pid they traverfe the I^ciftc Ocean or 
Atlantic Ocean and do^le Cape Horn^ 
or pafs through the Snfts of Magel- 
lan ? It is diihcult to bqlieve 
The Pacific Ocean might indeed havn 
been croffi^d in fcveral voyiiges, touch- 
ing at the intermediate iilands» which 
would have aftorded the emigrants a 
frefti fupply of provifionV.' 1^ QMjjr be 
pbjeAed, that the Chinefe^vefti^^. were 
too weak for fuch a voyage; I am 
of a cpntraiy opinion . We know that 
the Ruilians who Jive at Jakutzk have, 
wi^their lightharks, proceeded down 
na, doubled the Capes of Eiften 
Xfchqtlki, and reached the rivpr 
A^<^r,,:„the velTels conftruflcd at a 
^reatVexp^nl^e by the Emjptrpfs Anne 
could hot accompliftk as^^puch.- How 
Wtt’e Solomon lilaiuU, fituated be- 
twicen Afia and America, peopled t 
Thefts, iflands, difeovered during the 
reigii of Philip iJ. had inhabitants 
.when European .yetfcis .foft arrived 
there. Ai^the Americans had no Ihip- 
ping, it ^as doubUeA |lie Chine fe who 
peeled thefe iflands*^ although ^ the 
paftaee was much longer from China 
to the Solomon Iflands than from 
th^ latter to America. , 

Oe Guignes, wlip was. well verfed in 
thelitea'^ure and hiftory of the Eaftern 
Tiations^fays expatefsly, that in the year 
4 |S, the Chinefe carrledonagreat trade 
With California* JB^clie, the geogra- 
pher, who cHls C^ifornia Q^ivam, 
avdepts the fame opinion. < It it. be^ 
true, that the Chinese difepyered the 
country of Quivara, it is not impo^Tible 
that theit d^cendanrs may have fol- 
lowed the direction of the coaft, .and 
have arrived and fettled in Peru. It is 
not improbable that Mango Capaci the 
firft Jnca of Fex a, was a Chihelc* 


Navigation had neverattaiued the fanif 
degree of perfejf^ion.amongft different 
nations at the fame period & it is the 
fame with navigation as with com- 
merce, the ms, and iciences : thej^ 
pafs from one nation to another, and 
convert barbarians into civilized peo*> 
pie, whllft certain civilized nations 
again ftnk into barbariftn. ^ What mar 
ntime and commercial nation ever ex- 
celled the Egyptians f Thby founded 
important colonies in Africa and Eu- 
rope, and carried on a great trade upon 
th^Atlantic. The Egyptians circum- 
navigated Africa, fetting oft' from the 
Red Sea. The Greeks poffefred va( 
fleets for the purpofes of war and coin- 
merce. But the power of thefe nations 
is annihilated, and they will continue 
to groan undei; a foreign yoke till it 
. fliaU pleafp ProVideiice to lend yhem a 
deliverer.

AND THE AFRICANS OF THE WEST-* 

ERN COAST. 

We have given Tome traits of tite 
refemblance that exifls between the 
nations on the Coaft of Afiijcaand the 
Americans ; this ftmilarity is greatet* 
than between any people of the old 
and new Continent. Subjoined are :i 
few fa^ls, which feem to prove tluit 
Anici ica was peopled from Africa. 

f. Hottentot giils, from the age of 
twelve ycax%, contlantly wear thongs 
of calf lc.itber tied round their legs, 
from tl>e knee to tlte ancle. The Cha- 
raib girls, from the age of twelve 
years, wear b«ii>dages of cotton Ituffs 
fafteiicd round their legs in exadly the 
fame manner : the Cliaraibs not hav- 
ing abundance of cattle, like the Hot- 
tentots, arc obliged to fubftitate an- 
other iiibftance for leather. 

%• Whan a Hottentot woman mar- 
ries a lecond time, flie is obliged to 
cut off a joint of her little Anger. 
If fhe marry a third time, Ibe is then 
compelled to amputate the thjid Anger. 
TheTucumans, inBiafil, have a fimi- 
lar cultom : there are occaAons on 
which they are even obliged to cut 
off the thumb of the right hand : this 
opetation iR performed upon the death 
of tbeir neareft relations.

The 
fame of this lacred drama was fo high, 
that when, in 1773. It was in contem- 
plation to inftal the late Lord Noith 
Chancellor of the Univerfity of Ox- 
ford, the Stewards, appointed to con- 
dttdl the mufical department of the 
ceremony, applied to the Conipofcr 
of the Prodigal Son for pcrmiflioii to 
perform that oratorio on the folemn 
c^cafion. Mr. Arnold's ready and po- 
lite acquiefcence with this requeft pro- 
cured him the offer of an honorary 
*degm in the theatre $ hut, confeioas 
of his own Icientific qualifications, he 
preferred the academical mode | and, 
conformably to the fiatutes of the 
Univerfity, received it in the fchool- 
room, where he performed, as an ex* 
ercife, Hugheses Poem on the Power 
of Mufic. On fiich occafions, it is 
ufuai for the Mufical ProfelTor of the 
Univerfity to examine the cxercife of 
the candidate : but Dr. William Hayes, 
then the ProfelTor of Oxford, returned 
Mr. Arnold his Icore unopened, lay. 
mg, **.$»*» It IS quite unneceflaiy to 
forutini7.e the cxercife of the Author 
of the Prodigal Son.’* 

In the year 1771, Dr. Arnold mar* 
ried Mils Napier, daughter of Archi- 
bald Napier, Doctor in Phylic, with 
which Lady he received a handfome 
fortune. About the lame year, he 
purchafed, of Mr. Pinto, Marybone 
Gardens, then the much- frequented 
foene of gaiety and falhlon. For the 
better entertainment of the public, 
the Do6lor furnilhed the gardens with 
a fcenic ibige, and compofed and per- 
foi tned feme excellent burlettas, which 
were fnoli favourably received . Thefe 
ihort but pleafing pieces, while they 
evinced his verfatile powers as a Com- 
pofor, alTifted to difplay the vocal abi- 
fitses of Mifs Harper (now Mrs. Ban- 
nifteO, Mifs Catley,Mirs Brown (after- 
wai'cls Mrs. Cargll), Mrs. Barthele- 
mon, &lr. Cliarles Bnnnifter, Mr, 
Reinhold, and many other refoeflable 
and well* known London periormers. 
Evet^ anxious to merit that attention 
and encouragement with which the 
poUk diftingulfdied hb exertions to 

giatify 
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gratify the taftei Dr. AmoJd, 

^ at a very great expeticCi engaged* for 
the ufe of the gardens, the afliftance of 
that ingenious artilt, Signor Torrd* 
wiiofe lire-woi ks excited the admira- 
tion of all who witneiTcd their beauty 
and magnilicence, and whofc neprefent- 
ation ot the Cave of Vulcan was allowed 
by all connoifleurs in the ait to be the 
uiod {hiking and ihipendous perform- 
ance ever exhibited in this country. 
In 1776, the leafe of the gardens ex- 
pired i and that dtiightfui fpot* to 
which the votaries of tafte and inno- 
cent pleafuie had fo long refprted^ 
was, by the proprietors, let to virions 
buiiderb, and fooii after converted into 
an integral pait of the metropolis* 

When Mr. Beard, after many years 
of mciitorious public fervice, retired 
to the enjoyment of a well-earned 
competency, the late Mr. George* 
Colmau* became his hicce/Tort as one 
of the Managcis of Covent Garden 
Theatre* The claJical and difcrimi- 
nating mind of this gentleman and 
icholar felt and acknowledged the fter- 
ling abilities of Pr« Arnold $ and he 
was defirous to letain fo valuable an 
acquiiltioii to the houfe. The place 
ot Compofer to this Theatre could 
not be better occupied than by a mafter 
wliole meiit the town h^^ already fo 
^roiigly itamped with theTan^lion of 
its appjobation. 

About the year 1776, the Bnglilb 
Ariltophanes quitted Aie^ itage, and 
Mr. Colnun, having fuiHcient in^erefl: 
to procure the continuance of the pa- 
tent, purchafed the Htymarket Thea- 
tie. Unwilling to lofe the tnbutary 
iervice of thofe talents by which he 
hid already fo greatly profited, l\e 
engaged Dr. Arnold to condu£l the 
mudcal dtp.ajtment in his new con- 
cern. This iitiutioA the l^flor dill 
continues to fill with honour tp hlm- 
felf and advantage to the proprietois. 

On the dead) of the late Dr* Hares, 
which happened early in the year 
1783. Dr. Ainold was appointed. his 
AiccefTor as* Organift and Comfmi^ tp 
his Majeily's Chapel at^St. Janies% to 
which honourable office be was fworn 
in on March the jft of the fame year 3. 
and, at the grand performances m the 
Commemoi ation of Handel, at Wcfl- 
minitcr Abbey, the fir ft of which took 
pi ice in 1784, the Doflor was appointed 
one of the Sub-Dire6tor» of that cele- 
brity, .and prefented wlt)^ a medal 
which his Majefty hai permitted the 


Sob-Direaors to wear at all times, m 
X mark of hts apprebation of .their 
condudt on that great^and magnifeene 
Qccafion. In the year 17S6, Dr. Ar* 
Hold proje£led and entered upon the 
plan of publifhing an uniform editioia 
of the whole of Handers woiks i aud 
proceeded in this arduous undertaking 
to the hundred and eighteenth nuupu 
ber, going through all his produAiona 
except his Italian o^ius. He 
at the fame time, publiflied four vo« 
lumet of Cathedral Muflc, forining a 
continuation of Dr. Boyce*s great and 
well-known work. Three of the eo« 
lumcs are in /core for the voices, and 
one for the organ. 

^ In Hovamber i7g9 it was refoived» 
by the iuldcrlbers to the Academy of 
Ancient Mute, to place their perform- 
ances moyre fully under the dire^^ion 
of fome profeffional Gentleman of emk- 
Hence* On this occ afion, Dr. ArnoldA 
Dr. CookOs apd Dr. Dupuis, were ieve* 
rally nomiiblted candidates, whenJPr. 
Ai'nold was ele^ed by a great jmyo-t 
ritv, and invelted with the ehtii*e di- 
reaion and management of the erchef- 
tra, the authority of hiring of inftna* 
ments, engaging performers, and of 
doing whatever eiie related to the con^ 
cert s the Committee pledging kfelt 
to indemnify the condu6h>r for all ex* 
pences. The management of this re- 
tpeeiable inltitution has, Cnee that 
tune, continued in the D<^ oi’’b handle 
with the jugheft credit to himfelf# and 
the greatedi: fatisfadion to the Acade* 
miciams and Subferibers. 

At the death of the late Dr- Cookcgr 
which happened in the year 1793, the 
real merit and high reputation of 
Arnold recommended him to the no* 
tice of tlie ingenious and learned Dr, 
Horiley, BiOiop of RochefterandDcaa 
of Weftminfter. The Bilbop, caftjng 
bis eye around for a meritorious ob- 
ject, naturally fixed on Dr. Aradd s 
and I have it firoin Che DoAor himfeif, 
that his Tippointment was unfolicited, 
and performed, on the part of the * 
worthy Prelate, in the hand^melt 
manner poflible."

The blind- 
neis of parentiill affed^ion, or the adula- 
tion of fawning hypocrify, exaggerates 
oidinaiy talents into fupeinatural en- 
dowments, .yid is perpetually meeting 
with ceicam indications of future 
greatnefs and that admiration is not 
unfrequently paid to the exceflive 
bounty of nature which is really due 
either to accident, or to the artihces 
of the nui fc. Beiides, theie is a vanity 
in the human heart, which will always 
leceive with eagernefs the groifeil 
falfehoods of flattery, and which will 
' indeed of itlclf, without the aid of a 
fycopinnt, magnify every appearance 
of excellence, and draw a veil over 
every failing 

The perluafion that we are pofTefTed 
of foine innate Aiperiority, and that 
nothing is wanting to our advancement 
but our ovin endeavouis, alleviates the 
toil of exertion, and an mates the 
diowilnefs of doth. The youth, who 
l^udies the page of biogiaphy, utends 
with pltafuie thofe who hiv^ diftni- 
guzfhcd theinklves in the lepublicof 
letters, from the triviil incidents of

Ambition I confidei as the defire of 
fui palling otheis in fome particular or 
othei its ordinal y obje£f is to climb 
up the acclivity of power. We*aie 
too apt to be captivated by the glitter 
ing ippendagei> of pomp, and to ainufe 
ourlelves with the idea that there is a 
conne 61 :Lon between happinels and au- 
thoi ity. But the acquifition of powei , 
for the molt pait, tends rathei to our 


difqulet than to our iatisf^ion. If 
we difcufs the fubje^ with impar« 
tiality, we (hall find that dominion Is 
accompanied by innumenble difad- 
vantages and dangers. Although ob- 
tained by laborious exertion, it cannotj 
however, be fecured by the moft in- 
defatigable attention. It is loaded 
with a weight of cares, which conti- 
nuallyoppiefies the confcientious man, 
and 18 attended with a variety of vexa- 
tions and difappointments to which the 
moft callous cannot be indifieieur. It 
holds us up as objefls of hatred and 
envy ; thofe adfions which, in a moie 
humble fituation of life, would pafs 
unnoticed, are here fciutinired with 
faftidious exa 6 fnefs, and diftorted with 
the moft malignant lubtility 1 he fwav 
of authority is calculated to encourage 
the unruly pafnon!> of the mind, and 
<o deftioy that humility of fpii it which 
IS one of the fundamental principles of 
chriftianity. Placed on the eminence 
of power, we too often attribute that 
to oui own meiit which we owe to the 
inteicftof oui fi lends, and we begin 
to expedif, that our pleaiuie alone (hall 
be received as a (ufhcient apology for 
the weiknefies of indifcietion and the 
freaks of caprice. The greateft cau- 
tion, too, IS ntcelfary to xeftn 6 V the 
influence of power upon oui affeftions, 
and to pi event it fiom engroiling our 
time to the exclufion of more moment- 
ous purfuits. He who beats anaflive 
pait in the economy of government, 
who IS occupied by its duties and fur- 
lounded by its dignities, will be too 
apt to be devoted to the affaiis of this 
life, to prelcnbe the grave as the 
boundary of his views, and to neglect 
thofe concerns which have infinitely 
highei claims upon his attention. 

There is another pome of view which 
tends to ftrip power of all its gaudy 
tiappings, and to exhibit it in its native 
fimplicity. In a few years, at moft, 
the authority of the tyiant will be at 
an end, and he himfelf will, in common ‘ 
with the meaneft peafant, be mingled 
with the dull, and v/ill be removed to a 
ftate of exiftence in which the diftinc- 
tions of earthly pride will no loiigei be 
regirded, and he will, in his turn, be 
fiiminontd to appear before the fove- 
jreign Ruler of the Univerfe

who, ipuired on by ambition, and en- 
couraged by fucccls in then former 
undertakings, hi\e ^t length Hepped 
forwaid too fir to recede, and have 
fallen viftims to this unbi idled ptf- 
iion. 

Juven'tl, in his tenth fatire, animad- 
veicing. With his wonted eiiei gy, on 
the vanity of human wilhes, nukes pai - 
ticohr mention oF the iate of iejatjus, 
asaiemarkable inHance of the folly ot 
Ambition. Sejanus had, at iiill, no other 
wi(h than tbit of infinuating himfelf 
into the favoui of the Emperoi 'Abe 
11US , not fitisiied with the fmiles and 
the conhdence of his lovereign, his 
next lludy wisto fecuie to himfelf the 
attachment of the loldiers and the Se- 
nate 3 having fucceeded thus far, his 
daring enoi t was to declare himfelf 
the Fmpeioi of Home, and Tiberius 
meiely a dependant Fiince. The fpi- 
iit of the Koman people could not 
biook fo giofs an mfult , the ^fpiiing 
courtier was immedutely hurried down 
from the pinnacle of power 3 the ob^e** 
quious deference whi^h had befoie 
been paid to hi» authoiity was now 
exchanged for tliofe repro iches which 
are always ofiered<to degraded pride , 
and his life wu ioon ficrihced to the 
injuied honour of his fovereign and his 
country. 

If we fcarch into the hiftory of oui 
oWn countiy, we (hall be picfented 
with feveral examples , but with none 
pel Inps more ftrikiiig, or inoi e worthy 
of feUnirk, than tint ot ffol/ty, who 
was raifed fiom^ tt^te of obfcunty to 
the Inched honours and the mail ab 
folute luthoiity, th^c a fubjc^i cm ob- 
titn , but whofe inordinate imbition 
at 1a(t lobb'^d him of all. 

It is ctirsin, thit in ambitious fpuit 
May be converted to veiy imp irtint 
puipofes, and, inlfead of plunging us 
into an abyfs of csies aiul ihngeis, 
may be rendered the meins of pro- 
moting OUI own happinefs and the 
interelts ot focietv A benevolent 
mind, therefore, cinnot but behold, 
with concein,fo viluablea talent un- 
happily abufed, and thiownawiy upon 
obje^b which, to fi> the lealt, cannot 
pofTihly be productive of any fiibfl 111 
tiai goodb It were to be wifhed, that 
he who IS filled with the deiiie of ex 
celling thofe around him would lather 
dll e£f his attention to (he cultivation 
of ]»S mind or the enlargement of his 


heart. The attainment of knowledge 
IS a purfuit which expofes us to no 
dangeis, opprelTcs us with no cares , 
It does not threaten us with the bitter- 
nefs of difappomtment, 01 the hckle- 
nefs of foitune • on the contrary, it 
enfures to us certain proht and delight. 
It tends to encourage eveiy amiable 
atfeCfion of the mind, to recommend us 
to otheis, .md to make us eafy m oui- 
lelves. 

But there is ceitainly no objeCt to 
which our ambition cm be diieCted 
with gi eater honour, or advantage, 
than that of furpafling otheis, not in 
the abundance of wealth, 01 the vain 
pride of titular diHinCVions, but in the 
innocence of our lives and the puiity 
ofouibeaito He whofe exeitions ue 
employed in this way, does not fear the 
malevolence of a rival, 01 the incon- 
flancy of a patron , he does not look 
foiwiid to deith as the limit of eveiy 
ichemeof happinefs that he Ins formed, 
but as the joyful expiiati jn of the tei m 
of his piobation, and the intiodiiCtion 
to feenes of eternal felicity, where he 
(hall be no longei Iniaflcd with the 
doubts, or befet with the temptations, 
of humanity. Inlfead of ftiuggling 
With the violence of the waves, in the 
tempeftuous ocem of life, he is placed 
on i lock, wheie he is fecuicd fioin 
cvety dangei, and fmiles at the fuiy 
oftheftoim. It ts the peculiu pio 
perty of this ambition, that its fpint 
will not evaporate with the ti inlient 
day which gives it biirh, but will be 
preti acted with incicifing vigoui tw 
the dole of oui cxiltcnce , th it in tlic 
puifuit it will be dwa)s utencied with 
pieafure, and in the event jfluiedl) 
crowned with fuceef? 

Pew ever lived to be moie tho- 
lougbly convinced of the vanity md 
inHability of earthly power than Wol- 
fey. If I had butferved nn Mtker, 
exclaimed the dying Cat dm d, “ is 
diligently as I have ferved my Sove- 
reign, He would not have forfaken me 
in my grey h’airs " It mull, indeed, 
h ive been i painful talk for him in his 
Jaft moments, to iefle6t, tnit his life 
had been wholly fpent in \ain , that 
all ills exeitions had terminated, not 
infhe tranquillil} and veneration which 
old age expefts, noi in the internal 
fatisfa^iion and conhdcnce which leli- 
gion affords, but m perlccution, ab- 
horience, and rcmoile, that he hid 
employed himfelf in couiting fa\oui 
and fol Kiting dignities which he hid 

fincc 
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lince and which indeed» if they 
^ weie continued to him^ could now no 
longer be of atay avail , and that he had 
entirely neglected the iervice of Him 
who could alone fupport him in death > 
or befi lend him in eternity. Had the 
See of Kome^and all the honouis which 
Ills fondeft wiflies Ind ever embraced^ 
been ofFei ed to him at this conjund^ui c, 
he would no doubt have fpurned them 
with the dildain of one taught by ejc 
peiience^ tiut le who confuUs bis own 


hi^fmefs fisotdd mt hts 
baubles of this wond^ which are u^gt^» 
JaSmy in ibeir nature, and fieettn^ in 
tbeir duration, but fluM afyirt to that 
glon which cannot he affeffed ty the 
ciJjStudes of time \ the anticipation ef 
which IS fuffiaent here, but the et^ey* 
went of which will he fuperUUeve hert’* 
after*

OBSERVATIONS ON the SILK TRADEin general, and its OPERATION 
ON THE bILK MANUFACrUKF op the METROPOLIS.

TJTavxng in a formei Mper * addrefTed 
the Ladies refpe^ijig the claims* 
of the Silk manufacturers in Spital- 
fields, See. upon them for encourage- 
meat ; and having Rated that this 
manufaCtuie was then in a declining 
(fate , I aoi now happy to announce 
that, rathei from the influence of 
tUhion, qi perhaps from the operation 
of political ciicumflances, than from 
any aid that 1 can flatter myfelf it can 
have derived fiom my poor endea- 
vours, It has, in a conflderable degree, 
iciived and hwiiig alfo in another 
piper * itteinpted to call the attention 
of the public to the lame fubjeCl, which, 

I hive endewoured to lilow, places the 
nitional inteiefl upon the fecure bails 
of individual exertions and ingenu- 
ity , ind while, on the one hand, 
wis liinttd the piobability of an ex- 
tcnfion of this gicat objeCt of commei - 
ciil concein, I (lightly alluded to the 
polHbility tint this objeCt might be 
counttriCtcil in two wiys , firit, from 
a rcitlcls (pint of rivaliy in anothei 
nition, and lecondly, horn, perhaps, 
tin defuAy ind unfixed principles 
of fome of oui molt ingenious aiti- 
(ins, who, flimuhted by ideal prof- 
peCls of advantige> and enticed by 
artful men, might be pi evaded on to 
ii^k the ea(e, comfort, fecurity, and 
compai itive affluence which they enjoy 
in this kingdom, for the havard, anxi 
tty, obloquy, and indigence, whArb, it 
wts mot illy ceiiain, they mult en- 
counter in another. 

When 1 hid lubmitted thefe my 
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ideas QA the fubjeCt to the public, 
conceiving I had done what, ixi my 
fltuation, was imperatively my duty, 
I had detei mined to recline on my 
oars, and wait the opeiation of eventa 
then afloat, which might either fli- 
mulate or i etard the Silk ManufliChire 
in Its attempts to reach that atnu of 
perfection, on which it mult be the 
patiiotic with of every one to fee it 

S laced . (till prepared, if the time 
lould ariive that might tender any 
fuither obfeivations upon the Asbje& 
necefl iry, to endeavour again to attraCt 
that attention I had befoie (blicited. 

The time alluded to has (1 will not, 
for 1 eafons which, in the com ie of thefe 
papeis, will appeal obvious, fay un-* 
nappiiy) ari ived , but ceitainly an. 
event has ocCuired, which, though 
perhaps not totally unexpeded, has 
ciufea coniideiable intereft, and has 
excited much alatm, among the per* 
ions dependant upon the Sdk Manu- 
factory in this diftriCt , I mean, the 
late pioJiibition of the exportation of 
raw and.oi^anzine bilk of Piedmonf, 
and othei parts of Italy, from the ports 
of the Mediterranean, bet. 

This prohibition, which Teems a 
whole platform, a paik of artillery, 
levelled at theie blanches of our corn- 
met ce and manuftCtuies,itis (iippoled, 
as was indeed lugured, ongmated in 
that dciiie of our Gilhr neighbours 
foi commercial aggrandizement, 
which has been, for fome time, as ap- 
parent as the defire foi teiiitorial ac- 
quilition, which his litely, alas t too

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fiicce&rullyi predominated* and which 
has indeed formed the grand obje6b on 
the foi'egronnd of their political views 
irom the eraof Uewis the XlVth. 

ThiSi to coniider the matter phiJo- 
' ibphically and hiftorically* to compare 
the pafBons and propenfities of rival 
nations at* did'erent periods* ^nd their 
ikuation with refpefl to . each other 
nnder different circnmftances* has ever 
been the caib, during and after thofe 
great contentions that have at different 
epochs exifted in the worlcU It may 
have been obferved* that when the 
operation of arms hts declined* when 
every effort of force has been exhauft- 
cd,a commercial oppofition has arifen^ 
which has frequently been purfued 
. with equal afperity and avidity, until 
frefh caufes for the commentement of 
hoftilities have occurred, and this con- 
tell h^s continued* fometimes^ flaming ' 
into eruptions and burfting into ex* 
plofions* and fometimes fmouldering 
and boiling in the bowels of the fhver^ 
countries* until* AipprefTed and ex- 
haufted by the deftru61ion of one, or 
perhaps both* it has been fmothered by 
their afhes. 

It is a (ingular* a curious, and, 
from the authority of ancient records, 
a circumftance mod indubitably found- 
ed on fa61* that our anceftors* legiflat- 
ing for themfelves and their pefterity, 
have» from the time of the firft eftab* 
llihiaentof the Silk Manufactory ip this 
kingdom, a period much antecedent 
to its introduction into France* confx- 
dered it as a commercial point on which 
they were affailable, and therefore have 
formerly taken as miKh care to guard 
againft the introduction of foreign 
commodities in a ^wrought ftate^ fo as to 
operate againft domemc exertions* as 
we have latterly to regulate all its 


branches, and defend it againft intefl 
tine depredators. The barely quoting 
the dates of the Itatutes*^ in its favour 
will befufheient to fhowhow much this 
elegant and beautiful branch of our 
domeftic ingenuity and indullry has 
been the objcCf of the care of Govern- 
ment, though perhaps it may, in a 
future paper, be neceflary to obferve 
upon the tendency and operation of 
fome of them. 

It is a matter calculated to excite 
feme furprife, that, among the 
number of ancient and fem-modem 
ffatutes quoted in the note* there does 
not occur one for the encouragement 
or regulation of the Silk Manufacture, 
during the long period filled by the 
Reigns of Henry the Eighth, Edward 
the Sixth, Mary* Elizabeth* James* and 
Charles the Firft, although thefe Mo- 
narchs are, ipoft of them* known to 
have had much at heart its extenfion j 
but the rcafon why parliamentary 
interference ceafed in this reCpcCt 
about the nineteenth of Henry, I take 
to be this i— It is well known* and 
indeed the Ifatutc book renders it ob- 
vious* that our anceftors j|vere not 
fond of Legiflating unlefs the circum- 
ftances of the times* or trade, made it 
abfolutely neceflary. In this cafe* 
when the Silk MamifaCfure had* though 
ftruggling into exiltence* little to fear 
from the fpirit of rivalry, it was only 
neceflary to fhut out Italian fabrics, 
left 0ur own'fliould be huit by the 
comparifon j and when Britifli inge- 
nuity foared to a perfection which, 
from the firft rude attempts* could 
fcarcely have been expeCted, fuch was 
the fituation of oui affairs* and fiuh 
the confequence of this kingdom in the 
great fcale of mercantile nations, that 
It had ft ill lefs reafon to fear that the

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Tlie Uft ftatute, which had evidently in riew the encouragement of our home ma. 
nufaCtuies, was enaCtod for thr permitting importation of organzined thrown filk, 
flax and flax [ttd, into this kingdt m, in fliiya or vellcU bciouging to any kingdom or 
flaie 40 omity with his Mijcfty. ftream 
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ftream of commercei with refpeffc to the 
raw commodity, would be impeded in 
its progrefs t&'our Aiores, or dammed 
up at one of its fources. The Stateimen 
of thef'e reigns probably found that the 
laws enafled by their forefathers^ and, 
I conceive, ftndly enforced by tjiem, 
were fully fuflicient to anfwer alt the 
purpofes for which they were intended ; 
namely, toferveas fentinels upon^the 
operations of foreign traffic, and regu- 
lators of domeftic indullry. 

In the reign of Charles the Second, 
owing to a variety of well-known 
raufes and events, the times had con- 
fiderably changed. When the afpe- 
rity of men’s paflions had been re- 
prelTed by the misfortunes they had oc- 
cafioned ; when the fludluarions of po- 
litics, and the ebullition of the public 
mind, had in feme degree fubfldcd ; 

** When the tired nation -breathed 
from Civil War j” 

the merchants had an opportunity to 
look about them j to tijm their atten- 
tion from dumeltic derangement, and 
domeltic bulinefs, to the commercial 
Ihte of Europe ; they then difeovered 
the llrides that had, during the 
period of our political infanity, been 
made by other nations ; the commer- 
cial and manufadluring advantages 
which had been takeil of our didrefs i 
and this dilcovery, comhined'with other 
caufes, produced the famous Naviga- 
tion Aft, to which in a former fpe- 
culation upon this fubjeft I have 
alluded. 

Among the many branches which 
had, during our civil contention, 
declined, or had rather been, in a con- 
liderable degree, transferred to France ; 
it was found that this very important 
one, the Silk, had been, from negleft 
at home, raifed to an- incredible height 
in that country. It was difeovered 
that the chy of Tours had, from a 
fmall beginning, grown into Aich a 
Hate of roanufafturing opulence, that 
eight tbonfind looms, and eight 
hundred mills, were employed therein j 
and that Lyons had become the empo- 
rium of the filk bufinefs, having at 
lead eighteen thoufand looms in con- 
ftant operation $ fo that tbefe cifies, 
together with their provincial de- 
pendencies, employed, either direftly 
or collaterally, upwards of two millions 
of people. Struck with this difeo- 
very, our merchants found it ne- 
cefTary to endeavour, if not to contend 
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with this Commercial CololTus, at 
leaf!: to impede him in his endeavour 
to ttride acrofs the ckannel, hud 
ravage this country. In this enter- 
prife, the folly of the French feconded 
the exertions of the Englifh j andp 
from a zeal which we, who now coolly 
view the page which records the 
hiitory of thofe tranfaftions, are al- 
moli tempted to term infanity, led 
them to banifh from their kingdom , 
incalculable numbeis of thofe pro« 
moters of their national profperity)' 
and this too at a period when 
National Aggrandizement might, ac- 
cording to the quaint jargon of modern 
times, have been tei med ** the Order 
of the Dav.” This, in a people fo 
aftert to their own intereff, was cer- 
tainly an over-fight $ but, let it be 
remembered that it is almoif the only 
one of which they have been guilty In 
any cafe where their interelt or ambition 
were concerned ; and the coniequences 
that have flowed fhow, in a pretty 
itrong light, how difficult it is to 
regain what the folly of a fhort period 
had, peihaps, diflipated. But although 
it may be difficult to reclaim loll, to 
raife declining, or to guard and fup- 
port feeble, manufaftures, the allo- 
nilhing exertions . which that nation 
has made, and is making, to reftore, 
renovate, and give new energy, to 
theirs, ought to keep us upon 
alert, and render us eagle-eyed with 
refpeft to every change^in the Poli- 
tical, and every encroachment in the 
Commercial, World. 

With refpeft to the latter, looking ^ 
with an impai tial though inquifitive eye 
upon the conduft of our Gallic neigh- 
bours, I do (as I have obferved) con- 
ceive the fliutting the French and 
Italian ports againft the exportation 
of the raw or organzine filks of Pied- 
mont, &c, ta he a kind of fignai 
for a commercial attack j and that, 
ever fanguine, t£ey entertmn a hope 
that, by the withholding articles deemed 
fo necefTary as thefe, they fliall be 
able to deprefs, perhaps annihilate, 
our manufafture, and ellablilh their 
own upon its ruins. 

But there is one, and a material, 
circumllance which they ought firft to 
have coniidefed ; namely, whether the 
articles I have mentioned, are fo ab- 
folutely necefTary in the conUruftion 
of an elegant and ufeful fabrick, as 
their commercial cupidity would 
induce them to believe^ or, whotller 

we 
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we have refourcea within our* 
lelm (I iiilan within the territories 
appehdsnt to the Crown of th\s realm) 
that, called into aftion by the necef* 
^ of the cafe, more generally prdc- 
ditai upon, and confequently/ better 
mderftood, may, through the exer- 
tions of manuraftnring induftry, be 
adapted and adopted* fo as to ferve 
as a fubllitute, equal in durability, in 
utility, and beauty ? 

It is well known, although it has 
not been much fpeculated upon, that, 
with refpedi; to trade in general, and 
manufaAures in particular, many falfe 
and unfounded prejudices have arifen 
in the minds of commercial men and 
artificers again ft the hazard incurred 
by attempting new dilcoeeries, and 
toe uncertainty of new experiments : 
and although, in confequence of the 
good lenfe and liberality which mark' 
the Britifli Mercantile Chatucter, theXe 
prejudices predominate left In our 
countrymen than in thofe of any other 
nation, yet we know that prepofTefUon 
in favour of particular materials, and 
mode of workmanfbip, learned and 
adopted in^eaily life, have not (even 
to give place to better) very haftily 
feezed from the minds of our arti- 
ficers. It may f^ill be remembered, 
that the attempts to introduce MstM 
chhaery, equally new and ingenious, 
qj|me iqeana of fliortening labour, was, 
art' to^ which it was applied, 
attefided'witb doafiderable difficulty; 
sndtbat the pn^udices of the work- 
‘ men, aided by Ihcir fear, (lowly receded 
befiirr even ocmvi61ion ; and alfo, that 
in fimffip mftances it has ftill been found 
nniMb^ it into Operation. 

Tbi^ obfervation will fully apply to 
man ufadiiiring materials; the w'eavers 
in particular have an idea, that Pied- 
mont filks are abfolutely' neceffary 
to fiume a whereoh ft fabrick 

of fqpertor faf»uty and elegance can 
be conftrufled ; and nothing but the 
fiiperior neteffity of working without 
if, or, in other words, of introducing 
gcnenlly Bengal f Ik in its ftead, wdll 
convince them to the contrary. 

The fame kind of prejudice operated 
Doth in Italy m ancient,' and France in 
vnoie modem times; not indeed par- 
tis ulaily againft any material or mode 

wotkmanfiiip, but generally againft 
the Silk Manufa6i;ure itfelf. 


When the Grecian Monks, in the 
reign of Juftinian, brought from the^ 
remoteft parts of Aiia a £rge quantity 
of the e^s of iilk worms into their 
own country, it was the received opi- 
nion, both in that country, and at 
Borne, that the land of the Seres ^ was 
too remote, for them to expedi that 
the infedls would, in their climate, 
find a fufficient degree of warmth 
and verdure to nurture them into, and 
to in fure, their exiftence. 

When Henry the Second f pro- 
pofed to raife large plantations ‘of 
White Mulberry Trees in France, and 
to introduce and ere61 filk manu- 
faflories, both at Lyons and Tours, 
the people, ftruck with the fingularity 
and es^avagance of the attempt, were 
unanimouflv di/gufted, and exclaimed, 
** Though wik worms have been fuccefs- 
fully nu reined in feveral paits, when 
was there one of that fpecres evei 
^en in Fi-ance yet filk worms were 
introduced, and manufadforics ei ecled, 
with what advantage to the nation 
is well Known 1 Experiment in this 
event has trampled upon Prejudice; 
as I hope and truft it will in another 
* which will form the fubjert of an en- 
fuing fpeciilation or fpeculations, for 
^e reception of which, indeed, this 
is meant to clear the ground. In that, 
or thofe, I fhall endeavour to fliow 
that we have little reafon to dread 
the prohibition of the Piedmontefe 
Silks; and*' that, whatfoever alarm 
the report may have excited, the thing 
hfelf is, in no inftance, an injury to 
this country, but, on the central y, 
]iiay,«in many, be attended with ad- 
vantage ; as It will force that tiuiy 
ufefuJ and elegant article, Bengal Silk, 
into a more general ciiculaiion; and, 
while the adopWn of this affords eni- 
plo}mcnt to thoufinds, perhaps mil- 


lions, of pecmle in the Eaft Indies, its 
more extennve importation will add 
to the naval ftrength and commeicial 
opulence of this Country ; fo that, 
at the fame time that its i eception and 
manufacture caufes a new epoch in the 
hiftory of traffic, it is likely to become 
a iiimulus to the ingenuity and in- 
duftjy of our artificers, and to open 
neiS fburces for the acquifition of in- 
dividual riches, and confequently of 
National revenue.

nt of diffipatio i, piotufion, and volup- 
tuous gaitt} , ill Anted to the gloomi- 
nefs of our htuition, and ill ciicuhtcd 
to kcure to us the pioteftion of Hei- 
ven agiinll the various dingeis that 
mcmccd us on every fide. Under 
ihckcircumftances, it feemed to be the 
duty of eveiy fiiend to religion, ino- 
ty» good Older, and good govein- 
nvent, and moie cfpecially of the Mi- 
iiiftcrs of the Gofpel, to exert eveiy 
powei and every talent with which 
God had blclfeJ them, in oidci to 
counteii'^t the baneful effefts of thole 
pellilential writings which eveiy day 
iflued from the prefs , give fome 
check to the growing relaxation of 
public manners, to ftite, plainly and 
foicibly, the evidences of oui faith, 
and the genuine doetimes of our reli- 
gion, the tiue piinciples oi fubmillion 
to out lawful Governois, the mode of 
condii 6 f in every 1 elation of life, which 
the Goiptl prefciibes to us, and to 
vindicate the truth, dignity, and di 
vine authority, of the facred writings. 
All this, iftei much delibeiation, I 
conceived could in no other way be 
fo effeilually done, as by Juving re 
couife to thofe writings themlclves, 
by going back to the very fount un 
ot truth and holmels, and by drawing 
fiom that ficred fomcc the proofs ot 
Its own celeltial origin, ind all thcevan- 
gclitdl virtues fpnnging from it, and 
branching out into tne vaiious duties 
oi civil, foetal, and doim Itic life. 
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** The refult was, that 1 1 efolved on 
difcharging fliare of thefe weighty- 
obligations, by giving Leflures on the 
Golpel of St, Matthew^ in my own 
pariih’ church of St. James, Weilminller, 
every Friday in Lent. I forefaw, 
however, many difficulties- in the un- 
dertaking, particularly in drawing 
together any confiderable number of 
people, to a place of public worfliip, 
for any length of time, on a common 
day of the week. But it pleafed God 
to blcfs the attempt, with a degree of 
fuccefs far beyond any thing I could 
have expelled or imagined.'* What 
this fuccefs w’as, few of the inha- 
bitants of London, who pay any at- 
tention to public occurrences, can 
remain ignorant ; but many of our 
numerous country readers, will not 
be difpleafed w*ith the following in- 
formation. 

So great was the concoiirfe of per- 
fbns in the higher ciicles of life, to 
hear thefe lectures, that chairs were 
borrowed from the neighbouring pri- 
vate hollies, to liipply leats for them 
in the aides of this large church, and 
ill the pallages of the galleries, after 
all the pews had been literally crammed 
with nobility and gentry, whole car- 
riages lined the adjacent fireets, and 
whole fedan chaiis filled the church- 
yard j and forry we are to add, that as 
venality refpeds nO fanftuary, the 
pew openers made llrangers pay very 
handfomely for a comfortable (the 
weather being cold) squeeze in a 
pew. ^ 

Before we proceed to an examination 
of the lectures, be it permitted to make 
ibme obfervations on the foregoing 
palfages from tlie preface. The good 
Bilhop feems to lay great Itrefs on the 
words lliare of thefe weighty ob- 
ligations i” which we conceive to be a 
ilelicate reproof to other labourers in 
the vineyard of Chrilf, and peculiarly 
called for, in the prefent day 5 for who 
that travels into other proteftant coun- 
tries, does not know that the aftive 
zeal, and conftant exercife of the 
official dut'es, of the minifiers of the 
gofpel, far furpafles that of our paro- 
chial clergy 5 lorne of their duties :i»'e 
indeed become almoft obfolete, through 
the reUi/caiioncfthe re’^glous principles 
of their pai ilhioners ; l^iit is nor this 
owing, in fome degree, to the indo- 
lence and inattention of tlieir Rectors 
and Curates. Who now hears (t^x- 
cept from the pulpits of zealous 


taries) fermons on the ' vlfitation and 
communion of the Tick, inviting and 
preffing home upon the ^odly-mindcd 
of both fexes, the primitive chrKtiaii 
cuilom rtligioufly obferved by our 
forefathers, as members of^ the Church 
of England, to call in the ininifters of 
their pariffies, in the hour of ficknefs 
and danger, to exhort finners, under 
thofe trying circumilances, to repent- 
ance and chrillian refignatioii, ac- 
cording to the forms prelcribed by that 
church ; if they are no longer in nfe, 
let them be expunged from our com- 
mon prayer books, or let this hint be 
properly taken, and this religious 
duty be forcibly and frequently im- 
preiled upon the minds of their re- 
ipcdlive congregations by our paro- 
chial clergy, nor any longer let 
thoufands of piofefled chriftians die, 
without the folenin admin iltiation of 
any fpiritual comfort in the hour of 
diltrefs. With refpe6l to our Bilhops, 
let them only follow the example of 
their Right Reverend brother, and they 
will want no other admonition, to en- 
force the incumbent religious duties on 
the clergy of their dioceles ; and, let 
the decreafe of the chrillian faith, and 
fhe increafe of infidelity be traced, not 
partially through fnme, but to all their 
fources, and it will perhaps be found 
that the blame lays not wholly with 
the different outers of the people, 
witnefs the crowded at’tendance, on 
the evenings of common days of the 
week, (after the labours of the day are 
over) at the Methodill chapels. 

To coiinteraft the baneful etfefts of 
pcllilential writings, of which our 
worthy Prelate complains, let the fime 
incK'fatigably adtive means" be ufed 
todilfufe llich antidotes as are contain- 
ed in thefe Letlures, throughout every 
part of the kingdom j jet paftoral 
Utters be re^Uved in every diocefe, and 
cheap editions be publilhed of the 
leading principles and dodtrines of 
the Gofpel, as cheap as thofe of the 
Age of Keafon \ and let every Miniller 
ot that Gofpel, bear in mind this rein- 
forcement of the gentle admonition 
already noticed." “ I think it incum- 
bent o» me to taVe my (bare in this 
iinpejrtant'conteli., and to fliow that I 
wiffi not to throw burthtns on others, 
of which I am not willing to bear iny 
full proportion. dVr Ledture I. p.25.’* 
In the execution of this defign, the 
Blfliop piofelfes to have four objedts 
piincipilly in view. “Firlt, to explain 

aiui 
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and illuftrate thofe paflages of holy 
which are in any degree difficult 
and obJcure. ^Secondly, to point out, 
as they occur in the facred writings, 
the chief leading fundamental prin- 
ciples and dotlrines of the Chnllian 
religion. Thirdly, to coniirm and 
ftrengthen your faith, by calling your 
attention ro thofe ftrong internal 
marks of the truth and divine au- 
thority of the chriitian religion, which 
prefent themfelvesto us in almolt every 
page of the gofpel. Fourthly, to lay 
before you the great moral precepts of 
the gofpel, to prefs them home upon 
your coiifdences and your hearts, and 
render them effcflual to the important 
ends they weie intended to ferve; 
namely, the due government of your 
paffions, the regulation of your con- 
tiii£V, and the attainment of cver- 
lalting life.” 

Ill the piirfuit of this compreben- 
five plan, we have thirteen lei5lures in 
Vol. I. now under examination, upon 
the following fubjeefs. Le^ure !• 

A compendious view of the facred 
writings ; or, iu other words, a con- 
cile analyiis of the Holy Bible, with 
fuch regulation in point of order, and 
fuch clearnefs and precidon in the 
hiilorical detail, as cannot fail of at- 
tracting general approbation.” LeCture 

II. is confined to the two firft chap- 
ters of the Gofpel of St. Matthew, 
which record the genealogy, the an- 
nunciation and miraculor<« birth of our 
Saviour, and the arrival and offerings 
of the wife men of Bethlehem. LeCture 

III. gives us the life and doCtrines of 
John the Baptifl. LeClures IV. and V, 
on the tuurlli chapter, are divided into 
two parts j the former explains the nar- 
rative of the temptation of Chrift in 
the wildeintfs, in which it is oblerv- 
ahle, that the BiHiop differs in opinion 
rrom Ibnie eminent polemical writers 
on this fubjeCl, who have confidered it 
in the light of a vifion, for he adduces 
many reafons to believe that it was a 
real tranfaClion ; the fecond part re- 
lates to the choice of apoftles, and 
the beginning of miracles. In Lec- 
tures VI. and VII. our Lord's ferraon 
on the Mount is expounded in fuch a 
manner that thefe lectures inde- 
pendently contain a volume of the 
moft beneficial initruCtion to the 
community in general; and, as the 
enumeration of the various beauties 
of thefe lectures collectively, cannot 
be particularized in a limited Review, 


we here take the liberty to exhibit 
one Itriking fpecimen of the tranf- 
cendant merit of the whole courfes. 

“ Before I quit this noble and con- 
folatory exordium of our Lord's dif- 
courfe, (See p. 134, 5, 6, and 7, Lect. 
VI.) I fliall requell your attention 
to one particular part of it, which 
feems to require a little explanation. 
The pait I allude to is this : Bleffed 
aie the meek, for they (hall inherit the 
earth. 

** The blelling here promifed to the 
meek, feems at firit light fomewhat 
lingular, and not very appropriate to 
the virtue recommended — That the 
miek^ of ^Fill others, Ihould be deftined 
to inherit the earth, is what one Ihould 
not naturally have expected. If we 
may judge from what paffes in the 
world, it is thofe of a quite oppofite 
, character, the bold, the forward, the 
active, theenterprifing, the rapacious, 
the ambitious, that are belt calculated 
to lecure to themfelves that inherit 
ance. And undoubtedly, if by inhe- 
riting the earth is meant acquiiing the 
wealth, the grandeur, the power, the 
property of the earth, thefe are the 
pcrfbns who generally feize on a large 
portion of thofe good things, and leave 
the meek and gentle far behind them 
in this unequal conteft for fuch ad- 
vantages. But it was far other things 
than thefe our Lord had in view. By 
inheriting the earth, he meant inherit- 
ing thofe things which are, without 
queffion, the greatelt blejjings upon 
earth ; calmnefs and compofure of 
fpirit, tranquillity, cheerfiilnefs, peace 
and comfort of mind. Now thefe, I 
apprehend, are the peculiar portion 
and lecompence of the meek. Un- 
alTuming, gentle, and humble in their 
deportment, they give no olfence, they 
create no enemies, they provoke no 
hoililities, and thus efcape all that 
large proportion of human mifery 
which ariles from diffenfions and dif- 
putes. If differences do unexpectedly 
Itai't up ; by patience, mildnefs, and 
prudence, they dilarm their adveifa- 
ries, they foften refentment, they court 
reconipiliation, and feldoni fail of reilor « 
ing harmony and peace. Having a 
very humble opinion of themfelves, 
they fee others fucceed without un- 
eafinefs, without envy ; having no am- 
bition, no fpirit of competition, they 
feel no pain from difappointment, no 
mortification from defeat. By bend- 
ing under the itorms that aflail them,

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they greatly mjtigite then \iolence> 
and fet them pils over their ht'^ds 
almoft without feeling their foicc 
Content and /itished viith then lot, 
they pifs quietly ind (ilently thiough 
the ciowds tint furround them niid 
encounter much fewer difRculties ind 
c‘ilamiues m then progrefs througli 
life, than moie ietive in I entei pining 
men. Ifns even tenoi of life miy, 
indct-d be cilled, by men of the woi id, 
ilit, duil, and inlipid. But the meek 
aie excluded fiomno ntionil pleifuu, 
no It^/tiin ite delight , md is they ue 
moie exempt fiom inxiety ind pam 
thin other men, then lum totil of 
luppinefs IS gieiter, an 1 tlity miy, 
in the belt ftnlt of the woid, be fnrly 
1 <1 to tnhiiit tl tilth ’ Would it 
Jut ,jive 1 gicitei foicC ftill to this 
fine pallage, it wt \\€il permitted to 


fubflitutc the word fnjoy for inlici it f 
And as oui Gofpels aie only tnnfli- 
tions fiom the o iginil,*this would be 
no iaenlege til the foiegoiiig attri* 
butes of meeknefs eonlhtute the puieft 
enjo)?m»t of life

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ration from tiie outfct to It? clofe, the 
miiiutise of which, by familiarizing the 
reader with tl« various liiccLdlive traiif- 
actioiis, increafc the interelt that he 
takes in the lubjeft, and prepaie his 
mind for a, ptrteit comprehenfion of 
the whole. 

The Journal may like wife be con- 
iidered as a feries of inftruc^ions to 
profedional men ; as a kind of fehooi- 
book, in faft, in which the elementary 
parts of Icience may be learned, Be- 
lides, the very nature of the arrange- 
ment implies that it was formed by an 
cye-witnefs of what is narrated, and, 
of courie, that it polFelTes indubitable 
authenticity. 

Mr Anderfon’s volume appears to 
embrace three important objects, viz. 
the Secret Expedirk)n which frilled 
under the command of General Pigot 
in March 1800 ; -an Account of Malta, , 
fVoin the time when it was taken by the 
Knglifh, till tlie fignature of the Preli- 
minaries of Peace j —and, a Narrative 
of the Campaign in Egypt. 

In a modcit and well- written Preface 
he thus introduces his work ; 

Tlie general agitation which had 
been occafioned throughout the coun- 
try by the Expedition to Holland had 
not altogetlier lubfided, when the re- 
newal of very formidable preparations 
excited the anxious curiofity of the 
people, more efpecially as their objetts 
were enveloped in fuccefsful myltery 
from the country, for '^I^'llo^e lervice 
the expedition was tormed, and from 
Europe, agalnlt Ibme part of which it 
was diredted. That it did not per- 
form any great military fervice muffc 
have arifen nom circumltances which 
were not foicfeen, and could not be 
controlled. It had, however, no in- 
con fiilcrablc influence on die operations 
of the enemy in Italy, as it I’pread alarm 
along the coalt which they poflelled, 
and large bodies of troops were de- 
tached to prevent or oppole its de- 
feent. Thus a contlderable diverfibn 
was made in favour of our Allies, 
though wc cannot but lament that it 
did not terminate more to their ad- 
vantage. 

“ This Expedition, however, though 
not dilfinguifhed by any brilliant ^e*it, 
is an intei citing feature in the war, and 
is preparatory to the Egyptian Cam- 
paign, which clofcs the glory of it. 

I have, therefore, given a regular jour- 
nal of its tranfaftions, from the failing 
of the flrftdiviflon, under tlio command 


of Major-General Pigot, from England, 
till the arrival of the army at aLiIu j 
with the whole of the General Ordera 
that were iflued by the feverai Com- 
manders during that period. Thi* 
account will fufficiently prove, that, 
if this army did nothing in the way 
of elFeftive operation, it w'as, at all 
eveiTts, qualified, prepared, and eager 
to do every thing. What its difpofl* 
tions and active capacities were, a con- 
fiderable part of it proved on the fanda 
of Egypt : nor can there be any doubt 
that the fame prow'cfs would have been 
difplayed, and the fame fuccefs ob- 
tained, if circumltances had afforded 
them tlfe expected opportunities of 
unfuiling the Britifh (iandaid on the 
plains of Italy or the fhores of Spain. 

“ As a part of this army took poflef- 
flon of Malta, on its furrender by the 
French ; and as the battalion of the 
40th regiment, in which 1 ‘ had the 
honour to Itrve, formed a part of its 
garrifbn, I have availed myfclf of the 
local knowledge I acquired, to give 
fome acc(}unt of this extraordinary 
place, 

** Till the prefent war, Malta had 
long 1 eniainecl an obje6t of fmall con* 
flderation. i he Angularity of its con- 
ftitution and government, the riches of 
its knights, its flupendous ilrength^ 
its fplendid diiplay of ufelefs fortifica- 
tion, and the romantic ch.araCterof its 
hiltoiy, had rendered it rather a fub- 
of philol'ophical fpeculation thaa 
political interell j and though, in the 
poillliion of any of the principal Eu- 
rojjean Powers, it might have been 
made a commanding polition in the 
Mtdlterranean Sea 5 from the jealoufy 
ol them all, it has been left to the in- 
fluence of its own policy, and re- 
mained in the fecurity of its own in-* 
Agnificance. 

“At length the ambitious fpirit of 
the French Government, quickened 
and rea^d by the ardent genius of 
ilonapqdiCi'by art, by menace, and by 
treachery, obtained poiTeflion of this 
Ifland; of which it kept a troubled 
and piecarious pofTcAion, till it was 
furrendered to the Englifli force that 
had been employed to blockade ir. 
As it thus formed a part of the Britifli 
empire, it naturally became mterelling 
to the Britiih people ; and, from fub- 
fequent ciicuniltances, has been a fub- 
jett of very ferious confidcralion : I 
have, therefore, given fucli an account 
of if, as my experience and means 
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cf information enabled me, and which 
will, I flatter myfelf be iutheient to 
convey adequate and correct notions 
of its flrength, its refources, commer> 
cial advantages, and political import- 
3wnce.'’ 

** Here, indeed- it was my original 
intention to have concluded • my 
Work j but, as the expedition with 
which 1 /ailed from England formed 
a part of that army which proceeded, 
with fubrequent augmentations, under 
the command of Sir Ralph Abercrom- 
by, for E^ypt, and the fccond batta- 
lion of the regiment to which I be- 
longed having formed a part'Of it, I 
felt my/elf in fomc degree connedled 
with the Egyptian /ervice, though I 
had not the honour of being perfoii- 
ally engaged in it. At the lame time, 
being favoured with the Journals of 
ieveral tlfficeis who witnefled the 
whole of that Campaign, and having 
opportunities of obtaining whatever 
was to be procured on the /ubjeft from 
oral communication, I have ventured 
to continue the Work in the original 
form which I had adopted, to the fur- 
render of Alexandria. 

The Campaign of Egypt, though- 
one continued feene of Biitilh glory, 
was a fucceflion of Ample opeiations; 
and confequently requires nothing 
more than the attention w'hich will, 
I tnifl, appear to have been bc/lowed, 
to prepuce a correft and authentic 
narrative of them.” 

From the failing of the expe- 
dition from Malta, under Sir Ralph 
Abercromby, during the time it re- 
mained in Marmonce Bay, and to 
the final evacuation of Egypt by the 
French, an alniofl daily account is 
given of the pioccedings of the Bri- 
tilh army j not only in its piincipal 
po/itions, as at Aboukir, Alexandria, 
and Cairo, but in its detached ferviccs, 
and all its intermediate operations. 

' 7 he part of this volume which is 
apf ro prLited to the Secret Expedition 
gives tome account of Minorca, and 
the occiipitions of the a^my during 
the time that it remained in that ifland 5 
we fliall extract from it a rclaticm of 
the manner in which the King's Birth- 
day was celebiaieil theic. 

“ This being tlie aniiiveifaiy of his 
Majelty's birth-day, ilie fame was ce- 
lebrated by ev#*iy demonlhation of 
joy fuited to the happy occa/ion. 

** 7’he foliovv.ng rtgiment^ weie 


drawn up on tlie Lazaretto fide. The 
two battalions of the 35th on the 
right; Dillon's, and the ^ancient Iii/h 
fencibles, in thcccntie; and the two 
battalions of the 40th regiment on 
the left. Al eleven o'clock the whole 
was formed on their refpe^live Rations, 
in open columns of companies ; and 
foon after was wheeled into line, when 
the files opened from right to left, 
which extended the line from the 
river on the Lazag'etto lide, over the 
inequalities of the camp ground, till 
it terminated on the fummit of an hill 
of confidcrable height. 

** Immediately oppoflte, on the 
George Town fide of the river, the 
line commenced 011 the banks, and 
flretched, in an oblique manner, along 
the glacis of Fort George for about 
three quarters of a mile. 'I’he regi- 
ments that compofed this part of the 
line were the 8th or king*s, the two 
battalions of the 17th, the 48th and 
90th, the Minorca regiment, and De 
Rollts' Swiss guards; they were al/b 
wheeled by fignals into line. At half 
pad eleven the Lieutenant-Governor, 
with a numerous retinue, arrived in 
barges at Fort George, when the fig- 
nal was made for the lines on either 
fide of the river to prime and load. 
The men then came to ordered arms, 
and within a few minutes of twelve 
o'clock the whole line lliouldered 
arms. 

At tweU ", the great guns began 
to fire from Citadella, and the filing 
continued fuccellively along the whole 
coait of the ilhind till it reached Fort 
George, where every piece of artillery 
was regularly difeharged. A /iniilai 
cannonade then continued on the lide 
oppofite from Foit PJiilipet, and from 
all the towers, till every gun was di/'- 
charged. The iiifantiy then com- 
menced a /eu de-joye fioin the 35111 
regiment, and continued like the roll 
of a drum along the whole line till it 
terminated with the 40th. It was 
then renewed on the oppofite fhore, 
and run on without the leaR interrup- 
tion to the end of the lines. This 
firing was repeated twice, and followed 
by three cheers, whole loyal and 
aninvating found, proceeding from the 
tongues and hearts of fo lai ge a body 
of Britilh troops, produced an effect 
which my feeble powers arc unable to 
dcfciibe. The feene was giaid and 
imprefiive,and received no fmall addi- 
tion from the beauty of the day, 

The 
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The whole concluded with a general 
^falute« the regimental bands joining 
in the animating air of ** God lave 
the King !" 

“ It may be mentioned as a fingular 
and curious circurnftance, that, while 
the Duke of Orleans and his brothers 
accompanied the Lieutenant Governor 
on the Fort George fide of the river, 
the French Admiral, who was taken 
in the Gwllawne Tell, accompanied Sir 
Edward Berry on ^he Lazaretto fide 
of it. Such were the fpeftators of a 
fpedtacle, that might indeed fill them 
with admiration, but was by no means 
calculated to afford confolation to their 
refpeftive conditions. The French 
Admiral indeed expreffed himfelf in 
the warmert terms of approbation, at 
this difplay of Britifh difcipline and 
Britifh loyalty ; and acknowledged the 
very high opinion he was induced to 
entertain of the liappinefs of Britifh Aib- 
jefts, from the joy that Teemed to beam 
from every countenance, at this ceremo- 
nial of duty and affedtion to their Sove- 
reign. On the dropping of the co- 
lours at the falute, the French Admiral 
and his officers made a very low obei- 
fance, and remained for feme time un* 
covered.” 

The fame part of the work alfo In- 
cludes an account of the prepaiations 
made for the attack of Cadiz, as W'ell 
as of the tnyfleriom fufpenfion and ulti- 
mate abandonment of that enterprife. 

From various circumftances, the 
Illand of Malta has become an objedl of 
general attention to Europe, and of 
peculiar intereft to this country. An 
account of it, therefore, after it became 
a part of the Britifh dominions, natu. 
i.ally awakens a curiofity which we 
think Mr. A.’s work will be found 
well calculated to gratify. The Author 
has contrived to carr5r his reader 
through every part of this fuperb for- 
trefs, with a niinutencfs and facility 
of defeription which, with theafliftance 
of the Engravings, give as perfeft an 
idea of it as can be obtained of any 
place without a perfonal infpedtion : 
indeed, the chapters which relate to 
Malta afford a very plcafing fpccimen 
of local hiftory, and form an agreciible 
as well as inftru£live kind of epvfode 
to the military narrative. — To the 
friends and admirers of the late Sir 
Ralph Abercromby (and what Eng- 
lifhman will not be included in the 
number), the account given of the 


honours paid to his remains, and the 
interment of them at Malta, muft be 
highly interefling and confoling. 

The expedition to Egypt immedi- 
ately fuccceds i in which may be in- 
cluded the employment of the fleet 
and army during the time that it re«' 
mained in Marmorice Bay, previous to 
its final departure on the great obje^ 
of the expedition ; and here we And 
the only defeription that we have yet 
feen of a place which was ib little 
known to geographers as to be feldom 
feen on the charts of the Mediterranean 
coafls. 

Of the beautiful town and harbour 
of Marmorice, where the army re- 
mained fome days, for the purpofer 
of concerting meafures with the Turks, 
Mr. A. fays, This pic*lurefque feene 
affumed the appearance of a paradife, 
tand was peculiarly grateful to the fea- 
fick foldiers, who, though before they 
had been lying on the decks, neglefting 
their food, carelefs of themfelves, and 
difdaining life, almofl inflantly reco- 
vered every difpofition that proceeds 
from health and fpirits. But here, as 
in every part of Turkey, the melan- 
choly effefts of iron-handed defpotiriii 
is dilcernible in the miferable poverty, 
abjedt fentlments, and ^rofs ignorance, 
of the wretched inhabitants.” 

The campaign of Egypt naturally 
folio w's ; and the events of that bril- 
liant period are related de die in Mem 
till its glorious conclufion. 

Some curious and important docu*. 
ments and details refpediing tlie army 
that went from India to Egypt by the 
Red Sea are here given, we believe for 
the flrft time, to the Public } the 
compliments paid to that army are juft 
and grateful $ and the General Orders 
of Sir James Baird are particularly wor- 
thy of perufal.

) .unvrrj at the dlftance of the place of my fojournment, which is twelve miles* 
tound inylelf Handing on the laft ground of the county of Denbigh, which 
line diiunited hy the wide flowings of the river Conway from the (bores of 
t ' I icU vonfliiie $ on whofe fide, fronting the water's edge, where I flood, rofe its noble

Th»* feenery, if no where partaking of thofe mafeuline features of grandeur and 
coiifiilion which the neighbouring legions of the Englifh Alpine, Snowden, exhibit* 
and which the genius of a Baffans or Salvator Kofa would delight to pourtray, was 
in all parts highly finifhed, and fmoothed down by the polifh of cultivation $ and

T ET it not be imagined, becaufe 
" the Author of tlicfe Efliiys has 
chiefly devoted the labours of his pen 
to men and morals, that the fair-fex 
have not been at times the objetits 
of his contemplations ; he has the ut- 
moil refpe^ and regai d for them ; and 
is of opinion, that their delicate man* 
ners and converiktion conltitute what 
may be properly called ks dilkes of 
fociety. He frankly avows, that he, 
as well as others, lias often been be- 
witched with their foft allurements 
and attra^ions, and that a filk (lock- 
ing, or a white petticoat, have occa- 
iioned him, at times, much ferioiis dif- 
quict 5 a pair of blue eyes have fre- 
quently produced a palpitation of the 
heart j and fiie wifelt refolutions have 
been melted away on the glimpfe of 
a bofom.of fnow/ He confelfes, how- 
ever, that he has never been much in 
clanger from the prefent ^.fafliion of 
female drefs, refembling the naked 
draperies of the Roman women $ he 
would even prefer the Inmfihle Girl 
to thofe Godivas who would fcarcely, 
from their being grown fo common, 
attraft the notice of a Peeping Tom 
from Coventry j indeed it is probable, 
that if that curious charafter were in 
being, he would not be prevailed upon 
to llir from his fhopboard for the fight. 

After all, drelt or undrelt, women 
are the lovely obje^s of our itgard 
and attention. 

There is not a more unnatural cha- 
j a£lcr than a Myfogynilt, or woman- 
hater. 

Plutarch wrote a large volume De

Sweet fociety of woman, how much 
do vve of happinefs to thy loft 
influence t How much are our cares 
abated, ^nd our anxieties huihed to 
jeit, by the fide of a lovely female, 
iiiquinng into our foiicitudes, and 


with fmiles and perfuafive confolation 
alleviating misfortune and removing 
difficulties ; a wife, a filler, a fnena. 
Let the Lords of the creation fay 
what they will, they would be poor 
creatures without the Ladies of the 
Cl cation, after all. 

The fociety of woman fei ves admi- 
rably to ibften the ftrong features of 
our national charafter, and to fit us 
for the tender ofiiccs and duties of 
humanity.

It was firft Aim* 
moned by Lord Hopton, who obliged 
it to fur render in three d^s time j but 
Waller, hafiening from London with 
confiderable forces, beat up Lord Hop- 
ton's quai ters by the way, aAd then, 
marching to Arundel Caltl^, foon took 
it, and allowed the garrifon quarter. 

Arundel Callle is, by favour of the 
noble ov/ner, conilantly open for pub« 
lie infpedlion, without any reftridfion ; 
and from the top of the Tower is a 
moll extenfive view of Goodwood (the 
Duke of Richmond's), Slindon (Lord 
Newburgh's), the Sea, Little Hampton, 
Bognor, and Chichefier Harbour, to 
the right ; Worthing to the left 3 and 
an extent of country for feveral miles 
round. 


LORD MONBODDO’s DEf/NITION OF POLITENESS, 


TKthe firfl place, a general benevo- 
lezice, or love of mankind, which 
makes what the French call the politejfe 
mUurcUe^ and without which politenefs 
is mere form and etiquette. Now, 
there are men of this age who have 
not in their nature the philanthropy 
of a Newfoundland dog, who will not 
bark or growl at a It ranger who comes 
to his mafier^s houfe at a proper time, 
but, on the contrary, will fawn upon 
him, bidding him, as it were, welcome 
to the houfe. Nay, 1 know men who 
arc not only wanring in general bene- 
volence, but have not that artachinent 
to any one of their own fpecies which 
every dog has to his mailer. Secondly, 
A polite man mult know the company 
in which he converlcs, and what mca- 
fure of refpeft is due to each oF them. 
For an undjftinguiftiing civiliry, with- 
out regard to rank, worth, feiife, or 


knowledge, is not politenefs. Thirdly, 
He mult be fo much of a philofopher as 
to know himfelf,and not aifume more in 
regard to any of the particulars above- 
mentioned than belongs to him. In 
one word, he mult not be vain ; for 
vanity, though it may be concealed for 
fome time, will break out upon cer- 
tain occafions, and give great offence 
to thofe you converle with. And,laltly, 
a man, in order to be polite, mult have 
the fenfe of the fulchrum ^ decorum, 
and of what graceful and becoming 
in fbitiinents and behaviour, without 
which there is nothing amiable or 
praife worthy among men. And as 
this fenfe is the foundation of all vir- 
tue, it was not, I think, without 
realon, that the Stoics reckoned po- 
Jitenefs, or urbafiity, as they called it, 
among the virtue*. 
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OCTOBER 25. 

A T Dfury-lanc Theatre, was revived 
tbe Bufletta of Midas, wijiten by 
M[r. Kane OT-lara, in ridicule of fome 
Italian O^'cras of the lad century. This 
was a favourite Alferpitce in the days of 
Rcaid, Shiiter, and Dunilall, and h.ia 
been got up on the present occalion wdth 
a confiderable degree* of expenfe and 
iplendcur. Seme very grand machineiy 


is introduced, particularly in the opening 
feene of Mount Olympus, where the 
Gods are reprefented feated amid the 
clouds, in full council. Jupiter, Juno, 
MineK/a, Venus, and the whole of the 
Dis Majorcs, appear magnificently and 
appropi lately attired. Alter Jove has 
ixteuted his vengeance upon Apollo, 
and hurled him to the earth by a thunder- 
bolt, he rcfuines his throne, and the ce- 

JefiiaU 
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leftials ^afcend to the upper heavens. 
For the execution of this moveaient, a 
falfe (tage has been conftru6ted, the 
breath of tne prejeemum, and very deep; 
which rifin^, elevates their god/hips in 
a moft majeftic manner. The clouds 
gradually gather round them^ and at laft 
they vanifli altogether from the fight of 
oftonilhed mortals.—- This piece of ma- 
chinery has extraordinary merit. The 
latt feene, exhibiting Mercury and the 
Mufes* is alfo beautiful. 

As the main mufical ftrength of theHoufe 
was employed, it will not be wondered, 
that the Piece has had a very fuccefsftil 
run. The principal charaflers were 
thus caft: MUar^ Mr. Siiett; JfoUo, 
Mr. Kelly j Jupiter^ Mr. Sedgwick ;

The feene of a6lion lies in Hereford- 
(hire. Lieutenant St. Orme was mar- 
ried 18 years before the opening of the 
play, to the daughter of the late Sir 
Fiederick Delauny, contrary to the wifli 
of her father Di (carded by him, the 
Lady goes with her hufband to America, 
where they live fome time in comfort, 
but, owing to St. Orme*8 ill ttate of 
health, fall into embarrafl'ment and dif- 
trtls. Their dati^ter, Lauretta, in 
order to fupport her parents, goes upon 
the flage ; and Mrs. St ^Orme, with a 
hope ot foftening her father, returns to 
England, but finds him inflexible. He, 
however, keeps her in his houCe, disceives 
her into a belief that (ler hiiiband has 
taken a miftrefs, and induces St. Orme 
to believe that hiswwife is infane, to 
account for her not returning to Ame- 
ricRi and to prevent him from foilowir-g 


her. One of the letters which Sc. Orme 
fent to Sir Frederick, written upon a 
prer^ospeion that his wife was deranged 
in mind, earneflly entreats him to conniie 
her. This paflage, which is thecflfeft 
of connubial folicitude, is cruelly mif- 
conlfrucd by Sir Frederick, who iimiKes 
Mrs. St. Orme to confider it as the reAilt 
of treacherous and barbarous infidelitjr 
on the part of her hufband. At length, 
St Orme, anxious to behold his wife, 
returns to England, and demands a fight 
of her from her father, who refules to Jet 
her hulband fee her, or know where flie 
is confined. St. Orme in agony prefenta 
a piftol, and demands fatisfa£tion. In 
the ftruggle that enfued, the piftol went 
off, and lodged its contents in Sir Fre- 
derick, who dies foon after. The only 
perfon prefer.t on this melancholy occa- 
fion, is Lauietta. St. Oime is taken up, 
and impnibned, and, at the opening of 
the Play, he is about to be tried for the 
murder of his father-in law. Lauretta 
retires into a place of obfeurity, in order 
to avoid the horrid neceflity of giving 
evidence againlt her father. The prole- 
cution is carried on by Sir Edward De- 
launy, the nephew of Sir Frederick, who 
has left him all his fortune on the death 
of Mrs. St. Orme. Sir Edward hat 
placed Mrs. St. Orme under the care of 
Farmer Nightfhade, adefpicable minion 
of his purpofes, and (he is clofely con- 
fined in his houfe. Henry Sapling, m 
fpirited and amiable officer in the Britiflt 
Navy, is the particular friend of St. 
Orme, and, as the haunt of Lauretta had 
been difeovered by the perfeverance and 
vigilance of Sir £dwaid*s agents, Henry 
procures her a male difguife, and recom* 
mends her as a fervant to Nightihade. 
At the command of Nightihade, Lau- 
retta fings a melancholy ajr, expreflive of 
the unhappy Hate of her fortune. The 
found reaches the ear of Mrs. St. Orme, 
whofe exclamations in confequence en- 
gage the attention of her daughter, and 
the latter fuddenly takes off the chain 
from the door, and releafes her. A 
tender interview enfues, but the Farmer 
oppofes their departure from his houfe. 
Henry Sapling again fortunately appears, 
and takes them away under his plotcRioiu 
St. Orme is brought to trial, but for^^tilt 
of a witnefs againft him is acquitted. 
He inftantly haftens to Sir Edward's to 
demand his wife, and the latter rrjeds his 
entreaties.

Foot made hi& ArA appearance on the 
Stage in the arduous chai after of 
iet. He poAcAes a good manly peribn, 
about the middle Aze. His conception of 
the part was generally juA; and hejudici- 
ouAy varied his manner with the various 
feelings by which the chaiafter is fuc- 
ceAively animated. His enunciation alfo 
M correct, and free from any provincial 
liabits. So far wc are juitiAed in ap- 
plauding the attempt ; and his reception 
by the audience was very Aattering. 
Two objeft ions, however, remain to be 
made again A Mr^Foci's pciioniAcation 
of Hamet : his walk was ungraceful, and 
his aflion, particularly in the ArA two 
aHs, redundant. His voice alio is either in 


itfclf (as appeared to us to be the cafe) 
too weak to be effeRively employed in 
fo large a Theatre ; or he had wholly 
miAaken its pitch; for when he per- 
formed thofe feenes wherein the dialogue 
is merely of the converfation kind (as in 
a part of the feere with Ofrick, &c«} hia 
voice was fcarcely audible in the centre of 
the pit i and when, on the other hand, he 
attempted to exert it into exclamation, it 
was harAi and difTonant. A few lef<» 
fons from the maitre de danfe will caAly 
poliAi Mr. Foot's demeanour; and^ 
perhaps, practice may beget a due mo- 
dulation of his voice ; in which cafe we 
really think that his natural abilities will 
render him a very refpeflable performer. 
—The Bills foon after announced him 
as intending a fecond appearance in the 
fame character.

A perlon named Franc iico has been re- 
ceived into the houfe of Bonamoi, who, 
knowing nothing of his Aory, is not 
difpoied to harbour him any longer. 
Fianciico had been deprived of his 
tongue, but was able to deliver his 
thoughts^ in writing. Flamctta, Bona- 
mu's old female fervant, had found Fran- 
eifeo about eight years before the opening 
of the Piece, in an expiring Aate, man- 
gled by I udians ; and by the afliAance of 
Michelle, a neighbouring miller, the

Bnrtamo 
hearing this account^ and perCuaded by 
his font and the reft ot his himily^ re« 
folves to Continue his protection to 
Franciico. Count Remuldi, at this 
time arrives, for the puipole of ccn> 
xluding a marriage between his Ton and 
Selinsy (ho fuppofed niece of Bonamo, 
to which Bonamo afients, though he 
knows that his Ton Srephano and Selina 
dre devoted to each other. Romakli 
ftarts on feeing Francifeo, who difcuvcrs 
equal emotion » and hurt ies away. Ko- 
maldi is Toon joined hy his (ervant Mal- 
▼cglio ; and as they know that Francifeo 
is to deep in Bonamo*s houfe, they re- 
Iblve, in the dead of the night, to kill 
him. Selina overiieais the wicked de« 
ijgn, and gives information to Francifeo. 
The aflfaflins approach, but Francifeo, 
who is prepaied with pliloK, lor loine 
time prevents them from executing their 
purpofe. At length, tinder a peifuafion 
that he has too much humanity to die, 
they ni(h upon him ; but the fereams 
of Selina, who has been upon the watch, 
bring all the family into the room, and 
Francifeo is preferred. Bonamo's fuf> 
picions are then fo ftronglyjoufedagainft 
Komaldi, that he refolves to break off 
the intended marriage, and to give Se- 
lina to his fon Stephano. Romaldi 
departs in anger, declaring that unlefs 
Bonamo alters his mind befoie ten 
o’clock the following mrrning, fte ftiall 
repent. Bonamo defpifes tins threat, 
a rural fete takes place, and the J^vcis 
are on the point of being married, when 
at the appointed time a letter conies 
from Romaldi, afBrmii g that Selina is 
the daughter of Fianciico, and annex- 
ing a certidcate of her birth, in proof nf 
the affertion. Fianciico is then con* 
ddered by Bonamo as a wretch who had 
profaned the bed of his, Bonamo's, de- 
ceafed brother. I ranciico and Selina are 

• then dtfcai'ded. Stephano itfoives to 
follow them, but is confined by his fa- 
ther.— A benevolent Lawyer in the 
neighhduiliood confirms thC account that 

• Selina is the daughter of Francifeo $ but 
proves that /he is the offspring of a 
fecrct marriage, and that Ibe is obtiuded 
on Bonamo, as his niece, by the artifice 

• of Romaldi. It appears that Komaldi is 
tfie brother of Fianciico. and that he 
confriv^cd to get the latter into the hands 
-of the Algerines, and when he efcaped, 
by the afliitauce of Malvoglio, way laid 
him, cut out his tongue, and left himr 
as they ruppofed, c^ad. The cry is now 
up agaioil Romaldi and Maivoglio, and 


the oflficers of juftiee purfutf them and 
take the latter. RortiaWi flies to the very • 
fpot where he and his accomplice bad 
committed their horrid butchery on Fran- 
cifco. The honeft Miller who prote^ed 
Francifeo affords a refuge to Romaldi, 
but afterwards perceiving' a feat on hit 
right hand, one of the figns by which 
his perfon was deferibed, fufpefils him. 
Romaldi, however, induces the honeft 
Miller to prote£i him, rather than in- •* 
volve in danger one who may be inno- 
cent. At length, Francifeo and Selina 
arrive at the lame fpot, and the horror 
they difeover at the fight cf Romaldi 
induces the Miller to run for the ofFicera 
of julticc. In the mean time, Romaldi 
‘ offers his piftol to Francifeo, that he may 
revenge himfelf for all the injuries he 
has fuffered. Francifeo, who had re- 
mained in concealment rather than im- 
peach his brother, throws away the 
piftol. Romaldi then attempts to efcape, 
but is taken by the foldiers. Bonamo 
and the reft of the charafters aflcmble ; 
and as Romaldi feenis to repent of his 
villaiiies, the Piece concludes with the 
reftoration of Stephano and Selina to each 
other, and the avowal of an intended ap- 
plication for mercy in behalf of Ro- 
maldi. 

This Piece is an alteration, by Mr. 
Holcroft, of a French Drama called 
**Se/f/ret ou, V Enfant M^flere^'' which 
met with great fuccefs at Paris. It is 
a pleafmg mixture of novelty and in- 
tereft, con^prifing incident, dialogue, 
nnilic, dancing, and pantomime, and has 
fincc continued almoft uninterruptedly to 
be performed to crowded Houles with 
unanimous applaufe. 

The mufic, by Dr. Biifby, is ad- 
mirably expreffive of the various pafiing 
fcencs ; and in the Overture, which was 
rapiuroufly applauded, a fportful ufc has 
been made of extianeous (harps and fiats, 
with the happieft effeft. 

We have fcarcelyl? ever feen a Piece 
better perfcimed ; the dumb eloquence of 
Farlev, and the varied deportment and 
expicliion of H. Johnfton, are equal 
to any thing that we have witnefied on 
the mimic feene. 

The drefles are fuperb, the fcencry is 
finely pi^furefque ; and the dancing of 
young Bologna, Diihois, King, and 
Mis. Wybrow, with the hornpipe of 
the infant Byrne, gave a pleafmg re- 
lief to the fombre hue of the reft of the 
piece.

His Lordfhip, with the Aiclibifliop 
of Canterbury, and the Duke of Port- 
land, having taken their feats as Com- 
miflloners immediately below the 
throne, Sir Francis Molyneux, U^her 
of the Black Rod, was ordered to com- 
mand the attendance of the Commons, 
who accordingly appeared at tlie Bar, 
preceded by their principal Clerk, Mr. 
Lee. 

The Lord Chancellor, after making 


A fmiilar communication to wliat he 
iiad dated to*’ the Lords, ordered the 
Royal Commiflion to be read j which 
proceeding being gone through, he 
further Hated, that he liad it in com- 
mand from his Majedy to inform them, 
that as foon as the Members of both 
Houles were fworn in, his Majedy 
w'ould communicate to them his rea- 
fons for calling the prefent Parliament ; 
and that, in the mean time, it was his 
Majedy ’s pleafure that they ftiould 
proceed to the choice of a Speaker, 
and that they Ihould prefent a proper 
perlbn to dll that ofHce, in the Huufe 
of Peers, exa6>ly at two o’clock to- 
morrow, for the purpofe of his receiv- 
ing the Royal appiobation.

Abbott a fecond time, declaied in*' 
Majelly's approbation of that choic'-. 

Mr. Abbott, in reply, proftifed to 
enteiiiin tht doepcll tenJe ol the Koy.d 
tavour (hewn liimby this appiobatnm 
of his election a fecond tinie. lit 
claimed, on behalf of the ('ommons, 
the pnvile-eof freedom ^.'flpeecii, free- 
dom iiom arrelf, and all oihei priv*- 
i‘'ges eiiiojcd by the Hoiije ot Com- 
Mions, under his Majeify or any of Ids 
predeceli'ors. He at tbe ‘'mic r.oK 
begged that his conduit, if lie fiiould 
appaicntiy commit any errois, might 
receive the molt (avmiiiabie conitiuj- 
tionon the part of hj** Majedvr 

The Lord Climc-cllor tiKJi (tired, 
that the Commiflioners !iad jt m com- 
inand from his Majelty to eon.irm ad 
the ancient privileges of the Common 
;ind allured the Speaker that (ns con- 
duit (hould always expeiiei.ee the inoit 
favourable conllruction. 

The Commons having retired, Loid 
Keith was introduced as a JRriti'h Peer 
of the lame title, and to^'k the oaths 
and liis feat. About a do'/cn other 
Petrs were rdfo fworn in. 

['I'he iloufe was occupied in fwear- 
ing in the Peers till] , 

TUESDAY, NOV. 23, 
which being the day appointed for 
opening the new Parliament, aad pio- 
eecding to the di (charge of public 
Voi^. XLH. Nov. 1802. 
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bufinefs, his Maje'fty went in ftate to , 
the Houfe, and, being feated on the 
Throne, the Commons attended at the 
Bar.

“ Vou will, I am perfuaded, agree 
with me, in thh.hing that it is incum- 
bent up(/n ns to adopt thofe means of 
ftxiirity which are belt calculated to 
afford tlie prolpedt of preferving to 
my lubjcLis the bledings of peace.

of September, by Citizen Rapp, your Ad- 
jutant-General, arrived at Schwitz on the 
6th of October. 

** We could have wiihed that the letter 
we took the liberty of fending }ov, Gene- 
ral Firft Conful, on Sept. 30, could have 
reached you fooner": it contains a faithful 
expofition of the prefent Hate of Switzer- 
land. Permit us to fend you enclofed a 
duplicate of if, and to entreat you to le- 
ceive it favourably. It will prove to you, 
that the movements which have taken 
place in Switzerland are not the refult 
of a fpirit of party, and that the Swifs 
Nation has no cihtr objefl in view than 
to make ufe of the right which (lie claims 
of giving hei fell a central and cantonal 
Conftitucion, founded on hei pofitionand 
her wants-<-a facred'and precious right, 
which you deigned- youiftit to inlure her 
by the Treaty of Luneville. 

Switzerland would long fince have 
been tranquil, if the Members of the 
Helvetic Government, thofe obleXire me- 
timbyGcians, had conlulred the real (fate 
m affairs, inlfeid of obltinately attaching 
themkives to theoietic attempts, as er- 
roneous as they are expenfive. 

The violence with which they have 
tried torimpole ttteir fyltem upon the de- 


mocratic Cantons, the civil war they 
have oiganized to attain their end, di- 
re^lcd at fii It againft thole Cantons, then 
againft all bwitverland, the unexampled 
feventy with which they have done it, 
have produced a dikontent equally gene- 
lal andjufft and a determined and avowed 
will to lhake ofFlhis inluppoi table voke.

The Flirt Corfu] ot the French Re- 
public and the Fmpeioi ot RufTia hav. 
ing ofFeied their mediation foi the ar-, 
rangement ot the artaits of Geimany, 
and having made known to tlie Impurial 
Diet, by their declaiation of the i8th of 
Auguft iSo2, the Indemnities which 
^hey thought (houid be adjudged to each 
Piince in confequence of the 7th Article 
of the Treaty of Luneville, the King of 
Prullia hartened to confoim to the plan 
piefented, and, in taking pofTefTion of the 
States adjudged to him, confined himfelf 
Icrupuloufly within the limits aliigned in 
the declaration. 

The Emperor of Geiinany having, on 
his fide, announced the intention of cauf- 
ing its different poflefTiqps to be occu- 
pied, the King of Piuflia, the Fiiff Con- 
iul, and the Empcroi of RuHia, have 
fpontaneoufly haliened to make known to 
him, that it was not at all becoming 
that his troops fhould pais the limits 
afligned by tae declaration, or that they 
ihoukl occapy any teiiitoiy but that 
appointed for the indemnification of the 
Archduke Fcidinand. 

Yet, without regiid either to this 
declaiation, made coJle^htively at Pails to 
the Imperial Ambaflador by ihe Minirter 
of the three Powers, nor to that which 
has been made at Berlin by the C untde 
Haugwitz to M. de Stadion, the Au- 
Rrian troops have taken polLlhon of 
PafTau, and his Impel ial Majelfy has 
infoimed the Diet,^ by his Plenipoten- 
tiary, that he would not withdraw his 
troops, iinUfs the countries occupied by 
the othei Piinces weie in like manner 
evacuated, which is an indication that 
his Imperial Majefly fets no value on 
the declaration of the Mediating Powers,, 
aod that he regaids it as void. 


In confequence, the King of PrufEn 
and the Firrt Conful engage themfe)vee 
to reiterate in concert, at Katiftion 
Vienna, their efforts to caufe the pUn 
prefented to be adopted by the Germanic 
Body, and to be racided in its whole ex- 
tent, but particularly fo far as it guaran- 
Ues to the Eleflor of Bavaria (he prefer- 
vation of his pofletfions on the light bank 
of the Inn, and as hr as it lecures Co 
him the town of Paliau. 

And if, contrary to their hopes and 
their united interpoiition, the Emperor, 
taking advantage of the pofTcffion oir 
PalUu, fhoultkrcliife to evacuate it with- 
in th< ptMod of fixty days appointed fbr 
the deliberation of the Imperial IKet, 
the GoVwrnments of Piuflia and France 
pledge tbemielves to combine then effort# 
with thole of Bavaria,, to fLcute the latter 
the piefervatioD of her ancient domaina 
cii the light of the Inn, as well as the 
pofTelfion of Paflan, and the entire in- ' 
deinnity which has been adjudged Co 
her.

A private letter from Barcelona 
fpeajts^ ip terms of admiration of the 
^ entry of their Catholic Majefties into 
^ that city. This journey excited the 
attention of all the kingftom> and at* 
traded a vaft concoui ie of people 
from every part ; it was fplendid in 
the extreme, and perfectly charader- 
i&icofSpaniffigra»</££2/i. The King's 
fuite compriied about 4000 perfons, 
and was preceded by 500 light wag- 
A goDS, drawn by mules, carrying their 
clothes, 5 ec. The triumphal car, in 
which the Royal Pair entered the 
town, was covered with ffieets of 
old, fultaining at top a crown of 
iamonds of immenfe value. The car 
was drawn by Knights lichly drelTed, 
and followed by the guards fplendidly 
attiied. The proceiTion lafted upwards 
of two hours, and the enthufiafm of 
the people on the occafion was ex- 
ceffive. On the day following their 
Alajeilies went to hear Mafs, when the 
crowd was fo gj ear, that feveral per- 
fons were crulhed to death.— Eight 
thoufancl perfons dine daily at the 
King’s tables, and the expcnccs are 
' difeharged in fpecie, a frigate having 
been fent round with feveral millions 
of piallres for the purpoie. 

A voyage of difeovery to the South 
Seas, at the expence of the Spanifh 
Government, by Don Murtis, is in agi- 
tation. 

The Maririd Gazette mentions the 
intention of the Spanifli Government 
to fend two fcifinific gentlemen to 
London to in concert with the

The King of Great Britain, as Elec- 
tor of Himover, has ifTued an Ordi- 
< nance dire6ling the occupation of the 
Bilbopric of Ofnaburgh, which was 
allotted to his Majefty by the nlan of 
Indemnities in perpetual Sovereignty. 

The Grand Duke Conllantine, of 
Ruflia, arrived at Vienna on the 21 It 
ult.

artillery* Durinjg his ftay at Vifona# 
he was prefentea with the Order of 
the Golden Fleece^ made proprietor of 
the Audrian regiment of Vkezay Huf* 
iars, and appointed a General of Ar- 
tillery in the Aultrian army. The 
Grand Ducchefs is at Dreiden ; but 
his Royal Highnefs did not, as ex- 
peftedj vifit her previous to his return 
to Petti (burgh. 

A German mechanic has invented 
an inftrument called an Anemocorde, 
which wonderfully imitates the human 
voice. 

A Decree has lately been puffed at 
Vienna, relative to all Public Libraries 
and Reading Inftitutions, by which any 
works of Voltaire, Roulleau, Bayle, 
Helvetius, &c. are forbidden to be 
given, or lent to read. 

Amongft other meafures adopted 
by the Svi^fs Patriots, the Council of 
'Education, provifionally eftabliihed at 
Lucerne, hasbaniihed from the fchools 
all the new elementary books : it has 
forbidden the philofophy of Kant to 
be taught in them, and ordered, for 
the re-eftabli(hment of good morals, 
that the fcholars Ihould relume their 
mantles* 

The Archduke Charles quitted 
Prague on the 27111 ult. where he has 
been received with every poflible mark 
of diitinftion. His departure was an • 
nounced by the dilcharge of 108 pieces 
of cannon. 

An article in the Dutch papers, 
which have a-rived lately, Itatco, that 
Sir J. B .Warren had hi-, iirlt audience of 
the Emperor Alexander on the 3d ult. 

Advices from Peieifourgh, of the 
15th ult, mention, that the Officer who 
invented the llory of a tonfpiracy 
againlt the life of Alexander I. and 
wounded himfelf with a piftol, to give 
more fan^tion to his invention, has 
been tried by Special Commiffion, 
which not only found him guilty of 
the charges preferred again ft him, but 
ientcRccd him to be quaitered alive 
by four liorfes. This ientence, how- 
ever, was changed by the Emperor 
into perpetual banilhment to Siberia. 

The Algerine Navy at prefent coni- 
prifes 15 cruizers, carrying from fix 
to 48 guns, and fifty gun-boats 5— 
tlie:e are likewile about 200 fail of 
colliers, of from 20 to 30 tons bur- 
then. The Military coiififts of about 
7000 Turks, 6000 Half-Tunes, and 
50,000 Militia.

•^nrr Codlik and y» Reed were tried 
* ’ • at the Admiralty Sellions in the 
Old Bailey, charged with finking the 
Adventure bri]^, oflF Sufiex, in Auguft 
lafi, after infuring her to the amount of 
9000I. for the purpofe of defrauding the 
Underwriteis; and G, Eafterby and 
W, M'Farlane^ were charged on the fame 
indictment for procuring the other pri- 
foners to commit the faid felony. The 
Counftl for the profeciition, after enlarg- 
ing upon the nature of the crime, enteied 
into H fort of hiftoiy of the vefieJ. The 
brig failed in the month of July from 
London to Yarmouth, without taking in 
her cargo, and at this time policies were 
efteCled on her. At Yarmouth (he took 
in goods to an inconliderable amount, and 
about ten tons of ballaft. At this time 
a Mr. Storrow was fupercargo, but it 
would appear that he never intended to 
purfue the voyage. The (hip proceeded 
to the Downs, where Storrow left it, and 
was fiicceeded by the prifoner Reed. 
While (he lay at the Downs, a pcrfon of 
the name of Douglas, who was Mate,^ 
was taken ill and left her } and Codlin 
inllead of appointing a man in his (fead, 
who was capable of performing the duties, 
made choice of a peifon of the name of 
Cooper, who was ignorant of iiavigaiion. 
The prifoner Codlin, confclous that the 
objcCl of the voyage was not Gibraltar 
nor Leghorn, but that the Advcntuie 
(hould find her giave belore (he left the 
Britidi coafi;, told him his duty would 
not be very arduous. There were fre- 
quent opportunities for the fliip failing, 
but Codlin pietended that the wind did 
not fuit, and that he waited for letters, 
lie fpoke of her as a fhip that was unfit 
10 crofs the Bay of Bifcay, and that fhe 
(liuuid (bon be deftroyed. ,When (lie got 
to Biighton, Codlin went on deck, and 
obfeived to Cooper, that he was a clumly, 
fellow, and could i)ot got into the locker 
of the cabin to bore the holes to deftroy 
lier : he ordered Cooper to go, telling 
him he would find the infiruments in the 
cabin ; and, in order to avoid creating 
an alarm, he took care to employ all hands 
in taking in the fails, and on fuch duties 
as precluded the polfibility of their hlari, 
>ng what was going inward. After this 
larger holes were Wade by the ^ fame 
perfon. To keep up the farce, fignals 


of diftrefs were made, on which fome 
boats came off from Brighton, but the 
Captain would not fufSer any of the 
perfon s to come on board $ he had juib 
before declared, that the velTel (hould go 
to the bottom. The (hip being .after* 
wards weighed up and brought in, an' 
order was KTued to apprehend the Cap- 
tain ; but the Proprietors, Eafterby and 
MTailane, having arrived at Brighton be- 
fore the Officers Juftice, pledged them-- 
felves that the prifoner (hould be forthcbm* 
ing when called on. They however con- ^ 
iiivcd at his efcipe to London, whence It' 
was intended he (hould proceed to Ham- 
burgh under a fi6titious name. Invoices 
had been made out for goods*, fome of 
which bad never been put on board : 
others, which had been fliipped, were aT« 
terwards reUnded, and were found in the 
apartments of Codlin. The Counfel 
then proceeded to call his witnefles. T. 
Cooper, a Tailor belonging to the veftel, 
d( poled as to her failing, Sc. After the 
wltntfs left Deal, the Captain told him 
they would not be in her 48 hours longer. 
He then depofed to the fa^s ftated in 
the opening, relative to the boring of 
holes, and the confequences. J. Morris, 
a cabin-boy, ftated, that being fent to 
one of the cabin lockers by the Captain, 
be heard the water iu(h in, and gave the 
alarm ; but the Captain refuied to be- 
lieve him, and the next morning he (but 
himfeif up with the mate in the cabin, 
and would not fuffer the witnefs to 
enter. Several other witneffes depofed, 
that the Captain would not fuffer them 
to aifift when the velTcl let in the water. 
Mr. Storrow ftated, that he had a meet- 
ing with the Proprietors and Captain : 
they wifhed hirn to proceed from Yar- 
mouth to Gibraltar, and, after felling 
part of the cargo there, to fink the veftel 
in the Mediterranean, that they might 
recover for a partial lofs. Captain 
Douglas, on the pare of the Underwriters, 
deferibed the manner in which the holes 
were made, the apprehenfion cjf the pri- 
foners, &c. An infurance-broker pjioved 
that he had effected infurances on this 
veiTel at different times between Juno 
and July, by the defiic of Eafterby, to 
the amount of nearly 5000]. Another 
broker proved that he infured the fame 
veffel for 4000!. A Cuftom*houfe''Ofiicer 
who took an inventory of the property 
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ifil>oarc}i 4 iKI|llit fiilp was weigIM up* 
wrpwd ine di4 mt vontaiu ludf m 
pmtttiterea In tha bills of^parcels. A 
numilKV uf ^ther witivefles were examined* 
whoft teftiinnsn}F wti limilar to what wc 
hm already fpveii. The laft evidence 
podoced wat a pper which contained a 
notice from Eafterby and MTarlane to 
fhft Underwriters, of their abandonment 
of ^e ibip and cargo. The defence tor 
idhnavtemers was, that tliey had no 1n- 
tamm of committing a fraud : the fa£t 
oflShltilng the thip not being fitfHcient to 
prove fti^ an intention j as no claim hnd 
been made for the Aim nifured. In be- 
half of the prifoner Reed* it was con* 
aepded that being only a fupercargo, 
nothing to do with the management 
«r the veflel* a fupercargo not coming 
under tile dcfcription of a {lerfon belong- 
ing to the (liip* M'Farlane in his ilefence, 
laid he had l^ed hts Mpjefty a8 yeaiSj* 
nf of which he had been abroad* Mr. 
Erikine, on the part of EaAerby, made 
an eloquent fpcech to piove that the Ad- 
iriraJiy Court was not aiuhorifed to take 
cognizance of any crime committed by a 
peifon who n^vei went out to Tea. Se- 
veral witnefles were culled, who fpoke in 
high tei ma of the pt ifonei s. Lora Kllep- 
boroi'gh then fummed up the evidence $ 
after ^which the Jury found all the 
prifoners gtiiliy, except Reed. Sentence 
of death was immediately pafled upon 
Codlin, and the others were ordered fiom 
the bar, to wait the opinion of the 
Jiulgcs on Ml.

Count Philip Charles D*Alvensleben, 
the Prullian Minifler of State, at Berlin* 
He was bom the iztb of December, 1745, 
at Hanover, where his father was Privy 
Councillor of VTaf, and where his grand- 
father had been Minifter of State. His 
education was In a great meaiure com- 
pleted during the courie of the feven 
years war. He participated, at Mag« 
debourg, in the lelTons of the two Princes 
of Pi uflia, Frederic William II. after- 
wanlv his Soveieign, and Frtdeiic Henry 
ChaiJes, brother to that Monaich. 
From that epoch may be dated the fiiencl- 
fhip which he foniied with his young 
friends. After having terminate, in 
1770, his itiidies at the Academy of 
Halle, be dedicated himfelf to the Bar, 
and was appointed Referendaiy to the 
Chamber of Juflice at Berlin, where he 
acquired the reputation of a man of bu. 
flnefs, and great induflry. 

On the lit of January i774i he waS 
appointed Gentleman to His Royal 
Highnefs Prince Ferdinand. On the 
ftpUi of September 1775, he commenced 
his diplomatic caieer, being then ap- 
pointed Envoy Extraordinary to the 
Court of Saxony : he was decorated at 
the fame time with a Chamberlain's 
Key. His talents and bis perlbnal 
qualities gainfd him general confidence 
and cfleem, and merited the approbation 
of his Soveieign, particulaily in the 
War of the Succeffion, during which 
he was the centre of the Correfpon- 
dence between the King and the Allied 
Couit of Saxony, the King's Aimy, 
and that of Prince Henry. After having 
filled, for twelve years, the fituation 
of Minifler at the Cobrt of the EJeflor 
of Saxony, the King, Frederic William, 
confided to him feveral important mil- 
fions. He was lent to Pans in 
At the commencement of the following 
year, he was appointed Envoy Extiaor- 
dinary, to the Kepublic of the United 
Provinces, and at the end of the lame 
year he came to London in the fame 
quality. In 1790 he wai^ recalled from 
England, whCo the Monarch, full of 
coniid^ce in his capasity, appointed 
lum, on the i(b of May, 1791^ ^ Mi- 
nifter of State, of War, and ot the Ca* 
toct ) he took upon him the Foreign

But LycopKrdh has incurred the diT- 
pleafare of his commentators in an- 
other inftance. The lion, fay they, 
is reprefeiued as feeding upv.n corn i 
which is not the food of lions. No- 
thing is here faid about the lion’s 
feeduig, or his food. ' Bacchus, Caf- 
fandra foretells, (hall reftrain the lion 
Telephus from his treat, I'his treat 
confuted in the dejlru&hn of the Gre- 
cian army. The lion is not repirc- 
fented as entering intq the field of 
corn in fearch, otfood^ bv'l only wdth a 
view to devaftation. epulae, is 

here ufed, not in i; » illegal, but in a fi- 
gurative fenfe. The utter extinflion of 
the Greeks, to ^rpo^i^o, A'ir^trai, was 
the intended treat of Telephus. The 
Gfcciaft army is in another place com- 
pared to a field of corn. 'To this 
. image refers. Lycophron is 

partial to this allufion. He found it 
in Homer, and it has been imitated by 
other Greek y R.

He^dotus takes occafiaix to^ ob> 
^.ferve ^lail' extraordinary circumltance

From the abiple and fatisfaCfory 
account of the capital of the Spanifli 
Monarchy, we liave taken the liberty 
to rele6l fbme deferiptions of the man- 
nei-s of the inhabitants, their charaAer, 


But the molt extraordinary circutn- 
flance, pot noticed, we believe, by any 
preceding traveller, is the political 
conllitution and prli^leges of the 
whole province of Bii^y, which ac- 
counts for the crow'ded population of 
Bilboa, ** where, at firft fight, there 
appears; to be fcarcely room for Sooo 
inhabitants, yet it contains 1 300a, and 
the houies, which are four and five 
Itories high, arc filled even to the 
roofs. The faft is, that the province 
is not properly dependant on, but only 
under the proteition* of, the Spanirfi 
c rown. It is indeed a kind of jpolitical 
fii^cfnaly to fee a fmall Kepubiick thus 
united to fuch a Monarchy as' Spain. 
But, however unlimited may be tlic 
power o: the Kings of Spain lii 
their other provinces, it is a truth, 
that in Bifc^ they have only the 
iludow pf 4 oi|ination. Heie are nei- 
ther garHj|bj#f cuflom houfes, flamps, 
aiof exc}£i'^ in fliort, of ail the royal 
twre*s, they know Q^ne but the dmativo^ 
ur gratuimns^iKitlbn.'* On the man- 
ners and genoral cbarabler of the Bif- 
cayans, 'particularly of their Imced of 
the Frencb^.the amulements of Bilboa, 
tke; our author affords ample infer*.

Two Englilh fail 
of the line felt the fhock ftrongly at thir-> 
ty miles from land. Several (hocks were 
again felt in the night and on the 
|jpiirmng of the 8th. All the European 
i^Kmilies are encamped in the fields un> 
der tents. 

Letters from Hamburgh (late, that 
the Magiftrates of that city took pof.

refill the attacks of its internal and ex- 
ternal enemies. 

Ber.ne/'D^c. 3. — ^The adilivity of the 
meafures adopted to re-cftabli(h order 
in the fmall Cantons, where frelh trou^ 
bles had broken out, has been happily 
fuccefsful. Tranquility is perie£lly 
rettored in that country ; yet the 
marching of French troops thither con- 
tinues. — The Helvetic Government has 
received the official intelligence from 
Its Envoy at Ratilbon, that the preli- 
minary hegociations have already been 
(et on foot refpefting the indemnities 
claimed by Switzerland for the lofs of 
its pofleffions in Germany, which pro- 
mile complete fuccefs. 

Constantinople, O^. 26. — The 
differences between the Englifh and the 
Turks, at Alexandria, have rifen to 
fuch a height, that the Englilh Ge- 
i>eral has demanded certain forts, which 
had been refigned to the Turks, to be 
put again into his poirefiion. The 
Turks refufe to yield to his demand. 
The Engliih ^e, however, Itill fecu re- 
ly mailers of Alexandria. 

Bucharest, O//, 27. — Yellerday, 
between twelve and one o'clock, this 
city was thrown into the greatelt con- 
ilernation by an earthquake. The 
(hocks, which fucceeded each other for 
ten minutes and a half, were fo violent, 
that almofl all the chimnies were thrown 
down 9 levcral houfes and fbme churches 
allb tumbled to pieces ; that of St. Ni- 
cholas, and the famous tower of Golt- 
za, are nothing but heaps of ruins. 
'I'he earth burll open at feveral times, 
and a greenilh water, which diffufed a 
fulphurous odour throughout the whole 
city, fpouted up through the filTures. 
At five o'clock the phenomenon was 
renewed, ^but the (hocks were lefs vio- 
lent, and dt.cafioned no damage. Not- 
withllanding the great number of edi- 
fices thrown down, during the fir (I 
commotioh, no perfons have pcrlfhed, 
except a Jewefs and her child, and two 
others. ■ Prince Yfpilanti, the new

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rived y he had gone to church to oiTer 
up his prayers, and the moft violent 
fliocks werei^felt juft at the moment 
when he was about to kifs the GofpeU 

Viknn A, Nov, 20.— According to the 
laft intelligence from the frontiers ef 
Turkey, the earthquake of the 26th of 
October has occalioned more ravage 
than announced by the firft reports— a 
great many people muft have periftied 
in confcquence of this difafter. Thefe 
ravages have extended as far as Con- 
ftantinople. Between Siliftria and 
Koftock a coniiderable track of land 
has been entirely (wallowed up, and 
transformed into a lake. A mountain 
has liad a fimilar fate j before it funk 
down, a water foinewhat like milk 
fpoiited up from it. The towns of 
Krajowa and Widdin have fuftained 
confiderahle damage. The caftle of 
Buchareft, which was built by the Ro> 
mans, preients nothing but ruins. Tht? 
Prince and the inhabitants quitted the 
town, and arc encamped in the plain. 
This phenomenon is afcribed by na- 
tiiraiifts to the excelTive heat which 
took place laft fummer. 

Vienna, 24.— We have received 

here from Peter warradin, news of the 
earthquake which was felt at Conftan- 
tinople. The firft reports were exag- 
£;erated, but it is not the lefs true that 
Conftantinople has experienced a vio- 
lent ihock. The letters from Peter- 
warradin are in fubfiance as follows : 
*’* 'I’he earthquake felt here, and 
throughout Syrmium, * on the 26th 
of October lalt, extended throughout 
Servia, Borni.a, and the other Turki(h 
provinces, to the banks of the Black 
Sea. It was very violent at Couftanti- 
Jiople. The greater part of the houfes 
iituated in the neighbourhood of the 
Seraglio, and a great part of the 
buildipgs and moiques in the fuburb 
Gajata, have been thrown down. The 
earthquake laited more than thirty 
minutes. The rocking and (hocks 
were continual} the Seraglio was (haken, 
.ind fuffered much. The Grand Seignior 
Bed to the principal inofque, formerly 
the church of Saint Sophia, whither 
the people repaired maffe, becaufe 
that mofque is deemed indcttruftible.’* 
—A frefti incident has occurred, which 
gives rife to many rumours. The 
union of the Dutchyof Parma to France, 
though it was ea(y to fonel'ee it, has 
produced nevettheltr$ a ftroitg. req^k- 


tion. Our Court claims t^atjSoye^ 
reignty in virtue of the Treaty of Aix- 
la-Chapelle, which eiiablifties in favour 
of the Houfe o( Auftria the reverfion 
of Parma and Piacenza. How could 
Spahfi give to anotiier Power territories 
which had devolved to Auttna bv an 
anterior Treaty t It is hoped that the 
Imperial Court will receive an indem- 
nity from France. 

Vienna, Nov. 29.— The brothe- of 
Prince Rufpoli reiides here. He has 
received from Englantl letters from the 
Prince, who was nominated by the 
Pope to the dignity of Grand Mafter 
of Malta. •Prince Rufpoli, by thefe 
letters, fignifies to his brother his re- 
fufal of that dignity, and explains tliib 
reafons why he refufes it. 

His Imperial Majefty has again given 
orders to reduce his army to the mea* 
fure of the peace eftablifiiment. 

Ratisbon, Dec. 2. — ^The Imperial 
Plenipotentiary has not yet acceded to 
the definitive Conclufum of the Depu- 
tation. That acceflion will probably 
not take place until the interens of the 
Grand Duke of Tufeany have been 
finally arranged. 

Five women were lately tried at 
Patna, in Hindoltan, on charges of 
Sorcery, and, being found guilty,- were 
put to death. The Governor General, 
on being informed of the circumHance^ 
ordered all the principal peiTons who 
compofed the tribunals to be appre- 
hended, and arraigned before the Cir- 
cuit Court of Patna, on charges of the 
murder of thefe women, and the Court 
adjudged them to fufftr death. It ap- 
peared, however, that this cuftom had 
prevailed time immemorial } feveral of 
the witnelfes remembered numerous 
inltanccs of perfons having been put .to 
death by the Brahmans for forcery,. 
and one of them in particular proved 
that his own mother had been tried 
and executed as a witch— the Govern- 
ment, therefore, pardoned the offenders; 
but, to prevent the recurrence of cir- 
cumftances fo diigraceful to humanity, 
a Proclamation has been jfTued, de- 
claring, that any ooe forming a tri- 
bunal for the trial of perfons cliarged 
with witchcraft, or aiding or encou-^ 
raging in any ael to deprive fuch per- 
fons of life, (hall be deemed guilty of 
murder, and fuft'erthe penalty attached^ 
to that offence. 
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Dutch fliip the Vryheid, from 
Amlleidam tor Wie Cape and^Ba- 
tavia, laden with ftores, and having 
380 loldiers and paflengers on board, 
was loft on Monday near Hyihe. Only 
12 perfons w'ere faved. — It appears, 
that upwards of 450 perfons have loit 
their lives by this melancholy event. 
Many women were thrown on Ihore 
whofe bodies were perfe61:ly naked. It 
appears that it is cuftomary with Dutch 
women, at,fea, to undrefs themlclves in 
time of danger. 

27«_ About nine in the morning, 
Captain William Codling, late of the 
brig Adventure, condemned to death 
for the crime of attempting to defraud 
the Underwriters, by (cuttling and en- 
deavouring to fink that veifel, was con- 
duiftcd out of the gaol of Newgate, to 
proceed to undergo the laft extremity 
of his fentence at the Docks at Wap- 
ping.— The cart was covered with 
black 5 he afeended it with much firm- 
nefs and fortitude, and all the way to 
the place of execution was devoutly en- 
gaged in prayer. — He was accompanied 
by the Cleik to the Ordinary of New- 
gate — The conviil appeared about 40 
years of age, oi middle ftatiire, .and of 
a florid and prepoli effing countenance. 
— After hanging the ul'iuil time, the 
body was put in a fiicll, and landed at 
Wapping New Stairs, in order to be 
delivered to Ins friends. The banks of 
the River were thronged, and every 
ihroud and yard of the ihips within 
view of the execution w'ere crowded 
with fpeefators.

One Johnfon, a fmugglcr, who w^as 
confined in the Fleet Prilbn on a ca- 
pital charge, eHefttd his eftape. About: 
four years fince, this man and another 
made tneir efcape from the New Jail 
in the Borough, w'here they were con- 
fined for obftr tiding fome Revenue 
Officers : in the Hew Jail they pre- 
lenicd piftols to the keeper, and hav- 
ing gained the outer door, mounted 
liorfes, which were in rcadinefs, and 
rode off. At the time of the expedi- 
tion to the Helder, Johnfon made a 
tender of his fervices to Government i 
Ins knowledge of the Dutch coaft 
(from his fmuggling connexions) was 
thought of coniequcnce, and his offer 
was accepted; his condud in this fer- 
vice procured him the favour of fe- 
vcral of the Ex Minifters, and of Sir 
Ralph Ahercrombie in particular.

In cafes of a bite firom any f oifonous 
animal^ it is recommended to bind the 
part above the wound with (heet-lead. 
and to ufe volatile alkali. Lunar- 
caultic. or the oxide of iilver from the 
nitrous acid, is a certain and ededlual 
antidote, as when mixed with the venom 
of the viper, it renders it innocent. 

At a Special Sefiions, lately holden in 
Halifax, a caufe was tried between a 
Clergyman and the keeper of a toll- 
gate. wherein it was determined by 
the Sitting Magiftratc—‘* That a Cler- 
gyman. gpingon duty, is every where 
exempt from the payment of toll."
